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INTRODUCTION. 

The  Guild  or  Fraternity  of  Masters  and  Pilots,  Seamen  of 
the  Trinity  House  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  interesting  corporations  in  England.  Its  history  is  too  long 
to  he  written  as  the  introduction  to  the  first  of  its  longer  records 
to  he  published.  As  it  is  my  intention  to  publish  a  full  history 
of  the  House  elsewhere,  I  propose  to  confine  myself  in  the  present 
introduction  to  such  particulars  of  the  history  and  functions  of 
the  Guild  as  will  help  the  reader  more  fully  to  understand  the 
record  now  set  before  him. 

Although  sometimes  regarded,  even  in  Hull,  as  a  sort  of 
“  branch  office  ”  of  the  London  Trinity  House,  the  Hull  Trinity 
House  is,  and  always  has  been,  an  independent  body,  which, 
although  its  charter  of  incorporation  is  later  than  that  of  the 
London  Trinity  House,  may  well  claim  to  he  the  elder  of  the  two. 
Long  before  its  formal  incorporation,  the  Hull  Trinity  House  was 
a  recognised  guild,  exercising  many  of  those  functions  which  it 
was  later  authorised  by  charter  to  perform. 

The  earliest  document  bearing  on  the  history  of  the  blouse  is 
now  known  as  the  First  Subscription,  and  dates  from  1369. (1) 
This  established  an  ordinary  parish  guild,  of  a  type  common 
enough  in  mediaeval  England,  in  honour  of  the  Holy  Trinity. 
It  contains  the  usual  provisions  for  attendance  at  the  guild  mass, 
election  of  wardens,  payment  to  sick  members  and  fines  for  breaches 
of  the  rules.  Apart  from  the  dedication  to  the  Holy  Trinity,  a 
favourite  patron  of  seamen,  there  is  nothing  that  shows  any  con¬ 
nection  with  the  sea.  Nor  does  this  become  apparent  when  the 
rules  of  the  guild  were  revised  and  renewed  in  1398.  This 
document  (the  Second  Subscription)  contains  the  names  of  some 
250  members,  as  it  seems  to  have  been  signed  as  a  token  of 
adherence  to  the  guild.  Practically  all  trades,  including 
chaplains,  vicars,  and  even  a  couple  of  Augustinian  canons  are 
included. 

It  was  not  until  1457  that  the  step  was  taken  which  definitely 
linked  the  guild  with  the  seamen  of  the  port.  In  that  year,  24 
shipmasters  of  the  town  agreed  with  the  vicar  of  Hessle  (as  titular 
Vicar  of  Holy  Trinity,  Hull)  and  the  mayor  and  alderman  to  found 
of  “  themselves  and  others  ”  a  guild  to  maintain  a  chantry  in 
the  south  aisle  of  Holy  Trinity  Church.  Eor  this  purpose  they 
agreed  to  pay  in  their  “  lowage  and  stowage  ”  money  to  the 
guild,  and  that  no  master  was  to  hire  any  mariner  who  refused 
to  pay  his  lowage  and  stowage  to  the  guild,  under  penalty  of 
£10.  This  is  the  first  mention  of  “  lowage  and  stowage  ”  which, 
under  its  later  name  of  “  primage,”  bulks  so  large  in  the  accounts

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and  orders  of  the  House.  In  origin,  it  was  probably  an  extra 
payment  made  to  the  master  and  ships’  company  for  loading 
cargo,  for  the  system  of  having  this  done  by  stevedores  is  quite 
modern.  As  the  present  volume  shows,  in  the  seventeenth  century 
seamen  were  hound  to  give  attendance  on  the  ship  for  six  days 
before  sailing  and  after  arrival  for  the  purpose  of  loading  and 
unloading.  How  lowage  and  stowage  was  computed  in  the  Middle 
Ages  we  cannot  say,  hut  by  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century 
it  was  computed  at  a  rate  of  3d.  in  the  ton  for  all  cargo  carried. 
Numerous  <£  ratures  of  primage  ”  of  various  dates  are  contained 
in  the  archives  of  the  House,  and  form  a  useful  guide  to  the 
commodities  imported  and  exported  from  Hull.  The  same  ship¬ 
masters  went  a  step  further  and  agreed  to  build  a  chapel  of  their 
own  and  an  almshouse  and  to  support  impotent  mariners  therein 
with  the  lowage  and  stowage  money.  Further,  they  agreed  that 
no  merchant  was  to  hire  any  shipmaster  who  had  not  agreed  to 
pay  in  his  lowage  and  stowage  under  penalty  by  the  master  of  ten 
marks  for  each  offence.  There  seem  to  have  been  some  shipmasters 
who  were  reluctant  to  pay  in  their  money,  for  in  this  same  year, 
1457,  Henry  YI,  by  letters  under  the  signet,  instructed  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  Hull  to  see  that  the  agreement  was  enforced  on 
all  shipmasters  and  merchants. (1) 

The  obvious  result  of  this  must  have  been  to  “  freeze  out  ” 
those  members  of  the  original  guild  who  were  not  shipmasters, 
though  whether  the  process  was  long  or  short  we  have  no  means 
of  judging.  Those  who  had  no  lowage  and  stowage  to  pay  would 
hardly  be  welcome  members  of  the  guild,  which  at  once  got  to 
work  collecting  the  dues  and  expending  them  on  the  building 
of  the  almshouse  and  chapel.  By  1461  the  House  was  built, 
though  there  were  additions  made  by  Robert  Paget  at  a  cost  of 
£33  13s.  4d.  between  then  and  1464.  It  was  a  timber  structure, 
tiled,  not  thatched,  and  the  chapel  had  a  stained  east  window. 

The  accounts  of  the  House  begin  in  1461  and  continue 
practically  without  a  break.  From  then  it  is  possible  to  visualise, 
in  a  general  way,  the  growth  and  development  of  the  guild.  In 
1505  the  agreement  of  1457  was  renewed,  and  this  handsome  and 
well  illuminated  document  bears  the  signature  or  mark  of  all 
brethren  admitted  till  1597,  some  six  hundred  in  all.  In  contra¬ 
distinction  to  the  signatories  of  the  1398  subscription,  all  these 
are  shipmen. 

The  Tudor  policy  of  encouraging  navigation  was  bound  to 
have  its  repercussions  on  Hull.  In  1512,  Henry  YIII  conferred  a 
charter  on  the  Trinity  House  of  Deptford  Strand.  Later  in  his 
reign,  the  importance  of  Hull  was  forced  on  bis  attention  by  the

Henry  VIII. 
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Pilgrimage  of  Grace  and  liis  preparations  for  a  more  vigorous 
Scottish  policy.  During  his  visit  to  Hull  in  1541,  Henry  set  on 
foot  certain  reforms.  He  built  the  blockhouses  to  defend  Hull  on 
the  east;  he  confirmed  the  exclusive  right  of  Trinity  House  to  the 
pilotage  of  ships  up  and  down  the  Humber,  exercised  since 
1512  by  agreement  with  the  town  authorities,  and  in  1541  he 
conferred  the  first  charter  on  the  House.  It  would  seem  that  the 
charter  is  a  mere  legal  recognition  of  the  existing  organisation  of 
the  guild. 

Twelve  named  shipmasters  were  empowered  to  form  a  new 
guild  to  maintain  a  chaplain  celebrating  in  Holy  Trinity  Church 
for  the  souls  of  the  king  and  his  ancestors  and  of  all  deceased 
brethren  and  sisters  of  the  guild,  and  to  maintain  a  chapel  and 
almshouse  for  thirteen  poor  brethren  of  the  guild  brought  to 
poverty  by  misfortune  of  the  sea.  The  guild  was  to  have  a  common 
seal,  be  a  legal  entity  and  capable  of  holding  land  to  the  value 
of  <£10  per  annum.  The  lowage  and  stowage,  now  defined  as  3d. 
in  the  ton,  was  continued,  and  the  guild  wTas  to  be  governed  by 
wardens  elected  annually.  The  curious  thing  about  this  charter 
is  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  hound  the  guild  to  religious 
practices  which  were  condemned  by  the  Deformation,  it  wTas 
confirmed  in  identical  terms  by  Edward  VI,  Mary  and  Elizabeth. 
It  is,  however,  equally  true  that  the  guild,  probably  composed 
predominantly  of  Protestants,  had  sold  its  altar  furniture,  ceased 
to  perform  its  miracle  play  of  Noah,  and  turned  the  chaplain  into 
a  registrar  by  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  In  1581 
the  second  charter  of  Elizabeth  was  granted,  and  as  it  was  this 
charter,  as  subsequently  confirmed  by  James  I.  and  Charles  I., 
which  was  the  governing  instrument  of  the  guild  during  most  of 
the  period  covered  by  the  First  Order  Book,  it  is  necessary  to 
examine  it  in  some  detail. 

After  a  preamble  which  states  that  the  guild  was  bound  to 
superstitious  usages,  the  charter  empowers  William  Parrett  and 
eleven  others  to  establish  a  guild.  The  named  twelve  were  to  be 
Elder  Brethren,  and  all  other  “  shipmasters  and  pilots,  seamen  of 
Hull,  to  be  Younger  Brethren.  Two  Wardens,  to  be  elected  annually 
by  both  Elder  and  Younger  Brethren  jointly  on  the  morrow  of 
Trinity  Sunday,  were  to  have  control  of  the  property  of  the  guild, 
which  was  to  be  a  legal  corporation  with  its  own  seal  and  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued.  The  Wardens  had  to  be  burgesses  of  Hull. 

Every  year  the  Wardens  and  Elder  Brethren  were  to  choose 
six  younger  Brethren  as  Assistants.  The  governing  quorum  of 
the  guild  was  fixed  as  one  Warden,  four  Elder  Brethren  and  two 
Assistants,  and  they  were  empowered  to  make  regulations  for  the 
government  of  themselves  and  the  seamen  of  the  port,  for  the 
“  increase  and  augmenting  of  the  Navy  and  Seamen,”  such 
regulations  to  be  enforced  by  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  guild’s 
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own  prison.  The  guild  was  to  have  power  to  collect  lowage  and 
stowage  in  the  port  and  all  havens  and  creeks  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Collector  of  Customs  of  Hull,  in  effect  from  Scarborough 
to  Grimsby,  including  all  the  minor  Humber  ports  such  as  Selby. 
The  money  was  to  be  used  for  the  upkeep  of  the  chapel  and  alms¬ 
house  and  for  the  relief  of  poor  seamen  and  mariners.  Any  person 
refusing  to  pay  lowage  and  stowage  (or  primage,  as  it  is  more 
usually  called)  could  he  compelled  by  distraint  or  imprisonment. 

The  same  quorum  was  empowered  to  settle  all  disputes  con¬ 
cerning  the  wages  of  any  mariner  dwelling  within  the  limits  of 
the  port  (including  the  member-ports)  and  to  forbid  any  seaman  or 
mariner  from  taking  charge  as  master  or  pilot  of  any  ship  passing 
from  Humber  northwards  beyond  Elamborough,  or  southwards 
beyond  Winterton  Ness  until  he  had  been  examined  by  the  guild 
and  given  a  licence  stating  for  what  places  he  was  a  fit  pilot, 
and  to  punish  any  unauthorised  pilot  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 
The  guild  was  further  empowered  to  prevent  any  person  of  the 
town  or  port  of  Hull  from  taking  any  alien  to  serve  in  any  ship 
except  by  licence  of  the  guild,  under  penalty  of  £3  6s.  8d.  (ten 
nobles)  and  similarly  to  prevent  any  merchant  from  lading  goods 
in  foreign  bottoms  when  adequate  English  ships  were  available, 
under  penalty  of  £6  13s.  4d. 

Such  was  the  charter  of  Elizabeth,  which  remained  the  basis 
of  the  organisation  of  the  guild  until  the  nineteenth  century.  In 
certain  particulars  it  was,  of  course,  modified  by  subsequent  usage 
or  by  later  charters.  For  example,  the  provision  for  the  annual 
election  of  Assistants  seems  to  have  been  dropped  within  a  few 
years  of  the  charter,  and  the  office  of  assistant  became  a  permanent 
appointment,  and  in  practice,  Elder  Brethren  were  always  chosen 
from  the  ranks  of  the  assistants.  The  guild  also  extended  its 
operations  to  include  the  upkeep  of  buoys  and  beacons  and  the 
construction  of  a  “  dolphin,”  which  was  a  sort  of  large  capstan 
fixed  in  the  mouth  of  the  river  Hull  to  veer  ships  in  or  hale 
them  out  of  the  old  Haven.  Its  control  of  shipping  matters 
naturally  implied  making  regulations  for  the  berthing  of  ships  in 
the  Haven,  and  the  House  officer  seems  during  the  first  half  of 
the  seventeenth  century  to  have  added  to  his  other  duties  that  of 
harbour  master. 

These  extensions  were  ratified  by  the  charter  of  Charles  II 
in  1661,  which,  in  addition  to  confirming  the  rights  granted  by 
Elizabeth,  laid  down  a  scale  of  fees  to  be  charged  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  dolphin  and  empowered  the  House  to  appoint  a  harbour 
master.  Such,  then,  was  the  constitution  of.  Trinity  House  when 
the  first  order  book  was  drafted.  We  must  now  turn  our  attention 
to  the  information  given  by  the  order  hook  on  the  various  matters 
with  which  the  House  was  competent  to  deal. 
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The  Guild  and  its  Officers. 

Throughout  the  period  the  constitution  of  the  guild  remained 
as  we  have  described  it.  Every  year  the  Wardens  were  duly 
elected,  usually  at  the  beginning  of  September.  The  method  of 
election  was  probably  that  each  brother  scored  his  vote  on  the 
paper  on  the  Secretary’s  table  “  without  sight  of  what  others  do.” 
This,  at  any  rate,  was  the  method  of  electing  Elder  Brethren, 
but  there  are  also  references  to  the  “  ballatine  box.”  The 
Wardens  and  the  two  stewards  were  elected  by  both  elder  and 
younger  brethren.  Service  as  steward  was  an  essential  preliminary 
to  election  as  Assistant  and,  because  of  the  necessity  for  Wardens 
to  be  burgesses  of  Hull,  at  a  fairly  late  date  in  our  period  the 
House  ordered  that  stewards  must  similarly  he  burgesses. 

It  was  sometimes  difficult  to  raise  a  quorum  of  Elder  Brethren 
and  Assistants  since  many  of  them  were  active  shipmasters  and 
frequently  at  sea.  It  was  therefore  expected  that  brethren  should 
reside  in  Hull,  and  in  1644  Messrs.  Crewe  and  Robinson  were 
disfranchised,  the  one  for  residing  in  Grimsby,  the  other  for 
prolonged  absence  in  “  the  enemy’s  parts,”  presumably  in  some 
part  of  England  under  the  control  of  the  King.  Robinson, 
however,  was  re-elected  some  years  later. 

The  fine  on  admission  to  the  guild  as  a  younger  brother  was 
usually  6s.  8d.,  though  occasionally  a  larger  sum  was  demanded, 
but  there  is  no  reference  to  the  later  practice  of  a  newly  elected 
Assistant  providing  a  feast.  The  Wardens  each  held  office  for 
three  months  in  turn,  beginning  with  the  Senior  Warden,  and 
already  these  days  when  a  W arden  succeeded  his  colleague, 
called  quarter  days,  were  regarded  as  occasions  of  some 
importance. (1)  The  guild  and  the  pensioners  attended  chapel  and 
the  Chaplain  preached  a  sermon.  During  his  period  of  office,  the 
Warden  was  responsible  for  the  collection  of  primage  and  presided 
over  the  frequent  meetings  of  the  Board. (2) 

The  functions  of  the  stewards  are  nowhere  defined.  Probably 
they  were  originally  assistants  to  the  Wardens,  as  the  office  dates 
back  to  the  foundation  of  the  guild,  but  by  the  seventeenth 
century  the  office  seems  to  have  been  an  honorary  one.  Of  the 
subordinate  officers,  the  most  important  was  the  secretary.  The 
office  obviously  developed  out  of  that  of  the  original  guild 
chaplain.  During  the  period  between  the  accession  of  Edward  VI 
and  the  Charter  of  1581,  the  guild  remained  technically  bound 
to  maintain  a  chaplain  to  say  masses,  for  the  souls  of  deceased 
brethren.  Shortly  after  the  first  Chantries  Act  the  guild  sold 
the  altar  fittings  and  furniture  of  the  chapel,  but  retained  the 
chaplain,  who  had  probably  always  done  the  accounts  and  writing, 
as  secretary.  Later,  the  secretary  was  lawyer  rather  than  parson.

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George  Trewman,  who  was  secretary  in  1664,  also  held  the  office 
of  Clerk  of  the  Town  Court,  i.e.,  Town  Clerk,  and  therefore  refused 
to  act  for  the  House  when  the  town  took  up  the  merchants’  case 
in  the  great  dispute  between  the  Merchant  Adventurers  and  the 
House. (1)  We  are  not  informed  as  to  the  stipend  of  the  secretary, 
but  it  was  certainly  considerably  augmented  by  numerous  fees 
and  perquisites.  He  assigned  the  Greater  and  Lesser  Turns,  i.e., 
pilots  for  foreign  and  English  ships,  and  was  allowed  a  fee  on 
each  assignment.  He  also  kept  the  register  of  wages  so  frequently 
alluded  to  in  the  order  book,  charging  every  master  and  man  a 
specified  sum  for  making  the  entries.  Though  the  actual  sums 
were  small,  only  a  penny  for  the  man,  the  total  amount  received 
in  a  year  was  considerable,  since  every  master  was  bound  to  enter 
the  wages  agreed  with  each  man  for  every  voyage. 

The  importance  of  the  office  was  recognised  by  the  fact  that 
the  secretary  was  the  only  subordinate  officer  to  be  admitted  an 
elder  brother.  He  was  usually  sworn  immediately  after  election. 
His  duties,  as  laid  down  in  the  secretary’s  oath,(2)  were  to  keep 
all  writings  of  the  House,  to  enrol  all  orders,  to  sue  out  bonds 
when  instructed  to  do  so,  and  to  travel  on  the  House’s  business 
when  required. 

The  restored  office  of  chaplain  was  probably  the  outcome  of  the 
puritanical  spirit  in  Hull  in  the  late  sixteenth  century,  though 
the  chaplains  were  by  no  means  all  Puritans,  and  the  House  itself 
was  somewhat  incurious  in  matters  of  dogma,  as  may  be  seen 
from  the  order  in  the  election  of  Anthony  Stevenson  as  chaplain 
in  1642.  He  was  to  read  “  service  and  prayers  according  to  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  allowed 
and  afterwards  as  the  same  shall  be  established  by  Act  of 
Parliament.” (3) 

If  the  Board  was  laodicean  in  matters  of  doctrine,  it  was 
certainly  not  in  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of  its  chaplain. 
When  Stiles,  the  royalist  and  contentious  vicar  of  Hessle,  claimed 
that  as  vicar  of  the  parish  he  had  a  right  to  the  chaplaincy  or 
alternatively  to  read  prayers  in  the  chapel,  the  House  retorted 
that  they  proposed  to  keep  Stevenson  as  chaplain,  and  if  there 
was  any  legal  reason  why  he  should  not  preach,  they  were  prepared 
to  waive  that  part  of  his  duties.  All  subsequent  chaplains  were 
compelled  to  sign  a  statement  of  the  conditions  of  appointment 
in  which  it  is  specifically  stated  that  the  chaplain  held  his  office 
by  the  election  of  the  Board  and  at  the  Board’s  pleasure. 
Normally,  his  duties  were  to  read  prayers  and  catechise  the  inmates 
of  the  Hospitals  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  and  to

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preach  a  sermon  at  the  election  of  the  Wardens,  and  one  at  the 
beginning  of  each  Warden’s  quarter,  “  having  eight  or  ten  days 
notice  given  him  for  his  better  preparation.”  Other  days  might 
be  substituted  if  due  notice  were  given,  but  this  appears  only  to 
have  happened  once,  shortly  after  the  Restoration,  when  the 
quarter  day  clashed  with  Sovereign’s  Accession,  and  the  chaplain 
himself  asked  for  a  postponement. 

The  stipend  was  £8  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  and  though 
the  office  changed  hands  frequently,  there  was  never  any  dearth 
of  candidates.  Most  of  the  Hull  clergy  seem  to  have  been  ready 
to  seek  election.  The  famous  John  Shawe  tried  for  the  post  but 
was  not  elected. 

The  House’s  officer  belonged  to  a  lower  social  grade  than 
either  of  these  functionaries.  Not  infrequently  lie  was  an  inmate 
of  the  Hospital.  His  duties  were  multifarious,  and  included 
summoning  members  of  the  Board  to  meetings  and  giving  notice 
to  younger  brethren  of  meetings  of  the  full  guild.  He  was  also 
responsible  for  serving  summonses  to  attend  the  Board  on  offenders 
against  the  orders  of  the  Board  and  for  the  collection  of  primage 
in  the  port  of  Hull.  From  time  to  time  we  find  him  receiving 
a  warrant  to  take  a  distress  from  some  shipmaster  who  had  failed 
to  pay  primage  or  to  submit  to  the  orders  of  the  Board.  If  a 
man  o’  war  demanded  a  pilot,  the  officer  was  usually  detailed  for 
the  duty.  He  also  acted  as  jailer  of  the  House  prison  and  in¬ 
carcerated  an  occasional  drunken  or  turbulent  seaman  therein. 
He  was  a  sort  of  supervisor  of  the  Hospitals,  and  Richard  Clarke, 
the  officer,  was  instructed  to  report  to  the  Board  all  inmates 
who  made  nuisances  of  themselves.  When  it  was  discovered  that 
Lawrence  Scailes  had  made  a  bequest  to  the  House, (1)  but  had 
unfortunately  not  given  the  title  of  the  guild  properly  in  his  will, 
the  invaluable  Richard  Clarke  was  sent  to  York  to  take  out  probate 
on  behalf  of  the  House.  Not  infrequently  the  officer  was  reviled 
by  peppery  shipmasters  and  insulted,  or  on  occasion  assaulted  by 
drunken  or  ill-conditioned  seamen.  He  needed  the  patience  of 
Job,  the  wisdom  of  Solomon  and,  when  removing  such  distresses 
as  anchors  and  cables,  presumably  the  strength  of  Hercules.  It 
is  therefore  gratifying  to  find  the  Board  recognising  his  merits. 
When  Clarke  became  too  old  and  feeble  for  work,  it  was  agreed 
that  an  assistant  should  be  appointed  at  a  salary  of  £8  per  annum, 
Clarke  to  retain  his  own  salary  of  £10  per  annum. 

There  were  also  certain  part  time  officers  of  the  Board.  The 
chief  of  these  were  the  collectors  of  primage  at  the  member-ports, 
such  as  Grimsby  and  Bridlington.  Generally  local  merchants,  they 
were  appointed  under  the  House’s  seal  to  collect  primage,  and  at 
Grimsby  buoyage  and  beaconage,  being  paid  by  a  commission  of 
3/4  in  the  £  on  primage  and  half  buoyage  and  beaconage.

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Another  officer  was  one  of  the  Custom  House  officers,  who  was 
given  an  honorarium  of  £1  per  annum  for  keeping  the  Warden 
informed  of  merchants’  declarations  in  the  Custom  House,  so  that 
the  House  should  not  he  defrauded  of  primage  by  false  declara¬ 
tions.  A  very  minor,  though  probably  useful,  servant  of  the  Board 
was  one  of  the  widows  of  the  Hospital,  who  received  a  slight 
increase  of  pay  in  consideration  of  lighting  fires  and  running 
errands  for  the  Board. 

The  Board  appears  to  have  conducted  its  meetings,  on  the 
whole,  with  seemliness  and  decorum.  It  is  true  that  the  order 
that  any  member  attending,  being  “  obviously  overtaken  in  liquor,” 
shall  be  fined,  has  a  suspicious  look,  and  occasionally  the  harmony 
of  meetings  was  disturbed,  as,  for  example,  when  Mr.  Jefferson, 
a  former  Warden,  broke  out  into  revilings  of  Thompson,  the 
Secretary,  and  was  promptly  fined  10s.  to  the  Poors’  Box.  It  was 
also  held  to  be  a  disrespect  of  the  Board  for  an  Elder  Brother 
who  had  held  municipal  office  not  to  wear  his  alderman’s  gown 
at  elections,  and  several  brethren  were  fined  for  this  offence. 

The  House  as  a  Navigation  Authority. 

By  far  the  most  important  function  of  the  House  in  the 
seventeenth  century  was  the  control  it  exercised  over  all  matters 
concerning  the  ships  and  seamen  of  the  port.  These  functions 
can  be  summarised  under  four  main  headings  :  — The  licensing  of 
pilots,  the  settlement  of  disputes  between  masters  and  ships’ 
companies,  and  masters  and  owners  or  freighters,  the  drafting 
of  harbour  regulations  and  the  maintenance  of  buoys  and  beacons. 
From  the  time  of  its  incorporation  in  1541,  and  even  before,  the 
guild  had  exercised  the  right  to  license  pilots  to  bring  foreign 
ships  up  and  down  the  Humber.  Membership  of  the  guild  was, 
in  fact,  a  certificate  of  competence  as  a  pilot.  But  the  term 
“  pilot  ”  had  a  much  wider  meaning  in  the  seventeenth  century 
than  it  has  to-day.  The  pilot’s  licence  of  the  Trinity  House  was 
much  more  in  the  nature  of  our  “  Master’s  Certificate.”  The  pilot 
was  the  competent  navigating  officer  of  the  ship.  Consequently, 
a  man  was  only  admitted  to  the  guild  when  he  had  proved  his 
competence  to  take  a  ship  to  certain  specified  ports.  After  1634, 
when  he  took  the  oath  as  a  brother,  and  had  his  name  entered  in 
the  Oath  Book,  the  ports  for  which  he  was  a  competent  pilot  were 
stated.  Thus,  we  find  many  brethren  entered  as  being  competent 
to  take  charge  coastwise  or  to  the  Low  Countries,  some  to  the 
Eastland  (i.e.,  the  Baltic)  or  to  Bordeaux  and  the  Bay  (of  Biscay), 
and  a  few  to  places  as  far  distant  as  Greenland  and  the 
Mediterranean  ports. 

It  must  be  emphasised  that  the  guild  was  a  guild  of  ship¬ 
masters,  and  not  of  seamen.  It  acted  like  any  other  craft  guild 
in  only  concerning  itself  with  master  craftsmen.  The  ordinary 
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Hull  sailor  liacl  not  tlie  slightest  chance  of  ever  becoming  a  brother 
of  the  guild  unless  he  rose  to  the  command  of  a  ship,  which,  in 
the  seventeenth  century,  almost  certainly  implied  being  at  least 
part  owner  of  the  vessel.  The  gulf  between  ship’s  officer  and 
foremast  hand  existed  in  the  seventeenth  century  as  clearly  as 
in  the  nineteenth.  The  ordinary  seaman  might  be  helped  by  the 
House  in  sickness  or  poverty,  he  might  find  it  a  useful  agent 
to  enforce  his  contract  against  a  defaulting  master,  but  it  would 
be  only  in  exceptional  circumstances  that  he  could  hope  to  be 
admitted  to  full  membership  of  the  guild. 

That  the  examination  of  pilots  was  taken  very  seriously  we 
have  abundant  proof.  In  1635,  John  Billingham  failed  in  the 
examination  and  was  refused  admission  as  a  brother.  Frequently 
we  read  of  masters  whose  licences  were  suspended,  sometimes  for 
breaches  of  the  House’s  orders,  sometimes  for  incompetence.  When 
Sir  John  Lister  was  elected  a  brother  in  1640,  he  specifically 
denied  any  competence  and  asked  to  be  excused  attendance  when 
any  question  of  navigation  was  before  the  Board.  Only  the 
brethren  could  bring  ships  into  or  out  of  Hull,  and  it  was  the 
Secretary’s  business  to  keep  the  rota  and  see  that  each  brother  had 
his  turn  at  this  well  paid  duty.(1)  Any  person  infringing  this 
privilege  was  severely  dealt  with  by  the  Board. 

If  one  of  the  functions  of  a  mediaeval  guild  was  to  ensure  the 
competence  of  its  members  in  their  craft,  an  equally  important 
one  was  the  settlement  of  disputes  between  members.  Not  only, 
therefore,  was  the  House  empowered  by  its  charters  to  settle  all 
disputes  relating  to  seamen’s  wages,  but  also,  in  all  probability, 
by  a  tradition  older  than  the  earliest  charters.  One  of  the  first 
acts  of  the  House  after  receiving  its  Charter  in  1541  was  to  draft 
a  complete  scale  of  wages  for  all  the  voyages  which  might  be 
undertaken  from  Hull ;  and  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  orders 
in  the  present  volume  are  on  the  subject  of  seamen’s  wages.  In 
some  ways  this  is  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  present  volume. 
No  other  source  in  print  throws  so  much  light  on  the  wages, (2)  life 
and  conditions  of  the  seamen  of  the  period  of  the  Civil  Wars  and 
Commonwealth . 

The  youngster  who  wished  to  follow  the  sea  usually  began  his 
*  career  as  an  apprentice.  He  was  not  a  ship’s  apprentice  in  the 
modern  sense,  but  apparently  apprenticed  to  an  ordinary  seaman, 
with  whom  he  would  make  his  first  voyages  and  from  whom  he  would 
learn  the  elements  of  seamanship.  When  he  had  learned  something, 
but  before  he  was  out  of  his  apprenticeship,  his  master  might

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hire  him  to  the  master  of  another  ship  to  go  on  a  voyage  by  him¬ 
self.  In  that  case,  however,  the  wages  were  due  not  to  the  boy, 
but  to  his  master.  When  the  boy  was  through  his  apprenticeship 
he  was  rated  ordinary  seaman  and  made  his  own  agreements  about 
wages  with  the  ship  master.  In  general,  the  seaman  was  paid 
by  the  voyage,  the  month  or  the  year.  On  the  whole,  the  former 
method  appears  to  have  been  the  most  popular. 

One  of  the  most  common  voyages  from  Hull  was  to  Newcastle 
or  one  of  the  other  Tyne  coal  ports.  In  1649  the  wages  for  this 
voyage  seem  to  have  been  from  £1  12s.  to  £2  6s.  8d.,  according 
to  rating,  except  for  the  mate,  who  had  £3  6s.  8d.  As  the  ratings 
are  not  given,  it  is  impossible  to  say  exactly  what  the  ordinary 
seaman’s  wage  was,  but  £1  14s.  to  £1  16s.  would  seem  about  a 
fair  estimate. 

For  a  Sunderland  voyage  in  1638  a  seaman  received  10s.  8d., 
but  this  was  merely  a  diversion  of  voyage  on  the  way  back  from 
Amsterdam,  and  was  paid  in  addition  to  the  wage  agreed  upon 
for  the  original  vojmge  to  Newcastle,  Amsterdam  and  back  to 
Hull. 

Another  common  voyage  was  to  London,  often  completed  with 
a  Newcastle  voyage.  The  usual  route  seems  to  have  been  Hull — 
Newcastle — London.  In  1634,  the  rate  was  30s.  to  35s.,  in  1646, 
a  master  was  ordered  to  pay  £2  4s.  for  the  round  voyage,  with 
3s.  4d.  extra  because  he  had  some  lading  from  London  to  Newcastle. 
Here,  the  voyage  was  taken  in  the  opposite  direction,  and  it  was 
obviously  assumed  that  the  ship  would  go  in  ballast  from  London 
to  Newcastle. 

The  Newcastle  voyage  was  also  the  subject  of  rather  a  curious 
enactment.  A  married  seaman  was  given  a  quarter  of  coals  in 
addition  to  his  wages.  Thus  in  1648  we  find  a  man  receiving 
24s.  plus  a  quarter  of  coals,  or  5s.  in  lieu,  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle 
and  back. 

The  Dutch  war  seems  to  have  caused  a  considerable  rise  in 
wages,  as  we  find  wages  of  45s.  being  paid  for  Newcastle  in  1652, 
and  32s.  for  London.  By  1654,  London  wages  seem  to  have  varied 
according  to  rating  from  £2  to  £3  10s.  A  rise  in  the  rate  of 
wages  also  occurs  during  the  second  Dutch  war  in  1665. 

The  rate  for  a  voyage  to  Newhaven,  in  France,  was  £2,  plus 
certain  perquisites,  and  for  a  voyage  to  Dunkirk  in  1632  an 
apprentice  was  paid  £1  18s. (1)  The  agreed  wage  for  a  round 
voyage  to  Rotterdam  and  Bordeaux  in  1633  was  £7  1.0s.,  though, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  ship  in  question,  the  Advice ,  was  frozen 
up  at  Rotterdam  and  returned  to  Hull.  The  wage  actually  paid 
was  £3  10s.  This  seems  to  have  been  rather  high,  as,  in  1652, 
only  30s.  was  paid  for  a  Rotterdam  voyage.  Possibly  the  two  men

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were  of  different  ratings.  Voyages  to  the  Eastland  (i.e.,  the  Baltic) 
were,  of  course,  fairly  common.  In  1634  the  rate  seems  to  have 
been  £4  for  seamen  and  £8  for  a  ship’s  carpenter,  but  in  the 
following  year  £2  15s.  was  paid.  This,  however,  was  probably 
to  an  apprentice.  In  1647  the  wage  for  a  boy  for  a  Danzic  voyage 
was  £1  10s.,  whilst  in  1648  a  carpenter  had  £14  10s.  for  an 
Eastland  voyage.  In  1654,  wages  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle  and 
Sweden  were  £3  10s.  to  £5  10s.  according  to  rating.  These  violent 
fluctuations  are  probably  due  to  the  vagueness  of  the  term 
“  Eastland,”  which,  presumably,  might  include  a  voyage  to  any 
part  of  the  Baltic.  It  may  also  be  added  that  in  general  a  ship’s 
carpenter  received  a  little  less  than  twice  the  wage  of  an  ordinary 
seaman,  though  sometimes  he  got  rather  more.  In  1648,  on  a 
London — Newcastle  voyage,  the  carpenter  had  £3  5s.,  whilst  the 
rates  of  the  crew  ranged  from  £2  8s.  to  £1  16s.  In  1652,  on  a 
London  voyage,  the  carpenter  was  paid  £3  10s.,  whilst  a  seaman 
had  38s. 

Occasional  reference  is  made  to  the  whaling  voyages  to  Green¬ 
land.  In  1635,  the  wage  for  a  seaman  on  this  voyage  was 
£6  19s.  6d.,  plus  “  oar  money,”  and  in  1638,  one  Drew,  an  un¬ 
satisfactory  cook,  received  £6  15s.  inclusive  of  ‘  ‘  oar  and  fin 
money  ”  for  the  same  voyage. 

Wages  were  by  no  means  always  paid  bjr  the  voyage.  Pay¬ 
ments  by  the  week,  month  and  year  are  frequently  mentioned. 
In  1632  a  ship’s  carpenter  had  28s.  per  month,  seamen  23s.  3d. 
For  a  French  voyage  in  1637  the  rate  was  26s.  a  month  for  a 
seaman.  On  the  other  hand,  in  1639  we  find  as  little  as  25s.  a 
month  being  paid  for  an  Eastland  voyage,  though  in  the  same  year 
a  mate  had  40s.  a  month  for  a  London  voyage.  In  1645  there 
are  references  to  payments  of  28s.  and  24s.  a  month.  A  carpenter 
was  paid  40s.  a  month  in  1642,  but  for  a  Bayonne  voyage  in  1654 
only  34s.,  as  against  32s.  to  a  seaman.  Here  the  difference  is  so 
slight  that  one  doubts  whether  the  carpenter  was  qualified.  In 
1660  a  mate  was  getting  £2  per  week. 

The  variation  of  these  wages  is  considerable,  and  points  to  a 
good  deal  of  hard  bargaining  between  masters  and  mariners  which 
we  should,  in  any  case,  assume  from  the  order  commanding  that 
any  master  was  bound  to  enter  the  wages  agreed  with  his  men  in 
the  Secretary’s  book.  Supply  and  demand  must  have  fluctuated 
considerably,  with  the  inevitable  repercussions  on  wages.  If  a 
standard  scale,  such  as  the  House  drew  up  in  1541,  had  been  in 
existence  a  century  later,  we  should  not  have  found  the  fluctua¬ 
tions,  nor  would  it  have  been  necessary  to  enter  agreements  with 
the  Secretary.  On  the  whole,  the  rates  of  pay  fixed  in  the 
Commonwealth  Navy,  of  24s.  a  month  for  able  seaman  and  19s. 
for  ordinary,  are  well  below  the  average  earnings  of  the  Hull 
seamen  of  the  period,  though  the  longer  commissions  of  ships 
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in  the  Navy  would  no  doubt  tend  to  bridge  the  gap,  as  the 
merchant  seaman  probably  had  longer  spells  “  on  the  beach  ” 
without  pay. 

The  wages  included  victuals,  and  if  a  voyage  were  abandoned 
the  master  seems  to  have  been  responsible  for  payment  of  victual¬ 
ing  money  to  the  married  members  of  the  crew  who  slept  ashore 
whilst  the  ship  was  loading.  On  one  occasion,  in  1649,  a  man 
was  hired  for  a  Newcastle  voyage  at  7s.  a  week  and  diet. 

The  ship’s  company  was  responsible  for  loading  and  unloading 
cargo,  and  hiring  for  a  voyage  included  the  right  to  demand  the 
services  for  unloading  of  all  men  hired  for  eight  days  after  a 
Newcastle  voyage,  and  sixteen  after  a  merchant’s  voyage,  under  a 
penalty  of  Is.  6d.  reduction  of  wages  for  each  tide  lost,  plus  a 
fine  of  Is.  to  the  poor  of  the  House.  The  duties  at  the  beginning 
of  a  voyage  actually  began  immediately  a  man  was  hired.  The 
bargain  between  master  and  seaman  was  sealed  by  a  Godspenny, 
varying  in  amount  from  6d.  to  2s.  6d.,  and  the  master  was  bound 
to  enter  the  agreement  in  the  Secretary’s  book.  The  seaman 
could  do  so,  if  he  wished  it,  or  suspected  the  master  of  slackness 
in  the  matter.  Frequently,  part  of  the  wage  was  advanced  either 
before  sailing  or,  more  frequently,  at  the  first  port  of  call. 

But  a  mere  statement  of  wages  paid  is  insufficient  to  give  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  economic  position  of  the  seaman.  The  old 
mediaeval  notion,  that  the  ordinary  seaman  had  a  share  in  the 
trading  activities  of  the  ship,  continued  into  the  seventeenth 
century,  when  the  Hull  seaman  always  seems  to  have  been  entitled 
to  “  furthing  ”  in  addition  to  wages.  This  appears  to  have  meant 
that  a  certain  amount  of  cargo  space  was  reserved  for  the  private 
use  of  members  of  the  ship’s  company.  In  1635  we  find  Robert 
Baker  claiming  a  ton  of  wune,  12  bushels  of  nuts  and  500  lbs.  of 
prunes  as  furthing  on  a  voyage,  presumably  to  Bordeaux,  or 
Spain. (1)  Not  only  this,  but  he  appears  to  have  sublet  half  a  tun 
to  one  Binns.  This,  apparently,  was  illegal;  at  any  rate  he  was 
ordered  to  allow  10s.  to  the  master  for  this.  On  the  Baltic  voyage 
we  usually  find  furthing  of  flax  or  hemp.  Thus  in  1657  we  find 
allowances  of  seventy  bushels  of  flax  down  to  forty,  according  to 
rating.  In  this  case  the  seamen  had  exceeded  their  allowances, 
and  the  House  ordered  them  to  pay  ordinary  freightage  on  all  flax 
in  excess  of  their  allowances. (2)  A  similar  fate  befel  some  mariners 
who  shipped  live  calves  from  Holland.  On  the  Newcastle  voyage, 
the  seaman  was  allowed  to  carry  coal  for  his  own  personal  profit, 
though  it  is  rather  doubtful  whether  this  was  a  payment  of  wages 
in  kind  or  a  furthing  in  the  true  sense.  The  seaman  could  not 
only  import,  he  could  export.  On  a  voyage  to  Newhaven,  in 
France,  in  1640,  furthing,  or  portage  as  it  is  sometimes  called,

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was  allowed  at  the  rate  of  a  fother  to  six  pigs  of  lead  according 
to  rating. 

On  the  Greenland  voyage  the  seaman  was  allowed  “  oar  and 
fin  money  ”  in  addition  to  his  wages.  This  did  not  apply  only 
to  harpooners  and  boats’  crews;  the  ship’s  cook  took  his  share. 
Other  additional  payments  made  include  “  average  and  beverage,” 
which  was  probably  a  payment  made  in  lieu  of  victuals,  which, 
of  course,  were  normally  included  in  wages.  The  term  “average” 
is  also  used  in  another  sense,  to  denote  the  share  of  each  member 
of  the  crew  in  the  liability  for  damaged  or  lost  goods.  Jettison, 
of  course,  appears  not  to  have  ranked  for  average,  but  goods 
spoiled  by  careless  stowage  appear  to  have  been  charged  against 
the  ship’s  company.  We  also  hear  frequently  of  “  intorns  ”  or 
“  inturns  ”  and  “  demurrage.”  “  Inturns  ”  occupy  a  large 
amount  of  space  in  the  wage  regulations  of  1541,  and  can  perhaps 
best  be  defined  as  a  “  short  diversion  of  voyage.”  It  apparently 
frequently  happened  that  a  master,  after  hiring  a  crew,  for 
example,  for  Bordeaux,  and  sailing  there,  picked  up  some  cargo 
for  Rochelle  on  his  return  journey.  In  such  a  case  he  was  bound 
to  pay  “  inturn  ”  money,  which  was  usually  assessed  at  a  few 
shillings  in  the  pound  on  wages  due  for  the  original  voyage. 
Demurrage  was  a  somewhat  similar  payment  made  if  a  ship  were 
for  some  reason  held  up  in  a  foreign  port  beyond  what  was 
considered  a  reasonable  time.  This  was  occasionally  a  serious 
business.  The  nest  of  pirates  at  Dunkirk  occasionally  captured 
a  Hull  ship,  which  they  would  hold  to  ransom.  This  might  mean 
that  some,  at  any  rate,  of  the  crew  were  kept  cooling  their  heels 
at  Dunkirk  for  a  considerable  period,  though  others  presumably 
made  the  best  of  tlieir  way  to  other  ports  and  got  fresh  berths. (1) 

Another  media3val  rule  which  still  held  was  that  the  seaman 
who  fell  sick  wTas  entitled  to  diet  and  probably  also  to  medical 
attention. (2) 

Wages  appear  to  have  been  computed  on  the  basis,  in  part, 
at  any  rate,  of  the  profit  which  would  be  made  from  the  voyage, 
and  an  unexpected  increase  of  this  would  call  for  a  revision 
of  wages.  Thus,  if  it  was  expected  that  part  of  a  voyage  would 
be  in  ballast,  and  then  cargo  was  carried,  the  crew  was  entitled 
to  a  third  of  the  freight.  This  cut  both  ways.  If  misfortune 
befel  a  master,  the  crew  might  have  to  submit  to  a  reduction  in 
wages. (3)  Thus,  if  a  ship  were  wrecked,  the  question  of  salvage 
had  to  be  considered.  In  1660  a  collier  was  wrecked,  but  as  most 
of  the  coals  were  saved  and  some  materials  of  the  ship  were  sold, 
the  master  had  to  pay  9s.  each  to  his  men.  On  the  other  hand, 
in  1662,  when  the  Providence  was  wrecked  on  the  way  to  Rouen,

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it  was  held  that  the  crew  should  have  nothing  unless  they  could 
prove  receipt  of  freight  monej’  by  the  master. 

If  a  master  sold  his  ship  either  abroad  or  in  an  English  port, 
he  was  bound  to  provide  conduct  money  or  a  passage  home  for 
his  crew.  This,  again,  is  a  survival  of  a  mediaeval  sea  law. 

With  all  these  varied  sources  of  income,  it  need  cause  no 
surprise  that  litigation  on  questions  of  wages  was  so  frequent. 
It  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  the  masters  or  mariners  were 
particularly  litigious.  So  many  things  might  happen  in  the 
course  of  a  voyage.  A  master  might  get  unexpected  cargo  and 
alter  the  voyage,  a  man  might  be  impressed  before  a  voyage  was 
half  completed,  and  in  either  case  the  question  of  wages  would 
have  to  be  settled.  But  the  seamen  were  by  no  means  all  angels. 
Not  infrequently  the  master  had  reason  to  complain  of  the  seaman’s 
behaviour.  Neglect  of  duty  was  common;  so,  of  course,  was 
drunkenness,  and  often  we  hear  of  men  threatening  masters,  giving 
them  “  saucy  words,”  offering*  to  knock  them  “  backwards  over  ” 
or  to  hit  them  with  an  axe.  Unfortunately,  it  is  but  seldom  that 
our  record  allows  us  to  hear  the  authentic  voice  of  the  old  salt, 
and  one  is  driven  to  fruitless  speculation  as  to  what  is  hidden 
behind  the  bald  entries  of  neglect  of  duty,  evil  words  and  so  forth. 
Only  occasionally,  as  in  the  case  of  the  famous  mutiny  on  the 
Anne  Dorothy ,(1)  do  we  get  a  full  account.  One  imagines  that 
Blenkarne,  the  aggrieved  master,  must  have  spent  most  of  the 
journey  from  Norway  home  concocting  his  marvellous  story  of 
the  evil  deeds  of  Dynnis  and  Peacock.  Dynnis,  by  the  way,  seems 
to  have  been  an  ill-conditioned  and  explosive  fellow.  In  1651 
he  was  before  the  Board,  claiming  wages  for  a  voyage.  Because 
their  decision  did  not  please  him,  he  railed  at  the  Board  and 
shook  his  head  at  them  in  a  scornful  and  contemptuous  manner, 
for  which  offence  he  was  sent  to  the  House  prison  for  a  few  hours. <2) 

The  prison  seems  to  have  been  held  in  terrorem,  and  was 
seldom  used  except  on  such  occasions  as  this,  or  when  a  man 
refused  to  accept  the  Board’s  ruling.  Twenty-four  hours  seems 
to  have  been  about  the  maximum  sentence  mentioned.  Two 
offences  frequently  committed  by  mariners  were  refusal  to  sail, 
and  hiring  themselves  to  two  masters.  The  latter  was  always 
strictly  dealt  with,  and  the  offender  compelled  to  serve  with  the 
first  master  to  hire  him  and,  if  he  refused,  not  allowed  to  go  to 
sea  for  six  months,  and  any  master  wdio  shipped  him  was  liable 
to  a  very  severe  fine.  Only  if  a  man  was  offered  a  berth  at  a 
higher  rating,  e.g.,  as  boatswain,  was  this  rule  waived. 

The  reason  generally  given  for  refusal  to  go  to  sea  was  that 
the  ship  was  ill-found.  The  testimony  of  a  ship’s  carpenter  was 
usually  considered  conclusive  on  this  score.

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Though  mainly  concerned  with  masters  and  seamen,  the  wage 
disputes  give  a  little  incidental  information  as  to  the  duties  of 
the  “  idlers,”  as  they  would  have  been  called  in  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  ship’s  carpenter  is  a  functionary  we  often  meet, 
and  it  seems  highly  probable  that  he  was  an  essential  member 
of  the  ship’s  company,  except,  perhaps,  on  purely  coastal  voyages. 
As  we  have  seen,  he  received  a  considerably  higher  wage  than 
the  average  seaman.  His  duty  was  to  be  responsible  for  the 
soundness  of  the  ship’s  timbers  and  spars.  His  oath  as  to  sea¬ 
worthiness  appears  to  have  been  conclusive.  In  addition,  he  seems 
to  have  been  responsible  for  supervising  the  battening  down  of 
hatches  and  for  caulking  the  ship.  John  Pilkington,  carpenter 
on  board  the  Encrease  on  an  Eastland  voyage,  failed  to  caulk  the 
ship  and  consequently  the  cargo  was  damaged.  He  was  fined  £5. 
On  the  other  hand,  when  a  charge  of  negligence  was  brought 
against  William  Chicken  and  it  was  proved  that  the  damage  came 
in  at  the  open  deck  and  not  at  ship’s  side,  the  master  was 
ordered  to  pay  wages  in  full.  The  carpenters  seem  to  have  given 
the  House  some  trouble.  It  appears  that  they  regarded  themselves 
primarily  as  craftsmen,  and  only  secondarily  as  seafarers.  They 
had  had  their  own  guild  and  refused  to  accept  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  House  unless  it  suited  their  convenience.  Also,  they  stood 
upon  their  dignity  as  craftsmen,  and  refused  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  loading  and  delivering  ship  or  bringing  her  to  her 
moorings. 

In  1651  the  House  attempted  to  secure  an  agreement  with 
the  carpenters  on  these  points,  but  the  carpenters  were  refractory, 
and  it  was  accordingly  decided  that  no  ship’s  carpenter  or 
carpenter’s  widow  should  be  eligible  for  relief  from  the  House 
until  they  conformed,  and  that  the  pension  of  one  unfortunate 
carpenter,  Henry  Hodgson,  should  cease  henceforth. 

More  of  a  seaman  proper  was  the  bo ’sun.  His  duties  were 
very  much  what  they  remained  to  the  last  days  of  sail,  i.e.,  to 
act  as  an  under  officer  to  the  master  and  mate.  In  addition, 
however,  he  seems  to  have  been  occasionally  responsible  for  the 
purchase  of  stores.  Thus,  Thomas  Stanrigg,  bo’sun  of  the 
Truelove,  was  allowed  8s.  6d.  for  the  purchase  of  yards  and  ropes 
and  for  leading  sails  to  the  Trinity  House,  <2)  where  a  sail  loft 
was  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  sails.  The  bo’sun  also 
made  out  a  note  of  tunnage  and  kept  a  book.  In  1637,  a  master, 
who  had  signed  a  bill  of  lading  for  two  hogsheads  of  wine  more 
than  were  shown  in  the  bo’sun’s  book,  was  compelled  to  pay  average 
on  the  amount  shown  in  the  bill  of  lading.  He  was  also,  in  a 
measure,  responsible  for  the  stowing  of  cargo.  Robert  Empson, 
bo’sun  of  the  Prosperous,  seems  to  have  been  a  pig-headed  fellow

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who,  in  loading*  a  hogshead  of  “  lever  oil,”  was  warned  to  be 
careful,  but  would  go  his  own  way,  with  the  result  that  the  cask 
was  staved.  The  bo’sun  had  to  pay  half  the  damage,  the  rest, 
as  usual,  being  shared  by  the  master  and  ship’s  company. 

The  only  glimpse  we  catch  of  the  duties  of  the  mate  is 
during  the  mutiny  of  the  Anne  Dorothy,  where  the  mate  held 
Peacock,  one  of  the  mutineers,  by  the  arms  when  he  attempted 
to  attack  the  master. 

Pilots  were  occasionally  carried  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
brethren  of  the  House  were  invariably,  as  we  have  seen,  qualified 
pilots.  Probably  on  these  occasions  the  master  was  going  to  some 
port  for  which  he  was  not  a  qualified  pilot.  Occasionally,  too, 
a  master  picked  up  a  pilot  abroad  who  brought  him  back  to  the 
Humber. 

A  more  humble  functionary  was  the  cook,  usually  one  of  the 
worst  paid  men  aboard.  He  was  apparently  not  given  a  free 
hand  with  the  victuals.  One  cook  expended  victuals  wastefully, 
after  having  been  instructed  by  the  master  to  use  economy,  and 
the  supper  which  l)ynnis  and  Peacock  “  so  hedeously  demanded  ” 
was  locked  up  and  the  key  was  in  the  master’s  cabin.  Frequently 
a  cook  got  drunk  and  abused  or  offered  violence  to  the  master, 
though  in  this  the  cooks  seem  to  have  been  no  better  and  no 
worse  than  the  other  members  of  the  ship’s  company.  They  were 
usually  concerned  in  any  pilferage  during  a  voyage,  of  which 
a  fair  number  of  instances  occur,  especially  when  the  cargo  was 
wine. 

The  prevailing  impression  left  on  the  mind  of  the  reader, 
after  going  through  the  scores  of  wage  disputes  contained  in  the 
Order  Book,  is  that  the  House  conducted  this  part  of  its  work 
with  exemplary  fairness.  It  might  well  have  been  expected  that, 
in  a  guild  of  masters,  the  ordinary  seaman  would  have  had  little 
chance  of  justice.  On  the  contrary,  the  Board  seems,  if  any¬ 
thing,  to  have  favoured  the  seamen.  True,  it  held  that  “  duty 
was  duty,”  and  a  negligent  or  insolent  seaman  would  find,  in 
the  delicious  phrase  of  the  orders,  his  wage  “  shortened  ”  by 
several  shillings,  but  it  also  realised  that  masters  of  the  calibre 
of  Metham,  Winspeare  and  Billingham  would  swindle  their  crews 
if  they  possibly  could,  and  kept  a  sharp  eye  and  a  tight  hand 
on  them  accordingly.  Nor  was  it  averse  from  deciding  against 
an  Elder  Brother  wdio  was  involved  in  a  wage  dispute.  Probably 
the  best  proof  of  its  fairness  is  the  fact  that  about  an  equal  number 
of  masters  and  mariners  are  recorded  as  having  broken  into  railing 
against  the  Board,  and  the  readiness  shewn  by  the  masters  and 
companies  of  foreign  ships  to  bring  disputes  before  it,  often  in 
spite  of  the  manifest  reluctance  of  the  Board  to  hear  them.

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Though  wage  disputes  are,  perhaps,  the  most  interesting  cases 
which  came  before  the  Board,  they  were  by  no  means  the  only 
ones.  We  frequently  find  the  Board  deciding  responsibility  for 
collisions  and  occasionally  assessing  freights,  though  this  latter 
function  was  usually  exercised  when  the  Government  was  the 
hirer. 

A  type  of  case  which  becomes  increasingly  common  during 
the  period  covered  by  the  Order  Book  is  the  fining  of  merchants 
for  “  shipping  foreign,”  i.e.,  for  freighting  goods  in  a  foreign 
bottom.  (1)  By  the  second  charter  of  Elizabeth,  the  House  was 
given  the  rigdit  to  exact  a  fine  of  twenty  nobles  (£6  13s.  4d.)  from 
any  merchant  who  exported  goods  from  Hull  on  a  foreign  ship, 
and  this  privilege  was  vigorously  observed.  At  the  same  time, 
it  is  noticeable  that  it  was  regarded  rather  as  a  licence  fee  than 
a  punishment.  The  usual  practice  was  that  the  offending  merchant 
laid  down  his  fine  in  full,  presumably  in  token  of  the  House’s 
right,  and  then  the  House  took  such  proportion  of  the  fine  as 
seemed  good  in  consideration  of  the  circumstances.  One  factor 
was,  of  course,  the  quantity  of  goods  shipped ;  another,  the 
availability  of  Hull  ships.  Once  again  the  Board’s  decisions  seem 
to  have  been  characterised  by  common  sense.  When,  owing  to 
the  activities  of  Prince  Rupert  and  liis  fleet,  there  was  risk  of 
the  capture  of  English  ships,  merchants  were  allowed  to  freight 
foreigners  on  payment  of  a  very  small  fine.  An  even  better 
example  of  common  sense  was  its  treatment  of  Leonard 
Barnerd,  an  ex-sheriff,  in  1634.  He  was  discontented  when  the 
House  only  returned  him  five  nobles,  and,  in  a  temper,  told  them 
that  if  they  kept  so  much,  they  might  as  well  keep  the  lot.  Like 
good  Yorkshiremen,  the  Board  did  so.  The  amount  taken  ranged 
from  a  few  shillings  to  the  “  Poors’  Box  ”  to  the  whole  fine. 
The  cargoes  shipped  were  usually  specified,  and  throw  consider¬ 
able  light  on  the  export  trade  of  Hull  at  this  period. 

Lead  easily  predominates,  but  cloth  was  frequently  shipped, 
especially  to  Norway  and  the  Baltic.  Rape  seed  and  linseed  are 
frequent,  and  various  kinds  of  grain  are  to  be  met  with.  Butter 
and  coal  were  also  exported.  The  latter  wTas  obviously  brought 
coastwise  from  Newcastle  and  exported  from  Hull.  The  impression 
given  of  the  export  trade  of  Hull  is  that  of  a  thriving  port  drawing 
a  fairly  wide  variety  of  goods  from  an  extensive  hinterland,  lead 
from  Derbyshire,  coal  from  the  north,  agricultural  produce  from 
the  Yale  of  York  and  the  East  Riding,  and  cloth  from  the  West 
Riding.

But  it  was  also  probably 
a  result  of  deliberate  policy  on  the  part  of  the  merchants.  We  know  that  the 
House  accused  the  Merchants’  Guild  of  deliberately  hiring  foreign  vessels,  and 
a  comparison  of  the  names  of  merchants  who  paid  fines  for  the  offence  with  those 
of  members  of  the  Guild  (see  p.  167)  goes  far  to  establish  the  truth  of  the 
House’s  contention. 
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Tlie  right  of  fining  for  shipping  foreign  was  also  exercised 
over  York  merchants  who  were  prominent  in  the  cloth  trade. 

The  corollary  of  the  control  of  shipping  and  of  wages  and 
freights  was  the  responsibility  for  assisting  navigation  by  the 
upkeep  of  buoys  and  beacons  and  by  framing  harbour  regulations. 
In  1593,  the  House  first  began  to  undertake  responsibility  for  the 
buoyage  of  the  Humber.  In  that  year  a  “  canne  ”  was  set  up, 
probably  near  Birkham  Sand.  The  “  canne  ”  was  a  constant 
source  of  expense  and  annoyance  to  the  House.  Scarcely  a  winter 
passed  without  the  buoy  breaking  loose  and  floating  down  on  the 
tide  towards  Grimsby.  Then  the  unfortunate  Warden  had  to  hire 
a  boat’s  crew  at  much  expense  in  beer  and  beef  and  rescue  it, 
possibly  with  more  expense  for  “  brast  oars,”  and  finally  pay  a 
smith  and  paviour  for  chain  and  paving  stones  to  anchor  it  anew. 
The  cost  of  the  buoy,  however,  did  not  actually  fall  on  the  House, 
as  a  levy  of  sixpence  or  a  shilling  a  ship  was  made  on  all  vessels 
going  up  or  down  the  Humber  to  pay  for  it. 

By  1632  the  House  had  erected  beacons  as  well  as  buoys, 
though  it  is  impossible  to  say  exactly  where.  There  was  certainly 
a  beacon  on  Birkham  Sand,  and  in  1647  the  House  entered  into 
agreement  with  William  Iiidsdaile  for  the  upkeep  of  the  beacon. (1) 
It  cannot  have  been  a  particularly  elaborate  structure.  In  1663, 
when  the  beacon  was  destroyed,  a  buoy  took  its  place  until  the 
beacon  could  be  replaced.  Another  important  aid  to  navigation 
in  the  Humber  was  the  “  dolphin,”  a  sort  of  capstan  fixed  just 
off  the  mouth  of  the  Biver  Hull,  and  used  to  hale  ships  in  and 
out  of  the  haven.  It  was  probably  first  constructed  in  the  early 
years  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  of  its  utility  to  shipping 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  Frequently  we  find  shipmasters  being 
fined  for  ramming  the  dolphin.  When  it  was  badly  damaged 
in  1656  a  new  one  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  £150,  and  a  new  rate 
rising  from  4d.  to  Is.,  according  to  the  tonnage  of  ships,  was  levied 
to  meet  the  cost.  The  importance  of  the  dolphin  was  recognised 
in  the  charter  of  1661,  where  the  House  was  given  power  to  levy 
rates  for  its  upkeep. 

As  the  limits  of  the  House’s  jurisdiction  extended  from 
Scarborough  to  Winterton  Yess,  one  might  have  expected  to  find 
it  maintaining  buoys  and  beacons  along  the  coast  between  these 
points.  It  was,  however,  extremely  unwilling  to  do  so.  In  1637, 
certain  persons  brought  a  certificate  under  the  hands  of  some 
Scarborough  men  urging  the  need  for  a  light  on  Flamborougli 
Head  and  asking  for  the  approval  of  the  House.  This  the  House 
not  only  refused,  on  account  of  the  expense  (with  the  inference 
that  any  pilot  who  could  not  see  Flamborougli  Head  deserved  to 
lose  his  ship),  but  also  rebuked  the  Scarborough  men  for  signing 
such  a  certificate  without  consulting  the  House.  The  promoters

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of  the  scheme,  who  were  probably  speculators,  seem  to  have  refused 
to  let  it  drop,  and  went  over  the  heads  or  behind  the  backs  of 
the  brethren  to  the  Privy  Council,  and  in  the  following  year, 
Thomas  Talbot  informed  the  House  that  he  and  others  proposed 
to  erect  lights  at  Spurn  and  Flamborough  and  also  to  make  Filey 
Brigg  a  proper  harbour  for  shipping.  The  House  took  the  matter 
up  with  the  London  Trinity  House  and,  after  considering  the 
scheme  at  a  full  guild  meeting,  succeeded  in  burking  it.  M  The 
question  of  a  light  at  Spurn  was  again  raised  by  the  Commonwealth 
Committee  for  the  Navy  in  1657  on  petition  by  numerous  ship¬ 
masters.  Once  again  the  House  expressed  its  opinion  that  such 
a  lighthouse  would  be  an  “  inconvenience  and  mischief.”  By 
1662  the  question  was  raised  again,  and  certain  Elder  Brethren 
were  instructed  to  draw  up  a  report,  and  a  little  later  Andrew 
Marvell  and  Col.  Gilby,  the  Members  for  Hull,  were  given  an 
honorarium  of  £'20  for  their  services  to  the  House  in  the  matter 
of  the  Spurn  lights.1  (2)  It  should  be  noted  that  when  the  Spurn 
light  was  erected  in  1664  it  was  done  by  private  enterprise,  though 
the  House  contrived  to  secure  some  profits.  Probably  Marvell  and 
Gilby  earned  their  £20  ! 

What  was  the  reason  of  this  curious  reluctance  on  the  part 
of  the  House  to  sanction  the  erection  of  lighthouses?  In  part,  no 
doubt,  the  question  of  expense.  Lighthouses  were  expensive  to 
build  and  maintain.  When  it  was  merely  a  question  of  building 
a  pier  at  Filey,  the  House  was  quite  genial,  especially  as  someone 
else  was  to  foot  the  bill.  Another  reason  may  well  have  been 
jealousy  of  guild  privileges.  The  fewer  lights,  the  more  skill 
was  required  in  pilotage,  which  put  the  skill  and  local  knowledge 
of  the  younger  brethren  at  a  premium. 

Yet  another  navigational  duty  was  the  control  of  shipping  in 
the  Old  Haven.  Long  before  the  agitation  for  docks,  the  effective 
narrow  harbour  of  Hull  was  congested.  Most  of  the  Drypool 
side  was  taken  up  by  the  fortifications,  and  the  congestion  on  the 
town  side  was  considerable,  so  much  so,  in  fact,  that  at  a  later 
date  and,  for  all  we  know,  at  the  time  of  our  record,  it  was 
customary  to  get  more  room  by  berthing  ships  stern  on  and  un¬ 
loading  over  the  stern.  The  House  made  a  stringent  rule  that 
ships  should  not  berth  three  abreast,  and  numerous  shipmasters 
were  fined  for  this  offence.  There  seem  to  have  been  two  reasons 
for  this  rule.  The  Old  Haven  was  narrow,  and  mooring  three 
abreast  prevented  other  ships  from  moving  freely  up  or  down 
stream,  hence  also  probably  the  rule  that  a  ship  must  not  veer 
to  the  Drypool  side.  Also  it  seems  certain  that  if  two  ships 
berthed  abreast,  the  outer  one  discharged  cargo  overside  into 
lighters.  Obviously,  if  a  third  ship  berthed  beyond  the  second,

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this  became  an  impossibility.  There  were  also  fairly  frequent 
suits  arising1  out  of  masters  cutting1  the  cables  of  ships  which 
interfered  with  their  own  berthing*  arrangements.  The  congestion 
was  doubtless  increased  by  the  contemporary  practice  of  laying 
ships  up  for  the  winter,  but  wdien  the  town  authorities  sought  to 
relieve  this  by  suggesting  that  ships  should  winter  in  the  Humber, 
the  Board,  with  true  Yorkshire  caution,  refused  to  commit  itself 
to  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  wisdom  of  such  a  proceeding. 

The  House  as  a  Charitable  Corporation. 

One  of  the  earliest  functions  of  the  House  had  been  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  brethren  brought  to  poverty  by  misfortune  of  the  sea 
and  the  maintenance  of  an  almshouse  for  thirteen  such  brethren. 
This  charitable  function  the  House  has  fulfilled  to  this  day.  In 
dealing  with  the  poor  of  the  House,  we  must  be  careful  to 
distinguish  between  what  are  later  known  as  “  in-pensioners  and 
out-pensioners.”  The  earliest  surviving  accounts  of  the  House 
show  that  it  frequently  assisted  shipwrecked  mariners,  whether 
English  or  foreign/1)  and  would  no  doubt  help  Hull  mariners, 
whether  brethren  or  not,  to  tide  over  a  difficult  time.  That  such 
casual  charity  was  regarded  as  a  normal  duty  of  the  House  in 
the  seventeenth  century  is  shown  by  its  negotiations  with  the  town 
during  the  great  plague  of  1637,  when  the  House,  in  agreeing  to 
make  special  contributions  to  help  the  town  poor,  pointed  out  that 
it  was  responsible  for  helping  the  seamen  of  the  port.  These 
casual  payments  probably  soon  developed  into  regular  payments 
in  certain  cases,  and  thus  a  class  of  out-pensioners  was  created. 
The  system  wTas  probably  liable  to  abuse  on  both  sides.  It  was 
easier  for  a  Warden  to  pass  payments  to  out-pensioners  through 
his  accounts  than  to  get  a  man  or  a  woman  admitted  to  the  alms¬ 
house,  and  it  was  easier  for  an  out-pensioner  to  defraud  the  House 
by  taking  a  pension  of  which  he  was  not  really  in  need.  This 
probably  accounts  for  the  order  made  in  1613,  and  entered  in 
the  Oath  and  Bond  Book,  that  a  Warden  giving  outdoor  relief 
should  have  no  allowance  for  it  in  his  accounts.  As  existing  out- 
pensions  were  to  be  continued,  the  order  lost  most  of  its  sting. 

In  spite  of  this,  out-pensioners  continued.  In  1635  it  wTas 
laid  down  that  no  allowance  should  be  given  to  widows  for  children 
unless  they  were  known  to  the  House,  “  inasmuch  as  the  House 
had  been  abused  in  this  matter.”  A  similar  trouble  arose  in  1660 
from  the  matrimonial  habits  of  seamen’s  widows  “  wdio  daily 
married  soldiers  and  other  tradesmen,  thereby  bringing  upon  them¬ 
selves  a  great  charge  of  children  ”  and  then  sought  relief  from 
the  House.1 (2)  It  was  ordered  that  any  seaman’s  widow  who  re-

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married  should  forfeit  her  relief.  Was  it,  one  wonders,  wTith  an 
eye  to  such  matrimonial  chances  that  Widows  Woodmansey, 
Nailer,  Marmaduke,  Kirby  and  Norton  refused  to  enter  the 
Hospital  and  managed  to  get  the  Board  to  rescind  its  draconian 
resolution  that,  unless  they  did  so,  they  should  forfeit  their  out- 
pensions?^) 

In  1651,  again,  an  attempt  was  made  to  reduce  both  the 
number  of  out-pensioners  and  the  amounts  paid  to  them.  The 
fact  seems  to  have  been  that  the  Board  could  never  resist  the 
pleadings  (doubtless  with  tears)  of  the  widows,  whether  in- 
pensioners  or  out,  and  though  they  passed  orders  of  considerable 
severity  against  both  classes,  we  always  find  that  they  promptly 
proceeded  to  make  exception  in  favour  of  every  individual  who 
petitioned.  On  occasion,  however,  we  do  find  an  out-pension 
discontinued  or  reduced  on  good  grounds,  such  as  re-marriage  or 
that  the  children  had  grown  up  or  that  a.  widow  had  “  come  into 
property.” 

Cognate  with  these  out-pensions  were  the  gratuities  given 
from  time  to  time  to  persons  of  higher  status  who  had  come  to 
misfortune.  Thus,  in  1649,  Mr.  John  Ferres,  brother  of  Thomas, 
the  princely  benefactor  of  the  House,  being  blind  and  poor,  was 
voted  forty  shillings;  and  again  in  1651,  William  Crew,  sometime 
an  Elder  Brother,  was  also  granted  <£5.  The  fullest  description 
of  such  a  case  is  in  the  Oath  and  Bond  Book  under  the  year  1617, 
when  Bobert  Tailer  resigned  his  brotherhood  and  was  to  have  a 
pension  of  £4  per  annum.  The  brethren  present  agreed  to  give 
him  twenty  pence  each  for  life  out  of  their  “  great  turns  ”  and 
hoped  that  the  absent  brethren  would  do  the  like.  A  ship’s 
carpenter  was  not  eligible,  but  the  Board  passed  round  the  hat 
for  one  who  applied  and  collected  ten  shillings  for  him. 

The  in-pensioners,  the  “  inmates  of  the  hospital,”  as  they  were 
called,  frequently  engaged  that  attention  of  the  Board.  By  its 
charters  the  House  was  bound  to  maintain  an  almshouse  for 
thirteen  poor  mariners,  but,  by  the  time  our  record  begins,  there 
were  two  almshouses,  the  Old  Hospital  and  the  New.(2)  The 
number  of  pensioners  in  both  houses  is  uncertain.  In  1613  it 
was  laid  down  that  only  thirteen  should  be  admitted,  but  this 
may  refer  to  the  Old  Hospital  only,  which,  in  fact,  may  then 
have  been  the  only  hospital,  for  the  date  of  the  New  Hospital  has 
not  yet  been  ascertained.  In  1634  we  learn  that  the  weekly  relief 
to  the  in-pensioners  amounted  to  £3  11s.,  and  it  was  ordered  that 
it  was  to  be  reduced  to  the  customary  amount  of  £3.1 2 (3)  As  at

this  period  it  seems  likely  that  the  weekly  pay  of  a  pensioner 
of  the  New  Hospital  was  ls.(1)  and  slightly  more,  possibly  in  the 
region  of  2s.  a  week,  in  the  Old  Hospital,  it  would  appear  that 
there  were  rather  more  than  forty  pensioners  in  all. 

The  rules  for  admission  made  in  1591  lay  down  that  no  person 
should  be  admitted  except  by  the  consent  of  at  least  one  Warden, 
four  Elder  Brethren  and  two  assistants,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
shillings  from  every  offending  member  of  the  Board.  As  a  general 
rule,  after  the  New  Hospital  was  opened,  the  pensioner  was  first 
admitted  to  that  House,  and  subsequently  moved  up  into  the  Old 
Hospital  as  vacancies  occurred.  The  junior  sister  in  both  Hospitals 
was  bound  to  make  the  fires (2)  and  tend  sick  inmates.  Each  inmate 
had  his  or  her  own  “cell,”  and  there  seems  to  have  been  also  a 
common  hall,  where  Widow  Middleton  kept  others  from  the  fire, 
doubtless  to  their  great  annoyance.  The  furniture  of  the  cell  was 
provided  by  the  occupant,  who  was  bound  to  give  an  inventory 
of  it  to  the  Board,  and  to  enter  into  bond  to  leave  the  furniture  to 
the  House  on  death.  This  was  presumably  to  offset  the  cost  of  his 
or  her  funeral,  as  there  are  occasional  instances  of  relations  of 
inmates,  who  had  paid  their  funeral  expenses,  being  allowed  to 
receive  goods  left  by  the  deceased  pensioner. (3) 

The  weekly  pay  of  the  pensioners  varied  considerably  during 
the  period  covered  by  our  record,  and  was  entirely  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board,  but  the  inmates  of  the  New  Hospital  were  always 
paid  a  low^er  rate  than  those  of  the  Old.  The  rates  seem  to  have 
been  governed  by  the  cost  of  living  and  by  the  demands  on  the 
Board.  In  1642  the  rate  for  the  NewT  Hospital  was  raised 
from  Is.  to  Is.  4d.  per  week.  In  1646  the  rate  wTas  raised  to 
Is.  8d.,  and  that  for  the  Old  Hospital  was  raised  to  2s.  4d.  In 
December,  1649,  on  account  of  the  dearness  of  all  manner  of 
victuals,  it  wras  raised  to  Is.  lOd.  in  the  New  Hospital,  but  in 
1651,  “  bjr  reason  of  the  increase  of  poor  on  account  of  losses  at 
sea,”  the  rate  was  reduced  to  2s.  in  the  Old  Hospital  and  Is.  8d. 
in  the  New.(4) 

In  addition  to  these  regular  allowances  there  were  other 
emoluments.  The  poor  had  an  allowance  of  turf  for  firing. <5) 
In  addition,  they  had  occasional  grants  of*  money  on  special 
occasions,  such  as  Christmas,  Plough  Monday  and  Election  Day. 
At  every  meeting  of  the  House  the  “  Poors’  Box  ”  stood  on  the 
table <6)  and  small  fines  were  paid  into  it.  Brethren  fined  for  minor

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offences,  sucli  as  lateness,  bad  language,  not  wearing  official  robes, 
put  tbeir  fines  into  tbe  box,  and  occasionally  a  merchant  wlio 
got  off  more  lightly  than  he  expected  for  shipping  foreign  would 
add  a  thank  offering.  Probably  this  fund  was  kept  separate  from 
the  normal  funds  of  the  House,  and  provided  a  little  extra  for  th'* 
poor. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  poor  was  looked  after  by  the 
chaplain,  who  catechised  the  poor  on  three  nights  a  week  and  read 
prayers  to  them  on  Sundays.  Their  moral  wulfare  was  the  care 
of  the  Board,  and  a  heavy  burden  it  was.  Some  of  the  entries 
on  this  topic  call  up  a  vivid  picture  of  a  much  harassed  body  of 
seamen,  notoriously  a  tender-hearted  class,  trying  to  pour  oil  on 
troubled  waters,  passing  severe  orders  for  the  better  behaviour  of 
inmates  of  both  hospitals,  threatening  evil-doers  with  expulsion, 
or  even,  on  occasion,  proceeding  to  that  dire  extremity,  but, 
alas,  always  moved  by  the  tears  of  the  widowT  to  a  clemency  which, 
one  fears,  was  the  result  of  sentiment  rather  than  justice. 

One  of  the  most  troublesome  of  the  inmates  was  Widow 
Middleton.  At  the  beginning  of  1635  she  was  complained  of 
for  a  second  time  for  her  abusive  tongue,  keeping  her  daughter 
to  lodge  with  her  and,  perhaps  most  heinous  of  all,  keeping  the 
other  sisters  from  the  fire.(1)  She  was  ordered  to  amend  her  ways. 
Probably  she  failed  to  do  so,  for  that  same  year,  on  Christmas  Eve, 
of  all  inappropriate  days,  the  invaluable  Richard  Clarke,  the  House 
Officer,  was  instructed  to  make  weekly  reports  on  the  behaviour 
of  the  inmates,  and  his  first  report,  a  week  later,  named  Widow 
Middleton  and  her  daughter  as  disturbers  of  the  peace.  By  the 
end  of  February  there  was  no  improvement,  and  the  Board 
despairingly  renewud  its  order  of  expulsion  unless  she  mended 
her  ways  and  abandoned  a  lawsuit  she  had  brought  against  one 
Gibson. (2)  Some  years  later  she  again  appeared  before  the  Board 
with  the  unexpected  object  of  presenting  the  Board  with  ten  pairs 
of  white  stockings,  which  she  asked  them  to  accept  and  provide 
her  with  a  coffin  and  spend  a  pound  on  her  funeral.  One  suspects 
a  peace  offering,  but  the  Board  agreed  and  promptly  sold  a  pair 
to  Brother  Raikes,  presumably  over  the  council  table,  and  ordered 
the  rest  to  be  sold  in  Holland. 

Widow  Middleton  was  not  the  only  offender  by  any  means. 
In  1656,  Ellen  Pattinson,  who  had  let  her  tongue  run  too  freely, 
was  expelled  and  her  pension  discontinued.  Less  than  a  fortnight 
later  she  was  re-admitted. (3)  One  glimpse  of  the  actual  cells  is 
afforded  in  1664,  when  it  was  ordered  that  casements  should  be 
made  in  all  cells  that  required  it  “  for  sweetening  the  lodgings

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and  preventing  diseases.”  Evidently  the  Board  was  more 
enlightened  on  matters  of  hygiene  than  most  contemporaries. 

But  the  conduct  of  the  inmates  was  not  improved.  Some  years 
earlier,  in  1657,  the  laudable  custom  of  ringing  the  bell  at  6  a.m. 
and  6  p.m.  to  summon  the  inmates  of  both  Hospitals  to  prayers 
had  lapsed  and  was  ordered  to  be  resumed.  If  such  spiritual 
carelessness  developed  in  Puritan  Hull,  we  need  not  be  surprised 
that  either  the  greater  laxity  of  the  Restoration,  or  perhaps  the 
improved  amenities  of  the  new  casements,  led  in  1664  to  the 
scandal  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  House  visiting  both 
Hospitals  and  tippling  there  late  o’ nights,  whilst  the  inmates 
frequently  stayed  out  late.  It  was  therefore  ordered  that  Mary 
Ripley  should  take  charge  of  the  doors  and  close  them  at  9  p.m. 
in  summer  and  7  p.m.  in  winter,  and  notify  the  Board  of  late 
comers. (1)  The  poor  might  be  obstreperous  and  occasionally  a 
nuisance  to  the  Board,  but  the  patience  of  the  Board  was  long, 
and,  once  admitted,  the  distressed  mariner  or  his  widow  could  rely 
on  an  old  age  sheltered  from  the  worst  evils  of  poverty  and,  in 
the  end,  a  decent  funeral  at  which  the  younger  brethren,  duly 
summoned  by  the  House’s  Officer,  attended  and  acted  as  bearers. 
This  was  no  small  thing  in  an  age  which  set  such  great  store  by 
the  appropriate  ceremonial  of  burials.  The  anxiety  of  the  inmates 
to  have  a  proper  funeral  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  several  of 
them,  on  various  occasions,  made  over  cash  sums  to  the  Board 
on  condition  that  some  extra  expense  was  incurred  at  their  funeral. 
Occasionally,  too,  we  find  inmates  and  out-pensioners  buying  small 
annuities  from  the  Board  by  paying  a  lump  sum  of  a  few  pounds 
to  the  House,  in  return  for  which  they  had  their  pension  augmented 
by  a  few  pence  weekly. 

The  Relations  of  the  House  with  the  Town  and  Government. 

By  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  the  House,  a 
wealthy  corporation,  was  in  a  position  to  deal  as  an  equal  with 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  and  to  enter  into  relations  with  the 
Government  as  a  corporation  independent  of  the  town.  It  may 
be  as  well  to  consider  the  sources  of  its  wealth,  very  briefly,  as, 
though  the  Order  Book  affords  a  fair  amount  of  incidental  informa¬ 
tion  about  them,  they  are  nowhere  specified  in  detail.  The  main 
sources  of  current  revenue  were,  of  course,  primage  fees  and  fines 
of  various  sorts,  especially  for  shipping  foreigm.  But  the  House 
had  always  had  opportunities  for  making  money  which  could  be 
put  to  its  capital  account.  Like  most  guilds,  it  was  prepared  to 
lend  money  to  its  members,  and  by  the  beginning  of  the  Tudor 
period  appears  to  have  had  about  <£150  lent  out  in  varying  sums 
up  to  £20.  This  side  of  its  activities  naturally  continued,  and  as 
the  revenue  account  usually  showed  an  annual  surplus,  this  could

be  lent  out  and  thus  transferred  to  tlie  capital  account.  The  list 
of  bonds  held  by  the  House  had  reached  a  considerable  size  by 
1632,  and  increased  during  the  next  thirty  years,  and  there  are 
frequent  references  in  our  record  to  bonds  being  “  put  in  suit,” 
renewed  or  paid  off. 

The  House  was  also  now  becoming  interested  in  real  property. 
It  had  recently  received  its  most  munificent  bequest,  that  of  the 
Whitefriargate  property,  left  to  it  by  Thomas  Ferres,  the  ex- 
Warden.  (1)  Like  most  contemporary  corporations,  it  was  in  a 
position  to  take  advantage  of  the  enormous  transfer  of  land  caused 
by  the  Civil  Wars.  During  the  period  of  the  Commonwealth  we 
find  it  purchasing  lands  at  Cottingham,  Wassand  in  Holderness, 
and  taking  leases  of  land  in  Lincolnshire,  and  lending  money  to 
the  town  to  buy  the  fee  farm  rents  on  the  manors  of  Tupcoates 
and  My  ton.  It  also  lent  out  considerable  sums  on  mortgage, 
often,  one  suspects,  to  cavaliers  who  had  got  into  the  clutches  of 
the  Committee  for  Compounding.  It  was  investing  money  so 
rapidly  that  occasionally  we  learn  that  it  was  “  out  of  store  of 
ready  money,”  and  had  to  take  a  short  term  loan  from  one  of 
the  Elder  Brethren. 

Not  only  had  the  House  lands  and  money,  but  it  had  already 
acquired  a  good  store  of  plate,  some  of  it  by  purchase,  but  mostly 
by  gift  or  bequest.  Its  anxiety  to  secure  the  plate  led  it  to  divide 
it,  and  the  ready  money,  amongst  the  Elder  Brethren  for  safer 
keeping  in  1641,  when  the  King’s  troops  in  Hull  seemed  likely  to 
get  out  of  hand,  and  again  in  the  difficult  times  of  the  summer 
of  the  following  year.(2)  It  is  an  interesting  commentary  on  the 
attitude  of  the  citizens  during  the  seige  of  Hull  in  1643  that  the 
House  appears  not  to  have  been  worried  about  the  plate  at  that 
time. 

The  House,  on  the  whole,  seems  to  have  been  a  just  and  some¬ 
times  an  indulgent  landlord.  In  1645,  for  example,  the  rents  of 
the  tenants  at  Cottingham  were  reduced  because  of  the  losses  and 
sessments  suffered  by  the  tenants  during  the  Civil  Wars. 

On  the  whole,  the  relations  between  the  town  and  the  House 
were  amicable,  though  stately,  each  party  being  continually  on 
the  watch  to  prevent  any  precedent  arising  which  might  prove 
to  its  detriment.  One  catches  a  note  of  dignified  protest  in  the 
memorandum  concerning  the  discourteous  behaviour  of  the  mayor 
and  pressmasters  in  1635,  who,  after  requesting  the  Board  to  attend 
upon  them  at  one  o’clock  to  discuss  the  question  of  impressment, 
kept  the  Board  waiting  most  of  the  afternoon  and  then  failed  to 
come.

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But  when  the  help  or  the  advice  of  the  House  was  requested 
by  the  city  authorities  in  a  good  cause,  or  one  that  touched  the 
interests  of  the  brethren  of  the  guild,  it  was  seldom  refused. 
True,  the  Board  refused  to  commit  itself  to  an  expression  of  opinion 
on  the  propriety  of  allowing  ships  to  winter  in  the  Humber,  hut 
that  was  merely  native  caution.  When  it  was  a  question  of 
helping  in  dire  necessity,  as,  for  instance  during  the  plague  of 
1637,  the  House  was  willing  to  do  its  share.  It  voted  £20  for 
help  to  the  families  of  those  in  the  pest-house  in  the  Carr  at 
Christmas  time,  as  well  as  an  honorarium  to  the  clergy  who 
had  stuck  to  their  job,  and  in  the  March  of  the  following  year 
agreed  to  pay  £4  10s.  a  week  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  who  were 
not  seamen,  for  whom  the  House  undertook  responsibility. (1)  It 
is  with  considerable  joy  that  we  learn  that  when  the  townsfolk 
were  at  work  upon  the  town  walls  in  1640  the  House  voted  that 
three  barrels  of  “  middle  beer  ”  should  be  sent,  at  the  rate  of  one 
per  day.  Presumably  it  was  thought  wiser  not  to  send  the  whole 
lot  at  once. 

Again,  the  House  was  prepared  to  help  in  the  entertainment 
of  distinguished  strangers.  When  Charles  I  visited  Hull  in  1639, 
certain  members  of  his  suite  were  entertained  by  the  House.  It 
signified  a  certain  Yorkshire  canniness  that  one  of  the  gentlemen 
so  entertained  was  Lord  Willoughby  de  Parham,  whose  father 
had  given  a  “  buck  of  season  ”  yearly  to  the  House  in  perpetuity, 
and  who  wras  delicately  reminded  of  his  father’s  generosity.  Under 
the  circumstances,  he  could  do  no  less  than  agree  to  continue  his 
father’s  gift. 

Naturally,  the  House  took  a  keen  interest  in  local  affairs, 
and  the  Secretary  used  the  Order  Book  to  enter  certain  very 
interesting  memoranda  about  the  great  events  of  the  Civil  War. 
His  description  of  the  visit  of  Charles  in  1639,  the  refusal  of 
admission  in  1642,  and  the  ending  of  the  siege  in  1643,  must  rank 
amongst  the  best  contemporary  accounts  of  these  events. 

During  the  siege  and  wTar,  the  House  took  its  share  of  financial 
and  other  responsibilities.  True,  the  purchase  of  £400  of  plate 
from  Fairfax  <2)  was  in  the  nature  of  a  speculation  (not,  incident¬ 
ally,  a  very  profitable  one),  but  it  granted  £10  for  the  ransom  of 
certain  prisoners  taken  from  a  ketch  that  wTent  to  Gainsborough 
who  had  been  imprisoned  in  Pontefract  Castle,  and,  as  we  have 
seen,  lent  the  town  money  to  buy  the  fee  farm  rent.  In  fact  the 
only  occasion  when  the  House  and  the  town  really  crossed  swords 
was  in  1664  over  the  great  squabble  with  the  Guild  of  Merchants, 
when  the  town  espoused  the  cause  of  the  Merchants. 

In  contradistinction  to  its  attitude  to  the  Corporation,  the 
House  always  showed  distinct  suspicion  in  its  dealings  with  the

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Hull  Merchants’  Guild  which  had  been  founded  in  1577  under 
the  charter  of  Elizabeth  to  the  town.  It  is  easy  to  see  why.  The 
object  of  the  guild  was  to  keep  all  foreign  trade  in  its  hands,  to 
buy  foreign  goods  as  cheaply  and  to  sell  them  as  dearly  as  possible. 
Quite  apart  from  the  fact  that  the  average  shipmaster  or  mariner 
did  as  much  foreign  trade  as  lie  could,  and  therefore  might  infringe 
the  guild  monopoly,  it  is  obvious  that  the  interest  of  the  guild 
was  to  keep  down  freights,  to  the  detriment  of  the  House.  Thus 
as  early  as  1613  we  find  the  House  legislating  against  the  guild 
by  an  order  that  in  future  no  member  of  the  guild  should  be 
admitted  a  brother  because,  it  being  “  ingrafted  in  man  by  the 
la  we  of  nature  to  be  next  or  neare  unto  himself,”  such  brethren 
would  be  slack  in  payment  of  primage  and  poor  mariners’  wages 
and  ready  to  freight  strangers  and  would  use  their  position  in  the 
House  to  cover  themselves.  Those  Elder  Brethren  and  assistants 
who  were  already  members  of  the  guild  were  to  retain  their 
brotherhood  but  could  not  hold  office  in  the  Housed1)  In  spite 
of  the  election  of  Sir  John  Lister  in  1635,  for  which  there  appear 
to  have  been  special  reasons,  the  House  appears  to  have  insisted 
on  the  keeping  of  this  rule  in  a  general  wTay.  Thus,  in  1646,  the 
Admission  Book  records  the  admission  of  George  Hobson  licensed 
as  pilot  from  Humber  to  Tynemouth.  The  entry  is  deleted  and 
a  marginal  note  reads  : — “  Taken  his  freedom  in  Merchants  Hall.” 
Robert  Blewme,  admitted  in  1649,  was  similarly  disfranchised. 

If  the  House  usually  treated  the  Merchants’  Guild  with 
hostility  and  suspicion,  the  two  bodies  were  capable  on  occasion 
of  uniting  in  face  of  a  common  enemy.  In  1639,  Metcalf,  the 
Surveyor  General  of  the  Ports,  increased  the  customs  dues  and  the 
House  and  merchants  combined  to  resist  these  exactions.1  (2)  Both 
bodies  appointed  delegates  and  took  advantage  of  the  King’s 
presence  at  York  to  put  forward  a  successful  petition  against  these 
exactions.  Incidentally,  the  House  did  quite  well  financially  out 
of  these  petitions. (3) 4  They  decided  to  meet  their  share  of  the  costs 
by  a  levy  of  five  shillings  on  every  ship  belonging  to  Hull  and 
York.  A  little  later,  the  shipmasters  of  Scarborough  made  the 
House  a  gift  of  £10  in  consideration  of  their  services  in  the 
matter.  <4) 

It  is  also  probable  that  the  two  bodies  combined  against  the 
Eastland  Company  in  1640,  when  the  House  approached  Lister  to 
get  information  of  any  move  made  by  the  company  to  petition 
Parliament  about  its  charters.

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This  period  of  suspicious  and  occasional  co-operation  came  to 
an  end  with  the  great  quarrel  between  the  rival  guilds  in  1664. 
The  very  complete  account  of  this  whole  affair  which  is  given  in 
the  text  absolves  an  editor  from  any  lengthy  description  of  it. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  after  the  Restoration  the  Merchants’  Guild 
Company  made  a  very  definite  effort  to  get  a  monopoly  of  foreign 
trade.  They  strengthened  themselves  numerically  by  admitting  a 
large  number  of  tradesmen  and  retailers  who  could  in  no  way  be 
regarded  as  importers  and  proceeded  to  levy  fines  on  any  person 
not  a  member  of  the  guild  who  imported  goods  and  to  attempt  to 
victimise  shipmasters  who  refused  to  submit  to  their  exactions. 

Masters  and  mariners  alike  suffered  from  these  exactions, 
from  Leonard  Cawood,  a  prominent  brother  of  the  House,  fined 
for  importing  wine,  to  Thomas  Clifford,  a  poor  man,  fined  for 
importing  a  small  quantity  of  oil.  They  even  added  insult  to 
injury  when  Gervase  Wearinge,  an  ancient  mariner,  was  haled 
before  them  for  shipping  a  small  quantity  of  oil.  He  said  that 
he  had  followed  the  sea  for  forty  years  and  never  seen  the  like. 
They  said  that  that  was  his  ignorance  and  fined  him.  On  the  9th 
November,  1664,  the  House  girded  up  its  loins  for  the  fray. 
Messrs.  Popple  and  Pearson  were  sent  to  London  to  petition  the 
King  or  that  good  friend  of  seamen,  the  Duke  of  York,  against 
the  nefarious  practices  of  the  Merchants.  Arduous,  but  mercifully 
short  was  the  struggle.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  decided  to 
support  the  Merchants,  which  put  George  Truman,  the  House’s 
Secretary,  in  a  cruel  position,  for  he  was  also  Town  Clerk.  Marvell 
and  Gilby,  the  Members  for  Hull,  sought  to  pour  oil  on  troubled 
waters,  for  practically  all  the  voters  in  Hull  were  engaged  upon 
one  side  or  the  other,  and  had  not  the  House,  in  any  case,  bestowed 
money  and  sundry  barrels  of  beer  ujioii  the  local  M.P.s?  Finally, 
truth  and  justice  (from  the  House’s  point  of  view)  prevailed.  One 
wonders  whether  the  timely  gift  of  a  u  silver  standish  or  other 
suitable  piece  of  plate  ”  to  Mr.  Attorney  General  had  any  effect 
upon  the  decision.  The  blow  was  a  severe  one  to  the  Merchants’ 
Guild,  from  which  it  never  recovered.  It  was  a  great  landmark 
in  the  history  of  the  House. 

The  Tudor  policy  of  government  control  of  seafaring  matters 
had  established  a  tradition  of  direct  contact  between  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  House  which  was  maintained  by  the  Stuarts.  In 
all  matters  concerned  with  the  ££  art  and  science  of  navigation,” 
the  Privy  Council  ignored  the  town  authorities  and  applied  to  the 
House  for  information  or  help  if  necessary. 

We  have  already  seen  how  the  question  of  lighthouses  was 
referred  to  the  House,  but  this  was  only  one  of  a  number  of 
occasions  on  which  it  was  consulted.  In  1634,  the  sheriffs  of 
Yorkshire  and  Lincolnshire  asked  the  House  for  information  as

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to  the  cost  of  hiring,  equipping  and  victualling  a  ship  of  800  tons. 
The  charge  seems  rather  high,  no  less  than  £830  a  month  in  alld15 
This,  of  course,  was  the  local  contribution  to  the  notorious  “  ship- 
money  fleet.”  Of  a  similar  nature  was  the  advice  on  impressment 
sought  from  the  House  a  little  later.  There  were  technical  matters 
on  which  the  brethren  could  give  expert  advice,  and  at  a  later 
period,  especially  during  the  Bishops’  Wars,  we  find  them 
frequently  assessing  compensation  for  the  hire  or  detention  of  ships 
by  the  ordnance  officers.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  latter, 
in  accordance  with  a  bad  custom  of  the  civil  service,  seem 
frequently  to  have  commandeered  ships  and  then  made  no  use  of 
them ! 

An  excellent  instance  of  the  care  for  the  interests  of  the  poorer 
classes  shewn  during  the  much  maligned  “  eleven  years’  tyranny  ” 
occurs  in  1640.  In  that  year  a  proclamation  was  issued  by  the 
Lord  Admiral  levying  a  contribution  on  shipowners  for  the  relief 
of  distressed  seamen  and  their  dependants.  The  House  obtained 
the  right  to  collect  and  administer  this  fund  for  Hull.  Like 
many  other  good  enactments  of  the  period,  this  lapsed  during  the 
Civil  Wars.  But  when,  in  1742,  an  act  was  passed  deducting  a 
poundage  from  the  wages  of  seamen  to  form  a  relief  fund,  the 
House  administered  it  for  the  area  of  its  jurisdiction. (2) 

The  importance  of  the  port  of  Hull  in  the  Bishops’  and  Civil 
W  ars,  as  well  as  the  King’s  need  for  ships  for  transport,  caused 
the  king  to  summon  the  House  to  send  certain  Elder  Brethren 
to  York  to  advise  him  on  nautical  matters.  Even  before  this,  the 
House  had  given  much  sound  advice  to  Captain  Slingsby,  of 
II.M.S.  Happy  Entrance,  which  had  belied  her  name  by  sustaining 
considerable  damage  in  coming  up  the  Humber. (3) 

The  Brethren,  like  most  Hull  men,  seem  to  have  supported 
the  Parliament  and  their  technical  knowledge  was  placed  at  its 
service  during  the  early  stages  of  the  Civil  War,  when  the  House 
frequently  nominated  pilots  for  ships  in  the  service  of  Parliament 
and  assessed  their  wages. (4)  Incidentally,  the  Order  Book  allows 
us  to  catch  an  occasional  glimpse  of  the  mismanagement  of  the 
naval  affairs  by  Parliament,  as,  for  instance,  when  the  Jonas  was 
kept  hanging  about  for  six  weeks  (or  probably  longer)  at  London, 
and  the  contradictory  orders  given  by  different  Parliamentary 
Committees  to  George  Dawes,  the  Master  of  the  Daniel. (5) 

Parliament  seems  to  have  asked  the  House  for  more  than 
advice.  Fairfax  approached  it  for  money  in  1643,  and  in  1645

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the  Governor  of  the  town  seems  to  have  tried  to  get  assistance 
from  the  House  in  some  sort  of  naval  attack  on  Scarborough.  This 
design  did  not  meet  with  unanimous  approval,  as  Richard  Wattes, 
an  Assistant,  was  fined  £2  10s.  for  “  dissuading  and  disheartening 
the  seamen  ”  and  for  opprobrious  words  to  the  Warden.  W  Quite 
possibly  there  were  some  brethren  who  blamed  the  Parliament  for 
the  bad  state  of  affairs  from  1648  to  1651,  when  merchants 
frequently  cancelled  contracts  on  account  of  the  troubles  of  the 
times. 

Nor  did  the  Navigation  Act  of  1651  help  matters  much,  so  far 
as  the  House  was  concerned.  After  all,  it  did  no  more  than  extend 
to  the  whole  country  certain  privileges  already  enjoyed  at  Hull 
by  the  House.  Nay,  it  even  militated  against  these  privileges, 
for  the  Act  distinctly  permitted  a  merchant  to  employ  foreign 
shipmasters  to  import  goods  from  their  own  country.  This  caused  so 
much  concern  to  the  Board  that  it  decided  to  confer  with  the 
Trinity  Houses  of  London  and  Newcastle  about  a  joint  petition 
against  the  Act. 

The  Hutch  War,  as  was  inevitable,  gave  the  House  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  business %  There  was  a  crop  of  cases  of 
disputed  wages  where  men  had  been  pressed  before  the  completion 
of  a  voyage,  as  well  as  numerous  requests  to  appoint  pilots  for 
men  o’  war.  In  1655  we  find  the  House  using  the  Navigation  Act 
to  detain  the  Hope,  of  Quinsborow,  but  their  action  failed. (2)  In 
one  respect,  at  any  rate,  the  Commonwealth  continued  the  policy 
of  its  predecessor.  It  appears  to  have  been  ready  to  renew  the 
privileges  of  the  House,  and  even  to  extend  them. 

On  the  whole,  the  House  managed  to  keep  on  good  terms  with 
successive  governments.  As  a  body,  it  appears  to  have  had  no 
politics,  and  its  advice  on  technical  matters  was  equally  at  the 
service  of  King,  Parliament  and  Protector.  Its  main  concern  was 
to  maintain  its  rights  and  privileges  unimpaired  and  to  allow  its 
members  to  pass  freely  upon  the  seas  upon  their  lawful  occasions. 
It  expected  to  be  consulted  on  such  matters  as  impressment  or  the 
Newcastle  coal  trade  which  touched  its  interests,  and  if  the  govern¬ 
ment  trenched  in  any  way  on  its  rights,  was  quite  capable  of 
ignoring  it.(3)  But  it  was  equally  ready  to  pay  due  respect  to  its 
rulers  where  no  particular  interest  was  involved.  Its  anxiety  to 
enforce  the  correct  courtesies  in  saluting  the  Citadel  is  a  case 
in  point. (4)

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In  conclusion,  a  few  words  must  be  said  on  the  records  of  the 
House,  and  the  methods  followed  in  editing*  the  text  of  the  Order 
Book.  Though  labelled  and  always  known  in  the  House  as  the 
First  Order  Book,  our  record  is  not  the  oldest  of  the  House  records 
by  any  means,  nor  in  fact  is  it  the  oldest  collection  of  orders. 
The  account  books  of  the  House  go  back  to  the  subscription  of 
1456,  and  a  few  of  the  more  important  orders  are  entered  in  the 
first  two  account  books  which  cover  the  period  1456 — 1597. 
Immediately  after  the  charter  of  Elizabeth  in  1587,  the  Secretary 
began  what  is  called  the  Minute  Book.  Its  contents  are  much  the 
same  as  those  of  the  later  Order  Books,  consisting  of  orders  on 
cases  brought  before  the  House,  and  on  matters  of  policy  of  the 
House.  The  Minute  Book  continued  up  to  1632,  and  references 
in  the  text  printed  here  to  the  “  former  book  ”  are  to  it.  Another 
record  begun  in  1600  was  the  Admission  Book,  in  which  the  names 
of  all  younger  brethren  were  entered  on  admission  with,  from  June, 
1634,  the  district  for  which  thej^  were  licensed  to  act  as  pilots. 
It  is  continued  to  1758.  Another  early  record  is  the  Order  and 
Bond  Book.  This  was  probably  begun  in  1663,  the  date  of  the 
first  of  a  series  of  annual  lists  of  plate  and  bonds.  But  it  also 
contains  the  oaths  of  the  various  officers  of  the  House  and  various 
forms  of  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy  as  well  as  an 
interesting  list  of  honorary  elder  brethren.  The  first  thirty  folios 
contain  orders,  probably  extracted  from  earlier  records  and  going 
back  to  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth. 

In  editing  the  Order  Book,  care  has  been  taken  to  omit  nothing 
likely  to  be  of  value  to  the  student  of  local  or  maritime  history. 
To  print  the  work  in  full  would  have  entailed  unnecessary  expense 
and  repetition.  For  example,  every  order  gives  the  names  of  the 
Wardens  and  Brethren  present,  and  there  is  a  considerable  amount 
of  circumlocution  in  the  average  entry.  It  seemed  better,  there¬ 
fore  to  calendar  the  document,  but  I  have  not  hesitated  to  use  the 
exact  wording  of  the  record  when  it  seemed  sufficiently  forcible  to 
merit  it.  In  any  case,  the  spelling  of  personal  and  place  names 
and  of  maritime  terms  has  been  retained.  The  document,  of 
course,  takes  the  year  as  beginning  on  March  25th,  but  in  the  text 
dates  have  been  translated  when  necessary  into  the  New  Style. 

It  is  not  easy  to  summarise  in  a  few  words  the  impression  left 
on  one’s  mind  by  a  study  of  the  Order  Book.  The  chief  picture 
is  that  of  a  decent  body  of  men,  anxious,  it  is  true,  to  preserve 
and  augment  their  corporate  privileges,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
ready  to  give  a  fair  deal  to  all  seafaring  men,  whether  brethren 
or  not.  Fair  in  its  dealings  with  tenants,  the  House  could  be 
generous  to  the  poor  and  it  never  lost  sight  of  its  original  charitable 
duties.  Like  Chaucer’s  merchant, 

“  It  wolde  the  see  were  kept  for  anything 
Betwixt  Middleburgh  and  Orewell,” 
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and  in  pursuance  of  that  ideal  it  could,  and  did,  war  with 
principalities  and  powers,  petition  kings  and  make  a  general 
nuisance  of  itself. 

But  perhaps  the  strongest  impression  is  that  of  the  unshifting 
continuity  of  English  life.  Here  we  see  a  bodj^  of  men  soberly 
minding’  their  own  business,  making  their  own  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  their  own  affairs,  unperturbed  by  the  changes  and 
upheavals  of  the  most  disturbed  period  in  English  history. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  those  without  whose  help  this 
book  could  never  have  appeared.  The  Wardens  and  Brethren  of 
the  House  have  been  kindness  itself  in  granting  facilities  for  access 
to  their  records  and  in  encouraging  me  to  publish  them.  In 
particular  I  owe  an  immense  debt  of  gratitude  to  Capt.  H. 
Montgomery,  Elder  Brother  and  Warden,  1938-1939,  for  all  the 
help  and  encouragement  he  has  given  me.  His  knowledge  of  the 
traditions  of  the  House  has  always  been  at  my  disposal,  and  his 
expert  knowledge  of  seamanship  in  the  days  of  sail  has  saved  a 
mere  landsman  from  many  rocks  and  shoals.  The  Wardens’  Clerk, 
Mr.  P.  Walking-ton,  and  the  Chief  Assistance  Clerk,  Mr.  Bingham, 
have  suffered  patiently  the  demands  made  on  their  time  by  my 
requests  for  various  documents,  often  stored  in  inaccessible  places. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  my  thanks  are  due  to  my  wife, 
and  to  my  friend,  Miss  F.  Murray,  for  their  help  in  compiling  the 
index  and  seeing’  the  book  through  the  press;  and  to  Mr.  Charles 
Clay,  the  editor  of  the  series,  for  his  help  and  guidance,  but  above 
all  for  his  patience.

f  1  25  Sept.  Ordered  that,  because  the  merchants  of  the  port 

have  recently  contravened  the  privileges  of  the  House  by 
denying  the  ancient  portage  and  extorting  bonds  never  before 
required,  likely  to  tend  to  the  ruin  of  the  house  and  the 
impoverishing  of  all  seamen  of  the  port,  some  person  or 
persons  to  seek  means  of  relief. 

29  Sept.  Ordered  that  at  all  future  elections  of  elder 
brethren  two  of  the  senior  assistants  shall  be  put  forward,  one 
of  whom  to  be  elected. 

L  lv-  31  Oct.  Complaint  by  Edward  Talbutt,  collector  of 
primage  at  Grimsby,  that  Mr.  Arthur  Brooke,  mayor  of 
Grimsby,  had  refused  to  pay  primage  on  a  cargo  of  deals. 
Ordered  that  an  elder  brother,  two  assistants  and  ten  men  be 
sent  to  take  a  distress. 

Ordered  that  the  officer  of  the  House  shall  seize  all  wines 
freighted  in  French  vessels  by  English  merchants  to  the 
king’s  use. 

13  Nov.  Ordered  to  send  up  a  foot  post  to  prefer  an 
information  about  the  wines  seized  by  Richard  Clark. 

f- 2-  24  Nov.  Mr.  Phillipps,  part  owner  of  a  ship  of  Grimsby, 

formerly  called  the  St.  Peter,  of  Tunborow,  in  Norway,  whose 
anchor  had  been  taken  for  non-payment  of  primage  on  goods 
delivered  at  Grimsby,  paid  his  primage  19s.  7d.  and  7s.  6d. 
costs. 

1633. 

19  Jan.  Robert  Maisters  was  disenfranchised  for  speaking 
evil  of  the  House  and  not  to  be  allowed  to  take  charge  until  he 
had  made  submission  and  undergone  a  new  examination. 

26  Jan.  Robert  Maisters  submitted  and  upon  payment  of  a 
fine  was  re-admitted. 

6  Feb.  Sampson  Sympson  was  fined  2s.  6d.  to  the  poor’s 
box  for  uncivil  words  against  the  House  concerning  the 
recent  election  of  an  elder  brother.

11  Feb.  Mr.  Wrightington  complained  against  John 
Blenkin  for  damage  done  to  his  ship  (a  broken  boulspright 
and  other  damage)  by  Blenkin’s  ship  in  the  harbour  during  a 
storm.  (The  order  made  appears  to  have  been  omitted  by  the 
clerk.) 

5  Mar.  Complaint  by  his  ship’s  company  against  Robert 
Maister  for  wages,  he  having  hired  them  for  the  voyage  Hull 
to  Newcastle  and  thence  to  Eastland,  but  having  returned  to 
Hull.  Ordered  that  he  pay  half  Newcastle  wages  to  each  man 
provided  they  went  on  their  voyage  according  to  agreement. 

20  Jan.  Ordered  that  an  information  be  prosecuted  in  the 
Exchequer  against  Gabriel  and  Thomas  Rudd  for  importing 
25  tuns  of  French  wine  in  a  French  bottom. 

18  Mar.  John  Pickering  complained  for  wages  against 
John  Twisleton.  Twisleton  said  that  Pickering  was  bosun 
and  had  been  negligent  in  allowing  twine,  butter,  broches  and 
other  things  to  be  stolen.  Ordered  that  he  pay  his  wages  and 
take  remedy  at  law  for  his  losses. 

His  ship’s  company  claimed  wages  from  Henry  Kirkinson. 
They  alleged  he  shipped  them  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle,  but 
being  in  the  roadstead,  was  recalled  by  the  merchant  owners 
and  discharged.  Ordered  that  if  the  merchants  set  the  ship 
on  the  voyage  and  hired  a  new  master,  the  men  were  to  have 
the  wages  agreed  upon  with  Kirkinson  and  go  on  the  voyage 
with  the  first  fair  wind,  if  not  Kirkinson  to  pay  half  wages. 

13  April.  Antony  Hill  complained  against  Bertram  Sharpe, 
master  of  the  (name  omitted ),  of  Newcastle,  for  wages  and 
consideration  for  six  weeks  spent  at  Sunderland.  Ordered 
that  Sharpe  pay  him  50s. 

18  April.  John  Dowley  was  fined  for  not  entering  his  men. 
On  submission  and  promise  of  amendment  the  fine  was  reduced 
to  3s.  4d.,  of  which  lOd.  for  10  men  was  given  to  the  clerk 
and  2s.  6d.  put  in  the  box. 

Thomas  Barnard  was  fined  2s.  for  non-attendance  after 
summons. 

4  May.  Thomas  Aspinal  was  fined  10s.  for  non-attendance 
after  summons.  Further  ordered  that  he  should  enter  a  pilot, 
a  brother  of  the  House,  to  go  as  master  with  him  and  must  use 
his  name  in  entries,  he  being  disallowed  from  taking  charge. 

William  Crispin,  servant  to  Thomas  Robinson,  claimed  40s. 
wages  due.  Ordered  that  as  he  had  been  very  negligent  he 
should  be  reduced  by  10s.,  6s.  8d.  to  the  master  and  3s.  4d.  to 
the  poor. 
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8  May.  Mr.  Richard  Parkins  and  Mr.  Percival,  agents  of 
the  Greenland  merchants  of  York  and  Hull,  had  shipped  men 
to  go  in  Richard  Prestwood’s  ship  to  Greenland  without 
specifying  that  London  was  to  he  the  port  of  delivery.  LTpon 
complaint  by  the  crew  it  was  ordered  that  each  man  should 
have  3s.  in  the  pound  added  to  his  wages  as  given  in  the 
register  book,  for  payment  of  which  Sir  John  Lister  and 
Alderman  Ramsden  engaged  themselves. 

18  May.  Ordered  that  Ann  Cockerell  could  have  a  bed¬ 
stead  and  a  little  cupboard,  the  property  of  her  mother  Grace, 
formerly  a  widow  of  the  House,  provided  this  be  not  a 
precedent. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Carlill,  widow  of  George  Carlill, 
late  an  elder  brother,  the  House  agreed  to  take  charge  of  and 
put  out  to  interest  a  legacy  of  £40  made  by  him  to  his  grand¬ 
children,  on  condition  that  the  House  might  at  any  time 
refund  the  money  and  was  not  bound  to  pay  interest  otherwise 
than  as  and  when  it  was  received. 

13  June.  Francis  Mitchell,  having  hired  divers  men  for  a 
voyage  to  Ebling  on  March  8,  1632,  was  taken  by  the  Dun- 
kirkers  and  detained  six  months  at  Dunkirk,  where  he  had 
great  trouble  in  suits  for  the  preservation  of  the  merchants’ 
goods  and  it  was  fifteen  months  before  his  return  to  Hull  from 
Ebling.  Five  of  his  servants  that  stood  by  him  all  that  time 
asked  for  an  assessment  of  wages  due  to  them.  Ordered  that 
they  should  have  treble  wages,  viz.,  James  Kinge  £16  10s., 
John  Watson  £10  10s.,  George  Greggs  £9,  William  Hollay 
and  William  Imnd  to  have  further  consideration  for  the  time 
taken  beyond  the  year  they  were  hired  for. 

29  June.  Mr.  John  Swan  paid  his  fine  of  £6  6s.  8d.  for 
shipping  lead  and  other  goods  in  the  Sea  Horse,  a  French  ship 
of  Nessis  in  the  river  of  Bordeaux,  master  Andrew  Denius. 
The  House  remitted  £1  6s.  8d. 

14  Aug.  Francis  Tennant,  pilot  to  William  Hardyman, 
master  of  the  Indeavour ,  of  Newcastle,  was  fined  20s.  for 
colliding  with  the  dolphin.  The  master  paid  half  the  fine. 

Andrew  Oliver,  carpenter,  James  Hutchinson  and  Thomas 
Miller,  seamen,  claimed  wages  against  Robert  Gould,  master 
of  the  Marij,  of  Plymouth.  Ordered  that  the  carpenter  have 
£7  for  five  months,  less  £5  16s.,  alreadv  paid  to  him,  James 
Hutchinson  to  have  £5  9s.  9d.  less  £3,  already  paid,  and 
Thomas  Miller  to  have  £5  9s.  9d.  less  £3,  already  paid.  The 
parties  consented  to  this  award. 

7  Sept.  William  Robinson,  the  measurer,  admitted  tenant 
of  the  tenement  formerly  occupied  by  Rawlinges. 
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John  Burnsall  claimed  wages  from  Brian  Mettam  from 
London.  Mettam  alleged  that  he  was  idle,  threw  away  his 
tools  and  said  he  w'ould  leave  the  ship  and  knock  him  on  the 
head  with  his  axe.  William  Hudson  and  Christopher  Mettam 
deposed  that  he  said  he  would  not  return  with  him.  Burnsall 
admitted  he  was  paid  his  wages  due  at  London.  Ordered  that 
he  receive  nothing. 

Widdow  Whales  claimed  wages  due  to  her  late  husband 
from  John  Dowley,  he  having  been  shipped  by  the  month 
from  25  April  to  Michaelmas  at  £6.  On  his  deathbed  he 
averred  that  Dowley  owed  him  six  weeks  pay.  It  was 
admitted  that  they  were  five  weeks  at  Newcastle.  Ordered 
that  Dowley  pay  her  20s. 

16  Sept.  Leonard  Robinson  claimed  allowance  from  Roger 
Robinson  from  London,  where  Roger  sold  his  ship.  Roger 
alleged  that  he  made  provision  for  his  return,  but  he  would 
not  go  with  Painter  when  asked  nor  accept  conduct  money. 
Ordered  that  if  Painter,  who  brought  him  home,  made  any 
charge  for  victuals  or  passage  Roger  was  to  pay  it. 

Stephen  Blaides  claimed  wages  due  to  his  servant,  John 
Thew,  from  Antony  Marsingale  for  a  voyage  to  Dunkirk. 
Antony  alleged  some  things  were  missing  from  the  ship. 
Ordered  that  he  pay  his  wages,  £1  8s.,  less  14s.  already  paid, 
and  take  remedy  at  law  for  losses. 

21  Sept.  John  Dowley  was  summoned  to  attend  at  the 
House  to  show  cause  why  he  had  not  paid  Widdow  Thwaites 
according  to  the  House’s  order.1  He  said  he  would  neither 
come  nor  pay.  Ordered  that  he  be  arrested  by  force  and 
imprisoned  in  the  House  prison  until  he  pay  the  20s.  and  5s. 
fine  for  contempt. 

Thomas  Dowson  complained  that  Robert  Archbutt  having 
been  shipped  and  entered  in  the  register  refused  to  sail, 
causing  him  to  have  to  ship  another  man  and  lose  a  tide. 
Archbutt  was  fined  25s. 

28  Sept.  Sampson  Sympson  claimed  from  Mr.  Freesby 
wages  remaining'  due  from  his  last  voyage  to  Eastland. 
Freesby  alleged  damage  by  Sympson  taking  in  wTet  flax  or 
hemp  to  the  prejudice  of  the  merchants  and  owners.  Ordered 
that  he  pay  his  wages,  the  House  deciding  that  he  was  not 
liable  for  the  damage. 

5  Oct.  His  ship’s  company  claimed  wages  from  Robert 
Pew,  master  of  the  Thomas  and  John ,  of  London.  Ordered 
that  since  they  delivered  at  Hull  and  not  London,  he  pay  every

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man  three  quarters  of  the  agreed  wage  as  follows: — James 
Arnon,  wages  45s.,  to  have  33s.  9d.  and  2s.  for  coals;  Francis 
Roper,  wages  38s.,  to  have  28s.  6d. ;  William  Michaddam, 
wages  35s.,  to  have  26s.  3d.;  Christopher  Milburne,  wages 
38s.,  to  have  28s.  6d. ;  Sam  Wills,  wages  36s.,  to  have  27s.; 
Robert  Lidall,  wages  30s.,  to  have  22s.  6d. ;  John  Friery, 
wages  34s.,  to  have  25s.  Od.  These  wages  given  on  condition 
that  they  went  back  to  Newcastle  and  thence  to  London  and 
then  received  former  wages. 

30  Oct.  George  Duck  charged  Thomas  Aspinnall  with 
staying  at  home  after  the  time  appointed,  he  being  at  variance 
with  his  owners  and  having  taken  away  the  sails  and  kept 
him  for  a  month.  Ordered  that  Duck  receive  5s. 

John  Raikes  claimed  40s.  wages  from  Mr.  Freesby.  Freesby 
claimed  that  he  had  paid  Raikes’  wages  to  his  brother. 
Ordered  that  Freesby  give  him  Id. 

7  Nov.  Edward  Brown  claimed  his  wages  for  a  Greenland 
voyage.  Mr.  Richard  Perkins  and  Robert  Coldcoale  said  the 
merchants  suspected  him  of  purloining  fin.  Ordered  that  the 
case  be  remanded  till  Thursday  next  for  the  accuser  to  attend. 

13  Nov.  The  above  case  resumed.  Robert  Coldcoale  only 
produced  a  letter  to  Alderman  Ramsden  saying  that  the 
charge  would  be  proved,  but  nobody  appeared  in  person  to 
prove  it  and  the  party  named  as  accuser  was  guilty  of  the 
same  offence  by  his  own  confession.  Ordered  that  Brown 
receive  his  wages. 

John  Walker,  John  Foster  and  Philip  Eweringham’s  Avidow 
claimed  demurage  from  Robert  Thorpe,  which  after  the 
principal  sum  was  allowed  for  according  to  their  proportions 
was  5s.  4d.  in  the  pound  on  their  Avages. 

William  Bell  had  petitioned  the  Lord  President  and  Council 
against  the  House  for  40s.,  Avhich  by  his  OAvn  agreement  he 
was  to  abate  for  half  the  charge  of  the  fine  sued  out  for  the 
annuity  for  his  wife’s  life,  as  appears  by  a  memorandum  in  the 
other  book  dated  5  June,  1631.  Reference  on  the  petition 
being  made  to  Sir  John  Lister  and  the  Mayor,  they  seeing  the 
note  under  his  own  hand,  found  nothing  due  to  him,  but  asked 
the  House  to  give  his  wife  something  for  charity’s  sake. 
Ordered  that  she  be  given  20s. 

John  Dowley  paid  the  damages  and  fine  of  25s.  due  under 
previous  orders.  The  House  returned  him  2s.  and  handed 
20s.  to  the  Widow  Thwaite. 

20  Nov.  Ordered  that  Hunter’s  bond  for  Rougholme  Carr 
be  put  in  suit,  and  Mr.  Tarbutt  to  bring  in  his  money  by  a 
certain  day  or  else  his  bond  to  be  put  in  suit. 
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Francis  Tonge  claimed  a  month’s  wages  all  but  three  or 
four  days  from  Phillip  Nicholls.  Nicholls  complained  that 
he  left  him  at  Newhaven  in  France,  but  was  to  have  25s.  8d. 
per  month.  The  House  considered  the  damage  to  Nicholls 
from  his  desertion,  he  being  taken  by  the  Dunkirkers.  Had 
it  not  been  for  Tonge’ s  lameness  they  would  have  imprisoned 
him  as  an  example  to  others.  On  account  of  his  poverty, 
however,  the  House  ordered  Nicholls  to  pay  him  10s. 

14  Dec.  George  Hogg  claimed  wages  from  Tristram 
Pearson  for  a  voyage  from  London.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
him  20s. 

20  Dec.  John  Cowdray,  John  Dye,  William  Cock,  William 
Carr  and  Richard  Lippett  claimed  from  Thomas  Taylor  wages 
from  Dunkirk  to  Newcastle  and  Newcastle  to  Dunkirk  or 
London.  They  alleged  he  promised  common  seamen  20 
guilders,  John  Dye,  the  carpenter,  was  to  have  ordinary 
carpenter’s  wages,  and  John  Cowdray,  the  master’s  mate,  to 
have  better  wages  than  common  seamen.  The  House,  con¬ 
sidering  that  it  is  about  two  months  since  the  ship  came  from 
Dunkirk  and  she  has  been  five  weeks  in  harbour,  ordered  that 
.the  master  pay  the  common  men  30s.  each  and  the  carpenter 
and  master’s  mate  40s.  each. 

• 8-  31  Dec.  Robert  Barker  claimed  beveridge  and  averidge 

on  his  last  Bordeaux  voyage  from  Joshua  Twisleton.  Joshua 
said  he  had  “  a  quarter  croune  allowed  on  every  ton.  Barker 
said  Mr.  Trushone  gave  him  20  house  upon  every  ton,  which 
difference  must  be  referred  to  Mr.  Trushone,  but  rumidge  and 
pilotage  and  for  the  bosun,  cast  up  to  be  divided  amongst  all 
the  company,”  the  House  gave  Barker  5s.  for  his  £7  13s.  which 
is  at  8d.  in  the  pound. 

Widow  Nerber  admitted  to  the  New  Hospital  and  to  pay 
the  last  rent. 

John  Painter  was  fined  6s.  8d.  for  running  into  the  dolphin. 
He  also  paid  his  fine  for  not  registering  his  men. 

1634 

20  Jan.  Richard  Wilkinson  showed  a  deed  of  gift  from 
Ann  Waddy,  his  wife’s  mother,  who  recently  died  in  the  New 
Hospital,  by  virtue  of  which  he  proposed  to  challenge  the 
goods  she  died  possessed  of,  contrary  to  the  custom  of  the 
House.  To  avoid  this  in  the  future,  ordered  that  no  widow  be 
admitted  into  either  Hospital  unless  she  bind  herself  in 
writing  under  hand  and  seal  to  leave  all  goods  she  shall  die 
possessed  of  in  her  closet  to  the  poor  of  the  House. 

f-  8v-  20  Feb.  Richard  Pillbrough,  the  carpenter  of  Mr.  Thomas 

Sylvester’s  ship,  claimed  wages  for  an  Eastland  voyage. 
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Mr.  Sylvester  alleged  damage  by  the  carpenter’s  neglect, 
leaving  port  holes  open  whereby  damage  was  done  to  flax  to 
the  value  of  £50.  The  carpenter  admitted  the  offence. 
Ordered  that  he  receive  40s.  less  than  his  freight. 

Memorandum — To  enquire  for  £10  of  William  Bell’s  money 
paid  in  by  Brocklebank  and  others  last  Michaelmas  to  Mr. 
Freesby,  not  put  in  the  chest  according  to  order. 

5  Mar.  James  Cartrosste  complained  against  Sam.  Townes, 
master  of  the  Fortune ,  of  Newcastle,  for  wages  from  Newcastle 
to  London,  31s.  The  master  alleged  that  the  full  wage  was 
not  due  since  the  ship  only  went  to  Hull.  Both  parties  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  House  who  wished  them  to  refer 
it  to  the  Trinity  House  at  Newcastle.  Ordered  that  Townes 
should  pay  Cartrosste  24s.  who  should  go  home  in  the 
said  ship  and  that  any  money  already  paid  by  the  Master 
should  be  deducted  from  the  24s. 

William  Tomlinson  charged  Jeremy  Blaeforth  with  refusal 
to  go  to  sea  after  being  hired.  Ordered  that  he  go  with  him 
under  the  usual  penalties. 

29  Mar.  Jeremy  Blaeforth  petitioned  the  House  for  leave 
to  go  to  sea,  alleging  that  Tomlinson  had  hired  a  man  in  his 
place  to  whom  he  had  to  pay  8s.  a  month  more  which  he 
claimed  from  Blaeforth.  Blaeforth  having  deposited  48s.  for 
6  months  was  allowed  to  go  to  sea. 

30  Apl.  Francis  Taylor  requested  leave  to  send  over  some 
small  quantity  of  cloth,  not  above  6  odd  dozens,  in  a  Dane  to 
Norway.  The  House  agreed  not  to  exact  the  penalty  due  and 
Taylor  gave  2s.  to  the  poor  in  acknowledgment. 

Joseph  Twenne  was  granted  similar  permission. 

4  June.  John  Lithe  complained  that  Robert  Drew  hired 
him  and  now  refused  to  let  him  go  and  had  hired  another. 
Drew  admitted  hiring  him,  but  alleged  he  left  the  ship  and  he, 
being  about  to  sail,  hired  another.  Ordered  that  Drew  should 
take  him  on  the  voyage  and  leave  the  other  man,  Lithe  to 
behave  himself  more  carefully. 

Mr.  Leonard  Barnerd,  sheriff,  paid  his  fine  of  20  nobles  for 
freighting  a  stranger  for  Hambrough  or  Emden.  The  House 
had  returned  him  5  nobles  of  the  fine,  which  he  sent  back  in 
discontent  saying  they  might  keep  that  if  they  took  the  rest. 
Ordered  that  the  whole  fine  be  kept,  it  being  suspected  he  had 
partners. 

Ordered  that  a  survey  be  taken  of  the  Whitefriars  buildings 
to  see  what  repairs  were  necessary.  Also  that  a  letter  be 
written  to  Edward  Talbot  to  appear  and  give  an  account  of 

primage. 
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4  June.  John  Mann  was  ordered  to  pay  2s.  6d.  beyond  the 
ordinary  fine  of  Gs.  8d.  on  being  made  a  brother. 

Also  ordered  that  John  Hanson’s  and  Robert  Storey’s  bonds 
be  put  in  suit  and  to  stay  William  Chamber’s  bond  till  his 
return. 

7  June.  Bryan  Nelson,  servant  to  Mr.  John  Mason, 
merchant,  was  fined  twenty  nobles  for  freighting  a  French¬ 
man  outwards.  No  part  of  the  fine  was  refunded  because  it 
was  suspected  he  had  freighted  her  inward  as  well. 

28  June.  Ordered  that  a  writ  be  taken  out  against  George 
Hunter,  senior,  and  George  Hunter,  junior,  for  non-payment 
of  rent  (despite  time  given)  for  Rougholme  Carr.  Also  that 
Robert  Storey’s  bond  be  put  in  suit. 

30  June.  William  Crew  complained  that  Thomas  Taylor, 
whom  he  had  hired  for  a  voyage  to  Holland,  had  hired  himself 
to  sail  with  John  Rawson.  Ordered  that  he  sail  with  Crew 
under  the  usual  penalties  and  Rawson  crossed  him  out  of  his 

book. 

18  July.  Ordered  that  Edward  Talbutt  be  sent  for  to 
answer  for  taking  2s.  buoyage  and  for  taking  8d.  of  a 
Scarborough  man  at  Hesle  and  writer  at  Grimsby  which  wrong 
the  House  desires  to  rectify. 

26  July.  Robert  Storey  appeared  about  the  suit  for  £40 
and  was  given  a  week  to  find  security  or  pay  the  money. 

2  Aug.  William  Chicken,  ship’s  carpenter,  claimed  wages 
at  30s.  per  month  for  his  last  Eastland  voyage,  £2  19s.  6d.  in 
all,  from  Philip  Nicholls.  Nicholls  alleged  £3  8s.  4d.  damage 
by  the  plaintiff’s  default.  John  Binns,  mate  and  bosun, 
called  as  a  witness  said  the  damage  was  not  the  carpenter’s 
fault  but  that  the  damage  came  in  at  the  open  dock  and  the 
ship  side.  Ordered  that  Nicholls  pay  all  arrears  except  6s.  8d. 

16  Aug.  Thomas  Stanrick,  bosun,  John  Binns,  Nicholas 
Lindley,  Francis  Thestle,  George  Roe,  Francis  Hudson, 
Thomas  Hide,  Henry  Marr  and  one  Ijars  the  cook,  were 
shipped  by  Henry  Johnson  for  a  voyage  to  Eastland  and  fitted 
the  ship.  Johnson  died  before  they  sailed  and  they  claimed 
compensation  from  Robert  Ripley,  who  refused  it.  The 
matter  was  deferred  till  a  master  had  been  appointed  and 
then  the  men  were  to  have  satisfaction. 

30  Aug.  David  Jackson  having  been  appointed  master  of 
the  above  ship  (the  Truelove)  was  ordered  to  pay  5s.  to  each 
man,  the  charge  to  be  borne  by  the  owners.  Thomas  Stanrigg 
to  have  his  disbursements  for  the  ship,  i.e.  8s.  6d.  for  spare 
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yards,  one  marlyne,  one  small  lyne  and  a  piece  of  boatrope 
and  for  leading  sails  to  Trinity  House. 

21  Oct.  Edward  Nightingale  brought  an  Admiralty  warrant 
against  Mr.  Freesby,  his  master,  for  wages.  Mr.  Ereesby 
complained  to  the  House  that  he  was  shipped  for  a  whole  year, 
but  left  after  six  months  and  sailed  with  John  Blenkin,  con¬ 
trary  to  the  rules  of  the  House.  On  being  sent  for.  Nightin¬ 
gale  refused  to  come,  for  which  offence  and  for  abusive  words 
he  was  committed  to  prison.  Whereupon  he  submitted  to  the 
House  and  stayed  his  suit  in  the  Admiralty  Court.  The  House 
ordered  Freesby  to  pay  him  50s.  wages  due  and  the  question 
of  his  fine  was  deferred  until  John  Blenkin  had  been  sent  for. 

Robert  Richardson  claimed  wages  from  Henry  Cruaris  of 
Scarborough.  The  master  alleged  he  had  refused  to  take  the 
ship  home.  Ordered  that  he  pay  the  wages  agreed  upon  and 
10s.  extra  if  he  take  the  ship  to  Scarborough. 

John  Jackson  was  ordered  to  pay  Christopher  Burton  10s.  6d. 
for  half  a  coastal  voyage. 

25  Oct.  John  Blenkin  appeared  upon  summons  for  hiring 
Edward  Nightingale  and  gave  offensive  words  and  was 
stubborn,  and  was  therefore  committed  to  prison,  upon  which 
he  submitted  and  paid  his  fine  of  £40  of  which  the  House 
kept  £2.  Edward  Nightingale  also  submitted  and  paid  his 
fine  of  £10.  The  House  kept  “  some  small  matter  to  the  poor 
man’s  box  ”  and  returned  the  rest  on  promise  of  reformation. 

William  Hill,  servant  to  William  Brumby,  was  charged 
with  abusing  his  master  and  offering  to  thrust  his  knife  into 
him.  He  was  committed  to  prison  and  stayed  there  a  night. 

9  Dec.  Martin  Welburne,  Joseph  Chambers  and  John 
Robinson,  servants  to  John  Dickinson,  claimed  wages  for  their 
last  Eastland  voyage,  Welburne’s  being  £8  and  two  shillings 
disbursed,  the  others  £4  each.  Dickinson  said  many  goods 
were  thrown  overboard  and  the  merchants  refused  to  pay 
freight,  for  which  he  was  suing  them,  and  also  that  the  com¬ 
plainants  had  goods  safely  brought  home :  Chambers  32 
bunches  of  flax,  Robinson  20  bunches  and  Welburne,  the 
carpenter,  had  two  shekells  of  rye,  which  ought  to  answer 
their  proportion  when  the  average  was  known.  He  therefore 
asked  that  the  wages  should  be  suspended  till  average  had 
been  decided,  since  Chambers  had  had  half  his  wages  and 
Robinson  some  dollars.  Mr.  Perkins  offered  security  for  his 
brother  Chambers’  part  if  he  could  have  his  wages. 

Ordered  that  the  carpenter  was  to  be  paid,  the  others  to  wait 
till  the  average  was  decided. 
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20  Dec.  Silvester  Allan  of  Gravesend,  master  of  the  Ellen , 
was  complained  of  by  his  ship’s  company  for  wages,  being 
hired  from  London  to  Newcastle  and  back  and  having  put  into 
Hull  on  the  return  voyage.  Ordered  that  each  man  take 
three-quarters  wages  as  follows: — William  Gallapp,  mate, 
£1  10s.  9d. ;  William  Chandler,  19s.  6d. ;  Edward  Douglas, 
18s. ;  John  Lee,  16s.  2d.  They  were  to  agree  as  best  they  could 
for  the  voyage  up. 

Mr.  John  Ramsden,  alderman,  claimed  that  when  he 
recently  imported  certain  pipes  of  mallige  sack  from 
Hamburgh  in  Robert  Drew’s  ship,  he  found  42  gallons  had 
been  taken  out  and  the  bung  holes  left  open.  The  ship’s  com¬ 
pany  appeared  and  the  carpenter,  John  Jjithe,  partly  confessed 
his  offence  and  was  accused  by  the  ship’s  boy  of  drawing  off 
wine  for  himself  and  the  ship’s  company  at  Luxstad.  Ordered 
that,  this  being  a  great  abuse,  the  sum  of  £4  10s.  Od.  should  be 
paid  by  poundage  on  the  wages  of  those  who  drank  the  sack. 

29  Dec.  Sir  John  Hotham,  knight  and  baronet,  high 
sheriff  of  Yorks,  and  —  Norton,  Esq.,  high  sheriff  of  Lines., 
being  present  at  Hull  about  the  assessment  for  the  ship  of  800 
tons  commanded  to  be  set  out  by  his  Majesty,  having  con¬ 
vened  the  mayors  of  the  corporations  named  in  the  writ,  sent 
for  eight  elder  brethren  to  answer  the  following  questions:  — 

(1)  What  would  it  cost  per  month  to  hire  a  ship  of  800  tons? 

(2)  What  munition  would  be  required  for  one  month? 

(3)  What  would  victualling  cost  for  officers  and  250  men  ? 

(4)  What  would  the  monthly  pay  amount  to  for  officers  and 

men  ? 

Allowance  must  be  made  for  double  furniture.  The  House 
having  considered  the  matter  returned  the  following  answers. 
The  hire  of  the  ship  would  be  £300  per  month.  Victuals  for 
250  men  would  be  £250  per  month.  The  monthly  pay, 
including  officers  would  be  £280.  Thus  total  charge  would  be 
£830  per  month. 

These  questions  and  resolutions  were  at  once  sent  by  the 
sheriffs  to  the  Council. 

31  Dec.  Mr.  Crew  complaned  that  Thomas  Taylor,  having 
been  hired  and  given  his  Godspenny,  sailed  with  John  Rawson. 
Ordered  that  Taylor  pay  his  fine  of  £10,  of  which  £9  was 
remitted. 

30  Aug.  (This  should  have  been  entered  before.)  Thomas 
Harrison  having  been  hired  for  a  certain  time  by  J olin  Rawson 
desired  to  go  in  another  ship.  Ordered  that  he  serve  out  his 
time  with  Rawson  or  pay  the  usual  fine. 
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John  Waugh  claimed  45s.  wages  from  his  master,  William 
Wrightington,  who  alleged  damage  by  negligence  in  allowing 
flax  to  be  wetted.  Waugh  proved  that  the  damage  was  due  to 
a  leak  and  not  negligence.  Ordered  that  Wrightington  must 
pay  him  full  wages  as  entered  in  the  Register,  i.e.,  40s.  not 
45s.  as  claimed. 


13  Jan.  Widow  Middleton  was  a  second  time  complained 
of  for  her  abusive  tongue,  keeping  her  daughter  to  lodge  with 
her  and  putting  the  rest  from  the  fire  and  the  door  being  kept 
Open  by  her  means.  Ordered  that  if  she  did  not  come  in  to 
time  and  send  her  daughter  to  her  own  house  and  behave 
herself  better,  on  the  next  complaint  she  should  be  expelled 
from  the  house. 

31  Jail.  John  Rakes  claimed  45s.  from  Leonard  Barnard, 
wages  from  Whitby  to  Scotland  in  the  herring  voyage  set  out 
by  Sir  John  Lister,  and  produced  Barnard’s  note.  Barnard 
admitted  the  note,  but  said  Sir  John  Lister  hired  Rakes  for 
less  wages,  but  on  the  point  of  sailing  he  refused  to  go  unless 
Barnard  gave  him  a  note,  which  he  did  rather  than  lose  the 
voyage,  but  said  that  he  ought  not  to  be  tied  to  it.  This  was 
proved  by  inspection  of  the  register.  Ordered  that  Rakes 
have  £ 2  only. 

Lyonall  Catlin  claimed  50s.  wages  from  William 
Wrightington,  who  said  that  he  had  offered  him  45s.  Ordered 
that  he  pay  him  50s. 

William  Thomlinson  met  Jeremy  Blaeforth  concerning  the 
48s.  deposited  by  Thomlinson  according  to  the  order  of  March 
29,  1634.  The  money  being  paid  to  Thomlinson  he  took  24s. 
and  gave  the  rest  back. 

John  Rakes  complained  again  for  wages  against  Mr. 
Freesby  and  brought  his  brother  to  clear  objections  made  in 
the  former  order  that  the  money  was  paid  to  John.  Ordered 
that  Mr.  Freesby  pay  him  45s.  wages  and  take  his  remedy  if 
Rakes  owed  him  anything. 

William  Whitehead  claimed  wages  of  John  Mann  for  13 
months  at  18s.  per  month.  Mann  complained  of  his  intolerable 
misdemeanours  and  of  one  month’s  absence.  Ordered  that  he 
pay  him  £10  10s.  and  that  Whitehead  be  committed  to  prison 
for  his  misdemeanours. 

20  Feb.  It  was  agreed  that  on  account  of  the  trouble 
experienced  over  keeping  Mrs.  Carlill’s  money  in  hand  (the 
House  having  been  forced  to  sue  the  sureties)  she  should  have 
her  £40  with  consideration  to  date  and  that  the  House  should 
not  take  in  such  moneys  in  future. 
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Motion  to  make  Mr.  Alexander  Swan  a  brother  but  without 
right  to  sit  in  counsell,  was  deferred  after  perusal  of  former 
orders  concerning  admission  of  merchants. 

Walter  Lee  claimed  21s.  of  Mr.  Freesby  which  he  alleged 
he  disbursed  in  hiring  men  for  his  last  Eastland  voyage.  Lee 
was  unable  to  prove  receipt  by  Mr.  Freesby  and  the  case  was 
dismissed. 

16  Feb.  Michael  Fullwood,  of  Dansick,  laid  a  claim  against 
Richard  Brogden.  Fullwood  alleged  he  came  as  pilot  in  Mr. 
Sheriff:  Peck’s  fleeboate  in  place  of  William  Robinson,  Mr. 
Peck’s  man,  and  was  to  have  10  dollars  and  satisfaction  for 
three  weeks'*  diet,  which  he  claimed.  Mr.  Brogden,  as  factor 
for  the  York  merchants,  was  asked  to  allow  their  proportion- 
able  parts  of  their  goods  to  despatch  the  poor  man.  Mr. 
Brogden,  although  he  had  received  no  instructions,  agreed  to 
pay  for  as  many  as  he  undertook  and  the  balance  was  made  up 
by  Mr.  Peck  and  Mr.  Leonard  Scott.  Fullwood  gave  two 
releases,  one  to  the  York  merchants,  the  other  to  remain  in 
the  House. 

14  Mar.  Thomas  Anderson  claimed  average  money  in  the 
merchants’  bonaventure  from  William  Thomlinson.  He 
failed  to  attend  on  summons  to  prosecute  his  case  and  was 
fined  3s.  4d.  for  contempt. 

21  Mar.  The  parties  in  the  previous  order  appeared  before 
the  House.  Anderson  paid  his  fine  and  the  House  ordered 
William  Thomlinson  to  pay  him  nine  shillings. 

28  Mar.  Roger  Watts  complained  that  Richard  Wood, 
having  been  hired  by  him  as  boatswain  and  given  5s. 
godspenny,  nowT  desired  to  sail  in  another  ship.  Mr. 
Wrightington  requested  that  Wood  should  be  discharged,  as 
he  was  to  sail  as  master  in  the  other  ship,  Watts’  wife  having 
taken  his  godspenny.  Ordered  that  he  sail  with  Watts  unless 
he  could  find  a  satisfactory  substitute. 

3  Apl.  Mr.  Mason,  of  York,  merchant,  requested  permission 
to  send  3  trusses  and  some  coals  and  lead  in  a  small  French 
bark,  promising  in  writing  never  to  use  any  more  strangers 
for  that  purpose  (which  note  remains  in  the  north  cupboard 
for  reference).  He  also  paid  the  full  fine  of  20  nobles,  of 
which  the  House  kept  £3  3s.  4d.  and  gave  the  rest  to  William 
Thompson1  for  his  use. 

Yote  that  the  Wardens  and  Elder  Brethren,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Mayor,  met  at  1  o’clock  to  attend  upon  him  and  Mr. 
ITnckle  and  Mr.  Pheming,  his  Majesty’s  pressmasters,  to 

1  The  House’s  Secretary. 
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supply  their  wants  of  seamen,  but  though  they  waited  the 
most  of  the  afternoon  they  never  heard  of  either  mayor  or 
pressmasters. 

18  Apl.  Phillip  Rysome  claimed  15s.  balance  of  wages,  for 
a  voyage  to  Amsterdam,  from  Phillip  Nicholls,  who  alleged 
negligence  in  staying  ashore  and  leaving  the  ship.  Ordered 
that  Nicholls  pay  him  10s.  only. 

John  Pattison’s  mother  claimed  from  Robert  Storey  her 
son’s  wages  and  39s.  4d.  deposited  in  his  hands  after  her  son 
was  drowned.  The  House  refused  to  meddle  concerning  the 
money,  but  as  the  man  helped  in  with  ballast  and  no 
substitute  was  hired  to  London,  ordered  Robert  Storey  to  pay 
the  mother  12s.,  his  wages  being  24s.  At  the  same  time 
Henry  Wallis,  James  Bathwell  and  John  Hogg  claimed 
wages  from  Storey  for  the  same  voyage  which  he  promised  to 
pay  the  next  day.  Storey,  having  been  summoned,  returned  a 
peremptory  answer  to  Richard  Clarke  and  was  fined  3s.  4d. 
On  his  submission  2s.  4d.  was  returned  to  him  and  one  shilling 
put  in  the  poor’s  box. 

24  Apl.  John  Billingham  applied  to  become  a  younger 
brother.  Ordered  that  he  be  not  admitted  on  account  of  his 
imperfect  answers  to  the  Warden,  but  deferred  for  further 
experience  in  navigation. 

25  Apl.  Ordered  concerning  Lady  Mountforth’s  garden 
that  Messrs.  Wrightington,  Thompson  and  Popple  should  go 
to  Sir  John  Lister  to  desire  him  to  see  the  liming  performed 
before  they  went  to  Frodingham,  and  also  to  see  Mr.  Hylyeard 
and  let  him  know  that  his  lady  refused  to  accept  a  lease 
tendered  upon  condition,  which  not  being  performed,  she  had 
no  estate,  and  especially  no  power  to  sub-let  and  so  there 
ought  to  be  a  fresh  agreement. 

Robert  Stevens  complained  that  William  Cooke  having 
been  hired  by  Nicholas  Kyrke,  had  refused  to  sail  because 
Nicholas  was  dead,  to  the  hindrance  of  the  merchants  and 
owners.  Ordered  that  he  sail  on  the  voyage  with  Mr. 
Robinson  as  master. 

2  May.  Memorandum.  Mr.  Coniston  Wrightington  paid 
to  the  House  <£50  to  make  up  a  sum  to  lend  to  Mr.  Langdale. 
This  was  to  be  repaid  from  the  first  money  received  by  the 
House. 

2  July.  Memorandum.  This  £50  was  repaid  to  Mr. 
Wrightington  by  Mr.  John  Helmsley,  warden,  and  the  House 
agreed  either  to  pay  interest  for  the  period  of  loan  or  to  lend 
Mr.  Wrightington  an  equal  sum  for  the  same  time.  Memo- 
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randuni  that  on  September  5,  1635,  the  House  paid  Mr. 
Wrightington  12s.  for  7  weeks’  interest  on  £50  and  is  dis¬ 
charged  from  lending  him  any  money. 

5  May.  Valyntyne  Fleetwood  claimed  wages  from  Philip 
Billingham,  who  counter-claimed  5s.  for  freight  for  goods. 
The  total  being  £3  he  took  off  the  5s.  and  gave  it  him  for 
average,  on  which  both  parties  agreed. 

9  May.  Mr.  Tweene  and  Francis  Peacock  were  requested  to 
find  a  new  security  in  place  of  Paipli  Hudson  or  else  to  pay 
the  £10  in  ten  days,  and  a  similar  notice  was  given  to 
Bartholomew  Bichard  concerning  another  £40  owed  by 
Hudson. 

Ordered  that  no  benevolence  be  given  to  widows  for  their 
children  until  they  have  been  seen  or  known,  the  House 
having  been  abused  in  the  matter. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Popple  go  to  London  to  prefer  the 
petition  concerning  the  grievances  and  oppression  by  the 
merchants.  Mr.  Wrightington  to  meet  him  in  London 
and  assist  him. 

16  May.  Mr.  Tweene  asked  the  House  to  renew  his  bond 
until  September  when  he  would  pay  it,  being  unwilling  to  find 
a  new  surety  for  so  short  a  time.  Agreed. 

29  May.  Mr.  Popple  was  asked  to  state  when  he  would  go 
London  to  prefer  the  petition.  He  agreed  to  go  at  once  after 
receiving  information  of  the  House’s  intention  and  to  stay 
twenty  days.  If  the  business  was  not  then  completed  he 
asked  for  a  substitute  to  be  chosem  Mr.  Bakes  was  chosen. 

1  July.  Jervice  Meerlinge  claimed  wages  from  Newcastle 
to  Hull  from  Thomas  Cockerell,  who  alleged  he  hired  him 
from  Hull  to  Hambourgh  and  back  to  Hull  or  Newcastle. 
Ordered  that  Cockerell  give  him  ten  meetes  of  coal,  and 
Meerlinge  was  sharply  rebuked  for  his  stubborn  behaviour  at 
sea  and  at  Newcastle. 

11  Juiy.  Bobert  Baker  claimed  from  William  Bakes  a 
tun  of  wine  furthinge.  Bakes  said  he  had  his  full  furthinge 
in  nuts  and  prunes  and  other  things,  and  moreover  he  let  half 
a  ton  to  John  Binns.  Their  agreement  under  seal  showed  that 
they  were  to  have  40s.  per  month,  a  tun  of  wine  furthinge, 
12  bushels  of  nuts  and  500  lbs.  of  prunes.  Ordered  that  Baker 
allow  10s.  to  Bakes  for  the  half  tun  he  let  to  Binns. 

2  July.  Edward  Talbut,  collector  of  primage,  buoyage  and 
beaconage  at  Grimsby,  resigned  his  office  and  put  in  his 
accounts  of  receipts  and  for  the  boat  sent  him  by  the  House. 
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4  July.  Robert  Buller  asked  to  be  freed  of  the  bond  in 
which  he  was  bound  to  the  House  with  Charles  Collinges. 
Ordered  that  Collinges  have  notice  to  find  a  new  surety  or 
pay  in  the  money. 

Edward  Garle,  chosen  deputy  for  collection  of  primage  at 
Grimsby  in  place  of  Edward  Talbut,  to  have  his  deputation 
sealed  at  the  next  meeting. 

John  Best  claimed  30s.  wages  from  Mr.  Pearson  for  the 
voyage  London — Newcastle  and  back.  Pearson  alleged  that 
he  cut  one  of  his  apprentice’s  hands  with  a  knife.  Ordered 
that  he  receive  wages,  less  the  surgeon’s  fee  for  attending  the 
apprentice. 

4  Juiy.  Mr.  Mayor  requested  to  meet  the  masters  of  the 
House  concerning  a  new  impressment.  The  House  demanded 
the  attendance  of  those  Younger  Brethren  who  were  at  home, 
who  attended  and  supplied  the  names  of  their  men  for  the 
press. 

12  Aug.  Memorandum  that  four  of  Francis  Mitchell’s 
men  were  drowned  on  his  last  Eastland  voyage  and  their 
friends  asked  for  a  decision  of  the  House  as  to  wages  due  to 
them.  Ordered  that  their  executors  receive  the  wages  booked 
in  the  register  and  similarly  for  Mr.  Gascoigne’s  wages. 

28  Aug.  Mr.  Lupton  informed  the  House  that  his  crew 
had  neglected  to  unload  the  ship,  forcing  him  to  hire  others 
to  do  so,  and  he  had  therefore  reduced  their  wages  and  given 
the  amount  taken  to  the  poor.  The  particular  sums  were  as 
follows  (< a  syace  is  left).  His  action  was  commended  by  the 
House. 

22  Aug.  Widow  Mitchell,  mother  of  Thomas  Mitchell, 
deceased,  claimed  £2  15s.  wages  from  his  master,  Phillip 
Billingham,  for  an  Eastland  voyage  as  entered  in  the  register. 
Billingham  alleged  that  Mitchell  was  sick  for  three  weeks  or 
a  month  at  Danzic,  during  which  time  he  (Billingham)  paid 
14  dollars  for  his  diet  and  doctor’s  fees,  which  amounted  to 
more  than  his  wages.  Widow  Mitchell  said  she  gave  her  son 
40s.  when  he  went  to  sea,  and  Billingham’s  son  was  demand¬ 
ing  25s.  for  money  lent  him,  and  she  supposed  that  he  himself 
must  have  spent  the  £3  5s.  during  his  sickness,  being  no 
unthrift,  and  that  he  could  not  have  spent  his  master’s  money. 
The  House,  considering  that  by  sea  law  he  was  entitled  to 
diet  in  sickness  and  health,  and  had  spent  so  much  of  his  own 
money,  ordered  Billingham  to  pay  the  widow  £1  7s.  6d.  and 
not  to  claim  for  the  14  dollars  or  any  part  of  them. 
Billingham,  being  called  in  to  hear  the  decision,  said  he 
would  rather  spend  £100  than  obey  such  an  order,  with  other 
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contemptuous  words,  and  went  away  in  a  peremptory  and 
disgraceful  manner.  Being  summoned  to  return  by  the 
officer  be  refused  with  more  contemptuous  words.  The  House 
agreed  to  send  again  for  him  to  perform  its  order  and  answer 
his  contempt. 

24  Aug.  Billingham,  being  summoned  by  warrant  to  the 
constable  and  Bichard  Clerk,1  attended,  and  being  asked  to 
perform  the  previous  order,  broke  out  in  abusive  words 
especially  against  Mr.  Alderman  Jefferson.  Billingham  also 
being  guilty  of  not  registering  his  men,  he  was  ordered  to  lay 
down  his  fine  of  10s.  per  voyage  and  the  House  took  it  all 
since  he  had  said  he  never  would  enter  his  men.  For  his 
refusal  to  obey  the  previous  order  he  was  disfranchised  and 
nbt  to  be  allowed  to  take  charge  until  he  had  been  readmitted, 
and  for  his  opprobious  words  he  was  ordered  to  find  sureties 
for  good  behaviour,  which  he  refused  to  do.  He  was  there¬ 
fore  committed  to  prison  by  a  mittimus  directed  to  the  sheriff. 

31  Aug.  Memorandum  that  by  an  order  of  12  February, 
1614,  it  was  decided  that  no  merchants  of  that  company2 
should  be  admitted  brethren  of  the  House  lest  they  should 
freight  strangers  or  neglect  primage  or  do  anything  contrary 
to  the  charters,  except  that  Mr.  Alderman  Preston  and  others 
who  were  free  of  the  merchants  company  should  continue  as 
brothers.  It  was  now  ordered  that,  in  view  of  the  good 
services  to  the  House  of'  Sir  John  Lister  and  the  need  the 
House  had  of  a  trusty  friend,  several  elder  brethren  recently 
being  dead,  the  said  Sir  John  be  put  forward  for  election  as 
an  elder  brother.  He  was  accordingly  put  on  the  paper  with 
Thomas  Barnerd  and  unanimously  elected  and  took  the  usual 
oath,  asking  to  be  excused  attendance  when  the  business  was 
the  examination  of  men  to  take  charge  or  in  opposition  to 
the  merchants. 

5  Sept.  By  an  order  of  31  October,  1632,  the  House 
authorised  the  seizure  of  certain  wines  freighted  by  English 
merchants  in  French  vessels.  Mr.  Pelham  had  sued  a 
subpoena  in  the  Exchequer  against  Mr.  Jefferson,  warden  at 
that  time,  and  Thomas  Thew,  an  assistant,  concerning  six 
hogsheads  of  wine  so  seized.  Jefferson,  being  deputy  warden 
to  Mr.  Gascoigne,  deceased,  was  indebted  about  <£14  to  the 
House  at  the  last  audit,  which  he  said  he  would  keep  to  meet 
the  costs  of  the  suit.  William  Thompson,  secretary  to  the 
House,  said  that  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  certain  that  the 
subpoena  had  reference  to  any  action  of  Jefferson  as  warden, 

the  proper  course  was  for  him  to  pay  the  money  and  for  the

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House  to  undertake  to  bear  tbe  costs  when  it  was  shown  that 
the  subpoena  referred  to  the  wine  seized.  Jefferson  in  great 
wrath  alleged  that  Thompson  was  in  league  with  Pelham 
against  him  and  said  that  Thompson  was  a  knave.  The 
House,  considering  Thompson’s  faithful  service,  fined 
Jefferson  10s.  to  the  poor. 

8  Sept.  William  Chicken,  carpenter,  claimed  from 
Nicholas  Hodgeson,  master  of  the  Robert ,  of  Scarborough, 
58s.  wages  from  Gotenburg.  Hodgeson  alleged  Chicken 
stayed  ashore  for  six  days  in  Norway  and  fell  sick  in 
Scarborough,  so  that  he  hired  another  man  to  whom  he  paid 
14s.  Chicken  said  the  master  allowed  him  time  ashore  in 
Norway  for  demurrage  money  which  he  received,  due  to  him, 
and  to  take  no  exception  for  the  five  days  if  he  served  an 
equal  time  at  Scarborough,  which,  being  ill,  he  could  not. 
Ordered  that  Hodgeson  pay  58s.,  demurrage  to  be  allowed 
as  before. 

James  Soppitt,  hired  for  Scarborough  in  Chicken’s  place, 
claimed  12s.  from  Hodgeson.  Ordered  that  it  be  paid. 

14  Sept.  Copy  of  a  certificate  of  the  above  decision  given 
to  Chicken  at  his  request. 

15  Sept.  Memorandum  that  in  future  the  method  of 
election  of  brethren  shall  be  as  follows: — the  paper  shall  be 
laid  at  the  far  end  of  the  secretary’s  table  and  every  man 
shall  there  score  his  voice  without  sight  of  what  others  do. 
Further  ordered  that  any  warden,  elder  brother,  assistant, 
secretary  or  clerk  disclosing  the  secrets  of  the  House  to 
strangers  shall  be  liable  to  disenfranchisement. 

19  Sept.  Mr.  Pelham  had  sued  out  a  subpoena  in  the 
Exchequer  against  Alderman  Jefferson  and  William  Thew 
concerning  six  hogsheads  of  wine  taken  by  them  under  an 
order  of  the  House  dated  31  October,  1632  (see  page  16). 
Ordered  that  if  the  action  refer  to  wines  taken  by  order  of  the 
House,  then  the  House  should  bear  the  cost  of  the  defence 
provided  that  Jefferson  and  Thew  made  the  House  privy  to 
their  proceedings  and  took  the  advice  of  the  House. 

Ordered  that  whereas  Mr.  Robert  Cartwright  had  formerly 
tendered  the  sum  of  £50  due  at  a  former  day  with  interest  and 
that  it  had  then  been  refused  till  six  months  were  elapsed, 
6s.  8d.  should  be  deducted  from  the  interest  and  he  to  pay  only 
to  the  date  on  which  he  tendered  it. 

26  Sept.  At  the  request  of  Thomas  Thew  it  was  decided 
that  Mr.  Popple  should  write  to  his  friend  in  London  to  find 
out  what  Mr.  Pelham  had  laid  against  Jefferson  and  Thew 
and  to  take  steps  to  defend  the  case. 
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7  Oct.  Ordered  that  the  bond  for  £20  10s.  of  date  19  July, 
1630,  in  which  Elizabeth  Harrison,  William  Crispin  and 
William  Balke  were  bound,  having  continued  longer  than 
set  out  in  the  House’s  order  that  bonds  should  not  continue 
above  a  year,  and  Elizabeth  Harrison  being  married  and  her 
estate  uncertain  and  Balke  gone,  William  Crispin  was  to  find 
new  sureties  or  pay  the  money. 

Francis  Taylor,  merchant,  was  called  upon  for  primage, 
freighting  a  stranger  and  his  skipper’s  due  for  a  great  turn. 
The  skipper  paid  28s.  9d.,  and  Taylor  £1  19s.  lid.  for  primage 
and  paid  the  whole  fine  of  which  part  was  remitted. 

Thomas  Moore  claimed  from  William  Brocklebank,  his 
master,  18s.  wages  to  London.  The  master  said  he  was 
impressed  going  there  and  the  parties  asked  for  a  decision  as 
to  the  wage  due.  Ordered  that  he  pay  him  14s. 

10  Oct.  Thomas  Oates  claimed  wages  from  Mr.  Levitt  for 
a  Greenland  voyage.  Ralph  Ingleden  deposed  that  he  heard 
Levitt  hire  and  ship  him  for  £6  19s.  6d.,  godspenny  and  the 
benefit  of  his  oar.  Ordered  that  the  case  he  respited  for  the 
attendance  of  Mr.  Levitt. 

24  Dec.  Ordered  that  Richard  Clarke  should  enquire 
weekly  hoAv  the  widows  of  both  houses  demeaned  themselves 
and  notify  the  House  every  Saturday  if  there  were  any 
disturbers  of  the  peace. 

3  Jan.  Richard  Clarke  declared  Widow  Middleton,  who 
was  relieved  by  the  alms  of  the  House,  and  her  daughter,  a 
tenant,  were  contentious  persons,  the  one  a  disturber  of  the 
other  widows,  and  the  other  of  her  next  neighbours,  and  had 
begun  a  suit  at  London  for  words  against  one  Gibson  and  his 
wife.  Ordered  that  they  be  reproved  and  have  no  weekly 
relief  unless  they  suspended  their  action. 

7  Jan.  Robert  Thorpe’s  men  complained  for  arrears  of  wage 
from  France,  for  inturns  contrary  to  their  agreement  (except 
those  hired  by  the  month)  and  for  average  as  follows :  — 
Jeremy  Gascoigne  claimed  £1  5s.  and  his  average;  Peter 
Gray,  £1  7s.  6d.  and  average;  Thomas  Clerk,  10s.,  average 
and  inturns;  Thomas  Arnold  and  Jervis  Meereing,  average 
and  inturns.  Ordered  that  every  man  have  6d.  in  the  £ 
average,  Thorpe  telling  w'hat  he  had  received  and  paid  out 
for  pilot  and  romiger.1  For  inturns  they  were  to  have  12d. 
in  the  £,  and  they  should  go  to  Mr.  Thompson’s  house 
to  set  things  straight  amongst  them. 

Robert  Thorpe  complained  of  the  loss  of  his  boat  by  his 
men’s  negligence.  The  men  said  the  master  was  to  blame,  he

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having*  taken  them  ashore  and  they  and  he  being*  all  in  drink 
when  the  boat  was  taken  away.  Ordered  that  the  master  and 
men  pay  for  the  boat  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d.  in  the  £  on  their 
wages. 

15  Jan.  William  Whitby,  a  boatsman,  complained  against 
Mr.  Carr,  of  Newcastle,  for  collision.  Ordered  that  Carr  pay 
him  8s. 

18  Jan.  Thomas  Marmadnke  claimed  £4  2s.  6d.,  wages 
from  Dunkirk,  from  Richard  Druerey.  Druerey  denied 
promise  of  any  particular  wages,  but  said  he  paid  him  £1  10s. 
wages  and  £1  10s.  loss  of  time  and  for  the  turns  from  Lynn 
to  Newcastle.  Also  that  he  lent  and  paid  money  bn  his  behalf 
of  which  he  produced  a  note.  Marmaduke  denied  certain 
items  in  the  note.  Ordered  that  they  reckon  together  and 
bring  no  suits  or  arrests  against  each  other  and  the  House 
agreed  to  determine  matters  in  the  meantime. 

James  Lupton  complained  of  his  company  for  damaging  a 
hogshead  of  wine.  As  he  was  unable  to  prove  drinking, 
drawing  or  staving,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Mr.  Mayor  claimed  against  Thomas  Cockerill  for  the  wages 
of  his  man,  who  was  lost  in  his  voyage  to  Amsterdam.  The 
wages  were  36s.,  and  the  man  going  out  of  Toose  to 
Amsterdam  it  then  ceased.  Ordered  that  he  pay  18s. 

30  Jan.  Henry  Nicholson  claimed  pilot  dues  from 
William  Wilkinson.  Ordered  that  Wilkinson  pay  him  20s. 
pilotage  from  Rotterdam.  As  concerning  wages,  a  fatt  of 
sugar  was  alleged  to  have  been  lost  by  negligence  of  the 
master  and  mariners,  the  House  ordered  a  third  part  of  the 
damage,  which  came  to  about  4s.  in  the  £  (to  be  deducted) 
from  homeward  wages,  but  the  20s.  pilotage  to  be  paid  in  full. 

6  Feb.  Memorandum  that  Thomas  Boyes  brought  in  a 
certificate  from  the  parish  church  where  he  was  born  that 
he  w^as  twenty-four  years  old,  the  time  limited  for  his  £100 
by  the  gift  of  his  uncle,  Mr.  Alderman  Ferris.  Because  the 
House  was  not  sure  of  the  truth  of  this  certificate  (Boyes 
being  in  need  of  money)  and  stood  engaged  to  Mr.  Lupton 
for  his  (Boyes’)  apprenticeship,  it  was  ordered  that  he  have 
£10,  and  if  the  certificate  proved  true,  and  Boyes  could 
give  counter  security  for  the  engagement  to  Lupton,  he  could 
have  the  balance  of  £90. 

Leonard  Cawood  charged  Roger  Watts  with  breaking  his 
anchor  stock  by  running  into  him.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
Cawood  4s. 

23  Feb.  Widdow  Middleton’s  daughter,  a  tenant,  and  her 
mother  relieved  by  the  House,  were  complained  of  as  con- 
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tentious  and  having  brought  a  suit  against  Gibson.  Ordered 
that  unless  they  stopped  the  suit  and  behaved  better,  the 
mother  should  lose  her  relief  and  the  daughter  be  ejected. 

26  Feb.  John  Dickenson,  master  of  the  Salem,  complained 
against  Thomas  Clarke,  master  of  the  Camelion,  of  Newcastle, 
and  a  catch  for  damage  done  in  the  harbour,  and  brought  a 
certificate  given  by  the  carpenters  that  the  damage  wras  36s. 
Ordered  that  according  to  sea  law  Dickenson  should  be  content 
with  half  damages — 12s.  from  Clarke  and  6s.  from  the  master 
of  the  catch. 

9  Sept.  Agreed  that  Goudge  should  have  20s.  for  his 
services  in  the  Chapel  to  the  poor. 

27  Au^.  The  order  that  all  men’s  names  and  wages  should 
be  entered  in  the  secretary’s  book  was  renewed. 

John  Dawson  complained  of  William  Harwood  and  his  men 
for  casting  his  rope  loose.  Ordered  to  pay  6d.  to  the  poor  and 
4d.  to  Richard  Clarke  for  warning  the  House. 

Robert  Barker  complained  of  Mr.  Booth,  of  Newcastle,  for 
half  wages  to  Danzig.  Booth  alleged  he  desired  to  be  dis¬ 
charged  there  and  having  borrowed  40s.  of  Booth  gave  him 
his  bill  for  payment.  The  House,  finding  that  Barker  had 
been  sick  at  Danzig  and  had  done  his  former  service,  ordered 
Booth  to  pay  him  7  dollars — i.e.,  Barker  was  to  pay  Booth 
10s.  and  Booth  to  give  him  his  bill  for  40s. 

28  July.  Mr.  Lupton  complained  of  Court  Pernson  for 
damage  to  his  ship  and  ropes.  Messrs.  Mould  and  Thew  were 
appointed  to  inspect  the  damage.  (Note. — These  orders 
following  should,  have  been  vut  in  this  booh  before  these  last.) 

22  Apl.  George  Haley,  on  behalf  of  the  company,  com¬ 
plained  of  Jjauncelot  Anderson  for  wages  and  intorne  money 
in  a  voyage  to  France  and  thence  to  Holland.  He  produced  a 
note  under  the  hands  of  William  Drew  and  William 
Harwood.  The  House  allowed  the  claim  and  ordered  him  to 
perform  it,  and  to  pay  Is.  6d.  in  the  <£  for  intorne  because 
there  was  no  agreement  or  precontract  made  with  the  master 
to  hinder  that  demand  of  freight  for  goods  outward,  nor  was 
Rochelle  excepted,  being  another  port  than  was  agreed  upon. 
Ijauncelot  complained  of  neglect  and  that  he  was  forced  to 
hire  others.  Ordered  that  the  offenders  allow  the  master  5 
guilders  for  work  done  bv  others.  Edward  Brande  had  been 

__  tv 

14  or  15  nights  ashore,  John  Richardson  12  nights  and  others 
negligent.  These  offenders  were  to  come  to  the  House  for 
their  money  and  receive  a  sharp  rebuke  and  such  punishment 
as  the  House  should  decree. 
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Nicholas  Cook  claimed  from  William  Rakes  wages  and 
one  hogshead  furthinge.  Rakes  said  he  lent  him  26s.  in 
France  and  Cooke  laid  idle  in  his  fnrthyng.  Ordered  that, 
as  wages  had  been  paid,  no  more  was  due. 

29  Apl.  Launcelot  Anderson  was  summoned  to  show  cause 
why  he  had  not  fulfilled  the  order  made  against  him.  He 
said  he  had  paid  half  a  stiver  more  than  was  due  at 
Rotterdam,  because  he  said  10  stivers  was  12d.,  and  he  paid 
there  a  stiver  and  a  half.  Ordered  that  he  perform  the  order 
without  further  delay. 

5  May.  Philip  Billingham’s  company  claimed  a  reward 
for  going  to  Holland,  having  been  shipped  for  Bordeaux. 
The  Master  promised  to  do  his  best  to  get  what  he  could  out 
of  the  merchants,  and  was  prepared  to  give  a  third  of  what 
he  got  to  the  ship’s  company.  The  House  agreed. 

A  dispute  between  John  Patrick  and  Robert  Drew 
concerning  some  kerseys  and  other  things  was  referred  by 
consent  to  Messrs.  John  Preston,  Robert  Rakes, 
Wrightington  and  Pearson. 

10  May.  John  Todd  and  Thomas  Walker  had  obtained 
judgment  of  the  House  for  40s.  against  Thomas  King  for 
wages,  in  lieu  of  which  he  had  left  with  the  House  8  dollars. 
Thomas  Knight,  the  elder,  affirmed  that  the  parties  had 
reached  an  agreement  and  asked  him  to  call  for  the  money. 
It  was  paid  to  him  against  his  receipt  and  promise  to  procure 
the  receipt  of  the  parties  within  ten  days  of  the  ship’s  arrival 
at  Selby. 

19  May.  Richard  Ward  complained  against  Leonard 
Rawlinson  that,  being  formerly  shipped  by  him,  he  took 
wages  to  go  with  David  Jackson.  Rawlinson  alleged  that  he 
offered  a  sufficient  substitute,  and  that  the  complaint  was 
malicious,  because  he  was  going  as  mate  with  Jackson. 
Ordered  that  Rawlinson  could  sail  with  Jackson. 

William  Crispin  was  fined  2s.  6d.  for  failing  to  appear  to 
answrer  a  complaint  by  James  Dawson. 

1  June.  Thomas  Freeman  claimed  wages  from  Francis 
Mitchell  for  an  Eastland  voyage  and  his  share  of  the  extra 
payment  by  the  merchants  for  wintering  there.  Francis 
alleged  a  mutinous  letter  in  opposition  to  the  order  of  the 
Admiralty,  which  hangs  above  the  table.  The  House, 
conceiving  this  a  good  precedent,  ordered  the  men  to  suffer 
the  punishments  mentioned  in  the  order  unless  they  could 
come  to  an  agreement  with  the  master. 

5  Oct.  Robert  Archbutt  claimed  wages  of  William  Crispin 
from  France,  being  hired  for  a  voyage  which  was  abandoned. 
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Crispin  alleged  that  his  merchant  failed  and  offered  25s.  for 
loss  of  a  month’s  time,  of  which  he  gave  him  5s.,  and,  having 
lent  him  40s.,  claimed  return  of  20s.  Ordered  that  he  allow 
Archbutt  35s.,  and  Archbutt  was  to  repay  15s. 

William  Wrightington  claimed  wages  from  London  from 
Robert  Thorpe,  who  alleged  his  “  evil  carriage  ”  at  London, 
having  spent  two  days  and  nights  ashore,  thereby  forcing  him 
to  hire  another  to  take  in  “  ballace.”  Ordered  that  Thorpe 
pay  him  25s.,  out  of  which  he  was  to  return  2s.  for  Thorpe’s 
disbursements  and  3s.  fine  to  the  poor  box. 

18  Oct.  Myuerd  Reynard,  master  of  a  hoy,  a  Fleming 
born,  claimed  his  vessel  was  of  London  in  order  to  free  her 
of  a  great  turn.  He  said  he  was  a  denizen  of  London  and 
lived  in  Wapping.  Ordered  that  he  must  deposit  the  money 
due  for  a  great  turn,  but,  if  he  could  prove  his  statements  by 
certificate  from  the  London  Trinitv  House,  it  would  be 
returned  to  him. 

The  House  considered  the  merits  and  necessities  of  Mr. 
John  Preston,  late  Alderman,  and  for  a  long  time  an  elder 
brother,  and  decided  to  give  him  £10  per  annum,  50s.  at 
once,  50s.  at  Candlemas  and  so  quarterly.  This  to  be  done 
privately. 

24  Oct.  Copy  of  a  letter  from  the  mayor  asking  the  House 
to  inform  the  mayor  and  aldermen  whether  they  considered  it 
safe  for  ships  to  be  in  Hull  roads  in  the  Humber  between 
Michaelmas  and  Lady  Hay.  The  House,  having  considered 
this  note,  replied  that  there  were  several  of  the  Bench  (i.e., 
the  Corporation)  as  well  able  as  the  House  to  decide  that 
matter  from  their  own  knowledge  and  experience,  perils  and 
dangers  being  uncertain  in  Hull  as  elsewhere. 

William  Thomlinson  and  Richard  Clark  complained  of 
two  men  who  had  shipped  themselves  twice  over,  first  with 
Thomlinson  and  later  with  Clarke.  Ordered  that  the  men 
be  imprisoned  and  then  sail  with  Thomlinson. 

25  Oct.  William  Peck  complained  against  William 
Thomlinson  for  detaining  his  man’s  wages  when  he  shipped 
with  him  and  received  6d.  for  Grodspenny.  Thomlinson 
alleged  he  paid  Peck’s  servant  on  his  return.  Peck  said  the 
wages  should  have  been  paid  to  him.  Ordered  that  the  man 
be  brought  to  the  House  to  declare  what  was  paid  him. 
Meantime,  Thomlinson  was  to  leave  a  note  of  what  and  when 
he  paid  him. 

3  Noy.  The  House’s  officer  charged  Mr.  Hurrant  with 
non-payment  of  primage,  being  freighted  for  Newhaven  by 
Mr.  Kyrle.  He  admitted  his  error  and  paid  primage  on  150 
pigs  of  lead. 
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19  Nov.  William  Wilkinson,  complained  of  by  John 
Lamsdales  and  others  for  damage  done  by  his  ship,  failed 
to  attend  after  being  twice  summoned.  He  was  therefore 
fined  6s.  8d.  by  the  custom  of  the  paper  about  the  table.  On 
his  appearance,  he  laid  down  the  fine,  and  the  House  took 
3s.  4d.  Both  parties  then  being  present,  he  refused  to  stand 
to  the  order  of  the  House. 

29  Nov.  John  Richardson  claimed  an  inturn  from 
Launcelot  Anderson,  and,  although  he  did  not  return  in  the 
same  ship,  he  claimed  that  Anderson  promised  him  considera¬ 
tion  for  coming  home  with  the  master’s  and  company’s  goods 
to  save  them  from  the  Hunkirkers.  Anderson  denied  this, 
and  the  matter  was  referred  for  Richardson  to  bring  proof. 
He  further  claimed  10s.  for  an  inturn  for  his  brother, 
Crispin,  which  Anderson  paid. 

8  Dec.  William  Hall  claimed  wages  from  Christopher 
Robinson,  who  asked  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Newcastle  Trinity  House,  where  the  man  lived.  The  House 
agreed. 

Three  of  the  company  of  Robert  Waters,  of  Lynn,  master 
of  the  Primrose,  claimed  wages  as  follows :  Aquila  Steele, 
hire  and  a  half  and  two  barrels  Lynn  measure;  William 
Daikin,  hire  and  three  quarters  and  two  barrels;  and  Cuthbert 
Richardson,  the  same.  The  master  complained  of  their 
mutinous  conduct.  Ordered  Steele  to  have  £1  2s.  and  Is. 
portage,  Dakin  and  Richardson  £1  5s.  and  Is.  portage  each. 
The  men  were  reprimanded  because  they  brought  no  proof. 

16  Dec.  John  Rakes  and  the  rest  of  his  company  claimed 
wages  to  Gotenbrough  from  Edmund  Popple,  who  alleged 
that  he  was  unable  to  make  that  port  by  stress  of  weather,  and 
was  forced  to  take  in  loading  at  Norway.  The  crew  offered 
there  to  abate  £4  of  their  whole  wages,  and  he  asked  them 
to  abate  £5,  but  no  final  agreement  was  made.  Ordered  that 
£5  be  abated. 


3  Jan.  Jeremy  Gascoigne  and  others  of  Robert 
Thorpe’s  company  complained  that  he  had  not  obeyed  the 
order  of  7  January,  1636,  and  also  asked  that,  as  the  boat 
had  been  found,  their  boat  money  should  be  reduced.  Ordered 
that,  for  the  master’s  charges  in  recovering  the  boat,  lOd. 
in  the  £  should  be  deducted  from  their  wages,  and  Thorpe 
should  pay  the  rest  due  forthwith. 

Robert  Goure  claimed  wages  from  Richard  Thorpe  for 
going  to  Stockton  and  thence  to  Holland.  Thorpe  was 
prepared  to  pay  Sunderland  wages,  but,  because  Goure  left 
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the  ship  in  Holland,  would  pay  no  more.  The  House 
reprimanded  Goure  for  forcing  his  master  to  hire  a  substitute 
to  whom  he  paid  30s.,  and,  Goure’ s  wages  being  assessed  by 
the  House  at  38s.,  ordered  that  he  receive  8s.,  the  30s.  paid 
to  the  substitute  being  charged  against  him. 

8  Jan.  Robert  Camplin  and  John  Wilkinson  claimed 
wages  against  Mr.  Lupton.  Lupton  did  not  deny  their  wages, 
hut  asked  the  House  to  hear  his  complaint  of  them.  Camplin, 
the  carpenter,  was  drunk  aboard,  and  offered  to  take  a  sword 
to  do  some  injury,  as  was  feared,  breaking  open  the  cabin  door 
which  was  nailed  up  to  keep  him  in.  John  Wilkinson  the 
cook’s  offence  was  striking  his  master  in  harbour,  and  other 
misdeeds.  Ordered  that  they  be  reprimanded,  the  carpenter 
fined  2s.  6d.  and  the  cook  committed  to  prison  till  the 
morning. 

Francis  Tenant’s  company  being  shipped  at  Hanzic  and 
put  into  Hull  referred  the  question  of  wTages  to  the  House. 
Ordered  that  every  man  have  two-thirds  of  his  wages. 

13  Jan.  Certain  persons  brought  in  a  certificate  under  the 
hands  of  some  Scarborough  men  concerning  the  necessity  of 
setting  up  a  light  on  Flamborough  Head,  which  they  asked 
the  House  to  approve  and  sign.  The  House  refused,  consider¬ 
ing  that  Flamborough  Head  was  “  well  known  and 
perspicuous,”  nor  had  there  ever  been  a  light  there,  and  that 
the  cost  would  be  great.  It  was  also  agreed  that  the 
Scarborough  men  had  been  too  forward,  being  members  of 
the  House,  in  signing  such  a  certificate  without  informing 
the  House. 

Brian  Metham’s  company  claimed  wages  due.  Brian 
complained  that  goods  had  been  taken  out  of  the  ship.  The 
House  decided  that,  if  he  could  accuse  any  particular  person 
they  would  hear  the  charge,  and  fined  Brian  10s.  for  not 
registering  his  men. 

21  Jan.  Agreed  that  henceforward  any  person  desirous  of 
borrowing  money  from  the  House  must  first  inform  the 
Warden  that  he  might  know  what  security  was  offered  and 
must  attend  in  person  to  seal  the  bond. 

24  Jan.  Ordered  that  no  brother  presume  to  sit  at  table 
“  if  he  be  overtaken  with  drink  to  the  apparent  view  and 
apprehension  of  the  House,”  nor  give  offensive  speeches  to 
another  brother — -offenders  to  be  fined  at  the  discretion  of 
the  House. 

28  Jan.  The  House  met  by  special  summons  to  consider 
their  orders,  and,  finding  hire  and  portage  due  to  mariners 
confirmed  by  orders  in  King  Henry  VIII. ’s  time,  they 
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remembered  an  order  made  in  tlie  new  book  concerning 
merchants  who  tried  to  detain  hire  and  portage  (as  appears 
by  the  first  order  in  this  book).  They  found,  moreover,  that 
Mr.  Popple  had  been  appointed  to  go  up  to  petition  for  a 
general  relief,  but  no  reason  why  he  had  not  done  so.  In 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Popple,  the  matter  was  adjourned  to  the 
next  meeting. 

13  Feb.  Ordered  that,  since  the  weekly  pay  of  the  House 
was  £3  11s.,  being  11s.  above  the  usual  allowance,  the 
allowance  of  the  next  pensioner  to  die  should  be  kept  in  hand 
until  the  weekly  pay  be  reduced  to  £3. 

John  Bennington  and  Henry  Iveepe  claimed  wages  against 
Henry  Ivirkington,  who  alleged  that  they  had  sold  12  couple 
of  fish  and  a  barrel  of  bay  salt  belonging  to  the  merchants, 
and  had  carried  cloth  and  returns  of  pepper  in  excess  of 
their  portage.  The  House  severely  reprimanded  them  for  the 
sale  of  the  goods,  and  for  exceeding  their  portage,  deducted 
6s.  from  each  of  their  wages.  Kirkinton  paid  them  the 
balance  of  their  wages,  10s.  each,  and  was  advised  by  the 
House  to  take  remedy  at  law  against  them  for  the  sale  of 
salt  and  fish. 

14  Feb.  Richard  Jackson,  boatswain  to  Philip  Billingham, 
and  Thomas  Skelton  and  John  Jackson  claimed  average  on 
their  last  voyage  from  France.  The  case  was  heard  the 
previous  day,  and  the  master  ordered  to  put  in  the  boatswain’s 
note  of  tunnage.  The  note  was  produced  and  admitted  to 
be  in  the  boatswain’s  writing.  This  was  compared  and 
found  to  agree  with  the  boatswain’s  book,  in  that  only  72 
tuns  were  received  in  France  for  Mr.  Pelham  (now  sheriff). 
Ordered  that  the  master  pay  full  average,  reasonable  charges 
deducted,  the  fault  being  his  in  signing  a  bill  of  lading  for 
two  hogsheads  more  than  were  entered  in  the  boatswain’s 
note.  The  master  was  to  pay  this  immediately  on  his  return, 
and  to  be  fined  for  not  entering  his  men  that  voyage.  Richard 
Jackson’s  wage  was  £3  10s.  0d.,  Thomas  Skelton’s,  £3  5s.  0d., 
and  John  Jackson’s,  £3  Os.  Od. 

23  June.  Ordered  that  Mr.  Leonard  Scot  should  lend  to 
William  Rodman’s  wife  20s.  to  supply  her  needs  till  her 
husband  come  home,  she  to  repay  it  then. 

Blank.  Five  pages  have  been  cut  out  of  the  book  at  this 
point.  The  foliation  continues  without  break. 

25  Noy.  Agreed  by  the  Wardens,  Brethren  and  assistants 
that  the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  House  should  be  vacant  and 
the  Secretary  displaced  until  a  new  election  of  Secretary 
be  made,  the  new  Secretary  to  be  bound  by  such  conditions 
as  should  be  ordered. 
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2  Dec.  Agreed  that,  whoever  should  be  elected  Secretary 
should  attend  in  person  at  every  meeting  of  the  board  except 
if  excused  by  the  board,  and  perform  such  conditions  as  Mr. 
William  Bower,  sometime  Secretary,  agreed  to  perform. 
Also  that  the  newly-elected  Secretary  should  attend  this  day 
week  or  the  election  to  be  void.  The  persons  nominated  for 
Secretary  were  Messrs.  William  Thompson  and  William 
Foxley,  of  whom  Foxley  was  chosen. 

9  Dec.  Mr.  William  Foxley,  newly-elected  Secretary, 
appeared  in  person,  and  agreed  to  the  conditions  mentioned  in 
the  previous  order.  He  was  admitted  a  brother. 

16  Dec.  Ordered  that  the  following  be  called  upon  to 
renew  their  bonds  with  new  sureties.  Edward  Goul  and 
Robert  Goldtoll ;  William  Wynter  and  David  Jackson;  Joseph 
Sagges,  of  Patrington;  Edward  Hunter  for  Richard  Carr; 
Thomas  Burton,  Richard  Mylner  and  William  Marwood ; 
William  Chambers;  Robert  Cargill;  Frances  Carter;  Richard 
White;  Robert  Buller. 

20  Dec.  Agreed  that,  the  town  having  been  visited  by 
the  plague  for  six  months  and  Christmas  being  at  hand,  the 
sum  of  £20  should  be  given  for  the  relief  of  infected  houses 
and  families,  and  for  such  persons  as  were  in  the  Carr,  having' 
been  infected  and  put  there,  and  other  necessitous  persons  of 
the  town.  The  money  to  be  laid  out  by  Mr.  Coniston 
Wrightington  and  William  Crew,  Wardens,  and  Messrs. 
Jefferson,  Raikes  and  Popple.  And,  if  more  money  should 
be  necessary,  it  should  be  supplied  at  the  next  meeting. 

3  Jan.  Agreed  that  forty-eight  shillings  disbursed  in 
addition  to  the  £20  voted  for  the  plague-stricken,  be  supplied. 
Also  in  consideration  of  the  services  and  constant 
attention  of  the  preachers,  Messrs.  Andrew  Marvell,  Maurice 
Cornye  and  John  Goche,  during  the  plague,  the  House  voted 
each  of  them  20s. 

11  Feb.  Note  that  £50  was  received  from  Robert 
Parkin  for  half  year’s  rent  due  at  Candlemas  last  for  Mr. 
Longdaile’s  lands,  and  put  in  the  box. 

17  Feb.  John  Gouyn,  master  of  the  Blessing,  of  Disert, 
complained  against  William  Hobson,  master  of  the  keel 
Margaret,  of  Buringham,  that,  on  February  16th,  coming 
into  the  Haven  with  his  keel,  the  Blessing ,  having  veered 
to  the  Dripole  side  to  let  a  ship  pass,  Hobson,  or  some  of  his 
company,  cut  the  hawsers  of  the  Blessing  on  the  town  side. 
Hobson  admitted  this,  but  said  the  Blessing  would  not  veer 
on  the  town  side.  Ordered  that  Hobson  pay  2s.  6d.  because

by  tlie  custom  of  tbe  harbour  no  ship  is  liable  to  veer  on 
the  town  side. 

Edward  Talbot,  of  Grimsby,  deputy  to  Edward  Gall,  of 
Pauli,  collector  of  primage,  beaconage  and  buoyage  at 
Grimsby,  made  up  liis  accounts  from  15  July,  1636,  to  date, 
which  came  to  42s.,  of  which  he  paid  half,  the  rest  being  given 
to  him  for  his  trouble.  He  left  his  deputation  till  order 
should  have  been  taken  with  Edward  Gall. 

20  Feb.  John  Wiggin  and  Edward  Robinson  claimed  a 
chalder  of  coals  each  from  Roger  Robinson,  master  of  the 
Sara ,  of  Hull,  because  returning  from  London  with  him  they 
went  to  Newcastle  and  loaded  there  and  then  came  to  Hull. 
It  appeared  that  both  had  received  18s.  wages  from  Newcastle. 
Ordered  that  this  wTas  sufficient. 

23  Feb.  Anthony  Killinge  and  Robert  Taylor  claimed 
average  against  Thomas  Robinson,  master  of  the  New  Y ear  s 
Gift,  of  Hull,  from  Bordeaux.  Ordered  that  he  pay  average 
at  4d.  in  the  £. 

6  Mar*.  Memorandum  that  the  Plague,  having  lasted  since 
15  Ju4y  last,  the  poor  people  of  the  town  to  the  number  of 
2,500  were  reduced  to  extreme  poverty.  Further,  that,  in  spite 
of  heavy  assessments,  it  proved  impossible  for  the  wealthier 
inhabitants  of  the  town  to  support  them,  and  the  mayor  had 
been  compelled  to  ask  relief,  first  from  the  five  miles  adjacent 
to  the  town,  then  from  the  East  Riding,  and,  lastly,  by 
letters  from  the  Privy  Council,  from  the  whole  county  and 
the  corporations  therein  and  the  city  of  York.  In  spite  of 
this,  the  wants  of  the  poor  had  not  been  sufficiently  supplied. 
The  House,  considering  these  matters,  and  the  large  number 
of  artificers  and  tradesmen  who  were  unable  to  exercise  their 
trades  on  account  of  the  plague,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
poor,  agreed  to  pay  weekly  to  the  Maj^or  £4  10s.  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor,  in  addition  to  such  sums  as  the  House  paid  for 
the  relief  of  poor  seamen.  The  payments  to  begin  on  the 
following  Saturday,  and  to  continue  as  long  as  the  House 
thought  necessary. 

19  Mar.  A  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Lord  Treasurer  and 
Lord  Cottvngton  to  the  mayor  and  to  the  masters  and  owners 
of  coal  ships  in  the  town  concerning  the  Newcastle  coal  trade, 
dated  7  March,  was  read  to  all  masters  and  owners  of  such 
ships,  being  summoned  to  attend  for  that  purpose  at  the 
Ho  use.  The  letter  was  endorsed  with  the  answers  of  the 
owners  and  masters,  and  kept  with  the  papers  of  the  House. 

31  Mar.  Alice  Houltbie,  wife  of  Robert  Houltbie,  claimed 
on  behalf  of  her  husband  against  Robert  Fittling,  master  of 
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the  Advice,  £7  10s.  wages,  for  a  voyage  to  Rotterdam  and 
thence  to  Bordeaux  this  last  winter.  Fittling  alleged  that 
the  ship  was  frozen  up  at  Rotterdam,  and,  by  the  general 
consent  of  the  company,  they  returned  to  Hull.  Ordered  that 
Fittling  should  pay  Alice  42s.  in  addition  to  28s.  already  paid 
to  Houltbie,  less  5s.  deducted  for  delivery  of  the  ship  which 
Houltbie  had  neglected. 

7  Apl.  Brian  Metham,  master  of  the  Speedwell,  of  Hull, 
claimed  damages  for  collision  in  the  Haven  against  Edmond 
Popple,  master  of  the  Seafloore,  of  Hull.  Ordered  that  Popple 
pay  30s. 

10  Mar.1  Mr.  William  Peck,  owner  or  most  part  owner  of 
the  New  Year’s  Gift,  of  Hull,  claimed  damages  against  Brian 
Metham,  of  the  Speedwell,  for  collision.  Ordered  that  Metham 
should  pay  <£3  damages. 

17  Apl.  Richard  Moor  complained  against  John  Man, 
master  of  the  Anne,  of  Hull,  alleging  that  Man  hired  him 
at  Newdiaven,  in  France,  to  come  to  Hull  at  26s.  per  month, 
and  that  he  had  served  two  months  and  more,  which  wages 
he  claimed.  Man  admitted  the  claim,  but  said  he  himself 
was  hired  by  Mr.  Coniston  Wrightington,  and  had  not  him¬ 
self  been  paid.  Ordered  that,  unless  Man  paid  33s.  in 
addition  to  19s.,  already  advanced  to  Moor  before  the 
following  Saturday,  a  distress  should  be  taken  of  the  ship. 

21  Apl.  Thomas  Talbot  informed  the  House  that  he  and 
others  proposed  to  erect  two  lights,  one  at  Flamborough,  the 
other  at  Spurn,  and  that  they  had  petitioned  the  king  to  that 
intent,  who  had  referred  their  petition  to  the  Lords  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Navy,  who  had  referred  it  to  the  London 
Trinity  House.  He  now  requested  a  certificate  from  the  House 
as  to  their  approbation  of  the  matter,  but  showed  no  copy  of 
the  petition.  The  House  decided  that  the  matter  called  for 
further  consideration,  and  agreed  to  ask  the  London  Trinity 
House  to  send  a  copy  of  the  petition  so  that,  they  should  know 
the  reasons  alleged  for  the  erection  of  the  lights  and  the 
probable  cost.2 

28  Apl.  Francis  Benson,  John  Nelson,  Godfrey  Hesslewood 
and  John  Fleming  claimed  wages  against  John  Hodgson, 
master  of  the  Elizabeth ,  of  Brough,  for  a  voyage  in  March 
last  from  London  to  Hull.  Benson  claimed  24s.  6d.,  Nelson 
24s.  6d.,  Hesslewood  21s.,  and  Fleming  23s.  Hodgson 
admitted  hiring  them  at  the  wages  stated,  but  complained 
that  they  did  not  stay  delivery  at  Hull.  Ordered  that 

1  (Marginal  note.  This  was  before  the  last  order.) 

2  Sir  John  Lister  is  noted  as  present  on  this  occasion. 
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he  pay  them  full  wages,  less  four  shillings  each,  for 
failure  to  deliver  the  ship,  under  penalty  of  a  distress  if  he 
fail  to  pay.  Also  for  uncivil  speeches,  calling  the  men 
lying  rogues  and  refusing  to  stand  to  the  order  of  the  House 
(although  a  brother),  Hodgson  was  fined  15s. 

9  June.  ( Marginal  note.)  Hodgson  laid  down  his  fine  of 
15s.,  of  which  the  House  remitted  5s.  The  other  10s.  Mr. 
Wrightington  was  to  account  for. 

2  May.  At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Elder  and  Younger 
Brethren  the  following  letters  were  read. 

(1)  An  order  in  council  concerning  Newcastle  coals  and 
propositions  for  free  trade  thither. 

(2)  A  note  of  detailed  proposals  for  free  trade  in  coals  from 
Newcastle. 

(3)  A  letter  to  the  Mayor  from  Mr.  Thomas  Horth,  of 
Yarmouth,  dated  6  April,  1638,  in  which  the  above  were 
enclosed.  Copies  of  all  these  were  put  in  the  cupboard. 

Note — Very  few  Younger  Brethren  appeared — not  above  14. 

12  May.  Ordered  that,  whereas  a  Danish  ship  was  at 
Grimsby  laden  with  raffe,  Richard  Clark,  the  House’s  officer, 
was  to  go  down  (with  assistants)  and  demand  primage,  and, 
in  default,  to  arrest  the  ship  by  taking  her  cables  or  sails,  and 
a  warrant  to  this  effect  under  the  seal  of  the  House  to  be 
drawn  up.  Also  that  Messrs.  Crew  and  Foxley  go  by  land 
to  Grimsby  to  enquire  for  those  who  have  there  formerly 
received  or  paid  primage. 

Note. — Later  agreed  to  suspend  action  till  the  return  of 
Crew  and  Eoxley. 

22  May.  Thomas  Boyes  claimed  the  £50  remaining  in  the 
House  of  the  £100  left  him  bjr  his  uncle,  Mr.  Thomas  Ferries. 
He  said  the  will  made  the  House  trustee  of  the  £100  until  he 
reached  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  which  he  did  some  time 
ago,  and  had  £50  of  the  money  on  18  August,  1636.  Ordered 
that  he  be  paid  the  money  with  £4  interest  on  a  general 
acquittance  of  principal  and  interest.  Whereas  the  House 
was  bound  under  its  common  seal  for  the  true  service  of  the 
said  Boyes  as  apprentice  to  John  Lupton,  a  brother,  the  said 
indenture  was  now  cancelled  and  destroyed. 

26  May.  At  a  House  of  Elder  and  Younger  Brethren, 
the  order  in  council  concerning  the  coal  trade  was  read. 

2  June.  Edward  Miskell  claimed  20s.  from  John  Dickenson, 
being  the  balance  due  of  £15  for  a  year’s  service  about  two 
years  previously.  Dickenson  said  he  had  paid  in  full,  but 
brought  no  proof.  Ordered  that  he  pay  him  20s. 
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6  June.  Peter  Bargain  claimed  against  Peter  Rudston,  of 
Bridlington,  wages  from  London  to  Brittany  and  thence  to 
Hull.  There  was  no  agreement  for  wages  between  them,  and 
they  both  agreed  to  accept  the  decision  of  the  House.  Ordered 
that  Bargain  should  have  £3,  his  service  having  been  about 
six  weeks. 

9  June.  Matthew  Sharp,  of  Scarborough,  was  admitted  a 
brother  and  authorised  to  take  charge  along  the  coast  from 
Tynemouth  to  Yarmouth  and  to  cross  the  seas  for  the  Maze  in 
Holland. 

13  June.  Henry  Coward,  of  Scarborough,  complained 
that  when  his  ship  was  moored  in  the  Haven  on  Sunday  last, 
on  board  another  ship,  so  being  twTo  abreast,  William 
Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Isabel l,  of  Hull,  came  on  Monday 
into  the  Haven,  and  laid  his  ship  on  board  of  Coward’s,  and 
so  made  three  abreast  and  prevented  Coward  from  delivering. 
Wilkinson  admitted  the  offence,  and  was  fined  10s.  in 
accordance  with  the  old  order  and  told  to  remove  his  ship 
next  tide. 

18  June.  Some  negotiations  had  taken  place  between  John 
Thorpe,  Esq.,  of  Losco,  in  the  parish  of  Eetherstone,  Yorks., 
and  the  Warden  and  Brethren,  concerning  certain  lands  in 
Holderness  called  Pooled  Garth,  which  the  House  was 
inclined  to  purchase  if  the  cost  of  the  land  and  license  in 
mortmain  did  not  exceed  seventeen  years  purchase.  And, 
because  Mr.  Thorpe  had  asked  the  House  to  lend  him  £80, 
it  was  agreed  to  lend  him  this  sum  for  six  months  at  8%  on 
the  security  of  Christopher  Peck,  of  Danthorpe,  William 
Fairbairne,  of  Waxham,  in  Holderness,  and  himself.  The 
House  being  out  of  store  of  monej^  at  the  moment,  Mr.  Lupton 
agreed  to  lend  the  Wardens  £50  till  Lammas,  and  Mr.  Mould 
to  lend  £20,  which,  with  £10  that  was  in  the  chest,  made  up 
the  money  which  was  lent.  It  was  agreed  that  the  next 
money  to  come  into  the  House  should  be  reserved  for  the 
repayment  of  the  money  so  lent,  and,  if  necessary,  sufficient 
of  the  House’s  money  should  be  called  in  to  repay  the  loan 
which  was  to  carry  interest  at  the  rate  of  8%. 

19  June.  Henry  Christison,  a  brother  of  the  House, 
having  been  thrice  summoned  to  attend  and  answer  a  claim 
for  wages  made  by  John  Fleming  and  Francis  Benson  and 
having  obstinately  refused  to  attend,  was  fined  20s. 

30  June.  There  was  openly  read  in  the  House  a  letter 
from  the  Trinity  House  at  Ratcleif,  dated  16  June,  concern¬ 
ing  the  proposal  to  erect  lights  at  Flamborough  Head  and  the

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Spurne,  and  to  make  Filey  Bridge  a  harbour  sufficient  for 
shipping,  together  with  copies  of  petitions  to  His  Majesty’s 
Council  about  the  same,  in  which  letter  the  opinion  of  this 
House  was  asked  as  to  the  scheme.  This  having  been 
considered  by  a  full  House  of  Elder  and  Younger  Brethren, 
an  answer  was  returned  showing  the  “  unusefulness  and 
needlessness  ”  of  the  things  proposed.  Copy  of  the  answer  is 
in  the  cupboard  over  the  “  chist  room.” 

f-42-  28  July.  Bobert  Arclibutt  complained  against  William 

Wilkinson  for  hiring  John  Pell,  whom  he  had  previously 
hired.  Ordered  that  Pell  must  sail  with  Archbutt. 

8  Aug.  John  Scoley,  Henry  Parkin,  Henry  White,  Joseph 
Littlewood  and  William  Toule  claimed  wages  against  Bichard 
Hill,  master  of  the  John  and  Roger.  They  alleged  that  they 
were  hired  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle,  thence  to  Amsterdam 
and  back  to  Hull,  and  that  they  made  a  voyage  to  Sunderland 
on  the  way  back  from  Amsterdam.  They  admitted  payment 
of  wages  for  the  main  voyage,  and  both  parties  sought  a 
decision  on  wages  due  for  the  Sunderland  voyage.  Ordered 
that  Scholey  should  have  lGs.,  White  11s.  4d.,  and  the  others 
10s.  8d.  each. 

John  Lofte  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage  from  London  from 
William  Wilkinson.  Ordered  that  William  pay  him  12s. 

f-42v-  10  Aug.  Henry  Morton  claimed  wages  from  Philip 

Billingham  for  a  Bordeaux  voyage  in  February  last.  He 
alleged  that  Billingham  discharged  him  and  set  him  ashore 
at  Newhaven  in  France  on  the  voyage  out.  Ordered  that 
Billingham  pay  him  35s.  for  the  voyage. 

18  Aug.  John  Fleming  appeared  again  as  in  June  last1 
and  claimed  wages  from  Henry  Christison  for  a  voyage  from 
Sunderland.  Ordered  that  Christison  pay  him  15s.  Christison 
was  questioned  concerning  his  contempt  and  refusal  to  attend 
the  House.  He  paid  his  fine  of  20s.,  of  which  the  House 
kept  5s. 

f-43-  27  Aug.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Mr.  Martin  Jefferson, 

Election  Mr.  Christopher  Friesby,  Mr.  William  Peck  and  Mr.  John 

Day.  Helmesley.  Elected,  Messrs.  Peck  and  Friesby.  Nominated 
for  stewards,  Brian  Metham,  Thomas  Coates,  Bobert  Maister 
and  John  Blenkerne.  Elected,  Maister  and  Blenkerne. 

Agreed  that  Lady  Mountford  should  have  the  garden  in 
Whitefriargate  on  lease  for  life  or  sixty  years  on  the  same 
terms  as  in  the  former  lease  which  was  drawn  up  and  not 
sealed.

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8  Sept.  Robert  Maister  complained  against  Robert 
Barker  that,  contrary  to  tbe  order  of  tbe  House,  be  bad  begun 
a  suit  against  him  in  the  Court  of  Requests  for  average  due 
to  him  and  os.  prisage.  Ordered  that  Barker  should  have 
average  at  the  same  rate  as  other  members  of  the  ship’s 
company,  i.e.,  8d.  in  the  £,  which  in  his  case  amounted  to 
7s.  4d.,  but  he  alleged  that  Maister  had  promised  him  12s. 
average.  If  he  could  prove  this  he  was  to  have  the  balance. 
He  was  also  awarded  5s.  prisage.  Ordered  that  the  suit  in 
the  Court  of  Requests  be  withdrawn,  each  party  to  bear 
his  own  costs. 

11  Sept.  Francis  Mitchell  complained  of  Henry  Appleton 
for  shipping  his  carpenter,  one  Henry  Hodgson,  an  apprentice 
with  Mr.  Blaides.  Appleton  said  Blaides  promised 
Appleton  to  him,  and  Mitchell  that  he  hired  him  of  Blaides 
for  £8  10s.  Od.  for  a  voyage  to  Spain.  Blaides,  being  sent 
for,  said  he  hired  the  apprentice  to  Mitchell  for  the  wage 
stated,  and  only  promised  him  to  Appleton  if  Mitchell  would 
release  him.  Ordered  that  Hodgson  go  with  Mitchell  as 
carpenter. 

This  day  the  Wardens  took  their  oaths. 

25  Sept.  John  Drew  claimed  against  Mr.  Parkins 
and  Mr.  Leven  for  wages  as  cook  for  a  Greenland 
voyage,  which  were  kept  back  for  his  negligence.  Ordered 
that  his  wages  and  oar  money  be  deposited  in  the  House  upon 
the  following  Saturday  and  decision  would  be  given. 

19  Sept.  Drew’s  wages  were  deposited,  being  in  all 
£6  15s.,  of  which  he  had  already  received  £4.  So  remained 
in  the  House  £2  15s.  Od. 

13  Oct.  Ordered  that  Drew  receive  the  balance  of  his 
wages,  but  forfeit  5s.  to  the  poor  for  negligence. 

John  Robinson,  master  of  the  Peregriene,  for  Deep,  in 
France,  charged  Michael  Isaacs  with  hiring  himself  to 
Edward  Endicke,  after  being  engaged  by  Robinson  for 
£2  5s.  Ordered  that  Isaac  sail  with  Robinson,  and  Endicke 
was  named  not  to  ship  him  at  his  peril. 

17  Sept.  A  dispute  between  Robert  Harlthrop,  of 
Scarborough,  master  of  the  Sarah ,  of  Scarborough,  and 
Robert  Raikes,  merchant,  concerning  the  freighting  of  the 
ship  to  Norway,  was  referred  to  the  House.  Each  party 
bound  himself  under  penalty  of  40s.  by  6d.  given  to  the 
other  party  to  accept  the  decision  of  the  House.  The  merchant 
alleged  that  the  ship  was  not  sufficient  for  the  voyage,  and 
the  master  and  mariners  were  unwilling  to  have  her  viewed, 
and  alleged  that  they  had  expended  money  on  provisions  for 
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the  voyage.  Ordered  that  the  master  and  owner  deliver  to 
the  merchant  all  cloth  and  other  goods  now  on  hoard,  and 
that  Robert  Raikes  should  pay  to  Harthropp  40s.  in  full 
satisfaction  of  all  payments  which  Harthropp  was  entitled 
under  the  charter-party  made  between  the  parties. 

21  Oct.  William  Morris,  Richard  Jenkins,  John  Long  and 
William  Beverley  claimed  wages  against  John  Thomas, 
master  of  the  Esperans,  of  Apsam,  for  a  voyage  to  Rotterdam, 
Danzic,  Quinsborough  and  Hull.  Ordered  that  they  should 
each  have  40s.  and  continue  the  voyage  now  in  hand  for 
Ostend  and  Apsam,  and  there  receive  the  rest  of  their  wages. 

28  Oct.  Agreed  that  Thomas  Thompson,  of  Grimsby, 
should  have  a  deputacion  for  buoyage  and  beaconage  wholly 
to  himself,  and  to  be  accountable  as  was  done  in  the  case  of 
Mr.  Talbutt  and  Edward  Gall. 

2  Noy.  Gervas  Webster  and  Thomas  Jenkinson,  two  of 
the  company  of  William  Harwood,  deceased,  in  his  late 
voyage  to  Holland,  claimed  wages  unpaid;  Webster  demand¬ 
ing  18s.  for  half  wages  and  Jenkinson  17s.  Ordered  that  Mrs. 
Harwood  pay  them,  but  because  each  of  them  brought  a 
Holland  calf  over  in  the  ship  they  were  each  to  deduct 
6s.  8d.  freight  of  the  calves  from  their  claims.  All  other 
members  of  the  company  who  had  calves  were  to  make  a 
similar  payment. 

10  Noy.  Robert  Hart  claimed  against  George  Watkins, 
master  of  the  White  Lyon ,  of  London,  for  wages  from  London. 
It  was  alleged  that  they  intended  to  have  gone  to  Gottenborg 
from  Hull,  but,  the  season  being  late,  determined  to  go  to 
Newcastle  instead  and  then  back  to  London.  Both  parties, 
being  strangers,  referred  the  matter  to  the  decision  of  the 
House.  Ordered  that  Watkins  pay  Hart  55s.  for  the  voyage, 
20s.  at  once,  and  the  balance  on  their  return  to  London. 

21  Noy.  Walter  Sawer  claimed  wages  of  William 
Wrightington  for  a  voyage  from  Hull  to  London  and  Sunder¬ 
land  and  back  to  Hull.  Both  parties  admitted  that  the  wages 
to  London  had  been  paid  and  Sawer  was  to  have  one  chalder 
and  three  mettes  of  coals  for  his  wages  to  Sunderland. 
Ordered  that  Sawer  should  have  for  wages  to  London  at  the 
rate  of  22s.  for  a  chalder  and  so  for  three  mettes  of  coal. 
Mathew  Hind,  another  member  of  the  same  company,  who 
also  claimed,  was  awarded  the  same  wages. 

26  Noy.  Robert  Fryer  claimed  wages  from  John  Rawson 
for  a  Bordeaux  voyage  in  the  Susana.  Ordered  that  Rawson 
pay  him  £4.

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John  Loft,  John  Hudspeth,  John  Bootham,  William 
Garbutt,  Oliver  Matthew  and  Edward  Robinson  claimed 
wages  against  William  Ward,  master  of  the  Joseph ,  of  Hull. 
They  alleged  they  were  bound  for  Norway,  and,  after  nine 
or  ten  days  at  sea,  the  voyage  was  abandoned.  Ordered  that 
Matthew  should  have  Gs.  4d.,  Hudspeth  5s.  6d.,  Robinson  6s. 
The  rest  of  the  company,  who  did  not  appear,  were  to  be  paid 
as  follows: — the  carpenter,  6s.;  George  Hicke,  master,  12s.; 
Francis  Sparrow,  4s.  3d. ;  George  Ward,  3s.,  and  the  boy,  2s. 
Any  advances  or  money  borrowed  to  be  deducted  from  these 
amounts. 

30  Nov.  Mary  Marr,  widow,  admitted  to  a  room  of  the 
New  Hospital  in  place  of  Sarah  Hewitt,  cleceased. 

Ordered  that  every  Warden  should  receive  all  primage  due 
during  his  quarter  according  to  the  notes  thereof  delivered 
out  of  the  Customs  books,  and  to  be  charged  therewith,  and 
any  primage  unpaid  during  his  quarter  to  be  paid  to  him 
afterwards,  for  which  he  was  to  account. 

Whereas  a  former  order  was  made  that  every  mariner 
should  stay  seven  days  for  unloading  a  ship  from  Newcastle, 
and  fourteen  days  for  a  merchant’s  voyage,  it  was  ordered 
that  these  times  should  be  extended  to  eight  and  sixteen  days 
respectively.  Any  mariner  absenting  himself  after  due 
notice  by  the  master,  boatswain  or  the  master’s  assignees,  to 
forfeit  eigliteenpence  of  his  wrages  for  each  tide  lost,  and  to 
pay  a  fine  of  12d.  for  each  offence  to  the  poor  of  the  House. 

19  Jan.  William  Jackson  and  William  Crayne  claimed 
against  John  Watson  for  an  inturn  on  their  recent  voyage  to 
Rotterdam.  He  wTas  ordered  to  pay  them  three  shillings  in 
the  £. 

23  Feb.  Nicholas  Stockdaile,  master  of  the  Benjamin,  in 
her  last  voyage,  from  Bordeaux,  complained  that  his  company 
refused  to  contribute  for  the  negligent  stowing  of  a  hogshead 
of  wine,  the  property  of  Mr.  Cowper,  at  Hull.  Ordered  that 
they  should  each  contribute  8d.  in  the  £.  Stockdaile  also 
complained  of  Marmaduke  Harlicke  and  James  Nesse  for 
refusing  to  weigh  anchor  on  his  command  at  Bloy  upon  the 
same  voyage.  They  were  each  ordered  to  pay  12d.  to  the 
poors’  box. 

(Present  inter  alios  Mr.  Mayor,  an  Elder  brother.) 

2  Apl.  Francis  Mitchell  complained  that  Marmaduke 
Parkin  shipped  with  him  for  Newcastle  and  Banske  and  had 
refused  to  sail.  Ordered  that  Parkin  be  not  allowed  to  go  to 
sea  for  six  months,  and  that  no  master  be  allowed  to  hire 
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him  for  six  months  under  the  penalties  laid  down  in  the 
ancient  order. 

8  Apl.  Philip  Billingham  was  complained  of  for  with¬ 
holding  wages  from  Lawtie,  and  was  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  House,  and  departed  before  his  case  was  called. 
Ordered  that  this  constitute  non-appearance,  and  that 
Billingham  he  fined  2s.  6d.  and  summoned  by  the  officer  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  next  at  1  p.m. 

8  Apl.  Memorandum  that  Mr.  Christopher  Metcalfe,  His 
Majesty’s  Surveyor  General  of  all  ports,  had  recently 
demanded  certain  dues,  to  be  paid  part  by  the  merchants  and 
part  by  the  masters  and  owners  of  ships  of  the  port,  over  and 
above  the  fees  laid  down,  on  23  November,  1624,  by  the  Lords 
Commissioners  for  examining  the  complaint  of  undue 
exactions  made  by  the  merchants  of  all  ports  in  the  kingdom. 
And  though  the  amounts  were  small,  taken  with  other 
existing  charges,  they  were  bound  to  increase  the  charge  of 
owners  and  masters.  It  was  therefore  ordered  that  a 
petition  be  sent  to  the  King,  now  at  York,  showing  that 
these  fees  would  oppress  seamen  and  hinder  navigation.  Also 
that  Messrs.  Peck  and  Parkins  be  commissioned  on  behalf 
of  the  House  to  join  with  the  merchants  in  petitioning  His 
Majesty,  or  to  petition  separately,  if  that  would  appear  wiser, 
at  their  discretion.  The  fees  demanded  were  as  follows:  —

The  copy  of  the  petition  follows: — On  behalf  of  the 


Merchant  Adventurers  and  Masters  and  owners  of  ships 
of  York  and  Hull  it  sets  out  that  in  the  time  of  James  I. 
an  attempt  was  made  by  the  customs  officers  of  Hull  to  levy 
new  charges,  which  on  petition  was  referred  to  certain  Lords 
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Referees,  whose  decision  had  been  adhered  to  ever  since  until 
about  twenty  days  previously,  when  Metcalfe  introduced  his 
new  scale  of  charges,  and  that  the  customs  officers  had  since 
refused  to  pass  ships  unless  the  new  charges  were  paid,  for 
which  they  prayed  relief. 

A  copy  of  the  King’s  answer  to  the  petition  follows:  — 
At  the  Court  of  York.  His  Majesty,  having  heard  the 
arguments  made  by  both  parties,  was  pleased  to  confirm  the 
old  agreement  and  to  order  that  for  the  present  no  new  fees 
should  be  paid.  If  Metcalfe  conceived  that  he  had  a  right 
to  new  fees,  he  was  to  take  the  matter  to  the  Privy  Council 
and  await  their  instructions. 

17  ApL  Brian  Metham,  Launcelot  Anderson,  Thomas 
Cockerill,  John  Eldrington,  Richard  Thompson,  Roger 
Robinson,  Robert  Thorp  and  Leonard  Linskill,  Younger 
Brethren,  were  summoned  by  the  officer  to  attend  last 
Saturday  to  carry  the  corpse  of  Mrs.  Goutonby,  deceased,  a 
sister  in  the  House,  to  the  grave,  and  failed  to  attend.  They 
were  therefore  fined  Is.  6d.  each,  which  they  all  paid  except 
Thorpe,  who  appeared  but  departed  without  leave,  and 
Linskell,  who  did  not  appear.  Ordered  that  the  officer 
summon  them  both  to  attend  at  the  next  meeting. 

Ordered  that  Robert  Freer  be  admitted  to  a  room  in  the 
House  formerly  tenanted  by  Mrs.  Goutonby. 

22  June.  Marmaduke  Parkin  and  James  Hausleye  com¬ 
plained  against  John  Robinson,  master  of  the  Peregrine,  for 
wages  on  a  recent  voyage  to  Ostend.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
each  of  them  16s.,  over  and  above  16s.  already  paid  to  each 
of  them  for  half  wages.  But  because  they  neglected  two 
tides  in  attending  the  ship  to  get  her  into  the  Haven,  they 
were  each  fined  5s.,  i.e.,  Is.  each  tide  as  a  fine  to  the  House, 
and  Is.  6d.  each  tide  to  the  owners  according  to  the  order. 

Also  Marmaduke  Parkin,  having  been  forbidden  to  sail 
for  six  months  by  an  order  of  April  2  last,  and  having 
shipped  for  a  voyage  to  Ostend  with  Robinson,  was  ordered 
to  pay  his  fine  of  £10.  He  was  unable  to  pay  and  committed 
to  prison  until  he  paid  the  fine. 

25  June.  Marmaduke  Parkin  desired  to  be  heard  by  the 
House.  He  sought  favour  of  the  House  and  promised  not  to 
offend  in  future  and  paid  3s.,  saying  that  was  all  the  money 
he  had,  but  promising  to  make  up  the  sum  to  the  full  fine 
of  £10  on  demand.  It  was  decided  to  set  him  at  liberty. 

Robert  Cook  and  Henry  Winter  complained  against  John 
Thorpe,  master  of  the  Anne  Rose,  of  Boston,  for  wages  and 
duties  due  for  a  voyage  from  Boston  to  London  and  Bordeaux 
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and  back  to  Hull.  It  was  decided  that  Cook  had  had  all 
wages  due  to  him,  but  the  master  was  ordered  to  pay  Winter 
3s.  beyond  what  he  had  already  paid  him. 

1  Aug.  Thomas  Marmaduke  claimed  £3  15s.  wages  from 
Mr.  Lupton  for  a  voyage  with  him  in  the  Encrease  to  the 
Eastland.  It  was  found  that  Marmaduke  neglected  the 
delivery  of  the  ship  for  six  days  and  had  thus  incurred  a  fine  of 
6s.  to  the  House  and  9s.  loss  of  wages.  But  because  he  asked 
leave,  though  it  was  not  granted,  the  House  only  fined  him 

2s.,  of  which  Is.  was  returned  and  Is.  put  into  the  poor  box. 

Mr.  Lupton  was  ordered  to  reduce  his  wages  3s.,  of  which 

Mr.  Lupton  returned  him  Is.  and  put  2s.  into  the  poor  box. 

The  rest  of  his  wages  Mr.  Lupton  paid  him  then  and  there. 

Edward  Catling,  Thomas  Clark  and  Robert  Coldcool  com- 
plained  against  William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Isabel ,  for 
wages  on  a  recent  voyage  to  Newhaven  in  France  and  thence 
to  Nance  and  on  to  St.  Malo.  It  appeared  that  Wilkinson  had 
paid  them  three-quarters  wages  in  French  money.  Ordered 
that  he  pay  the  remainder  due  in  sterling,  and  because 
Catling  neglected  his  service  at  Newcastle  on  the  return 
voyage,  he  was  ordered  to  pay  2s.  to  the  House  and  his  wages 
reduced  3s. 

3  Aug.  William  Bailby,  carpenter,  claimed  wages  from 
Roger  Watts  for  a  recent  voyage  to  Eastland  in  the  Gabrieli. 
Roger  being  sick  and  sending  nobody  to  appear  in  the  House 
on  his  behalf,  it  was  ordered  that  he  pay  Bailby  his  wages. 

The  House  lately  occupied  by  Captain  Tildesley  was  let  to 
Henry  Beane  for  one  year,  as  from  Lammas  last  at  £3  rent 
per  annum. 

12  Aug.  Joshua  Ladley  claimed  wages  from  Phillip 
Billingham  for  a  voyage  from  Newcastle  to  Amsterdam. 
Because  it  appeared  that  he  had  received  50s.' wages  and  left 
the  ship  at  Amsterdam,  he  was  to  have  nothing  more. 

Thomas  Clarke  complained  that  William  Wilkinson  had 
not  paid  his  wages  awarded  by  the  House  on  August  1. 
Wilkinson  alleged  that  Clarke  owed  him  freight  for  certain 
goods  brought  on  the  ship.  Ordered  that  Clarke  should 
allow  5s.  for  freight  and  Wilkinson  pay  the  residue  of  his 
wages. 

Robert  Thorpe,  having  been  summoned  to  attend  to  answer 
the  complaint  of  Thomas  Clarke,  failed  to  appear.  He  was 
fined  2s.  6d.  and  the  officer  was  ordered  to  summon  him  to 
appear  at  the  next  meeting. 

21  Aug.  According  to  the  order  made  8  April,  1639, 
concerning  the  petition  against  increased  port  charges, 
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Messrs.  Peeke  and  Parkins  joined  with  the  merchants  in 
going  to  York  and  petitioning  the  King,  the  cost  of  which 
to  the  House  was  £14,  being  one  quarter  of  the  total  cost, 
the  rest  being  borne  by  the  merchants.  It  was  ordered  that, 
because  the  successful  result  of  the  petition  was  of  general 
help  to  masters  and  owners  of  ships  of  the  Port  and  members, 
every  ship  belonging  to  the  Port  of  Hull  and  to  York, 
a  member  thereof  (being  in  all  by  computation  fifty-six), 
should  be  rated  at  5s.  per  ship  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  petition 
and  that  every  master  should  pay  the  sum  on  behalf  of  him¬ 
self  and  his  owners  on  demand. 

24  Aug.  Election  of  an  Elder  Brother  in  place  of  John 
Preston,  deceased.  Mr.  Thomas  Thew  and  Mr.  Tristram 
Pearson  were  nominated.  Thew  elected.  llobert  Ripley, 
John  Rowson,  William  Raikes  and  Henry  Appleton 
nominated  for  election  to  the  assistantship,  vacant  by  the 
promotion  of  Thomas  Thew.  William  Raikes  elected. 

The  Elder  Brother  chosen  by  most  voices  of  the  Wardens 
and  Elder  Brethren.  The  assistant  by  most  voices  of 
Wardens,  Elder  Brethren  and  assistants. 

2  Sept.  Nominated  for  election  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  Martin 
Jefferson,  James  Lyston,  John  Hemsley  and  Robert 
Raikes.  Messrs.  Jefferson  and  Raikes  elected.  Nominated 
as  stewards:  Thomas  Coates,  Robert  Eidling,  Leonard  Cauart, 
Launcelot  Anderson.  Eindley  and  Anderson  elected  by  most 
voices  of  Elder  and  Younger  Brethren. 

7  Sept.  Stephen  Harrison,  Thomas  Richardson,  Robert 
Readhead,  Francis  Hudson,  John  Williamson  and  Peter 
Huntres  claimed  wages  against  John  Blenkerne,  master  of 
the  Ann  Dorothy ,  for  a  voyage.  They  sailed  to  Newhaven  in 
France,  whence  they  took  a  new  voyage  to  St.  Deres  and  back 
to  Newhaven  and  so  home.  Ordered  that  they  be  content  with 
the  wages  already  received. 

17  Oct.  There  were  recently  brought  into  the  port  92  tuns 
of  wine  in  the  Hope,  of  London,  which  still  lay  at  the  Wool- 
house,  the  merchants  and  owners  of  the  wine  being  absent,  on 
which  wine  primage  was  unpaid.  Ordered  that  a'  warrant 
be  issued  to  the  officer  to  take  a  hogshead  as  distress  for  non¬ 
payment. 

19  Oct.  In  spite  of  the  successful  petition  against  the  new 
duties  charged  by  Christopher  Metcalf,  one  Mr.  Tarnes,  his 
partner,  had  renewed  these  demands,  and  merchants,  owners 
and  masters  had  been  hindered  for  refusing  these  payments. 
The  merchants  of  Hull,  Arork  and  Newcastle  proposed  to 
petition  again  this  term  against  this  practice.  Ordered  that 
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Mr.  Foxley  be  commissioned  to  join  with,  them  on  behalf  of 
the  House. 

Francis  Thissell,  having  shipped  with  Mr.  Wrightington 
for  a  voyage  to  London  in  the  Patience,  had  shipped  himself 
before  discharge  with  Francis  Mitchell  for  a  voyage  to  Spain 
in  the  Matthew.  He  was  thereby  liable  to  a  tine  of  <£10.  He 
paid  5s.  and  promised  to  pay  the  remainder  on  demand. 

29  Oct.  John  Raws  on  complained  that  Robert  Ashe, 
whom  he  had  hired  for  a  voyage  to  Danzic,  had  shipped  him¬ 
self  with  another  man.  Ashe  was  fined  £10.  He  paid  7s.  6d. 
and  promised  the  rest  on  demand. 

19  Nov.  Mr.  Crew  complained  of  Henry  Appleton  lor 
hiring  Henry  Hodgson  whom  Crew  had  first  shipped,  to  go 
in  his  pink.  Ordered  that  Hodgson  pay  his  fine  of  £10,  of 
which  he  paid  5s.  and  promised  to  pay  the  rest  on  demand, 
bn  his  return  from  Spain.  Mr.  Sheriff  Parkins  promised  to 
pay  Hodgson’s  wages  into  the  House  on  his  return  from  Spain. 

30  Nov.  Joseph  Dowley,  master,  and  the  company  of  the 
Hope,  of  London,  claimed  wages  for  voyage  to  Newcastle  and 
back,  against  Mr.  Horn  bull,  owner  or  part  owner  of  the  ship 
in  the  Secretary’s  books.  The  ship  having  been  at  Newcastle 
had  put  into  Hull.  Ordered  that  Dowley  and  the  company 
receive  half  the  wages  they  should  have  had  if  they  had 
returned  to  London  and  be  free  of  the  ship. 

24  Dec.  William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Isabel,  of  Hull, 
on  a  recent  voyage  to  Bordeaux,  complained  of  Robert  Taylor, 
one  of  his  company,  for  abusive  words  and  threatening’  to 
“  throw  him  backward  over.”  On  proof  of  which  the  House 
ordered  Taylor  to  be  imprisoned  forty-eight  hours. 


4  Jan.  On  complaint  of  divers  mariners  who  served  in  the 
Rachell  and  Hannah  on  a  voyage,  begun  about  15  April, 
1639,  to  Holy  Island  and  the  Scotch  Forth  on  His  Majesty’s 
service,  for  which  voyag’e  they  were  still  unpaid,  and  the 
master  asking  the  House  to  decide  what  wages  should  be  paid, 
it  was  ordered  that  William  Winter,  master,  should  pay 
every  ordinary  seaman  for  his  wages  after  that  rate1  and  the 
bosun  22s.  per  month  after  that  rate. 

9  Jan.  Memorandum  that  the  order  of  30  November,  1638, 
concerning  the  duty  of  mariners  to  stand  by  ship  for  delivery 
for  eight  days  for  a  Newcastle  voyage  and  sixteen  days  for  a 
trading  voyage  was  modified  as  follows  :  — That  if  a  ship  be

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not  delivered  within  the  statutory  time,  a  mariner  should 
be  free  to  take  another  voyage,  on  payment  of  Jd.  per  chalder 
of  coal  or  Jrd.  per  two  tons  of  other  goods  not  delivered. 

18  Jail.  The  Privy  Council  having  suspended,  until  the 
first  meeting  in  February,  the  final  order  on  the  petition  of 
the  merchants  of  Hull,  York  and  Newcastle,  against 
Christopher  Metcalfe,  and  William  Tarnes,  Surveyors  of 
Customs,  for  taking  new  fees;  ordered  that  Mr.  Coniston 
Wrightington  be  commissioned  to  go  to  London  to  join  with 
the  merchants  in  bringing  the  matter  to  a  conclusion. 

5  Feb.  Mr.  Martin  Jefferson  complained  against 

Itobert  Fidling,  master  of  the  Advice,  for  the  wages  of  his 
servant,  Bichard  Doughty,  on  divers  voyages.  The  House, 
finding  that  certain  wages  had  been  paid,  ordered  Fidling 
to  pay  Doughty  £6  3s.  6d. 

10  Feb.  John  Thorpe  claimed  wages  for  a  Bordeaux 

voyage  and  a  Newcastle  voyage  from  Philip  Billingham, 
master  of  the  Consent,  of  Hull.  Ordered  that  the  wages  be 
paid.  Thorpe,  however,  was  bosun  on  the  Bordeaux  voyage, 
about  the  freight  of  which  voyage  a  suit  was  pending  in  the 
Council  of  the  North  and  was  due  to  be  heard  on  February 
24th.  Billingham  alleged  that  Thorpe  was  a  necessary  wit¬ 
ness  on  his  behalf  and  that  he  might  lose  his  case  for  lack 

of  Thorpe’s  evidence.  He  had  therefore  asked  him  not  to  go 
to  sea  until  he  had  given  evidence.  Thorpe  said  he  had 
hired  himself  to  Hubert  Fidling  for  a  French  voyage  in  the 
Advice,  which  was  on  the  point  of  sailing.  He  was,  how¬ 
ever,  prepared  to  forgo  the  voyage  if  Fidling  would  release 
him  and  Billingham  pay  him  for  loss  of  the  voyage.  It  was 
therefore  decided  that  Billingham  should  pay  Thorpe  3s.  4d. 
for  every  week  he  stayed  at  home  over  and  above  the  wages 
that  Fidling  would  have  paid  him  for  the  French  voyage, 
until  Billingham  employed  him  at  sea.  If  the  voyage  on 
which  Billingham  employed  him  proved  longer  than  the 
voyage  of  the  Advice,  Thorpe  was  to  have  proportionate 
allowance  for  the  extra  time. 

11  Feb.  Andrew  Judd  claimed  wages  from  William 
Winter,  master  of  the  Rachel  and  Hannah,  on  a  recent 
voyage  to  Norway.  He  claimed  40s.,  but  failed  to  deliver 
the  ship  on  return  to  Hull  for  eight  days.  He  was  therefore 
fined  Is.  per  tide  to  the  House  and  his  wage  shortened  by  18d. 
per  tide.  The  House  put  2s.  of  the  fine  into  the  poor’s  box 
and  returned  the  rest,  and  the  master  returned  him  12d.  of 
the  12s.  due  to  the  owners. 
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22  Feb.  Ordered  that  Messrs.  Hall  and  Preston  have 
notice  to  pay  <£10  due  to  the  House  before  Easter  or  the  bond 
to  be  put  in  suit. 

28  Feb.  Robert  Archbutt,  master  of  the  Defence,  com¬ 
plained  of  Bartholomew  Gill,  one  of  his  company  ,  for 
neglecting’  delivery  for  two  tides.  Ordered  that  he  forfeit  2s. 
to  the  House  and  lose  3s.  wages. 

2  Mar.  Robert  Mylles,  master  of  a  ship  of  Lynn,  being  now 
in  the  harbour,  his  mate  one  ( name  omitted)  claimed  wages 
from  London  to  Gravesend  at  40s.  per  month.  The  Master 
alleged  that  he  was  only  entitled  to  river  wages  up  to  that 
time.  Both  parties  submitted  to  the  House.  Ordered  that 
the  mate  have  20s.  per  month  till  he  reached  Gravesend. 

28  Feb.  Agreed  that  William  Relf  was  to  have  a  twenty- 
one  year  lease  from  Candlemas  last  of  the  House,  stable  and 
garth,  late  tenanted  by  William  Hudspeth,  at  £5  per 
annum.  The  tenant  to  do  repairs  and  not  to  build  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  lights  in  the  next  house  Beverley  gatewards. 
Two  securities,  one  of  whom  to  be  William  Hudspeth,  for 
rent  and  covenants. 

[. Marginal  note — This  should  have  preceded  the  last  entry.  ] 

7  Mar.  William  Winter,  master  of  the  Sara,  claimed 
£7  10s.  wages  against  Mr.  William  Dobson  and  John 
Ramsden,  owners,  for  a  voyage  to  Holy  Island  and  thence  to 
Scotland.  The  House,  considering  that  Winter  neglected  his 
duty  by  not  going  with  the  ship  to  Holy  Island  (whereby  the 
owners  were  compelled  to  hire  a  pilot,  viz.,  William 
Thomlinson)  but  joined  her  there,  ordered  that  he  should 
have  £2  10s.  only. 

Charles  Brough  claimed  wages  against  John  Rowson, 
master  of  the  Prosperous ,  for  a  voyage  to  Danske  or  the 
Pillow.1  for  which  he  was  hired  at  25s.  per  month.  He 
claimed  six  months’  wages.  Ordered  that  Rowson  pay  him 
three  months’  wages  beyond  two  months  already  paid. 

4  Apl.  Ordered  that  on  Saturday  next  an  assistant  be 
chosen  in  place  of  Mr.  Tristram.  This  order  went  not 
forward. 

John  Bird,  of  Welwick,  complained  against  David  Jackson, 
master  of  the  Truelove,  of  Hull,  that,  having  hired  him  at 
£3  for  a  voyage  to  the  Eastland,  he  turned  him  oh.  After 
hearing  evidence,  the  House  decided  that  Bird  was  released 
at  his  own  request  and  had  been  paid  for  what  work  he  had 
done  in  loading  ship. 

1  Pillau — between  Danzic  and  Memel,  now  in  Lithuania. 
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18  Apl.  Edmund  West,  employed  in  tlie  King’s  service 
for  the  transport  of  ordnance  and  munitions  from  Hull  to 
Newcastle  on  Tyne,  informed  the  House  that  he  had  chartered 
the  Charity,  of  Hull,  master  Jonas  Thompson,  and  asked 
the  House  to  assess  freight.  Decided  that  freight  should  be 
£16,  with  six  days  allowed  for  unloading.  Any  extra  time 
for  unloading  to  be  charged  at  12s.  per  day. 

25  Apl.  Memorandum  that  last  week  two  Danske  ships, 
being  strangers  bottoms  came  into  port,  laden  with  flax, 
potashes  and  other  goods  belonging  to  the  merchants  of  York 
and  Hull  and  were  now  unloading  contrary  to  the  Laws  of 
the  Realm. 

16  May.  Richard  Clark  complained  against  Robert  Foster, 
master  of  the  Marigold,  of  York,  for  wages  for  service  in  the 
ship  about  two  years  ago  on  a  voyage  to  France.  Ordered 
that  Foster  pay  him  16s.  in  full  settlement. 

22  May.  Edward  Partridge,  master  of  the  Deborah,  of 
Ipswich,  and  Thomas  Dunning  one  of  his  company,  being  at 
variance  about  Dunning’s  wages  for  a  voyage  to  London  to 
Newcastle  and  thence  to  Hull  with  coals,  both  being 
strangers,  submitted  their  dispute  to  Coniston  Wrightington 
and  four  other  Elder  Brethren  for  arbitration.  The 
arbitrators  awarded  45s.  to  Dunning,  which  was  immediately 
paid. 

30  May.  William  Oates,  brother  of  Thomas  Oates,  claimed 
wages  on  behalf  of  his  brother  from  William  Wilkinson, 
master  of  the  Isabel l,  of  Hull,  for  a  voyage  to  Newhaven, 
in  France,  and  Bordeaux.  It  appeared  that  Oates  died  after 
delivery  at  Newhaven  and  had  received  10s.  advance  of  wages. 
Ordered  that  Wilkinson  should  pay  William  Oates  27s.  6d. 
in  full  settlement  of  his  claim. 

Katherine  Cartwright,  widow  of  Francis  Cartwright,  who 
with  his  brother  Robert  was  indebted  to  the  House  by  two 
bonds  of  £30  each,  came  and  promised  to  pay  the  one  at 
Midsummer  next  and  the  other  at  Martinmas  or  Christmas 
next. 

8  June.  Raipli  Hill,  master  of  the  Joseph,  of  Hull,  com¬ 
plained  that  Edward  Johnson,  whom  he  had  hired  as 
carpenter,  refused  to  serve  him  and  had  hired  himself  with 
Jonas  Thompson.  The  House  found  the  facts  proved  but 
that  Hill  had  consented  to  Johnson  hiring  himself  with 
Thompson.  Ordered  that  Johnson  be  fined  5s. 

Raiph  Hill  also  complained  that  Richard  Palmer,  whom 
he  had  hired  for  a  year  from  14  February  last  at  £14  refused

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to  serve  him.  Ordered  that  Palmer  do  not  go  to  sea  and 
that  no  one  should  hire  him  under  the  usual  penalties. 

13  June.  Robert  Drew,  mariner,  who  recently  had  9d. 
per  week  from  the  House  in  his  necessity,  being  now  able  to 
work  and  master  of  a  keel,  his  relief  was  to  cease.  Similarly, 
Margaret  Cawode,  widow,  who  had  6d.  per  week,  inasmuch 
as  she  had  come  into  some  land  by  will  and  also  brewed  to 
sell. 

20  June.  Thomas  Reader  and  Robert  Emmes  complained 
against  Edward  Blaides,  master  of  the  Sarah,  for  wages  for 
a  voyage  to  London  and  thence  to  Holland  and  back.  Ordered 
that  Blaides  pay  each  of  them  5s.  to  make  up  their  wages, 
and  further  that  if  Blaides’  wife  did  not  pay  Reader  5s.  due 
to  him  when  he  went  to  sea,  Blaides  was  to  pay  it. 

Thomas  Beggs,  William  Jackson  and  John  Gurdon  had 
appeared  twice  to  complain  that  Henry  Christison,  master 
of  the  Hopescontent,  had  hired  them  for  a  voyage  to  Eastland 
at  30s.  each.  Christison  had  sailed  without  them,  and  being 
again  summoned,  failed  to  appear.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
them  each  7s.  6d.  damages. 

4  July.  Brian  Metham,  master  of  the  Speedwell,  a  Brother 
of  the  House,  had  failed  to  register  his  men  for  two  voyages 
to  London,  thereby  incurring  a  fine  of  10s.  per  voyage. 
Ordered  that  a  warrant  be  issued  to  the  officer  to  levy  the 
fine  by  distress  and  sale  of  his  goods.  Also  the  said  Metham, 
being  ordered  to  attend  to  answer  a  complaint  for  wages 
detained,  made  against  him  by  William  Barker,  attended 
and,  in  the  presence  of  the  Wardens,  three  Elder  Brethren 
and  an  assistant,  sitting  in  the  Trinity  House  in  the  chamber 
used  for  that  purpose,  used  evil  and  vehement  speeches  against 
them,  saying  they  sat  there  to  wrest  justice  and  had  sent  for 
him  to  catch  him  and  pick  his  purse,  with  other  opprobrious 
words.  For  which  evil  speeches  and  for  his  failure  to  register 
his  men,  it  was  ordered  that  he  be  disfranchised,  and  not 
allowed  henceforth  to  take  charge  as  master  or  pilot  of  any 
vessel.  1 

10  July.  John  Lyth,  Tristram  Conyers  and  William 
Bentley  complained  against  Philip  Billingham,  master  of 
the  Consent,  of  Hull,  for  wages  for  a  voyage  to  Holland, 
Gottenborougli  and  so  to  Hartlepool.  It  appeared  that  the 
voyage  was  not  ended,  the  vessel  having  put  into  Hull  on 
account  of  contrary  winds  and  a  leak.  Ordered  that  since 
the  men  had  had  no  victuals  on  board  during  their  stay  in 
Hull,  the  master  was  to  pay  them  5s.  each  and  they  were 
to  complete  the  voyage  and  receive  wages  at  Hartlepool.  For

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any  further  stay  in  Hull  each  man  was  to  have  5s.  per  week, 
and  if  the  voyage  was  abandoned  they  were  to  he  paid  off 
at  Hull,  at  the  agreed  rates  for  the  full  voyage,  viz.,  Lyth 
£4,  Conyers  £2  6s.,  and  Bentley  £2. 

18  July.  Ann  Bell,  wife  of  William  Bell,  of  Keyingham, 
came  and  asked  the  consideration  of  the  House  concerning 
an  order  formerly  made  upon  the  grant  by  her  husband 
to  the  House  of  £20  per  annum  for  the  life  of  the  said  Anne. 
The  order  having  been  viewed,  it  wras  decided  that  nothing 
was  due  to  her,  but  she  w^as  given  20s.  out  of  good  will. 

Thomas  Clarke,  Nicholas  Gawyn,  John  Driffield  and  Thomas 
Hill  complained  against  William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the 
Isabel 1,  for  wages  for  a  voyage  to  Newhaven.  Ordered  that 
Wilkinson  pay  the  men  their  wages,  viz.,  Thomas  Clarke  £2 
and  furthing  a  fother  of  lead,  Gawyn  £2  and  a  fother  of 
lead,  Duffield  £2  and  a  fother  of  lead,  Hill  39s.  and  six 
great  pigs  of  lead,  and  if  Wilkinson  had  any  cause  against 
them,  he  was  to  seek  remedy  as  he  pleased. 

1  Aug.  Diehard  Hill,  master  of  the  John  and  Roger,  in 
a  voyage  from  Hull  to  Ostend  and  thence  to  Newcastle  and 
so  to  Hull,  alleged  that  he  had  offered  Marmaduke  Garlicke, 
one  of  his  company,  twenty  shillings  to  Newcastle  and  so 
home,  being  but  an  inturn  and  no  agreement  otherwise  made, 
the  House  agreed  to  this  as  sufficient. 

Memorandum  that  Mr,  John  Best,  of  London  had 
spent  £10  13s.  in  procuring  an  order  from  the  Lord  High 
Admiral  for  this  House  to  have  the  collecting  and  disbursing 
of  all  monies  to  be  gathered  in  this  port  and  its  members 
under  the  recent  proclamation  providing  for  the  relief  of 
maimed,  shipwrecked  and  other  distressed  seamen,  their 
widows  and  orphans.  Ordered  that  the  said  sum  he  repaid 
to  Mr.  Best  with  £2  more  for  his  pains. 

The  Lord  Admiral’s  order.  The  king,  having  referred  to 
the  Lord  Admiral  the  petition  of  the  House  asking  to  he 
allowed  to  collect  and  distribute  the  money  referred  to  in 
the  proclamation,  the  Trinity  House,  London,  having 
supported  the  request,  the  House  is  authorised  to  collect  and 
distribute  the  money  throughout  the  limits  of  the  Port  and 
members,  provided  that  they  act  in  the  same  way  as  Trinity 
House,  London,  and  to  render  account  of  their  proceedings 
to  the  Admiral  on  request.  Given  at  the  Admiral’s  house 
in  Queen  Street,  22  April,  1640.  (Signed)  Northumberland. 

Note. — The  original  of  this  letter,  with  the  proclamation 
and  letter  of  Mr.  Best,  are  in  the  box  in  the  chest. 

8  Aug.  Agreed  that  a  deputation  be  sealed  to  Thomas 
Beatrisse,  of  Grimsby,  vintner,  to  receive  and  collect 
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primage,  buoyage  and  beaconage  there,  be  to  have  3s.  4d. 
in  tbe  £  for  collecting  primage,  and  half  tbe  sums  collected 
for  buoyage  and  beaconage. 

22  Aug.  Robert  Dowson,  carpenter,  complained  against 
Richard  Thompson,  master  of  the  Constant ,  that  he  hired 
him  for  a  voyage  to  Rotterdam,  and  came  back  into  the  road 
here  and  went  to  the  Eastland  and  so  to  Amsterdam,  where 
she  delivered  and  took  in  loading  for  Hull.  He  claimed 
wages  from  Hull  to  Amsterdam  and  that  he  was  not  paid  in 
sterling  for  the  Eastland  voyage,  but  only  10  stivers  to  the 
shilling.  Thompson,  being  away  from  home,  was  summoned 
to  answer. 

Thomas  Cockerell,  for  causing  a  meeting  of  the  House  to 
hear  his  complaint  against  donas  Thompson,  and  then  failing 
to  attend,  was  fined  3s.  4d. 

31  Aug.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  John  Hemsley, 
William  Popple,  James  Lupton  and  Thomas  Thew.  Elected 
Messrs.  Thew  and  Lupton.  Nominated  for  Stewards, 
Thomas  Coates,  Richard  Robinson,  Edmund  Popple 
and  Thomas  Cockerell.  Elected,  Robinson  and  Popple. 
Nominated  for  election  as  Assistants  in  place  of  Tristram 
Pearson  and  Francis  Mitchell,  deceased,  Robert  Ripley,  John 
Rowson,  Henry  Appleton,  David  Jackson.  Elected  by  most 
voices  of  the  Wardens,  Elder  Brethren  and  assistants, 
Appleton  and  Rowson. 

2  Sept.  Ordered  that  three  barrels  of  middle  beer  be  sent 
to  the  townsfolk  at  work  upon  the  walls  at  this  time  of 
general  work  upon  the  town  walls,  viz.,  one  on  Thursday, 
one  on  Friday  and  one  on  Saturday. 

12  Sept.  John  Jackson,  Thomas  Wetherall  and  John 
Fidling,  three  of  the  company  of  the  Anne  Francis,  of  Selby, 
master,  William  Wright,  claimed  wages  for  a  recent  voyage 
to  Newcastle.  It  appeared  that  the  ship  left  Newcastle  half 
laden,  being  forced  away  by  the  Scots.  Ordered  that  each 
man  abate  4s.  in  the  £  of  his  wages. 

James  Watt,  Robert  Found,  William  Greene  and  Thomas 
Marshall,  of  the  company  of  the  Constant ,  master,  Richard 
Thompson,  on  a  recent  voyage  from  Hull  to  Holland,  thence 
to  Eastland  and  back  thither,  and  so  home,  complained  for 
wages  from  Holland  home.  Ordered  that  the  company  should 
have  one  third  of  the  freight,  being  £4  6s.  8d.  divided  amongst 
them  proportionately  to  their  wages. 

Memorandum  that  Lawrence  Skailes,  master  and  mariner, 
of  Hull,  by  his  will  dated  12  May,  1640,  made  the  Fraternity 
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his  residuary  legatee  and  his  executor,  but  it  was  conceived 
the  House  could  not  act  because  the  name  of  the  Corporation 
was  mistaken  and  the  Wardens  were  not  named  therein.  It 
was  therefore  decided  that  Richard  Clarke,  mariner,  officer 
of  the  House,  should  undertake  the  administration  and 
performance  of  the  will  on  behalf  of  the  House,  and  so 
administration  was  granted  to  him  on  25  September,  1640, 
and  also  Richard  Clarke,  John  Foster  and  Robert  Freer, 
mariner,  were  requested  to  enter  bond  to  the  Archbishop  and 
commissary  for  the  true  administration  and  performance 
of  the  will,  and  to  exhibit  a  true  inventory  of  the  goods  of 
the  testator  in  the  Exchequer  at  York.  How  because  Richard 
Clarke  had  made  a  full  account  of  his  dealings  in  the  matter, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  House  should  agree  to  indemnify  him 
against  all  suits  arising  out  of  the  performance  of  the  will, 
and  concerning  the  bond  he  had  entered  into. 

Memorandum  that  Wednesday,  the  last  of  September,  1640, 
King  Charles  came  to  this  town  from  York  about  3  or  4  of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  where  he  was  received  at  Beverley 
gate  by  Mr.  Robert  Morton,  mayor,  Mr.  Francis  Thorpe, 
recorder,  and  the  Aldermen  of  the  town.  And  thereupon 
Mr.  Mayor  delivered  the  king  up  the  sword  and  great  guilt 
mace,  which,  he  receiving,  the  king  delivered  the  same  back 
again  to  the  mayor,  and  then  the  recorder  made  a  speech  to 
the  king.  Which,  being  done,  the  king  forthwith  went  up 
the  walls  to  the  North  gate  and  so  over  the  bridge  to  the 
North  Blockhouse,  and,  after  view  thereof,  took  boate  over  to 
the  South  end,  and  so  went  to  the  fort,  viewed  it,  and  after 
came  down  the  Market  place  and  so  to  Sir  John  Lister’s 
house  in  the  High  Street,  where  he  supped  and  lay  the  night, 
and  the  next  day,  early  in  the  morning,  went  to  the  Trinity 
church  and  to  the  top  of  the  steeple,  and,  after  he  came 
down,  went  to  the  walls  again,  and  from  thence  to  the 
Maggazine  being  the  Manor  house,  and  after  view  there  taken 
went  to  the  Mayor’s  house  to  dinner,  and  presently  after 
dinner  took  his  coach,  and  after  thanks  yielded  to  the  mayor, 
recorder  and  alderman  went  forward  to  York  that  night. 
Note  also  that  that  Thursday  the  king  went  from  this  town, 
the  Lord  Willoughby  of  Parham,  the  Lord  Russell,  son  to  the 
Earl  of  Bedford,  the  Lord  Willoughbie  of  Earsby,  son  to  the 
Earl  of  Lindsey,  Lord  High  Chamberlain  of  England,  came 
to  this  House  where  they  were  entertained  kindly.  And  there 
was  showed  to  the  Lord  Willoughbie  of  Parham  his  father’s 
grant  to  this  House  of  a  buck  of  season  yearly  for  ever  which 
he  said  should  be  performed  and  well  served. 

10  Oct.  The  House  was  informed  that  His  Majesty’s  ship, 
Happy  Entrance ,  Captain  Slingsbie,  had  received  some 
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damage  by  accident,  part  of  her  gripe  being  started  so  that 
it  diet  continually  liafte  her  cables  and  part  of  her  false 
keel  broken  off,  and  tlie  Captain  asked  advice  whether  she 
was  fit  to  sail  to  Chatham  or  ride  in  the  road  in  her  present 
condition,  or  whether  she  ought  to  be  beached  and  repaired 
here.  The  House  held  she  could  not  go  to  sea  without  some 
eminent  danger,  and  that  to  beach  her  here  was  also  somewhat 
dangerous.  But,  one  being  necessary,  they  advised  she 
should  be  beached,  which  was  done,  but,  before  her  guns  and 
provisions  had  been  removed,  the  height  of  the  spring  was 
past,  and,  as  another  day  was  required,  it  was  feared  she 
might  be  neaped.  The  House,  therefore,  advised  that  she 
be  haled  off  with  intention  to  finish  the  work  next  spring  tide, 
but,  finding  that  she  had  strained  herself  by  being  beached, 
were  doubtful  if  she  ought  to  be  beached  again,  but  the 
shipwrights  advised  that  it  could  be  done  without  risk  if  God 
sent  fair  weather,  and  the  House  was  of  opinion  that  she  was 
in  a  condition  to  remain  in  the  river,  but  not  to  go  to  sea. 
Certified  at  the  request  of  Captain  Slingsby. 

10  Oct.  Ordered  that  Mr.  Kirke’s  bond  be  put  in  suit,  also 
that  of  Edward  Burke.  Also  that  notice  be  given  to  Mr. 
Duncalf  to  pay  his  bond  or  find  a  new  surety,  Richard 
Stringer  being  dead. 

The  House  received  a  request  from  Captain  William 
Legge,  Lieut. -General  of  the  train  of  artillery  to  assess  the 
freight  due  for  the  ship  of  Ralph  Hills,  taken  August  20, 
1640,  to  carry  ordnance  and  munitions  to  Newcastle  and  dis¬ 
charged  at  Hull  3  October.  The  House  assessed  freight  at 
£40  per  month. 

The  king,  by  letters  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  under 
the  signet  from  York,  dated  16  September,  required  some 
brethren  to  attend  the  lord  general  of  his  army  and  to  receive 
certain  instructions  from  him.  It  was  decided  that  Coniston 
Wrightington  and  William  Peeke  should  have  deputation 
under  seal  of  the  House  to  go,  dated  19  September.  This 
should  have  been  recorded  before. 

17  Oct.  Captain  Slingsby  requested  the  House  to  nominate 
a  pilot  to  take  his  ship,  the  Happy  Entrance,  to  Chatham. 
The  House  nominated  Robert  Ripley  and  Thomas  Coates, 
either  being  fit  for  the  duty. 

3  Oct.  Richard  Wood,  Thomas  Barr,  and  a  Frenchman, 
Edward  Pimperton,  William  Oliver  and  Robert  Scotson 
claimed  wages  against  Richard  Preston,  master  of  the 
Susanna,  who  they  alleged  had  hired  them  for  a  Bordeaux 
voyage  and  they  had  attended  upon  the  voyage,  some  a  month, 
some  longer,  but  the  ship  having  been  arrested,  the  voyage 
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was  abandoned.  Ordered  that  Preston  pay  Wood,  Barr  and 
the  Frenchman  three-quarters  of  a  month’s  pay  for  a  month’s 
service  ending  on  the  day  the  ship  was  arrested,  and  to  Pim- 
perton  and  Oliver  18s.  each,  and  to  Scotson,  the  cook,  15s. 

The  House  received  a  note  from  James  Watkinson,  Alder¬ 
man,  stating  that  Captain  William  Legge  had  impressed  the 
Charitie  of  Hull,  Jonas  Thompson,  master,  on  20  August, 
1640,  but  had  no  Occasion  to  use  her  and  therefore  asked  the 
House  to  assess  demurrage.  It  was  assessed  at  £3  6s.  8d. 

[. Marginal  note. — The  time  was  conceived  to  he  ten  days.] 

27  Oct.  Thomas  Ingleden,  Rookesby  Trymingham,  John 
Rennet,  Thomas  Marshall  and  William  Tripp  claimed  wages 
against  Peter  Rawson,  master  of  the  William.  It  appeared 
that  the  ship  was  to  go  to  London  with  lead  and  was  loaded, 
but  proved  leaky  and  insufficient  for  the  voyage,  so  discharged 
here  again.  Ordered  that  he  pay  each  man  5s. 

19  Dec.  Agreed  that  the  House  send  a  man  to  London  to 
place  the  grievances  of  the  House  before  Parliament,  and  that 
the  grievances  be  considered  and  “  drawn  to  a  head  ”  on 
Monday  next  at  one  o’clock.  Also  that  Sir  John  Lister  be 
informed  of  this  decision,  and  asked  to  advise  the  House 
when  would  be  the  best  time  to  send  up  to  Parliament,  and 
that,  if  the  Eastland  company  of  merchants  make  any  effort 
to  get  their  charter  confirmed  by  act  of  Parliament,  he  be 
asked  to  inform  the  House  in  time  to  allow  them  to  lodge  an 
objection. 


7  Jan.  Sara  Prestwood,  widow,  was  admitted  into  the  old 
hospital  in  this  House  vice  Francis  Edwards,  deceased,  on 
condition  that  she  made  fires  for  the  poor  people  in  the  House 
one  week  as  Dorothy  Hubert  did  another  until  others  came 
in  to  take  that  duty  upon  them.  She  was  also  to  give  an 
inventory  of  what  goods  she  brought  into  the  House  and  to 
give  an  undertaking  according  to  the  custom  of  the  House 
to  leave  them  to  the  poor  of  the  House. 

Ordered  that  Richard  Clark,  officer  of  the  House,  should 
demand  of  Brian  Metham  a  fine  of  10s.  for  lying  three  abreast 
for  a  day  tide  in  the  Haven  unless  the  ship  be  moved  by  tide 
time  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Robert  Raikes  was  chosen  to  go  to  London  to  petition 
Parliament,  as  agreed. 

Robert  Ripley  and  David  Jackson  were  nominated  for  the 
assistantship  vacant  by  the  death  of  James  Mould.  Robert 
Ripley  elected.  ( Sworn  later ,  viz.,  9  January,  1641.)

23  Jan.  David  Jackson  and  Leonard  Linskell  were 
nominated  for  an  assistantsliip  vacant  by  the  death  of 
(left  blank).  David  Jackson  elected.  William  Thomlinson 
and  John  Dickinson  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother 
instead  of  ( left  blank).  William  Thomlinson  elected. 

18  Feb.  Bryan  Nelson  complained  that  Robert  Barker, 
who  had  been  shipped  by  one  Phillips  for  a  voyage  to 
Newcastle  and  thence  to  Dieppe  in  a  ship  freighted  by 
Nelson,  had  refused  to  sail,  alleging  that  there  was 
a  condition  that  the  ship  should  sail  at  once,  which  she  did 
not.  The  House  found  that  there  was  no  such  condition, 
and  ordered  Barker  to  sail  with  Phillips,  and  John  Rowson, 
who  had  subsequently  shipped  him,  to  release  him. 

Matthew  Hutchinson,  master  of  the  Andorothy,  complained 
that  Thomas  Hamilton,  Joslyn  Dalby  and  Joseph  Raikes, 
shipped  by  him  for  a  voyage  to  France,  refused  to  sail  and 
had  hired  themselves  with  John  Rawson,  alleging  that  the 
Andorothy  was  leaky  and  unserviceable.  But  as  the  ship’s 
carpenter  and  Henry  Potter,  shipwright,  proved  that  the  leak 
was  stopped,  they  were  ordered  to  sail  with  Hutchinson,  and 
Rawson  was  ordered  to  release  them. 

Whereas  great  abuses  are  done  by  seamen  and  mariners 
to  masters  and  owners  by  hiring  themselves  first  to  one  and 
then  to  another  to  the  loss  and  hazard  of  voyages.  Ordered 
that  any  seaman  shipping  himself  with  a  master  before  being 
cleared  by  his  former  master  shall  forfeit  ten  shillings,  to  be 
levied  if  necessary  by  distress  and  imprisonment,  and  shall 
notwithstanding  serve  the  master  with  whom  he  first  shipped, 
under  penalty  of  £10  for  refusal  to  do  so,  according  to  the 
ancient  order.  Any  master  taking  a  man  to  sea  before  he  has 
been  cleared  shall  forfeit  £40. 

27  Feb.  Robert  Lound,  Jeremy  Smith  and  William 
Walker  claimed  wages  from  Newcastle  from  Richard  Hill, 
master  of  the  John  and  Roger.  Ordered  that  he  pay  Lound, 
who  was  mate,  30s.,  and  the  others  22s.  each. 

Matthew  Smith  claimed  wages  from  Thomas  Cockerell, 
being  shipped  for  France,  but  pressed  when  he  reached 
Plymouth.  Cockerell  counterclaimed  for  freight  for  his 
goods  in  the  ship.  Ordered  that  Cockerell  should  pay  him 
10s.  in  full  settlement. 

2  Mar.  Mr.  Alderman  Jefferson,  an  Elder  Brother,  com¬ 
plained  of  John  Rawson,  an  assistant,  for  uncivil  words. 
Rawson  was  fined  3s.  4d. 

Mr.  Parkins,  on  behalf  of  Henry  Appleton,  complained  of 
William  Robson,  whom  Appleton  shipped  in  Mr.  Parkin’s 
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ship  for  a  voyage  to  Spain.  Robson  refused  to  go,  and  took 
a  voyage  in  William  Wilkinson’s  ship.  He  was  fined  £10, 
of  which  he  paid  10s.  and  promised  to  pay  the  rest  on  demand. 

15  Mar.  Edward  Niscale,  summoned  by  the  House’s  officer 
to  answer  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Peeke,  refused  to  attend. 
Fined  2s.  6d. 

31  Mar.  Pichard  Best  claimed  wages  from  Edmund 
Popple  for  a  voyage  to  London  and  back.  Popple  alleged 
neglect  at  London  and  ill  words  at  home.  Ordered  that 
Popple  pay  him  his  wrnges,  45s.,  and  Best  was  fined  2s.  6d. 
for  ill  words  and  neglect,  which  he  paid,  of  which  ( left  blank) 
was  put  into  the  poor’s  box  and  ( left  blank)  given  to  Popple. 

15  Aph  Pichard  Mann,  Nicholas  Houving,  Stephen 
Prestwood  and  Richard  Braune  claimed  wages  against  George 
Thompson  for  a  voyage  to  Caine.  Ordered  that  he  pay  each 
man  his  wages  as  booked  and  they  to  pay  freight  for  what 
goods  they  had  in  the  ship.  Mann  and  Prestwood,  for  absence 
from  duty  for  one  tide,  were  each  fined  2s.  6d.,  of  which 
(left  blank)  was  given  to  the  master  and  (left  blank)  was  put 
in  the  box. 

18  Apl.  Matthew  Middleton’s  widow  gave  ten  pairs  of 
white  stockings  to  the  House  and  asked  that  the  House  would 
provide  her  on  her  death  with  a  coffin  and  spend  20s.  on  her 
funeral.  It  wTas  agreed  to  do  so,  and  that  nine  pairs  of  the 
stockings  be  sold  in  Holland  by  John  Dickenson.  Mr.  Paikes 
bought  the  other  pair  for  6s. 

19  May.  Copy  of  certificate  signed  by  Pichard  Thompson 
and  William  Eisher,  witnessed  by  Pichard  Thompson,  stating 
that,  in  view  of  the  expense  to  the  House  of  the  successful 
petitions  at  York  and  later  at  London  against  the  increased 
charges  levied  by  the  Surveyor  of  Customs  at  Hull,  and  the 
benefit  which  would  accrue  thereby  to  the  masters  and  owners 
of  ships  at  Scarborough,  the  said  owners  and  masters  were 
prepared  to  make  a  gift  of  £10  towards  the  House’s  expenses. 

31  May.  John  Dickinson  and  William  Paikes  were 
nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  place  of  Sir  John 
Lister,  deceased.  Dickinson  elected,  and  sworn  on  June  5. 

Nominated  for  election  as  assistant  in  place  of  John 
Dickinson,  Leonard  Linskell  and  Roger  Watts.  Linskell  was 
elected  and,  being  absent  at  sea,  was  sworn  on  his  return 
on  July  10. 

31  May.  Mr.  Pichard  Perrott,  preacher  of  God’s  word 
and  Vicar  of  St.  Trinity,  in  Hull,  having  resigned  the  office 
of  chaplain  to  the  House,  by  letter  dated  4  March,  1641,  the 
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House  elected  Mr.  Timothy  Thurscross,  minister  and  preacher 
of  God’s  word,  as  chaplain,  by  the  votes  of  the  Wardens, 
Elder  Brethren  and  assistants.  He  agreed  to  read  Divine 
Service  and  Prayers  to  the  poor  of  the  House  in  the  chapel 
of  the  House  thrice  weekly  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Saturdays,  and  to  preach  four  sermons  a  year  in  the  chapel, 
one  on  the  day  of  the  election  of  Wardens,  commonly  at  the 
end  of  August  or  beginning  of  September,  and  one  every 
quarter  thereafter  at  every  Warden’s  quarter  when  the  other 
took  his  place,  unless  he  were  asked  to  preach  on  some  other 
day  in  lieu  thereof,  but  always  to  have  eight  or  ten  days’ 
warning  of  the  quarter  end  for  his  better  preparation.  For 
which  he  was  to  have  £8  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  so 
long  as  he  remained  in  Hull  and  fulfilled  the  conditions 
laid  down. 

19  June.  William  Wrightington  complained  against 
William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Isabel l,  alleging  that 
he  hired  the  complainant  about  two  years  previously  for 
a  voyage  to  London  for  40s.  wages,  and  that,  after  he  had 
spent  six  days  mending  the  ship’s  sails,  Wilkinson  abandoned 
the  voyage.  Ordered  that  Wilkinson  pay  him  13s.  4d. 

26  June.  Francis  Tindall  claimed  20s.  arrears  of  wages 
from  Peter  Rawson,  master  of  the  George  and  Francis ,  for  a 
voyage  to  London  and  back.  Ordered  that  Lawson  pay  him 
20s.

2  July.  Ordered  that,  in  view  of  the  danger  of  the  times, 
the  soldiers  growing  very  unruly,  all  the  money  in  the  House, 
being  £462  12s.,  should  be  put  into  sealed  bags  and  given  to 
members  of  the  House  for  better  security,  as  follows :  — 

Bags  Nos.  1  and  2,  containing  £150,  delivered  to  Mr. 
James  Lupton  and  Mr.  Martin  Jefferson. 

Bags  Nos.  3  and  4,  containing  £150,  delivered  to  Messrs. 
William  Popple  and  Robert  Raikes. 

Bag  No.  5,  containing  £62  12s.,  to  Mr.  Coniston 
Wrightington. 

Bags  Nos.  6  and  7,  containing  £100,  to  Messrs.  Thomas 
Thew  and  William  Peck. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  parties  to  whom  the  bags  were 
delivered  were  to  keep  and  guard  them  as  they  did  their  own 
goods,  and  when  the  town  was  at  peace  to  redeliver  them 

to  the  House. 

It  was  also  decided  that  the  House’s  plate  should  be 
similarly  divided  and  kept  in  the  same  way,  and  it  was 
delivered  as  follows: — - 
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To  Jolin  Dickinson — one  great  scale  set  in  silver  double 
gilt,  three  silver  wine  bowls  white  and  one  wine 
bowl  double  gilt. 

To  Mr.  Ripley — one  double  bell  salt  double  gilt;  one 
silver  can ;  one  silver  beer  bowl ;  one  silver  beaker ; 
and  seventeen  silver  spoons. 

Further  agreed  that  the  House’s  bonds,  being  thirty  seven 
in  number,  be  delivered  to  Mr.  Parkins  to  keep,  which  were 
put  into  a  bag  called  “  the  Kattskynn  ”  and  given  to  him. 

Note. — There  are  two  beer  bowls  and  a  wine  bowl  left  in 
the  House  under  the  Wardens’  charge. 

8  July.  The  regiment  of  soldiers  being  disbanded  and 
most  of  them  departed  from  the  town,  and  the  town  once 
more  at  peace,  the  above-named  persons  returned  the  bags 
committed  to  them.  Mr.  Parkins  returned  the  bonds,  and 
Messrs.  John  Dickinson  and  Ripley  the  plate. 

10  July.  George  Beck,  merchant  of  this  town,  having 
laden  certain  trusses  of  cloth  in  a  stranger’s  bottom,  to  wit,  the 
Blue  Falcon ,  of  Bargon,  to  be  taken  to  Nancy,  when  he  might 
have  had  freight  in  English  ships,  was  fined  £6  13s.  4d.,  which 
he  paid,  and,  for  various  considerations,  five  nobles  were 
returned  to  him. 

Agreed  that  Mr.  Ripley,  being  about  to  go  to  London  by 
sea,  should  on  his  arrival  consult  Mr.  George  Brookes,  of 
Grays  Inn,  solicitor  to  the  House,  and  pay  him  £5  for  his 
pains  and  expences,  and,  if  Mr.  Ripley  perceived  this  was 
too  little,  he  was  to  add  to  it  what  should  be  fitting.  Also, 
Mr.  Ripley  Avas  to  buy  a  double  cagg  of  good  sturgeon,  and  in 
which  should  be,  if  possible,  a  “  faire  Joyle,”  and  present  it, 
with  two  sugar  loaves,  to  Mr.  Thorpe  wdth  the  love  of  this 
House  at  his  reading  time  in  the  vacation  for  the  enter¬ 
tainment  of  his  friends. 

31  July.  Marmaduke  Ombler  was  charged  with  having 
shipped  himself  with  Launcelot  Anderson  for  a  voyage  to 
Newcastle,  and  then  failing  to  sail,  and  hiring  himself  to 
George  Acklam  for  another  voyage  to  Newcastle.  He  was 
fined  £10,  of  which  he  paid  2s.  6d.  and  promised  the  residue 
on  demand. 

Similarly,  George  Acklam,  who  could  not  deny  being 
notified  by  the  House’s  officer  that  Ombler  had  been  hired  by 
Anderson,  and  yet  took  him  to  sea,  was  fined  <£40,  of  which 
he  paid  10s.  and  promised  the  residue  on  demand. 

7  Aug.  William  Baylie,  carpenter,  complained  for  wages 
against  Philip  Billingham.  He  alleged  that  he  was  hired  for 
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a  year  at  <£22,  and,  after  serving  a  time,  the  agreement  was 
dissolved  by  consent.  Ordered  that  Billingham  pay  him 
for  three  months,  i.e.,  £5  10s.  less  £4  5s.  already  advanced 
to  him. 

31  Aug.  Nominated  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  John  Helmsley, 
William  Popple,  Richard  Parkins  and  William  Thomplinson. 
Elected  by  Elder  and  Younger  Brethren,  Messrs.  Parkins 
and  Thomplinson.  Nominated  as  Stewards,  Thomas  Coates, 
Leonard  Cavard,  Roger  Robinson  and  Thomas  Cockerell. 
Elected  Robinson  and  Cockerell. 

6  Sept.  Michael  Seeker,  of  York,  merchant,  complained 
that  he  had  hired  James  Jebson,  mariner,  to  go  in  a  small 
bark  to  Normandy,  and  that  Jebson  refused  to  go  on  the 
voyage.  Ordered  that  Jebson  ought  to  serve  and  Joseph 
Pearson  wTas  warned  not  to  take  him  to  sea  at  his  peril. 

24  Sept.  Thomas  Wight,  carpenter,  complained  against 
William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Isabel,  for  primage  and 
average  on  a  recent  voyage  to  Ostend  and  Mantes,  and  for 
wages  because  the  ship  went  to  Newcastle  on  her  return. 
Because  it  appeared  that  Wight  had  sued  for  his  primage  and 
average  at  common  law  before  complaining  to  the  House,  it 
was  decided  that  he  should  have  neither  primage  nor  average 
here.  As  for  the  Newcastle  voyage,  he  had  28s.  in  coals.  It 
was  therefore  ordered  that  Wilkinson  should  pay  him  4s. 
more  in  full  settlement  of  wages,  and  each  party  to  bear  his 
own  costs  in  the  suit  at  common  law. 

25  Sept.  William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Isabel, 
claimed  damages  against  J onas  Thompson,  master  of  the 
Jonas ,  for  breaking  his  bowsprit  in  the  Haven.  Ordered 
that  Thompson  pay  Wilkinson  6s.  8d.  damages. 

James  Jebson  claimed  wages  against  Michael  Seeker, 
merchant.  He  alleged  that  he  was  hired  for  a  voyage  to 
Normandy  in  a  small  bark  and  put  out  to  sea,  but  the  bark 
proving  indifferent,  was  forced  to  put  back  and  the  voyage 
was  abandoned.  Richard  Brogden  appeared  on  behalf  of 
Seeker,  and  was  ordered  to  pay  Jebson  30s.  over  and  above 
50s.  already  awarded  to  him. 

Richard  Palmer  and  John  Wickham,  of  the  company  of 
the  same  bark,  were  similarly  awarded  13s.  4d.  and  6s.  8d. 
respectively. 

Left  blank. 

25  Sept.  Mr.  Timothy  Thurscross,  having  left  the  town 
and  vacated  the  office  of  chaplain  to  the  House;  the  Wardens, 
Elder  Brethren  and  assistants  elected  Mr.  Maurice  Corney, 
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minister  and  preacher  of  God’s  word  at  St.  Mary’s,  to  succeed 
him  as  chaplain  under  the  usual  conditions.  (See  page  51). 
Corney's  signature  follows. 

25  Mov.  On  behalf  of  Mr.  Alderman  Thomas  Baikes 
complaint  was  made  against  Joshua  Ladley  that  he  had  hired 
himself  to  JTaikes  or  his  wife,  to  go  as  master  in  Baikes’  keel 
to  Holy  Island  for  A3,  and  refused  to  go  upon  the  voyage. 
Ordered  that  Ladley  do  not  go  to  sea  for  six  months  under  the 
customary  penalty,  and  that  no  one  hire  him  during  that  time. 
Also,  since  Ladley  had  a  pension  of  6d.  a  week  from  the 
House,  but  refused  to  earn  money  when  he  could,  his  pension 
was  suspended. 

A  similar  complaint  was  laid  against  Henry  Judd  for 
refusing  to  go  in  the  same  keel  on  the  same  voyage.  Ordered 
that  he  should  not  go  to  sea  for  six  months  under  the 
customary  penalties. 

20  Dec.  Chiddick  Pinder  claimed  30s.  wages  against 
Bobert  Thorp,  master  of  the  Alexander ,  for  a  voyage 
from  London  to  Newcastle,  but  the  voyage  was  abandoned  at 
Hull.  Ordered  that  Thorpe  should  pay  Pinder  10s. 

Ordered  that  Joshua  Ladley ’s  pension  be  restored. 


22  Jan.  Owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  William  Thomlinson, 
Warden,  an  election  was  held.  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
John  Helmsley  and  John  Dickinson  were  nominated,  and  John 
Dickinson  was  elected  by  most  votes  of  Elder  and  Younger 
Brethren.  He  was  absent  at  the  election  and  took  oath  on 
January  24. 

26  Jan.  William  Adwyck,  mariner,  claimed  against  John 
Bowson,  master  of  the  Prosperous ,  for  wages  for  a  voyage  to 
Newcastle  and  the  Eastland,  begun  21  July,  1641.  Bowson 
counterclaimed  freight  and  custom  on  some  flax  which 
Adwyck  had  in  the  ship  for  his  own  particular.  Ordered 

that  Bowson  should  pay  him  21s.  in  full  satisfaction. 

• 

4  Feb.  A  dispute  between  Bobert  Huggons,  sometime 
master  of  the  John  and  William,  and  John  of  Bristowe, 
sometime  but  a  common  sailor  therein,  and  William  Oarfielde, 
part  owner  and  merchant  in  the  said  ship,  was  referred  by 
consent  to  the  House.  Huggons  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage, 
begun  in  September  last,  from  Newcastle  to  Burgon,  in 
Norway,  and  back  to  Yarmouth  and  from  Yarmouth  to 
Sunderland  and  so  to  Hull.  Ordered  that  Oarfielde  should 
pay  Huggons  £1  3s.  6d.  in  addition  to  money  advanced,  but 
10s.  which  Oarfielde  lent  to  a  kinsman  of  Huggons  and  which 
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Oarfielde  alleged  Huggons  had  passed  his  word  for,  was 
allowed  in  the  £1  3s.  6d.  and  Hnggons  was  left  to  take  his 
remedy  at  law  against  his  kinsman  for  the  10s. 

19  Feb.  William  Raikes  and  Henry  Appleton,  Assistants, 
nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  place  of  William 
Thomlinson.  William  Raikes  elected. 

Roger  Watts  and  Richard  Robinson,  Younger  Brethren, 
were  nominated  for  election  as  Assistant  in  place  of  William 
Raikes.  Roger  Watts  elected. 

24  Mar.  James  Stott,  Henry  Huddleston  and  Ralph 
Sterman  claimed  against  William  Wilkinson,  master  of  the 
Isabel,  for  demurrage,  average  and  primage  on  a  voyage 
begun  last  September  to  Ostend  and  other  places.  Ordered 
that  Wilkinson  should  pay  each  of  them  2s.  in  the  £,  and  to 
Sterman  3s.  arrears  of  wages. 

5  Apl.  Robert  Barker,  another  of  the  company  of  William 
Wilkinson,  claimed  average,  primage  and  demurrage  on  the 
same  voyage.  Wilkinson  alleged  that  Barker  and  others  of 
the  company  owed  him  for  the  customs  on  three  tuns  of  wine 
and  fifteen  pieces  of  lead.  Ordered  that  Wilkinson  should 
pay  Barker  at  the  same  rate  as  in  the  above  order  and  Barker 
to  allow  Wilkinson  for  the  customs. 

Left  blank. 

23  Apl.  Memorandum  that  this  day  the  Duke  of  York, 
younger  son  to  King  Charles,  the  Prince  Palsegrave  of  Reyne, 
the  Lord  Mountjoy  of  Newport,  with  other  knights  and 
gentlemen,  came  to  see  this  House  and  were  entertained  with 
a  banquet  which  they  accepted.  The  king  himself  the  same 
day  about  12  of  the  clock  came  to  the  gates  and  would  have 
come  into  the  town,  but  was  not  permitted  by  the  governor, 
Sir  John  Hotham.  But  the  Duke  and  the  other  nobles  and 
gentlemen  were  suffered  to  go  out  to  the  king. 

25  Apl.  Agreed  to  choose  a  Brother  of  the  House  to  go 
to  London  to  follow  the  suit  in  the  Exchequer  now  depending, 
between  the  House  as  plaintiffs  and  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses 
of  Great  Grimsby  and  other  defendants.  Mr.  William  Peck 
was  chosen,  and  he  was  given  authority  under  seal  of  the 
House  to  prosecute  or  compound  the  suit  at  his  discretion. 
He  was  to  have  £20  for  his  expenses,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  any  further  expenses  should  be  allowed  him. 

(A  footnote  adds — This  was  paid  to  Mr.  Peck  upon  his  letter 
that  he  had  taken  up  another  £20  in  London,  and  this  was 
paid  to  Mr.  Wrightington  as  requested  by  Mr.  Peck,  the 
money  taken  up  being  Mr.  Wrightington’s  which  was  in 
Thomas  Coate’s  hands.) 
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13  May.  Robert  Storie  and  others  of  his  company  claimed 
wages  against  Robert  Thorp,  master  of  the  Alexander,  for  a 
voyage  to  Hambrough.  It  appeared  they  were  hired  for 
Hambrough  and  Norway,  but  only  went  to  Hambrough. 
Ordered  that  he  should  pay  Storie,  who  was  mate,  £5,  the 
carpenter  £4  10s.,  and  common  men  55s.,  and  one  hired  by 
the  month  to  have  pay  accordingly.  All  amounts  to  be  paid 
by  the  16  May. 

4  June.  Richard  Man  complained  against  Lancelot 
Anderson  for  wages.  It  appeared  that  Man  was  hired  by 
Anderson  for  a  year,  which  did  not  expire  until  24  July. 
Ordered  that  Anderson  should  pay  Man  three  quarters  wages 
and  Man  should  serve  out  his  time  and  then  have  the  rest 
of  his  wages.  Anderson  was  going  on  a  voyage  to  Greenland 
and  Man  was  to  go  with  him,  and  if  they  could  not  agree 
as  to  Man’  wages  after  his  year  was  up  the  House  would 
decide.  Also  a  difference  as  to  whether  the  year  ended  on 
24  July  as  the  master  said,  or  12  July  as  the  mariner  said, 
was  to  be  settled  by  proof.  Another  difference  about  two 
butts  of  wine  missing  from  their  recent  Spanish  voyage  was 
referred  for  future  consideration. 

2  July.  Mr.  William  Peck  rendered  his  account  for 
expenses  in  London  on  the  business  of  the  suit  against 
Grimsby.  He  had  spent  £46  16s.  10d.,  of  which  £40  had 
been  paid  to  him.  He  was  paid  the  balance. 

9  July.  Ordered  that  “  in  respect  of  the  dangerousness  of 
the  times,  the  town  being  beset  on  every  side  in  manner  of 
a  seige,  and  ready  to  be  assaulted,”  the  money  belonging  to 
the  House  in  cash,  being  £208,  be  divided  into  bags  and 
delivered  to  particular  Brethren  for  safe  keeping  as  follows  :  — 
To  Martin  Jefferson  bag  No.  7,  £50  (brought  in  again1), 
Robert  Raikes  bag  No.  3,  £48  ( brought  in  again  but  wants 
£4  6s.) ;  Coniston  Wrightington  bag  No.  1,  £60  ( brought  in 
again)',  William  Peck  bag  No.  4,  £50  ( brought  in  again). 
Also  agreed  that  the  bonds  belonging  to  the  House,  41  in 
number,  be  delivered  as  follows: — 21  to  Mr.  Popple  and  20 
to  Thomas  Thew.  Also  that  the  plate  be  delivered  to  the 
present  Wardens  as  follows: — To  Mr.  John  Dickinson,  one 
great  scole  or  nut  set  in  silver  double  gilt,  a  double  gilt  bowl, 
a  basin  and  ewer  of  silver,  one  double  gilt  wine  bowl,  two 
white  silver  bowls  and  the  common  seal  of  the  House  sealed 
up  in  a  bag  ( brought  in  again) ;  To  Mr.  Richard  Perkins,  one 
double  bell  salt  double  gilt,  two  silver  beer  bowls,  one  silver 
can,  one  wine  bowl  white  plate,  one  silver  beaker  and  seven¬ 
teen  silver  spoons  ( brought  in  again).  And  there  were  left 
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in  the  House  one  beer  bowl  and  wine  bowl.  Further  agreed 
that  the  persons  to  whom  these  things  were  delivered  were  to 
keep  them  as  their  own  goods  and  deliver  them  back  on 
request  by  the  House.

2  Aug.  Sir  William  Hotham  requested  the  House  to 
nominate  a  pilot  to  take  the  King’s  ship  Expedition  from 
Hull  Roads  to  the  Downs,  and  to  assess  a  wage  for  the  pilot. 
The  House  nominated  Henry  Hardy  and  assessed  wages  at 
£5,  with  £2  conduct  money  ,  for  his  homeward  journey. 

9  Aug.  Edward  Niskell  claimed  10s.  arrears  of  wages  on 
an  Eastland  voyage  from  Robert  Maister,  master  of  the 
Hopewell.  Maister  counterclaimed  for  custom  on  22  bunches 
of  flax,  Niskell’s  property,  and  for  Niskell’s  share  in  ballast¬ 
ing  the  ship.  Ordered  that  Maister  should  pay  6s.  in  full 
settlement. 

17  Aug.  Roger  Foster,  carpenter,  claimed  wages  against 
Philip  Billingham.  He  alleged  that  Billingham  hired  him 
at  40s.  per  month.  It  appeared  that  Foster  had  served  rather 
more  than  a  month  and  a  half  and  had  received  40s.  and  odd 
money.  Ordered  that  Billingham  should  pay  him  enough 
to  bring  the  sum  already  paid  to  £3  5s.,  which  he  promised 
to  do. 

27  Aug.  Agreed  that  the  old  custom  of  nominating  eight 
Younger  Brethren  for  four  to  be  elected  stewards  be  changed, 
and  in  future  four  be  nominated  and  two  chosen,  as  in  the 
case  of  other  officers.  The  election  to  be  by  Elder  and 
Younger  Brethren.

2  With  unnamed  sureties.  In  each  case  a  marginal  note — “  These  bonds 

received  again.” 
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29  Aug.  Nominated  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  William 
Popple,  John.  Helmsley,  Coniston  Wrightington  and 
William  Paikes.  Elected,  Messrs.  Wrightington  and 
Helmsley.  Nominated  for  election  as  Stewards,  Thomas 
Coates,  George  Loggan,  Leonard  Cavard  and  Christopher 
Linskell.  Elected,  Cavard  and  Linskell. 

3  Sept.  “  The  town  (thanks  he  to  God),  being  more  at 
libertie  than  formerlie,  the  seidge  being  removed,”  the  money 
taken  out  of  the  House  in  bags  Nos.  7,  1  and  3  by  the  order 
of  July  9  was  returned  intact,  except  that  Mr.  Robert  Raikes 
was  £4  6s.  short  in  bag  No.  3;  the  reason  he  gave  being 
that  Mr.  Perkins  earnestly  besought  him  to  let  him  have 
£22  in  gold  for  £22  in  money,  which  he  did,  and  otherwise 
did  not  meddle  with  the  money.  Also  the  same  day  Messrs. 
Popple  and  Thew  returned  the  bonds.  On  October  5th  Mr. 
Richard  Perkins  returned  the  plate  and  money  ( bag  No.  4) 
entrusted  to  him. 

On  October  8  John  Dickinson  returned  the  plate  entrusted 
to  him. 

5  Sept.  Sir  John  Hotham,  governor  of  the  town,  requested 
the  House  to  nominate  two  persons  to  join  with  others 

nominated  bv  him  to  assess  the  value  of  the  furniture  of  the 

_ 

King’s  ship,  Providence,  lately  brought  into  Hull  from 
Hedon  Haven.  The  House  nominated  Henry  Appleton  and 
David  Jackson. 

Also  the  House  was  asked  by  Sir  John  to  assess  the  wages 
due  to  Thomas  Dwarris,  mariner,  employed  to  pilot  a  ketch 
from  Hull  to  the  Downs  and  back  in  service  for  Sir  John. 
The  wages  were  assessed  at  £4. 

17  Sept.  Ordered  that  henceforward  the  poor  in  the  new 
hospital  have  their  allowances  increased  from  12d.  per  week 
to  16d.  per  week  each. 

23  Sept.  Thomas  Skilbeck  and  Peter  Greene  claimed 
wages  from  George  Thompson,  master  of  a  pinck,  for  a 
voyage  to  Sunderland.  It  appeared  that  the  pinck  was  driven 
into  Hartlepool  by  stress  of  weather  on  her  return  voyage 
and  sank  there,  in  which  extremity  Skelbeck  left  the  master 
“  without  leave  or  liking  ”  and  made  his  way  home,  but 
Greene  stayed  by  the  ship  and  helped  to  deliver  her.  Ordered 
that  Skilbeck  should  have  no  wages,  and  that  Greene,  who 
had  received  an  advance  of  a  dollar,  should  have  3s. 

3  Oct.  Ordered  that  Elizabeth  Stevenson,  widow,  be 
admitted  to  the  Old  Hospital,  to  have  a  room  there  and  2s. 
per  week,  on  condition  that  she  made  fires  for  the  poor  in  that 
house,  attended  them  in  sickness  and  attended  the  Wardens 
and  Elder  Brethren  when  they  met,  to  make  fires  or  go 
errands. 
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8  Oct.  At  the  request  of  Capt.  Ashley,  of  H.M.S. 
Sampson,  at  present  in  Hull  Road,  the  House  nominated 
Robert  Storie  as  pilot  for  the  said  ship  northwards.  Richard 
Thompson  was  similarly  nominated  pilot  for  the  Hercules 
northwards. 

Roger  Sharpe,  of  the  company  of  the  Jonas,  master  Jonas 
Thomson,  on  her  recent  voyage  to  London  on  the  Parliament’s 
service,  claimed  wages  for  six  weeks  at  London.  It  appeared 
that  he  was  paid  for  the  voyage  to  London  on  arrival,  but 
the  ship  was  kept  there  at  the  Parliament’s  pleasure,  and 
though  he  stayed  six  weeks  he  then  left  the  ship  without 
leave  and  did  not  stay  to  bring  her  home.  Ordered  that  he 
receive  no  wages. 

17  Oct.  Richard  Man,  having  served  out  his  year  (which 
ended  July  13,  by  agreement  of  both  parties)  and  taken  a 
Greenland  voyage  with  Launcelot  Anderson,  according  to  the 
order  of  June  4,  both  parties  referred  to  the  House  for 
decision  of  wages  due  to  Man  for  the  last  quarter  of  his 
year’s  service,  and  the  Greenland  voyage.  Ordered  that 
Anderson  should  pay  Man  his  whole  Greenland  wages  and 
whale  money  and  thirty  shillings  for  the  remainder  of  his 
quarter  ended  13  July,  fifty  shillings  being  deducted  from 
the  sum  so  due  because  part  of  Man’s  service  was  spent  on 
the  Greenland  voyage,  for  which  he  was  to  have  full  wages. 

24  Oct.  Sara  Smith  (on  behalf  of  her  husband,  William 
Smith),  William  Baites  and  Thomas  Hartes  claimed  wages 
from  Peter  Rawson,  master  of  the  George  and  Francis,  on  a 
recent  vo3mge  from  Hull  to  London  when  the  ship  was  driven 
into  Amsterdam  by  stress  of  weather,  and  later  went  thence  to 
London  and  so  back  to  Hull.  It  appeared  that,  had  the 
complainants  performed  their  duties,  there  would  have  been 
due  to  Smith  £7  14s.,  to  Baites  £3  6s.  8d.,  and  to  Hartes 
£2  10s.  But,  inasmuch  as  they  grossly  neglected  their  duty 
and  scandalously  abused  the  master,  it  was  decided  that 
Smith  should  forfeit  £3  of  his  wages,  and  he  having  already 
received  £2  10s.,  Rawson  was  ordered  to  pay  Smith’s  wife 
on  his  behalf  £2  4s.  Baites  was  to  forfeit  £1  10s.,  but,  as  he 
had  received  £3  2s.,  he  was  to  refund  £1  5s.  4d.  to  Rawson. 
Hartes  was  to  forfeit  10s.,  and,  as  he  had  received  £1  10s., 
he  was  to  receive  10s.  which  Rawson  was  ordered  to  pay,  and 
which  he  did  pay  on  the  following  day. 

John  Colson,  one  of  the  company  of  Anthony  Baker,  of 
Scarborough,  master  of  the  Sara,  from  Boston  to  Sunderland 
and  so  to  Scarborough  claimed  wages.  It  appeared  that  half 
wages,  i.e.,  14s.  was  due  to  him,  which  the  master  was 

ordered  to  pay. 
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21  Oct.  William  Smith  ancl  others  claimed  wages  from 
Peter  Rawson,  master  of  the  George  and  Francis,  on  a  recent 
voyage  to  London.  It  appeared  that  the  wages  were  due, 
hut,  as  the  master  alleged  neglect,  he  was  ordered  to  bring 
the  wages  and  his  witnesses  to  the  House  on  the  following 
Monday  at  one  o’clock  prepared  to  show  cause  why  the  wages 
should  not  be  paid. 

Note. — This  order  should  have  been  entered  before  that  of 
24  October,  when  the  cause  was  heard  and  decided  as  appears. 

3  Nov.  Nathaniel  Maxwell,  William  Maior,  George 
Coball  and  James  Humphrey  claimed  wages  from  William 
Dobson,  master  of  the  pink  Hope,  of  Hull,  for  a  voyage  to 
Sunderland  and  hack.  It  appeared  that  the  pink  was  stopped 
at  Grimsby  by  order  of  Mr.  CrewT,  owner,  on  her  outward 
voyage  and  the  company  discharged.  Ordered  that  they 
receive  half  wages. 

12  Nov.  James  Nettleton  complained  that  he  had  hired 
William  Danbie  to  serve  as  his  mate  in  a  voyage  to  Bordeaux 
in  the  .  .  .  A  of  Hull,  and  that  he  now  refused  to  go. 
Danbie  alleged  that  he  only  accepted  the  12d.  Godspenny  on 
condition  that  John  Robinson  would  allow  him  to  serve,  but 
this  being’  unproved  it  was  ordered  that  he  should  go  on  the 
voyage.  If  he  refused,  he  was  not  to  go  to  sea  for  six  months 
under  the  usual  penalties. 

26  Nov.  Mr.  Maurice  Gorney,  chaplain  to  the  House,  having 
absented  himself  from  the  town  four  months  and  more,  and 
neglected  reading  divine  service  and  prayers  to  the  poor  of 
the  Hospital,  and  having  failed  to  notify  the  House  of  the 
cause  of  his  absence  and  when  he  intended  to  return,  was, 
by  order  of  the  Wardens,  Elder  Brethren  and  Assistants, 
discharged  from  his  office.  It  was  decided  to  elect  a  new 
chaplain.  Messrs.  Anthony  Stevenson  and  John  Gooch, 
ministers  of  God’s  word,  wTere  nominated,  of  whom  Mr. 
Stevenson  was  elected.  He  was  to  conform  to  the  usual 
conditions  for  chaplain,  reading  “  service  and  prayers 
according  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  now  established  to 
be  read  in  the  Church  of  England  by  Act  of  Parliament,  so 
long  as  the  same  shall  be  allowed,  and  afterwards  as  the  same 
shall  he  established  by  like  Act  of  Parliament.” 

29  Nov.  Roger  Robinson,  master  of  the  Sara,  claimed 
damages  against  Daniel  Crawforth,  master  of  a  great  ship  of 
Ipswdch,  by  reason  of  a  collision  in  the  Haven.  Ordered  that 
Crawforth  pay  Robinson  £5. 

Conditions  of  appointment  as  chaplain  subscribed  by 
Anthony  Stevenson  left  blank. 

\  Left  blank  in  MSS. 
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3  Dec.  Ordered  that  Mr.  Antony  Stevenson  should 
continue  to  read  prayers  to  the  poor  in  the  House,  and  as 
chaplain  in  spite  of  the  claim  put  forward  by  Mr.  Stiles, 
vicar  of  this  town,  to  the  chaplaincy,  or  alternatively  to  the 
right  to  read  prayers  in  the  chapel  as  being  within  his  parish. 

5  Dec.  Mr.  Stiles,  vicar  of  St.  Trinities  parish,  appeared 
before  the  House  and  propounded  the  following  questions  :  — 

1.  Whether  the  House  was  prepared  to  quash  the 
election  of  Mr.  Stevenson  as  chaplain  and  chose  some 
other  young  scholar  of  the  town. 

2.  If  they  refused  to  choose  a  new  chaplain,  whether 
they  appointed  Mr.  Stevenson  as  reader  or  preacher, 
or  both. 

To  which  the  House  answered  that  they  proposed  to  keep  Mr. 
Stevenson  as  chaplain  and  that  if  for  any  legal  reason  he  was 
not  allowed  to  preach  in  the  chapel  as  well  as  read  prayers, 
they  would  waive  the  conditions  with  regard  to  preaching. 

17  Dec.  Nathaniel  Purver  and  Thomas  Marshall  claimed 
wages  against  William  Bachus,  master  of  the  Providence. 
They  alleged  that  they  had  laded  and  attended  ship  for  a 
voyage  to  London,  but  in  the  Humber  the  ship  sprang  a  leak 
and  returned  to  Hull  where  she  unladed.  Ordered  that  each 
man  should  have  a  third  of  his  wages. 

24  Dec.  Thomas  Cockerell,  master  and  part  owner  of  the 
Industrie ,  complained  of  Steven  Harrison,  mariner,  for 
cutting  his  hawser.  Ordered  that  Harrison  should  pay 
Cockerell  6s.  8d.,  which  he  paid.  Also  that  Cockerell  should 
withdraw  at  his  own  cost  any  action  at  law  concerning  the 
matter. 

7  Jan.  Thomas  Cockerell,  master  and  part  owner  of 
the  Industrie ,  claimed  damages  against  Mathew  Hutchinson, 
master  and  part  owner  of  the  Friendship,  arising  out  of  a 
collision  in  the  Haven,  in  which  the  Industrie  sustained  a 
broken  missen  mast  and  other  damage.  Ordered  that 
Hutchinson  should  pay  Cockerell  12s.  Cockerell  to  keep  the 
broken  mast.

20  Aug.  (2)  A  deputation  was  sealed  to  William 
Brighouse,  of  Great  Grimsby,  gentleman,  to  collect  primage, 
buoyage  and  beaconage  there.  He  was  allowed  3s.  4d.  in  the 
£  on  primage  collected  and  half  the  buoyage  and  beaconage. 

1  June.  A  controversy  between  George  Johnson,  half 
owner  and  half  merchant  of  the  William,  of  Aberdeen, 
Thomas  Sheris,  factor  or  deputy  for  George  Morrison,  and 
2  Altered  from  1642. 
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John  Strangham,  owners  and  merchants  of  the  other  half  of' 
the  ship,  on  the  one  side,  and  Andrew  Finley,  master  of  the 
ship,  on  the  other  side,  was  referred  to  the  House.  The 
owners  alleged  the  master  was  unwilling  to  proceed  on  the 
voyage  for  which  he  had  been  retained,  i.e.,  from  Aberdeen 
to  Lynn  or  some  port  near  to  Lynn  and  back.  Ordered  that 
Finley  should  complete  his  voyage. 

28  July.  Peter  Rawson,  master  of  the  Samuell,  claimed 
wages  against  her  owner,  Thomas  Taylor,  for  a  voyage  to 
Scotland.  It  appeared  that  Rawson  wras  hired  for  the  voyage 
at  <£3  plus  10s.  from  the  merchants,  but  that  owing  to  his 
negligence  Taylor  had  to  pay  a  pilot  2s.  6d.  Ordered  that 
Rawson  should  receive  £3  less  2s.  6d.  Taylor  further 

alleged  he  had  not  received  his  freight,  and  Rawson  asked 
for  a  note  for  his  wages  to  be  paid  by  the  merchants  as  he 
would  not  take  Taylor’s  word.  Taylor  gave  him  the  note. 

21  Aug.  The  House  agreed  to  give  £10  out  of  the  House’s 
stock  to  the  relief  or  ransom  of  the  prisoners  in  Pontefract 
Castle,  that  were  taken  in  the  catch  that  went  from  Hull  to 
Gainsborough,  the  captain  or  master  of  which  was  Andrew 
Raikes. 

Also,  since  Ferdinand  Lord  Fairfax,  governor  of  the 
town,  was  desirous  of  borrowing  money  on  security  of  plate 
at  8  per  cent.,  it  was  ordered  that  £400  should  be  lent  him  on 
the  following  terms: — The  House  was  to  receive  2,000  ozs.  of 
plate  which  had  been  delivered  to  the  Parliament’s  use  on 
the  public  faith,  and  that  Fairfax  should  give  a  bill  of  sale 
conditionally  that  if  £432  was  repaid  to  the  House  at  the 
year  end,  then  the  bill  of  sale  to  be  void,  and  the  plate  to  be 
re-delivered,  otherwise  the  bill  of  sale  to  remain  in  force. 

(. Marginal  note.  This  order  recalled  as  may  appear  1 
September,  1643.)

28  Aug.  Nominated  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
William  Peck,  Martyn  Jefferson  and  William  Raikes. 
Elected,  Messrs.  Peck  and  Raikes.  Nominated  for  election 
as  stewards,  Thomas  Coates,  George  Loggan,  Richard  Hill 
and  James  Blaides.  Elected,  Hill  and  Coates. 

1  Sept.  Ordered  that  the  order  of  21  August  concerning 
the  plate  be  rescinded  because  this  day  Lord  Fairfax 
offered  to  sell  to  the  House  plate  to  the  value  of  £400,  at 
4s.  lOd.  the  ounce,  which  he  did,  it  was  conceived,  for  his 
great  need  of  money  to  pay  his  soldiers.  The  House,  though 
it  had  no  need  of  plate,  yet  considering  his  need  and  howr 
things  stood,  the  King’s  forces  under  the  Earl  of  Newcastle 
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lying  near  about  the  town  at  Cottingham,  Beverley  and 
Newland,  in  manner  of  a  siege,  agreed  to  buy  tlie  plate. 

2  Sept.  I  iord  Fairfax  sent  the  plate  to  be  sold  to  the 
House,  being  1,656  ozs.,  which  amounts  to  £400  4s.  Od.  The 
money  was  paid  and  the  plate  put  into  a  chest  in  the  House. 

Note.  There  will  want  2  oz.  of  this  plate  by  the  exchange 
of  a  beer  bowl,  given  to  the  House  by  Mr.  Cuthbert 
Thompson,  and  broken  by  casualty,  exchanged  for  another 
bowl  of  this  plate. 

Memorandum  that  on  Wednesday,  11  October,  1643, 
divers  townsmen  and  soldiers  issued  out  of  the  town,  going 
forth  about  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  and  in  two  hours 
and  a  half  time  gained  their  works  there  on  that  quarter1  and 
took  from  thence  two  great  brass  piece  of  ordnance,  the  one 
of  them  being  one  their  greatest  which  shot  bullets  of  36  lbs. 
weight  apiece,  and  the  other  a  demi-culverin  and  three 
smaller  pieces  of  brass  more.  But  the  enemy  coming  up, 
upon  the  same  in  a  great  body,  our  strength  being  very  small 
in  comparison  of  theirs  (bur  numbers  when  they  went  forth 
being  but  about  1,200  foot  and  3  companies  of  horse)  and 
wearied  in  the  former  conflict,  there  was  a  very  violent  and 
fierce  fight  for  the  space  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  but  it  pleased 
God  Almighty  to  give  such  strength  and  courage  to  our  men 
that  with  the  assistance  of  our  great  ordinance  which  played 
upon  the  enemy  from  our  walls  and  works,  that  although 
the  enemy  had  regained  all  their  works  again,  yet  they  beat 
them  back  so  as  the  enemy  was  by  four  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon  the  same  day,  forced  to  retreat  to  the  uttermost  part  of 
their  works  in  their  west  quarter  where  they  rested  till  night 
time  and  in  the  night,  not  only  withdrew  themselves  from 
that  quarter,  but  also  from  all  their  works  which  they  had 
on  the  north  quarter  of  the  town  with  all  their  ordinance 
which  they  had  about  that  quarter  which  had  done  us  the 
most  hurt,  and  so  departed  wholly  away  whereby  the  seige 
was  raised.  But  the  ordnance  beforementioned  taken  at  the 
west  quarter  was  kept  and  brought  away  into  the  town  where 
they  remain.  Thus  it  pleased  the  Lord  of  his  great  mercy 
to  grant,  the  deliverance  from  this  great  and  potent  army 
after  six  weeks’  seige.  His  Name  be  ever  blessed  and  praised 
therefore.  And  in  all  the  fight  this  day  we  had  not  above 
eight  men  slain,  but  the  enemy  had  many  commanders  killed, 
the  report  goetli,  and  a  great  number  of  common  soldiers 
certainly. 

13  Oct.  Several  of  the  company  of  the  Whale,  master 
Launcelot  Anderson,  claimed  wages  and  whale  money  on  a 

1  The  west  side  of  the  town  (vide  infra). 
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recent  Greenland  voyage  from  Mr.  Percival  Levitt,  merchant. 
It  appeared  that  they  had  already  received  part  of  their 
wages.  Ordered  that  they  should  deliver  such  goods  out  of 
the  ship  as  the  merchant  desired,  within  the  week,  and  then 
they  should  have  the  balance  of  wages  due  and  whale  money. 
If  the  merchant  refused  to  take  delivery  of  the  goods  within 
the  week,  he  was  to  pay  the  sums  demanded  and  the  company 
to  be  free  from  further  attendance  on  the  ship. 

28  Oct.  David  Thorneton  claimed  wages  against  George 
Robson,  master  of  the  Hopewell,  on  a  voyage  to  Boston.  It 
was  proved  that  he  had  already  had  full  wages  or  more. 

15  Sept.  Henry  Wallis,  Roger  Fetherstone  and  Elizabeth 
Winkham  (on  behalf  of  her  late  husband,  John  Winkham) 
claimed  wages  against  Philip  Billingham,  master  of  the 
Content ,  for  a  voyage  to  London  begun  about  Christmas.  It 
appeared  that  part  of  their  wages  had  been  paid  and  that 
although  they  stayed  some  time  in  London,  they  did  not 
bring  the  ship  home.  Ordered  that  5s.  each  be  deducted 
from  the  wages  due  to  them,  and  the  balance  paid  over  as 
follows: — To  Wallis  and  Elizabeth  Winkham,  8s.  each,  and 
to  Featherstone,  6s. 

The  company  of  the  Prosperous ,  master  John  Rawson, 
claimed  for  a  recent  voyage  to  Scotland.  The  master  alleged 
neglect  to  deliver  the  ship.  Ordered  that  the  company  should 
allow  Id.  for  every  ton  of  coals  which  they  neglected  to 
deliver  in  the  sixteen  days  on  which  they  ought  to  have 
attended  for  that  purpose,  and  Jd.  for  every  chalder  of  coal. 
The  balance  of  wages  to  be  paid  them.

4  Apl.  Anne  Johnson,  widow  of  Robert  Bate,  pensioner 
for  fourteen  years  in  the  old  hospital,  having  died,  and  left 
certain  goods  in  her  cell,  an  inventory  of  which  was  deposited 
in  the  chest,  and  the  custom  of  the  House  being  that  all 
pensioners  should  undertake  to  leave  all  their  belongings 
after  deduction  of  funeral  expenses  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
the  House,  the  Wardens  and  Elder  Brethren  this  day  entered 
and  took  possession  of  the  goods  of  the  said  Anne  Johnson  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  House. 

15  Apl.  Christopher  Burton  and  Henry  Judd,  of  the 
Samuel,  of  Lynn,  Thomas  Tailer,  master,  bound  for  Scotland 
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and  so  for  Hull,  failed  to  attend  to  deliver  ship  at  Headon. 
Ordered  that  they  forfeit  5s.  each  of  their  wages,  the  balance 
to  be  paid  by  them. 

27  Apl.  William  Winsper,  on  behalf  of  his  son,  Philip, 
claimed  wages  against  John  Robinson,  master  of  the 
Peregrine ,  for  a  voyage  from  Holland  to  Hull  and  another 
from  Hull  to  Holland  and  back.  Ordered  that  Robinson  pay 
Winsper  15s. 

4  May.  Ordered  that  501J  ounces  of  plate  of  the  1,656 
ounces  bought  from  Lord  Fairfax  be  sent  to  London  by 
Thomas  Coates,  master  of  the  Godspeed ,  at  the  House’s 
adventure,  to  be  sold  at  4s.  lOd.  an  ounce,  or  more  if  he  could 
get  it ;  or  if  more  profit  could  be  made  by  taking  it  to  the  Mint 
to  be  coined  or  exchanged  for  money,  to  do  so.  It  was  desired 
that  he  should  take  Mr.  Crathorne’s  advice  in  the  matter.  If 
by  neither  of  these  means  he  could  get  4s.  lOd.  per  ounce,  it 
was  left  to  his  discretion  to  sell  or  not.  A  commission 
according  to  this  order  made  out  to  him.  The  above 
mentioned  plate  was  delivered  to  Thomas  Coates  with  the 
commission.  There  were  59  pieces  of  plate  and  nine  spoons 
“  whereof  somewhere  but  pieces  of  spoons.” 

18  June.  Memorandum.  Coates  rendered  account  for  the 
sale  of  the  plate  at  4s.  lOd.  per  ounce,  but  at  London  the 
weight  was  reckoned  at  494  ozs.  10  dwts.,  which  sold  for 
£119  10s.  Id.,  which  sum  was  put  into  the  chest.  (The  receipt 
for  this,  by  Benjamin  Yates,  goldsmith  at  the  Crown  in  Fetter 
Lane,  dated  16th  May,  is  pinned  to  the  page.) 

25  May.  At  the  request  of  Sir  William  Constable,  deputy 
governor  of  the  town,  the  House  agreed  to  settle  a  dispute 
between  George  Dawes,  master  of  the  Daniel,  of  London,  and 
his  company.  It  appeared  that  the  dispute  arose  over  the 
alteration  of  a  voyage.  It  had  been  proposed  in  March  that 
the  ship  should  go  from  London  to  Sunderland  for  coals  but, 
before  she  sailed,  about  April  1st,  the  ship  was  taken  by  the 
Committee  for  Scottish  affairs  and  employed  to  transport 
victuals  to  the  Scotch  army  then  near  Newcastle.  But  when 
she  arrived  at  Sunderland  the  master  was  ordered  by  the 
Committee  and  Commissioners  of  the  Parliament  to  take  the 
ship  and  victuals  to  Hull,  which  he  did  and  now  proposed  to 
go  to  Sunderland  and  load  coals  for  London,  which  his  com¬ 
pany  refused  to  do  without  consideration  for  the  previous 
voyages.  Ordered  that  one-third  of  the  freight  to  be  received 
bv  Dawes  for  the  voyage  to  Sunderland,  being  £6  13s.  4d., 
should  be  divided  amongst  the  company  in  proportion  to  their 
wages,  viz.,  Robert  Sinkler,  Henry  Waite,  Walter  Cromultie 
and  Samuel  Barker,  11s.  9d.  each,  and  Thomas  Spradling, 
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13s.  Id.,  wliicli  were  to  be  forthwith  paid  by  George  Dawes. 
Similarly,  one-third  of  the  freight  from  Sunderland  to  Hull 
was  to  be  divided  amongst  the  company  according  to  wages 
and  paid  as  soon  as  the  master  received  it.  Further,  the 
mariners  were  to  go  on  the  voyage  to  Sunderland  and  on  return 
to  London  were  to  receive  the  full  wages  for  which  they  had 
been  hired,  in  addition  to  the  extra  payments  ordered  by  the 
House. 

18  June.  Ordered  that  the  House  meet  on  Saturday  next 
between  twelve  and  one  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  to  discuss  the 
matter  of  the  £4  missing  when  he  returned  it  from  the  bag 
delivered  to  Mr.  Robert  Raikes.  Also  of  Mr.  Wrightington’s 
receipt  of  Bell’s  rent  and  other  monies  supposed  to  be  received 
by  him  of  Rappyn  and  Hewland.  ( This  entry  has  been 
cancelled.) 

Mr.  James  Lupton  informed  the  House  that  he  had  hired 
Marmaduke  Perkins  for  an  Eastland  voyage,  but  that  he  had 
not  only  failed  to  go  aboard,  but  had  been  arrested  and  was  in 
prison.  Ordered  that  Mr.  Lupton  be  free  to  hire  another  man. 

22  June.  It  was  decided  by  the  House  that  Mr.  Robert 
Raikes  should  not  be  charged  with  £4  6s.  missing  from  the 
bag  delivered  to  him  on  9th  July,  1642. 

25  June.  Ordered  that  600  ozs.  of  the  plate  bought  of  Lord 
Fairfax  should  be  entrusted  to  James  Blaides,  master  of  the 
Supplie,  on  the  House’s  adventure  to  be  taken  to  London  and 
there  sold  at  4s.  lOd.  per  oz.,  or  if  it  should  be  more  profitable, 
to  have  it  recoined  at  the  Mint.  Blaides  was  given 
discretionary  power  to  sell  at  less  than  4s.  lOd.  per  oz.  if 
necessary,  and  a  commission  to  that  effect  was  given  him  under 
the  House’s  seal.  Memorandum,  that  there  were  35  parcels  of 
plate  and  eight  spoons  given  him. 

1  Au£.  William  Winter,  mariner,  recently  died  indebted 
to  the  House  for  £6,  for  payment  whereof  David  Jackson,  a 
brother  of  the  House,  only  passed  his  word;  and  as  Winter 
died  in  poverty  and  Jackson  was  willing  to  pay  £3  it  was 
decided  to  accept  this  and  take  remedy  at  law  against  Winter’s 
executors  for  the  balance. 

Mr.  Michael  Harrison,  of  Hull,  attorney,  was  asked  to  act 
as  the  House’s  attorney  to  sue  for  such  debts  as  the  House 
should  instruct  him.  He  agreed,  and  it  was  decided  to  draw 
up  a  letter  of  attornev  and  the  following  bonds  were  taken 
out.  Mr.  James  Watkinson.  £108  principal  debt;  William 
Thornton,  £260  principal  debt;  Steven  Thompson,  £104 
principal  debt:  Steven  Hutchinson,  £208  principal  debt;  and 
Will  iam  Witell,  £104  principal  debt.  The  following  bonds 
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were  also  taken  out  to  be  put  in  suit  against  Mr.  Christopher 
Bacon,  of  North  Ferriby,  viz.  :  that  for  £41  12s.  principal,  in 
which  he  was  bound  with  Robert  Bacon,  the  other  for  £50,  in 
which  he  was  bound  with  Robert  Brooke  and  Francis  Bacon. 
Also,  a  bond  was  taken  out  to  be  put  in  suit  against  Henry 
Dalton,  in  which  he  was  bound  with  John  Dalton  and 
Benjamin  Dalton  for  £41  12s.  Note. — These  bonds  were  put 
back  in  the  chest  on  August  10  till  required  in  court. 

Also,  agreed  to  grant  Thomas  Robinson,  labourer,  a  lease 
for  21  years  of  the  third  house  and  garden  in  Whitefryer  Gate 
at  £2  5s.  per  annum,  he  to  find  suretie  for  payment  of  rent 
and  performance  of  covenants. 

8  Aug.  By  means  of  the  lack  of  assistance  of  Elder 
Brethren,  the  affairs  of  the  House  were  greatly  neglected  and 
meetings  frustrated.  By  the  Charters  at  least  one  Warden, 
four  Elder  Brethren  and  two  Assistants  ought  to  be  present  at 
the  making  of  every  order  of  the  House,  and  because  certain 
Elder  Brethren  were  frequently  absent  at  sea,  and  others  had 
withdrawn  from  the  town  and  neglected  their  duties,  the 
necessary  number  could  not  always  be  found  to  attend 
meetings.  In  particular  Mr.  William  Crewe,  an  Elder 
Brother,  had  lived  with  his  family  at  Great  Grimsby  for  two 
years  and  had  become  a  burgess  and  taken  the  office  of 
alderman  of  that  town,  so  that  he  could  not  attend  the  House. 
Also,  Mr.  Richard  Parkins,  Elder  Brother,  had  been  absent 
for  two  years,  residing  in  the  enemy’s  quarters,  and  was  still 
there  or  overseas.  It  was  therefore  ordered  that  Messrs.  Crewe 
and  Parkins  be  discharged  from  the  office  of  Elder  Brethren 
and  that  other  be  elected  in  their  place  on  Saturday,  August 
10th,  unless  in  the  meantime  the  said  Crew  and  Parkins  could 
show  reasonable  cause  for  absence. 

(Note  at  foot  of  page — See  Order  of  March  31,  1648,  for  the 
re-admission  of  Mr.  Parkins.) 

10  Aug.  Election  of  Elder  Brethren  in  pursuance  of  the 
above  order.  The  following  assistants  were  nominated : 
Messrs.  Henry  Appleton,  John  Rawson,  Robert  Ripley  and 
David  Jackson,  of  whom  Appleton  and  Ripley  were  elected. 

The  following  Younger  Brethren  were  nominated  for 
election  to  the  assistantships  thus  vacant.  John  Blenkarne, 
Launcelot  Anderson,  Richard  Robinson  and  Edward  Popple. 
Anderson  and  Popple  w^ere  elected. 

Note.  The  assistants  had  no  voices  in  these  elections  but 
were  put  by.  Also,  Mr.  CrewT  came  in  before  the  election 
and  said  what  he  could  for  himself,  but  his  reasons  were  not 
accepted. 
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21  Aug.  John  Blaides  rendered  his  account  of  the  600  ozs. 
of  plate  sold  by  him  in  London.  It  made  4s.  lOJd.  per  oz., 
which  amounted  to  £146  5s.,  which  he  paid,  and  which  was 
put  into  the  chest. 

Agreed  that  a  suit  should  he  brought  against  James 
Ivippin  for  a  half-year’s  rent  of  <£10,  due  Lady  Day,  1643, 
called  Bell’s  rent,  the  suit  to  be  in  the  name  of  William  Bell 
and  Ann,  his  wife,  according  to  the  assurances  thereof. 

David  Kersteares,  Scotsman,  master  of  the  Dolphin ,  claimed 
damages  against  George  Aklam,  of  Hull,  master  of  the 
Susan,  for  collision  in  the  roadstead,  in  which  the  Dolphin's 
rudder  was  broken.  Ordered  that  Aklam  should  pay 
£3  9s.  lOd. 

24  Aug.  Agreed  that  the  remainder  of  the  plate  bought 
of  Lord  Fairfax,  being  507 £  ozs.,  be  sent  to  London  by 
Thomas  Coates,  master  of  the  Godspead,  on  the  House’s 
adventure  to  be  by  him  sold  at  4s.  lOd.  per  oz.,  or  more  if 
he  could  get  it.  Coates  to  have  discretionary  power  to  take 
less  if  he  could  not  get  4s.  lOd.  Commission  under  seal  issued 
to  that  effect. 

26  Aug.  Agreed  to  grant  John  Bacchus  a  twenty-one  year 
lease  of  the  garden  and  house  in  Whitefriargate,  late 
occupied  by  Lady  Mountfort  at  £3  per  annum  rent  and  £3 
fine.  Tenant  to  be  responsible  for  repairs. 

Left  blank. 

2  Sept.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
Martin  Jefferson,  Thomas  Tliew  and  James  Lupton.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Lupton  and  Jefferson.  Nominated  for  stewards, 
James  Blaides,  George  Loggan,  John  Robinson,  the  elder, 
John  Watson.  Elected,  Loggan  and  Blaides. 

14  Sept.  George  Hodgson  claimed  wages  against  Mr. 
Rawson,  master  of  the  Prosperous,  for  a  voyage  to  Holland. 
Ordered  that  Rawson  pay  him  28s. 

21  Sept.  Robert  Newbie  claimed  16s.  wages  for  a  voyage 
from  London  against  Brian  Metham,  master  of  the  Marie. 
It  appeared  that  a  bag  of  hops  for  Mr.  Strickland  was  dropped 
overboard  in  lading  and,  being  wet,  stored  in  the  “  howle 
by  the  ship’s  company  and  some  of  the  cargo  spoiled,  for 
which  Metham  was  charged  £3  damages.  It  was  thought 
reasonable  that  the  company  should  bear  part  of  the  loss 
and  ordered  that  Newbie  should  allow  4s.  of  his  wages,  the 
balance  of  12s.  to  be  paid  him  without  delay. 

Also  Brian  Metham,  having  been  disfranchised  by  an  order 
of  July,  1640,  for  uncivil  words,  now  submitted  himself  to 
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tile  House  saying  that  what  he  said  was  out  of  passion  and 
not  of  settled  purpose  nor  in  any  way  in  contempt  of  the  Board. 
It  was  therefore  ordered  that,  on  payment  of  a  fine  of  10s., 
he  be  re-admitted  as  a  brother  of  the  Fraternity.  He  paid 
the  fine  and  took  the  usual  oath. 

Thomas  Cort,  merchant  of  Hull,  had  shipped  ten  dozen  of 
cloth  for  Norway  in  the  ship  of  Daniel  Williamson,  a 
stranger,  and  thereby  incurred  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  Because 
he  submitted  himself,  and  the  goods  were  of  small  value,  he 
was  fined  6s.  8d.  only. 

16  Oct.  Mr.  Thomas  Coates  rendered  his  account  for  the 
sale  of  the  plate  (501^  ozs.)  sold  by  him  in  London  for 
4s.  10Jd.  per  ounce,  which  amounted  to  £123  5s.  6d.,  there 
being,  as  weighed  at  London,  508  ozs.  only.  He  paid  in  the 
money,  which  was  put  into  the  chest. 

23  Oct.  Joseph  Hall,  merchant  of  Hull,  submitted  himself 
to  the  House  for  shipping  certain  cloth  to  Danske  by 
Yougham  Wolfe,  a  stranger.  He  paid  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d., 
of  which  the  House  took  20s. 

Christopher  Linskell,  John  Watson,  James  Nettleton  and 
Leonard  Cavard  had  been  twice  summoned  to  appear  to 
answer  charges  of  not  entering  their  men  according  to  the 
order  of  the  House.  Ordered  that  they  be  summoned  to 
attend  at  nine  o’clock  on  Saturday,  and,  if  any  of  them  failed 
to  appear,  a  warrant  to  be  issued  to  levy  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  incurred  by  their  contempt,  by  distress  on  their 
goods. 

Ordered  that  Henry  Brown,  miller,  should  have  a  lease  of 
the  first  house  from  Beverley  gate  on  the  south  side  of 
Whitefriargate  with  a  garth  on  the  backside  of  it,  excepting 
a  way  leave  through  the  street  door,  entry  and  garth  to  a 
garden  on  the  south  of  the  said  garth,  now  let  to  Thomas 
Robinson.  The  lease  to  be  for  twenty-one  years  at  £3  per 
annum,  payable  half-yearly,  with  £5  fine  on  entry.  Repairs 
to  be  done  by  the  tenant,  but  the  House  to  put  the  tenement 
into  good  repair  in  consideration  of  the  fine. 

20  Nov.  Jervis  Meering  claimed  £3  10s.  wages  for  a 
voyage  to  Amsterdam  against  Edward  Endick,  master  of  the 
Anthony.  Endick  alleged  that  he  only  promised  £2  10s., 
but  it  appeared  from  the  register  that  Meering  entered  his 
wages  at  £3  10s.  and  Endick  did  not  enter  his  men  for  that 
voyage.  Ordered  that  Endick  pay  him  £3  10s. 

2  Dec.  Ordered  that  the  bond  of  Richard  Mylner,  of 
Sutton,  Katherine  Mylner  and  Robert  Carlill  for  £100  be 
taken  out  of  the  chest  and  put  in  suit. 
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4  Jan.  John  Johnson,  Scotchman,  complained  that  one 
Cripps,  a  carpenter,  hired  by  him  at  32s.  a  month,  refused  to 
go  with  him  to  Scotland.  Cripps  was  ordered  to  go. 

11  Jan.  Robert  Haddlesey,  Edward  Thewlis,  William 
Johnson,  Christopher  Headley  and  Daniel  Headley,  five  of 
the  company  of  Richard  Hill,  master  of  the  Desier,  claimed 
wages  for  a  voyage  from  London  because  the  ship  came  home 
laden.  Ordered  that  Hill  immediately  pay  £8,  to  be  divided 
amongst  the  ship’s  company  (himself  counting  as  one) 
proportionately  to  their  wages,  this  being  a  third  of  the 
freight  received,  and  similarly  a  further  40s.  when  he 
received  the  balance  of  freight,  making  a  total  of  one-third 
of  the  freight  for  the  voyage,  i.e.,  £30. 

14  Jan.  Roger  Wattes,  one  of  the  assistants  of  the  House, 
was  fined  £2  10s.,  first  for  some  speeches  tending  to  the  dis¬ 
suading  and  disheartening  of  certain  seamen  called  into  this 
House  at  the  request  of  the  Governor  of  this  towm  for  going 
upon  a  design  against  Scarborough,  and,  secondly,  for  uncivil 
words  to  Mr.  Jefferson,  Warden,  saying  he  had  done  as  much 
good  to  the  House  as  ever  Mr.  Jefferson  had. 

Note.  Afterwards,  on  February  1st,  1645,  Roger  Watts 
submitted  to  the  House  and  laid  down  his  fine,  of  which  only 
6s.  8d.  was  taken  and  put  in  the  poor’s  box. 

20  Jan.  Thomas  Saltmarsh,  of  Hull,  submitted  to  the 
House  for  shipping  40  pieces  of  lead  and  two  trusses  of  cloth 
for  Flushing  in  a  stranger’s  bottom,  Christian  Hugh  Bretton, 
master.  He  paid  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.,  of  which  the  House 
kept  30s. 

17  Feb.  George  Scott,  of  York,  merchant,  submitted  to 
the  House  for  shipping  coals,  lead  and  cloth  at  Hull  in  a 
Scottish  bottom  for  transport  to  France.  He  paid  the  usual 
fine,  of  which  the  House  kept  £3  6s.  8d. 

25  Mar.  Agreed,  in  consideration  of  the  disturbance  of 
the  times,  and  the  loss  suffered  by  tenants  in  the  country,  by 
having  their  goods  plundered,  and  the  weekly  or  monthly 
sessments  that  they  pay  for  the  lands  they  occupy,  that  the 
tenants  who  ought  to  pay  to  the  House  £20  per  annum  for 
certain  lands  in  Cottingham  lordship  granted  to  them  at  that 
rent  by  Janies  Williamson  and  Anne,  his  wife,  now  Anne 
Bell,  should  have  their  rents  reduced  by  £3  per  annum  for 
the  next  four  years  if  Anne  Bell  should  live  so  long.  And 
the  present  tenants,  Thomas  Sisson,  of  Kirkelley,  John 
Raspin,  of  Willerbie,  Robert  Turner,  of  Kirkelley,  Peter 
Acie,  of  Willerbie,  yeomen,  were  to  enter  a  bond  to  the 
House  for  payment  of  the  £17  per  annum. 
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12  Apl.  John  Macock,  John  Bowling,  Richard  Scott  and 
William  Reame,  of  the  company  of  the  Encrease,  complained 
that  they  were  hired  for  a  voyage  to  Sunderland,  and  thence 
to  Eastland  and  hack,  at  £4  5s.  wages  each,  and  that  they 
went  as  far  as  Bridlington  Bay,  where  the  master  abandoned 
the  voyage.  Ordered  that  they  should  each  have  £1  wages. 

5  May.  Christopher  Gray,  merchant,  submitted  to  the 
House  for  shipping  20  dozens  and  12  pieces  of  cotton  for 
Norway  in  a  stranger’s  bottom  and  paid  the  usual  fine,  of 
which  the  House  kept  10s.,  which  was  put  into  the  poor’s  box. 

Similarly,  Israel  Popple  submitted  for  shipping  8  carseys 
and  three  dozens.  The  House  only  took  18d.  of  his  fine  in 
consideration  of  the  small  quantity.  This  was  put  into  the 
poor’s  box. 

21  May.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  John  Tullie,  of  London, 
master  and  mariner,  on  behalf  of  John  Savage,  mariner,  late 
of  this  town,  and  now  a  prisoner  in  Argeare,  it  was  agreed 
to  contribute  £3  towards  the  ransom  of  the  said  Savage. 

David  Jackson  and  Leonard  Linskell,  assistants,  were 
nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brethren  in  place  of  John 
Dickenson,  deceased.  Jackson  elected.  Richard  Robinson 
and  Thomas  Cockerell,  Younger  Brethren,  were  nominated 
for  election  to  the  vacant  assistantship.  Robinson  elected. 

24  July.  John  Blenkarne,  an  assistant  of  the  House, 
master  of  the  Anne  Dorothy ,  tendered  a  written  complaint 
against  divers  of  his  company,  William  Peacock,  Richard 
Dynnis,  Christopher  Whitby,  Roger  Smartlett,  Robert  Hall 
and  William  Wood,  but  especially  against  Peacock  and 
Dynnis,  for  mutinous  behaviour.  The  tenor  of  the  complaint 
(which  is  written  in  full)  is  as  follows.  On  June  20,  1645, 
the  complainant  was  at  Malstround  with  his  ship,  being 
homeward  bound.  Peacock  and  Dynnis,  who  had  been 
ashore,  returned  about  midnight  and  called  to  the  boy, 
demanding  their  supper.  He  said  the  key  was  in  the  master’s 
cabin,  so  they  proceeded  to  hammer  on  the  cabin  door  and 
woke  up  the  master,  who  came  out,  and,  being  “  grieved 
that  they  should  come  aboard  at  that  time  of  night  in  such 
a  hedious  manner  demand  their  suppers,”  pushed  Peacock 
away  and  said  there  was  no  supper  for  such  idle  fellows. 
Peacock  swore  “  wounds  and  death  ”  he  should  have  his 
supper.  The  master  gave  him  a  buffet  or  two,  and,  when 
he  offered  to  attack  the  master,  the  mate  held  him  by  the 
arms.  Dynnis  then  said  he  would  be  foul  of  the  master  for 
whatever  he  did  to  one  he  should  do  to  all,  “  for  they  would 
be  one  and  all.”  Blenkarne  then  prepared  to  go  ashore,  but, 
when  he  was  in  the  boat,  the  rest  of  the  company  would 
not  come  in.  However,  he  was  rowed  ashore  by  his  two

servants  and  reported  tlie  matter  to  the  town  guard,  who 
sent  three  musketeers  to  arrest  Peacock  and  Dynnis,  who 
made  ready  to  come  into  the  boat  with  the  rest  of  the 
company,  saying  “  Carry  one,  carry  all.”  Blenkarne  told 
them  he  could  sift  the  good  from  the  bad  on  land,  and 
finally  Peacock  and  Dynnis  were  taken  ashore  and  lodged  in 
the  prison  that  night  and  the  next  day.  But  next  day  the 
rest  of  the  company  went  to  the  prison  and  stayed  with  their 
fellows  all,  till  six  o’clock  at  night,  when  they  were  set  free. 
Then  Peacock  and  Dynnis  and  the  others  came  to  the  house 
where  Blenkarne  was  staying  and  abused  him  sore,  saying 
he  would  rue  it  all  his  life  and  they  “  would  make  his  fat 
guts  pay  for  it  and  would  see  him  hanged  before  they  went 
aboard  again  unless  he  paid  their  charges.”  Blenkarne  said 
that,  if  they  waited  for  that,  they  would  stay  long  enough. 
So,  for  two  days  and  two  nights,  they  stayed  ashore  and 
never  looked  at  the  ship,  although  it  was  bad  weather. 
Blenkarne  then  complained  to  the  town  mayor,  who  swore  he 
would  lay  them  neck  and  heels  in  prison  and  feed  them  on 
bread  and  water  until  there  wTas  a  fair  wind,  when  he  would 
put  them  aboard  to  go  to  England.  Upon  which  they  went 
aboard.  He  therefore  prayed  the  House  to  deal  with  the 
offenders.  The  House,  considering  the  abuse  done  to  the 
master  by  Peacock  and  Dynnis  and  the  mutinous  conduct  of 
the  others,  and  also  bearing  in  mind  the  decree  of  the  High 
Court  of  Admiralty  for  the  punishment  of  those  who  used 
that  pernicious  and  mutinous  phrase,  One  and  all,” 
ordered  that  Peacock  and  Dynnis  should  be  confined  in  the 
House’s  prison  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  forfeit  10s.  each 
of  their  wages,  the  others  to  forfeit  5s.  wTages.  All  the  fines 
to  be  put  in  the  poor’s  box,  except  5s.  costs  to  Blenkarne. 

30  Aug.  Lawrence  Marston  claimed  against  George 
Thompson,  master  of  the  St.  George ,  for  a  voyage  from 
Whitby  (where  she  was  rigged)  to  Sunderland  and  Hull.  It 
appeared  that  there  was  due  to  Marston  seven  weeks’  wages 
at  6s.  per  week,  he  being  hired  at  24s.  a  month,  and  also  5s. 
horse  hire  to  Whitby,  as  he  went  there  by  land  with  the 
master  and  carried  the  master’s  money  behind  him.  All 
which  the  master  was  ordered  to  pay.  But  Marston  had 
neglected  his  duty,  “  beings  ashore  at  Whitby  in  sport  and 
play,  and,  when  the  master  told  him  to  go  aboard,  he  would 
not  leave  his  play.”  Therefore  it  was  ordered  that  he  should 
be  confined  in  the  House  prison  for  six  hours.  And  one 
( name  omitted),  of  Whitby,  complained  for  wages  on  the 
same  voyage.  It  appeared  that  he  had  received  his  full 
wages,  but,  upon  his  departure,  he  gave  uncivil  speeches, 
accusing  the  board  of  injustice,  so  he  also  was  sent  to  prison 
for  six  hours. 
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Left  blank. 

7  Sept.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
Thomas  Thew,  Henry  Appleton  and  Robert  Ripley.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Appleton  and  Ripley.  Nominated  for  stewards,  John 
Robinson  the  elder,  John  Watson,  George  Acklam  and  Hugh 
Welbourne.  Elected,  Robinson  and  Acklam. 

15  Oct.  John  Pickeringe,  Thomas  Coulson,  Robert  Hall, 
William  Montgomery,  Joseph  Earrer  of  the  company  of  John 
Moulde,  master  of  the  Elizabeth ,  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage 
homeward  from  London.  The  master  alleged  that  a  pipe  of 
“civill  oil”  was  staved  during  lading  by  the  negligence  of  the 
complainants,  for  wdiich  he  had  to  pay  the  merchants 
£18  9s.  Id.  Ordered  that  the  complainants  receive  half 
wages  homeward,  it  having  been  proved  they  were  paid  for 
the  outward  voyage  at  London. 

21  Oct,  Agreed  that  Anne  Bell  should  have  an  annual 
payment  for  life  of  forty  shillings,  payable  quarterly,  in 
consideration  of  the  annuity  of  £20  made  over  by  her  to  the 
House  some  years  previously  on  certain  lands  in  Cottingham. 

8  Dec.  John  Jefferson  claimed  wages  against  George 
Robson,  master  of  the  Hopewell,  for  a  voyage  from  Yarmouth 
to  Hull,  thence  to  Sunderland  and  back  to  Hull.  It  appeared 
that  Jefferson  was  shipped  on  August  11  at  28s.  per  month, 
which  came  to  £3  10s.,  of  which  24s.  had  been  paid  to  him. 
The  balance  was  to  be  paid.  But  because  he  burned  part  of 
a  sail  by  negligence,  in  going  to  bed  and  leaving  a  candle 
burning,  he  was  to  forfeit  6s.  wages. 

13  Noy.  Margaret  Gaskyn,  who  had  been  confined  to  her 
cell  for  some  time  on  account  of  certain  danger  which  might 
arise,  was  to  have  double  pay,  i.e.,  3s.  8d.,  during  the  time 
she  was  so  confined. 

4  Dec.  John  Simpson,  George  Johnson  and  Thomas 
Harrison  claimed  wages  against  Abraham  Pourie,  master  of 
the  Providence  of  London,  for  a  voyage  from  London  to 
Newcastle  and  so  to  Hull,  where  they  put  in  on  account  of 
bad  weather  and  a  leak.  The  master  was  willing  to  discharge 
Simpson  and  Johnson, /^o  it  was  ordered  he  should  pay 
Simpson  25s.  (being  four  nobles,  less  20d.  for  neglect),  and 
Johnson  26s.  Harrison,  the  carpenter,  was  unwilling  to 
serve,  and  refused  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  House,  and  the 
master  was  unwilling  to  release  him.  Therefore,  the  House 
refused  to  meddle  in  the  matter. 

20  Jan.  Robert  Fox,  master  of  the  keel  Sarah,  of  Snath, 
laden  with  barley,  claimed  damages  from  James  Duddingson, 
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Scotchman,  master  of  the  Jennott,  of  Crayle  in  Scotland,  for 
a  collision  in  the  haven  in  which  the  keel  was  sunk  and  her 
cargo,  being  69  quarters  of  barley,  spoilt.  The  parties  bound 
themselves  each  to  other  by  an  assumpsit  of  12d.  to  forfeit  £40 
for  refusal  to  accept  the  judgment  of  the  House,  which, 
considering  the  evidence  and  having  regard  to  the  extremity 
of  the  weather,  the  great  frost  and  much  ice  in  the  haven 
which  might  have  contributed  to  the  accident,  ordered 
Duddingson  to  pay  Fox  40s.  in  complete  satisfaction. 

11  Feb.  William  Robinson,  master  of  the  Mary  and 
Anne,  upon  a  voyage  to  London  in  October  last,  claimed 
damages  from  Thomas  Coates,  master  of  the  Godspead,  for 
collision  at  Sea  Carthye.  The  parties  bound  themselves  by 
assumpsit  of  12d.  for  penalty  of  £40  to  accept  the  decision 
of  the  House.  Ordered  that  Coates  should  pay  Robinson  50s. 

John  Holmes,  one  of  the  company  of  Thomas  Holtby  of 
Hull,  master  of  the  Elizabeth  of  Scarborough,  claimed  wages 
for  a  voyage  to  France  in  November  last.  It  appeared  that 
the  ship  was  stayed  at  Calais  by  some  authority,  but  later 
released.  Ordered  that  Holtby  should  pay  Holmes  25s. 

23  Feb.  Richard  Clarke,  master  of  the  Valentine,  claimed 
damages  from  Thomas  Holtby,  master  of  the  Elizabeth,  for 
cutting  his  hawser  in  the  Haven.  The  parties  bound  them¬ 
selves  by  assumpsit  to  accept  the  House’s  decision,  which  was 
that  Holtby  should  pay  Clark  3s.  4d.  and  both  parties  should 
endeavour  to  find  that  part  of  the  hawser  which  wTas  cut  so 
that  Clarke  might  have  it. 

Thomas  Clarke,  master  of  the  Thomas,  claimed  damages 
from  Richard  Clarke,  master  of  the  Valentine,  for  breaking 
his  bowsprit  in  the  Haven  about  three  or  four  months 
previously.  Ordered  that  Richard  Clarke  should  pay  Thomas 
Clarke  3s.  4d. 

14  Mar.  Thomas  Coulson, William  Montgomery,  Nathaniel 
Purver  and  John  Russom  claimed  wages  from  Brian  Metham, 
Master  of  the  Marie,  for  a  voyage  to  London,  thence  to 
Newcastle  and  back  to  Hull.  Ordered  that  Metham  should 
pay  them  24s.  each  for  the  voyage  to  London  and  20s.  each 
for  Newcastle  and  so  to  Hull.  And  because  they  had  some 
lading  from  London  to  Newcastle,  to  pay  3s.  4d.  per  man  for 
that. 

23  Jan.  Christopher  Linskell,  a  brother  of  the  House, 
alleged  that  in  talking  the  previous  day  to  Mr.  John  Rawson 
(an  Elder  Brother)  about  a  suit  between  Rawson  and  Mr. 
Lupton  lately  tried  in  the  town  Court,  he  told  Rawson  that 
he  ought  to  have  had  the  suit  tried  by  the  House.  Rawson 
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replied  that  the  House  was  corrupt  and  especially  old 
Jefferson  and  that  Linskell  could  tell  them  he  said  so. 

10  Mar.  The  House,  taking-  into  consideration  the 
scandalous  words  reported  to  have  been  spoken  by  John 
Rawson,  fined  him  £5  to  he  paid  to  the  poor  of  the  House. 
Memorandum  that  later,  March  27th,  1646,  the  fine  was 
reduced  to  £2,  and  afterwards,  21st  August,  1646,  John 
Rawson  paid  the  fine  and  apologised. 

27  Mar.  A  bond  in  which  Mr.  Thomas  Swan  was  hound 
with  Mr.  Steven  Hutchinson,  of  Wikam  Abbey,  and  his  son 
Edward  as  securities  for  £200  principal  had  been  put  in  suit 
against  Steven  Hutchinson.  Hutchinson  offered  to  pay  at 
Whitsunday  £100  principal  and  £32  for  two  years  interest, 
and  enter  new  security  for  the  other  £100  if  the  House  would 
suspend  proceedings.  Agreed. 

William  Wrightington,  mariner,  claimed  £2  10s.  wages 
from  William  Robson,  master  of  the  Anthony ,  for  a  voyage 
to  London.  As  it  appeared  that  the  voyage  had  been 
abandoned,  it  was  ordered  that  Robson  pay  him  10s. 

27  Mar.  Abraham  TJshert,  Scotchman,  claimed  wages 
from  Albert  Hanson,  of  Cowpeman  Haven,  Dutchman, 
master  of  the  Springing  Hart.  Ushert  alleged  that  he  was 
hired  to  pilot  the  ship  from  Leith  to  Yarmouth  for  20  rix 
dollars.  The  master  and  merchants  altered  their  intention 
and  decided  to  go  to  Lynn,  and  the  ship  receiving  some  hurt, 
Ushert  brought  her  to  Hull.  Ushert  claimed  his  full  wages, 
and  both  parties  agreed  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  House. 
Ordered  that  Hanson  should  pay  Ushert  15  rix  dollars  within 
one  week,  and  the  agreement  between  them  be  ended. 

14  Apl.  Colonel  J ohn  Mauleverer,  deputy  governor  of 
Hull,  was  admitted  an  Elder  Brother  and  took  the  oath. 

16  May.  Thomas  Cort,  merchant,  of  Hull,  submitted  to 
the  House  for  shipping  20  dozens  of  cloth  for  Norway  in  a 
stranger’s  bottom.  On  account  of  the  dangers  abroad,  the 
House  only  took  6s.  8d.  of  the  fine  due. 

13  June.  Christopher  Gray,  merchant,  of  Hull,  submitted 
to  the  House  for  shipping  20  dozens  of  cloth  to  Norway  in  a 
stranger’s  bottom.  In  consideration  of  his  submission  and 
the  dangers  abroad,  the  House  only  took  13s.  4d.  of  the 
fine  due. 

23  May.  Gregory  Clerke  claimed  wages  from  Symond 
Emery,  master  of  a  ship  of  London.  He  alleged  that  he  had 
served  for  six  weeks  at  23s.  per  month.  Both  parties  agreed 
to  accept  the  ruling  of  the  House.  Ordered  that  Emery 
should  pay  him  34s.  6d. 
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2  June.  William  Shepheard,  Thomas  Cooke,  William 
Coulson,  Peter  Clapham  and  William  Dickinson  claimed 
wages  against  John  Headley,  master  of  the  Willing  mynd, 
of  Scarborough,  for  a  recent  voyage  from  Scarborough  to 
Newcastle,  and  so  to  Lynn.  It  appeared  that,  after  delivery 
at  Lynn,  the  master  paid  them  each  one  part  of  their  wages, 
and  would  have  paid  all,  but  they  refused  to  take  it  then. 
On  the  return  voyage,  the  ship  was  captured  by  the  enemy. 
The  parties  referred  the  question  to  the  House.  Ordered  that 
each  of  the  men  should  abate  four  shillings  in  the  £  of  all 
wages  unpaid. 

6  July.  James  Watkinson,  late  Alderman  of  Hull,  was 
bound  to  the  House  with  his  brothers,  John  and  Thomas 
(both  now  dead),  for  ,£100,  with  interest  at  £8  per  annum, 
and  had  paid  the  interest  for  many  years,  excepting  for  the 
past  three  years.  He  craved  an  abatement  of  the  interest  in 
arrears,  being  willing  to  pay  the  principal.  Ordered  that, 
if  he  would  pay  or  cause  new  security  to  be  given  for  the 
principal,  the  House  would  only  take  £8  of  the  interest  in 
arrears. 

Afterwards,  a  new  bond  was  taken  of  John  Faton, 
apothecary,  Richard  Smith,  gent.,  and  Francis  Taylor, 
merchant,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  in  six  months, 
and  Watkinson  paid  £8  and  had  his  bond  delivered  to  him. 

25  July.  Copy  of  a  certificate  delivered  to  ( name  omitted), 
merchant,  and  Albert  Hanson,  master  of  the  Springing  Hart, 
stating  that  the  ship  coming  into  the  Humber  ran  aground 
on  a  sand  called  Cjoxhill  Nesse.  Whereupon  they  put  out 
an  anchor,  but  the  tide  flowing  and  the  wind  being  west,  the 
ship,  after  she  was  afloat,  “  sporned  ahead  and  ran  upon  her 
anchor  and  so  beildged  herself,  whereby  she  grew  leek  and 
was  forced  to  run  ashore.’’ 

3  Aug.  Mr.  Robert  Moore,  of  Hull,  freighted  a  hoy  of 
Hambrough  with  coals  and  lead,  when  he  might  have  had 
ships  of  this  port  sufficient  for  his  purpose.  He  therefore 
submitted  to  the  House  and  paid  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  It 
being  his  first  offence,  the  House  only  took  £2. 

10  Aug.  Marmaduke  Haddlesey,  merchant,  of  Hull,  for 
lading  three  trusses  of  cloth  in  a  Danish  ship,  Nailes 
Anderson,  master,  for  transport  to  Norway  was  fined  20s. 

Similarly,  Nicholas  Foster,  of  Newcastle,  merchant,  for 
lading  three  trusses  of  cloth  in  the  same  ship,  was  fined  20s., 
he  pleading  that  it  was  done  in  ignorance. 

29  Aug.  Agreed  that  Isabel  Haddlesey,  widow,  should 
have  the  chamber  over  the  23rd  house,  which  Em.  Johnson 
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was  to  quit,  from  Martinmas,  at  12s.,  payable  quarterly,  she 
to  repair  the  glass  windows. 

31  Aug.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
Thomas  Thew,  John  Pawson  and  David  Jackson.  Elected, 
Pawson  and  Jackson.  Nominated  for  stewards,  John  Watson, 
Henry  Welbourne,  Brian  Metham  and  Lawrence  Scortreth. 
Elected,  Metham  and  Welburne. 

19  Sept.  Mr.  Anthony  Stevenson,  chaplain,  resigned  his 
office,  having  obtained  the  parsonage  of  Posse,  in  Holderness. 

21  Sept.  The  following  four  ministers  were  nominated 
for  election  to  the  vacant  office  of  chaplain: — Messrs.  Styles, 
Shaw,  Boatman  and  Lucke,  of  whom  Messrs.  Shaw  and 
Boatman  were  for  final  election.  Mr.  Boatman  was  finally 
elected,  to  hold  office  only  on  condition  of  admitting  his  right 
to  the  office  to  rest  solely  on  his  election  by  the  Board  and  to 
perform  the  usual  duties  for  the  usual  salary  of  <£8  per  annum. 

Ordered  that,  on  account  of  the  old  age  and  lameness  of 
Pichard  Clarke,  officer  to  the  House,  there  should  be  chosen 
an  assistant  to  the  said  Richard,  to  hold  office  during  the 
House’s  pleasure,  receiving  £8  per  annum,  payable  quarterly, 
and  all  accidental  profits  belonging  to  the  office.  But,  in 
consideration  of  his  long  and  faithful  service,  Pichard 
Clark  was  to  continue  to  receive  his  stipend  of  £10  per  annum. 
So  there  were  nominated  for  election  to  the  place  William 
Wrightington  and  Thomas  Burgin,  of  whom  Wrightington 
was  elected. 

22  Sept.  Mathew  Smith,  master  of  the  Antony,  com¬ 
plained  against  Henry  Hodgson,  the  younger,  alleging  that 
he  had  hired  him  as  carpenter  for  a  voyage  to  Eastland,  and 
that  Hodgson  refused  to  sail.  Hodgson  did  not  deny  being 
hired,  but  refused  to  go  in  spite  of  the  admonitions  of  the 
Board,  saying  he  would  sooner  go  to  prison.  Ordered  that 
he  be  confined  forty  hours  in  the  House  prison. 

26  Sept.  Conditions  of  appointment  as  chaplain  subscribed 
by  John  Boatman,  the  newly-elected  chaplain. 

Left  Blank. 

23  Oct.  Thomas  Mappey  claimed  wages  against  Leonard 
Pawlinson,  master  of  the  Salem,  for  a  recent  voyage  to 
Elbinge.  Ordered  that  Pawlinson  pay  him  the  balance  of 
wages  due  to  him,  and  that  as  concerning  a  bundle  of  flax 
belonging  to  the  merchants,  which  was  missing,  it  was  to  be 
inquired  for  amongst  the  ship’s  company  so  that  restitution 
might  be  made. 
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Peter  Mansfield  claimed  wages  against  James  Nettleton, 
master  of  the  (name  omitted).  It  appeared  that  Mansfield 
was  to  have  had  £2  10s.  wages,  but  that,  within  four  days 
of  the  arrival  of  the  ship  at  this  port,  he  left  the  ship  and  took 
service  with  another  without  Nettleton ’s  consent.  Ordered 
that  he  forfeit  3s.  wages,  and  that  Nettleton  pay  the  balance 
of  47s. 

2  Nov.  Richard  Headman  claimed  wages  from  Richard 
Clarke,  master  of  the  Valentine,  on  a  voyage  from  London. 
It  appeared  that  24s.  was  due  to  Readman.  But  Clarke 
alleged  that  Readman  had  allowed  a  piece  of  wood  of  Fustick 
to  fall  aboard,1  for  which  the  merchant’s  demanded  satis¬ 
faction.  Ordered  that  Clarke  should  pay  Readman  16s. 
wages,  the  remaining  8s.  to  be  deposited,  in  the  House  so 
that,  if  the  master  had  to  make  satisfaction  to  the  merchant, 
the  money  could  go  towards  it,  but  if  not  to  be  paid  to 
Readman.  Clarke  paid  Readman,  and  the  8s.  was  deposited 
by  the  Warden  in  the  cupboard  in  the  north  corner  of  the 
House. 

7  Noy.  Richard  Wilkinson,  master  of  the  Repent,  and 
John  Robinson,  master  of  the  Mary  Anne,  claimed  damages 
from  each  other  for  a  collision  in  the  roadstead  about  two 
months  previously.  Ordered  that  Robinson  should  pay 
Wilkinson  8s.  in  full  settlement. 

Peter  Simpson,  Scotchman,  claimed  wages  from  Henry 
Hobson,  master  of  the  Whele  of  Fortune.  He  alleged  he  was 
hired  in  Holland  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle  and  back,  but 
the  ship  was  driven  into  Hull  by  contrary  winds,  where  both 
parties  agreed  to  part.  Ordered  that  Hobson  should  pay 
Simpson  28s.  for  his  wages  and  for  getting  a  passage  home. 

20  Nov.  Agreed  that  the  gown  and  Bible  given  to  two 
persons  by  Anne  Bradley,  of  the  hospital,  late  deceased, 
should  be  given  to  them. 

28  Noy.  Ordered  that  William  Wrightington  should 
vacate  his  cell  or  room  in  the  Old  Hospital  since  he  had  been 
elected  assistant  to  the  officer  with  a  fee  of  £8  per  annum  but 
no  room  in  the  House,  and  because  it  had  been  decided  to 
make  use  of  his  cell  and  other  unoccupied  cells. 

Also  that  widows  Woodmansey,  Nailer,  Marmaduke, 
Kirkbv  and  Norton,  at  present  in  receipt  of  out-pensions, 
should  have  their  pensions  discontinued  if  they  persisted  in 
their  refusal  to  enter  the  Old  Hospital,  and  there  have  rooms 
and  pensions.  Also,  that  there  being  four  empty  cells  in  the 
Old  Hospital,  four  persons  should  be  chosen  from  the  New 
Hospital  to  occupy  them,  and  accordingly  Barbara  Rowe, 
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Barbara  Bronne,  Jane  Johnson  and  Elizabeth  Hudson  were 
chosen,  to  have  rooms  in  the  Old  Hospital  according  to  their 
seniority  in  the  New  Hospital. 

Further,  that  each  pensioner  in  the  Old  Hospital  should  have 
henceforth  2s.  4d.  per  week,  and  inmates  of  the  New  Hospital 
Is.  8d.  per  week.  Anne  Ripley,  Anne  Ladley  and  Margaret 
Doliffe  were  to  have  three  of  the  vacant  rooms  in  the  new 
hospital,  and  Anne  Ripley  agreed  to  make  the  fires  until 
another  should  he  chosen. 

19  Dec.  Christopher  Burton,  pilot  to  Robert  Watkinson, 
master  of  the  keel,  Mayflower,  on  a  recent  voyage  to  Lynn, 
claimed  wages.  It  appeared  that  Burton  was  hired  for  20s. 
for  the  outward  voyage  and  10s.  homeward,  and  had  received 
11s.  Since  there  was  some  defect  in  performance  by  Burton, 
ordered  that  he  abate  5s.  wages  and  receive  the  balance. 

On  consideration  of  the  petition  of  Widow  Woodmansey 
(wufe  of  the  late  Thomas  Woodmansey),  the  order  of 
December  18th  concerning  her  pension  was  rescinded,  and  it 
was  agreed  to  continue  her  pension. 

24  Dec.  Memorandum  that  the  goods  of  Anne  Bradley, 
lately  deceased,  out  of  the  Old  Hospital,  which  were  in  her 
cell,  were  sold  by  the  House  for  £5  Os.  6d.,  of  which 
£1  13s.  6d.  was  spent  on  her  funeral. 

Marie  Stronger,  her  sister,  now  in  the  New  Hospital, 
claimed  £3  4s.  as  a  debt  due  to  her,  which  was  found  to  be 
just,  and  the  House  ordered  that  she  should  have  the  money. 
But  Marie  Stronger  preferred  it  should  remain  with  the 
House  that  she  might  be  relieved  thereafter  with  the  money 
as  necessity  or  sickness  should  require.  To  this  the  House 
agreed,  and  the  money  was  put  by  itself  in  the  cupboard  in 
the  north-west  corner.  Note  that  Anne  Bradley  gave  away 
a  gown  and  bible,  which  were  delivered  and  not  sold  or 
valued.  See  order  of  18  November,  1646. 


15  Jan.  Frances  Morton,  widow,  late  wife  of  Edward 
Morton,  an  ancient  brother  of  the  House,  referred  a  petition 
showing  her  reasons  for  not  coming  into  the  House  and 
desiring  some  weekly  maintenance.  Because  she  “  was  very 
aged,  infirm  and  lamish,”  it  was  agreed  that  she  should  have 
12d.  per  week  instead  of  8d.  as  formerly. 

Frances  Marmaduke,  widow,  preferred  a  similar  petition. 
Ordered  that  her  pension  of  12d.  per  week  be  continued. 

Margaret  Gough,  widow,  late  wife  of  Robert  Gough, 
master  and  mariner,  petitioned  for  relief  for  herself  and  two 
children.  Ordered  that  she  should  have  8d.  per  week. 
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Anne  Stott,  widow,  late  wdfe  of  William  Stott,  was 
admitted  to  a  room  in  the  Old  Hospital,  she  to  make  the  tires 
till  another  came  in,  as  is  the  custom. 

Elizabeth  Tuttle,  widow,  was  admitted  to  the  New  Hospital, 
she  to  make  the  fires  till  another  came  in. 

18  Jail.  Bonds  to  he  put  in  suit  or  otherwise  renewed  :  ■ — 
Edward  Burke  and  sureties  to  he  put  in  suit,  hut  first  notice 
to  he  given  to  pay  or  find  new  security.  John  Duncalf  and 
sureties  to  have  notice  to  pay  next  half-year’s  day  or  he  put 
in  suit.  Edward  Headman  and  sureties  to  have  notice  to 
pay  or  he  sued.  Stephen  Hutchinson  and  sureties  to  he  put 
in  suit  this  term.  Francis  Cartwright  and  sureties  to  pay 
or  find  new  sureties,  otherwise  to  he  sued.  William  Wyvell 
to  repay  or  renew*  with  new  sureties  at  next  half-year  or  to 
be  sued.  William  Tirwhit  and  sureties  to  pay  or  find  new 
sureties  or  he  sued.  Launcelot  Hatsey,  Katherine  Mylner 
and  William  Norwood  to  pay  or  find  new  sureties.  Ralph 
Brocklehurst  and  sureties  to  pay  or  find  new  sureties  or  be 
sued. 

20  Jan.  Mathew  Yaites,  Mathew  Stevenson,  Nicholas 
Atkinson,  William  Wilkinson  and  Hobert  Nelson  claimed 
wages  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle  from  George  Thompson, 
master  of  the  St.  George.  The  parties  agreed  to  accept  the 
ruling  of  the  House,  though  there  was  not  a  quorum  of  Elder 
Brethren.  Ordered  that  Thompson  should  pay  Yaites  his  full 
wages  of  28s.,  but,  since  the  ship  was  not  delivered,  Yaites 
was  to  allow  Jd.  for  every  chalder  of  coals  undelivered.  As 
for  the  others,  it  appeared  that  they  were  hired  to  go  not 
only  to  Newcastle  hut,  further,  to  any  place  between  the 
Mase  and  Dunkirk,  and  the  master  intended  to  sail  with  the 
next  fair  wind.  It  was  therefore  ordered  that  the  com¬ 
plainants  should  serve  their  full  voyage  and  then  receive 
their  agreed  wages.  If  the  ship  did  not  sail  they  were  to 
complain  again.  (Present  at  this  order  both  Wardens,  two 
Elder  Brethren  and  three  assistants.) 

29  Jan.  Ordered  that  Fortune  Kirkby,  widow,  should 
have  her  pension  continued  despite  the  former  order. 

1  Feb.  The  oath  imposed  upon  masters  of  ships,  brethren 
of  the  House,  by  the  customers  of  this  port  being  very  heavy, 
grievous  and  impossible  to  be  performed,  and  troublesome 
to  men’s  consciences,  it  was  decided  by  the  Wardens,  Elder 
Brethren  and  Assistants,  with  the  consent  of  the  Younger 
Brethren,  to  prefer  a  petition  to  Parliament  that  the  oath 
might  be  taken  off.  It  was  also  agreed  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds  by  a  levy  of  Id.  per  ton  on  the  tonnage  of  ships.  Every 
master  was  to  pay  at  once  at  that  rate,  to  begin  the  business, 
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and  so  again,  from  time  to  time,  as  tlie  charge  increased. 
It  was  also  agreed  to  ask  for  the  support  of  the  Newcastle 
and  London  Trinity  Houses. 

8  Feb.  John  Robinson,  the  younger,  of  Hull,  master  and 
mariner,  a  brother  of  the  House,  had  been  summoned  by  the 
officer  to  appear  before  the  House  to  answer  a  claim  against 
him  for  wages  for  a  voyage  to  London  and  back  by  his 
servant,  John  Crowder.  Robinson,  having  refused  to  appear, 
was  arrested  and  brought  in  by  warrant  of  the  House.  Both 
parties  thus  being  present,  the  case  wras  heard,  and,  as  it 
appeared  that  Crowder  was  hired  and  had  attended  the  ship 
and  was  cast  off  and  unshipped  without  just  cause,  it  was 
ordered  that  Robinson  should  pay  him  5s.,  which  he  refused 
to  do.  Ordered  that  Robinson  be  committed  to  prison  till  he 
paid  the  sum,  and,  further,  that  he  be  fined  10s.  for  contempt. 

13  Feb.  Robert  Maister,  master  of  the  Hopewell , 
complained  against  two  of  his  company,  James  Machin  and 
John  Lacie,  for  neglect  of  duty  on  a  recent  voyage  to  London. 
It  appeared  that  Lacie  had  received  his  full  wage  outwards 
of  30s.  and  Is.  more.  He  was  to  allow  that  Is.  out  of  his  part 
of  the  third  of  loading  homewards.  J ames  Machin  lacked 
5s.  of  his  wages.  He  was  to  receive  4s.  only.  Machin  and 
Lacie  were  to  be  content  with  this,  although  they  allowed  10s. 
each  in  their  accounts  for  so  much  paid  to  two  men  whom 
the  master  had  to  hire  to  bring  the  ship  home. 

25  Feb.  Robert  Thompson  claimed  wages  against  George 
Thompson,  master  of  the  St.  George,  on  a  recent  voyage  to 
Newcastle.  It  appeared  that  Robert  Thompson  left  the  ship 
before  she  delivered,  and  without  staying  the  usual  eight 
days  for  delivery.  Ordered  that  he  should  allow  2s.  6d.  out 
of  his  wages  for  delivery  and  Is.  6d.  for  neglect  of  time  and 
further  pay  Is.  to  the  poor’s  box  for  breach  of  the  House’s 
order;  the  master  to  pay  him  the  residue,  viz.,  £1  Is.,  which 
he  paid  forthwith. 

Nicholas  Atkinson,  another  of  the  company  of  the  same 
ship,  similarly  claimed  wages.  It  appeared  that  Atkinson 
had  agreed  to  a  further  voyage  which  the  master  had  not  yet 
taken,  but,  inasmuch  as  Atkinson  had  already  waited  some 
time,  it  was  ordered  that  Thompson  should  pay  him  20s.  and 
the  parties  to  be  clear  of  each  other. 

10  July.  William  Robson,  master’s  mate  to  David 
Jackson,  late  master  of  the  Providence,  for  Danzic,  who  was 
lost  on  the  voyage,  claimed  wages  and  furthing,  and  more  for 
John  Robson,  his  son’s  wages  for  the  voyage.  Both  Robson 
and  Elizabeth  Jackson,  late  wife  of  David  Jackson,  agreed 
to  accept  the  House’s  ruling.  Ordered  that  Robson  should 
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receive  £10  for  tlie  voyage  as  recorded  in  tlie  register,  and 
for  Iris  furtliing  39s.  per  last,  and  30s.  for  liis  son’s  wages. 
Robson  was  to  account  with.  Elizabeth  Jackson  as  to  what 
he  owed  for  a  last  and  a  half  of  rye,  either  to  return  the 
rye  or  to  pay  the  value. 

2  Aug.  Elizabetli  Little,  widow,  admitted  to  the  New 
Hospital  in  the  place  of  ( name  omitted)  deceased. 

5  Aug.  Agreed  to  put  in  suit  the  bonds  of  William 
Thornton  and  his  sureties  and  of  Erancis  Cartwright  and 
sureties. 

19  Aug.  John  Bowlinge,  Andrew  Barker  and  Edward 
Hogg  claimed  arrears  of  wages  against  Robert  Missell, 
master  of  the  Anne  and  Francis ,  on  a  voyage  from  Newcastle. 
The  master  alleged  that  they  loaded  amongst  them  about  a 
chalder  of  coals  contrary  to  his  orders,  and  that  Barker 
neglected  delivery  of  the  ship. 

Ordered  that  the  parties  should  allow  out  of  their  wages 
5s.  amongst  them  for  the  coals  brought  by  them,  and  that 
Barker  should  forfeit  2d.  for  every  chalder  he  failed  to 
deliver. 

27  Aug.  Robert  Coldcoole,  master  of  the  Hopewell, 
claimed  damages  from  John  Pearson,  master  of  the 
Bonadventure,  alleging  that  the  Bonadventure  stove  and  sank 
his  ship’s  boat  on  the  21st  August.  Ordered  that  Pearson  pay 
20s.  in  full  settlement. 

Left  blank. 

30  Aug.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
Wrightington,  Helmsley  and  Peck,  now  Mayor.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Wrightington  and  Popple.  Nominated  for  stewards, 
John  Watson,  Lawrence  Scortreth,  Joseph  Pearson  and 
Edward  Haslam.  Elected,  Haslam  and  Scortreth. 

2  Sept.  Ordered  that  the  rents  of  the  following  tenements, 
being  part  of  the  Whitefriars  lands,  be  raised  as  follows:  — 
the  twelth  house  (tenant,  John  Rich),  from  £3  to  £5  per 
annum;  the  thirteenth  house  (tenant,  Ruth  Gartham),  from 
£3  10s.  to  £4  10s.  per  annum;  the  fourteenth  house  (tenant, 
John  Storr),  from  £2  to  £2  10s.  per  annum;  the  fifteenth 
house  (tenant  Gabriel  Cowper),  from  £2  to  £2  10s.  per 
annum;  the  sixteenth  house  (tenant,  Widow  Stowe),  from 
£1  12s.  to  £2  per  annum;  the  seventeenth  house  (tenant, 
John  Smeadley),  from  £1  13s.  4d.  to  £2  per  annum;  the 
eighteenth  house  (tenant,  Thomas  Skoules),  from  £1  10s. 
to  £2  per  annum ;  the  nineteenth  house  (tenant,  William

£2  per  annum;  the  twenty-first  house  (tenant,  Widow

£2  per  annum ;  the  twenty-third  house  (tenants,  Anne  Hill 
and  Isabel  Haddlesey),  from  £1  12s.  to  £2  per  annum.  All 
rents  payable  at  Candlemas  and  Lammas,  except  the  fifteenth 
house,  which  was  payable  at  Martinmas  and  Mayday. 

11  Sept.  L  eonard  Linksell  and  Roger  Wattes  were 
nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  the  place  of  Mr. 
David  Jackson,  deceased.  Roger  Wattes  elected  and  sworn. 
Thomas  Cockerell  and  Leonard  Coward,  Younger  Brethren, 
nominated  for  election  to  the  assistantship  vacated  by  Roger 
Wattes.  Cockerell  elected  and  sworn  on  September  28. 

Nicholas  Gill,  master  of  the  keel  Thomas,  of  Stockwith, 
claimed  damages  against  Henry  Appleton,  master  of  the 
Spanish  Merchant ,  and  Mathew  Byrroes,  of  London,  master 
of  the  Concorde,  of  London,  for  collision  in  the  Haven  on 
Tuesday  last.  Ordered  that  Appleton  pay  Gill  15s.  and 
Burroes  pay  Gill  5s.  [A  note  adds  that  Appleton,  being  an 
Elder  Brother,  and  present  for  the  election,  withdrew  during 
the  hearing  of  the  case.] 

29  Oct.  William  Scarth,  Ralph  Warton,  Henry  Skailes 
and  Robert  Somersby  claimed  wages  against  George  Smith, 
master  of  the  Prosperous ,  for  a  recent  voyage  to  London.  It 
appeared  that  a  hogshead  of  “  lever  oil  ”  was  staved  in 
striking  it  into  the  ship’s  “  howle  ”  and  that  the  bosun, 
Robert  Empson,  was  forewarned  “  not  to  be  too  hasty  but 
to  have  a  care  in  setting  it  on  the  carrier  hookes,  and  yet  he 
would  go  his  own  way,”  and  so  the  casualty  happened  mostly 
by  his  default.  Ordered  that  the  bosun  should  bear  half  the 
damage,  the  other  half  to  be  divided  amongst  the  master  and 
company  proportionately  to  their  wages,  and  the  residue  of 
their  wages  to  be  paid  forthwith. 

1  Nov.  Agreed  that  the  scale  of  payments  of  goods  out¬ 
ward  and  inward  for  primage  should  be  revised  as  follows  :  —

25  Nov.  Agreed  that  the  bond  of  Robert  Cartwright  for 


£30  principal  be  put  in  suit.  That  Mr.  Bavier  be  informed 
by  the  officer  that  if  the  bond  for  £200  for  which  he,  Mr. 
Tirwhit,  and  others  are  bound  be  not  paid.  wTith  interest  at 
the  next  half  year  (about  January  25),  it  would  be  put  in 
suit.  That  the  bond  of  George  Blytli,  Plenry  Dalton  and 
Thomas  Sadler  for  £25  be  put  in  suit.  That  the  bond  of 
Launcelot  Ratsey,  Katherine  Milner  and  William  Norwood 
for  £20  be  put  in  suit.  That  the  bond  of  Edward  Buck, 
Francis  Corbett  and  George  Blyth  for  £20  be  put  in  suit. 
John  Duncalfe  and  George  Blyth  to  have  notice  that  if 
principal  and  interest  in  arrear  be  not  paid  at  the  next  half 
year  the  bond  would  be  put  in  suit. 

3  Dec.  Mr.  John  Boatman,  minister  of  St.  Mary’s  and 
chaplain  to  the  House,  admitted  an  Elder  Brother. 
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A  petition  was  received  from  James  Rimer  alleging  liis 
loss  in  the  House’s  service  in  going  with  his  boat  with  a 
Lubicker  ship,  where  by  stress  of  weather  he  lost  his  boat, 
anchor,  sail  and  other  the  boat’s  gear.  Ordered  that  the 
Warden  pay  him  40s.  towards  his  costs. 

10  Dec.  Thomas  Johnson  claimed  6s.  8d.  arrears  of  wages 
for  a  voyage  to  Rotterdam  in  May  last  from  Francis  Tenant, 
master  of  the  Charles.  It  appeared  that  the  voyage  proved 
hard  for  the  master,  the  ship  being  taken  from  him  in 
Holland  and  so  the  complainant  had  no  trouble  in  delivering 
the  ship.  Ordered  that  Tenant  pay  Johnson  3s.  4d. 

10  Dec.  Agreement  between  the  House  and  William 
Ridsdaile,  of  Pauli,  boatman,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
beacon  called  Burkham  beacon,  in  the  Humber.  The  House 
agreed  to  provide  a  pole  of  fir  30  feet  long,  which  Ridsdale 
agreed  to  set  up  with  a  cape  at  his  own  cost  and  subsequently 
to  maintain  it  at  his  own  costs,  and  to  replace  it  if  driven 
away  during  the  term  of  seven  years.  The  House  agreed  to 
pay  Ridsdaile  15s.  in  hand  and  five  shillings  on  Christmas 
Eve  twelvemonth  and  subsequently  20s.  each  Christmas  Eve 
during  the  remaining  six  years  of  the  term.  A  note  of  this 
contract  was  put  into  the  box  of  bonds. 

21  Dec.  William  Danby  to  pay  his  fine  of  10s.  for  not 
moving  his  ship  on  Monday  last,  according  to  order,  being 
three  abreast.  Also  William  Hanbie  was  fined  2s.  for  failing 
to  appear  in  the  House  after  summons. 

22  Jan.  Thomas  Burgan  claimed  wages  from  Thomas 
Wighton,  master  of  the  Defence ,  for  a  recent  voyage  to 
Sunderland  or  Newcastle  and  thence  to  Cowpman  Haven  and 
so  back  to  Hull.  It  appeared  that  Burgan  was  hired  as  mate 
and  left  the  ship  at  Cowpman  Haven  and  shipped  homeward 
in  another  ship,  so  getting  greater  wages  homeward  than  he 
would  have  had,  and  forcing  Wighton  to  hire  a  pilot  for 
some  parts  of  the  country  and  to  return  home  without  a  mate. 
Ordered  that  Burgan  receive  no  wages. 

5  Feb.  William  Newcome  complained  that  Francis  Allen, 
master  of  the  Marie  Anne,  had  hired  him  for  Holland  and 
then  unshipped  him.  It  appeared  that  though  there  had  been 
“  a  kind  of  shipping  ”  of  Newcome,  yet  he  broke  his  contract 
by  staying  out  of  the  town  longer  than  he  had  leave  to  do, 
during  which  time  Allen  was  forced  to  hire  another  man. 
Ordered  that  Newcome  receive  nothing. 

Agreed  that  Marie  Adwick,  widow  of  William  Adwick, 
deceased,  having  three  children  and  craving  relief,  should 
have  12d.  per  week. 
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1  Jan.  Agreed  that  Averell  Atkinson,  wife  of  William 
Atkinson,  of  Beverley,  and  kinswoman  to  Mary  Stronger, 
lately  deceased  out  of  the  New  Hospital,  should  have  the 
clothes,  bedding  and  money  left  by  Mary  Stronger,  except 
for  three  smocks,  one  pair  of  coarse  sheets,  2  handkershers, 
3  coyres  and  cross  cloths  left  to  Norbin’s  wife,  and  five 
shillings  each  left  to  Widow  Ripley  and  Anne  Spink  for 
looking  to  Mary  Stronger  during  her  sickness.  Always 
provided  that  Averell  Atkinson  should  pay  the  funeral 
expenses  of  the  deceased. 

19  Feb.  Thomas  Hutchinson,  mariner,  was  granted  10s. 
towards  his  maintenance.  Henry  Potter,  ships  carpenter, 
petitioned  for  relief.  Although  it  wTas  decided  that  the  House 
was  not  liable,  the  Elder  Brethren  and  assistants  assembled 
contributed  amongst  them  5s.  lOd.  to  assist  him.  Cecelie 
Fawcett,  widow,  petitioned  for  relief.  Agreed  that  she  had 
sufficient  and  nothing  be  given.  Margaret  Smith,  widow, 
petitioned  for  relief.  Agreed  to  increase  her  pension  from 
4d.  to  8d.  per  week. 

15  Mar.  Messrs.  John  Rowson  and  Roger  Wattes  were 
fined  2s.  each  for  not  attending  at  a  meeting  of  the  House 
after  summons  had  been  left  at  their  houses.  Roger  Wattes, 
coming  afterwards,  but  too  late,  paid  his  fine,  which  was 
put  into  the  poor’s  box. 

25  Mar.  Messrs.  William  Peck  and  Richard  Robinson 
Avere  fined  2s.  each  for  not  attending  a  meeting  of  the  House. 

Ordered  that  the  pension  of  4d.  per  week  paid  to  Mrs.  Mary 
Cooke,  widoAv,  be  increased  to  8d. 

31  Mar.  John  West,  carpenter,  Steven  Pooley,  Henry 
King,  Robert  Ilubbert,  John  Renton,  Robert  Battey,  William 
Bowman,  Raiphe  Barchen,  Morgan  Perry,  John  Leeth  and 
Henry  Cannon,  of  the  company  of  the  Marrygould,  of 
IpsAvich,  claimed  wages  from  the  master,  Henry  Creane,  for 
a  voyage  from  London  to  NeAvcastle,  by  some  casualty  coming 
to  Hull  to  deliver.  The  master  alleged  negligence.  It 
appeared  that  the  Avages  agreed  upon  for  the  voyage  from 
London  to  NeAvcastle  and  back  Avere  as  follows  : — West  £3  5s., 
Pooley  £2  5s.,  King  £1  19s.,  Hubbert  £2,  Renton  £2  8s., 
Battey  £2,  BoAvan  £1  18s.,  Barchen  £1  16s.,  Perry  £1  18s., 
Leeth  £1  19s.,  and  Cannon  £2.  Ordered  that  the  master 
should  pay  three  quarters  of  each  month’s  wages  as  follows  : 
two  quarters  at  once  and  a  quarter  at  Newcastle  and  the 
remaining  quarter  on  delivery  at  London,  the  company  to 
remain  Avith  the  master. 
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31  Mar.  Mr.  Richard  Perkins,  disfranchised  as  Elder 
Brother  for  non-residence,  by  an  order  of  3  August,  1644, 
being  again  resident  in  Hull,  was  re-elected  an  Elder  Brother 
in  place  of  Mr.  Thomas  Thew~,  deceased. 

10  April.  Edward  Blaides  claimed  wages  against  Robert 
Blowne.  It  appeared  Blaides  was  hired  as  mate  for  a  voyage 
to  Sunderland  and  so  to  Hamborough  for  £5.  But  owing  to 
stress  of  weather  the  ship  put  into  Holland  and  laded  there 
and  came  back  to  Hull.  Ordered  that  Blowne  should  pay 
Blaides  £5  wages,  of  which  £2  had  already  been  paid. 

14  May.  Agreed  that  a  writ  having  been  served  on  Mr. 
Jefferson  by  King’s  Bench  at  the  suit  of  Peregrine  Pelham, 
supposed  to  be  concerning  certain  wines  seized,  by  order  of 
the  House,  for  importation  by  English  merchants  in  a  French 
bottom,  a  letter  be  written  to  Mr.  Harrison  at  London  asking 
him  to  appear  to  the  writ,  and  if  it  appeared  that  the  suit 
was  about  the  wines,  then  the  suit  to  be  defended  at  the  cost 
of  the  House  according  to  the  order  of  19  September,  1635. 

9  June.  A  copy  of  the  declaration  in  Pelham  v.  Jefferson 
was  received,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  suit  related  to 
six  hogsheads  of  French  wine  supposed  to  be  seized  by  the 
House’s  order  about  October,  1632.  Ordered  that  a  letter 
be  written  to  Mr.  Thorpe  for  his  counsel  in  the  matter  for 
directions  to  Mr.  Harrison  what  to  plead,  and  that  Mr. 
Popple,  Warden,  should  send  Thorpe’s  fee  of  40s.  in  the 
letter  and  another  <£4  to  Mr.  Harrison  to  fee  other  counsel 
and  defray  charges. 

Note. — There  was  delivered  to  Mr.  Harrison  a  quietus  est 
which  Richard  Clarke  had  for  paying  to  the  king  £7  11s.  3d., 
being  a  moiety  of  the  price  of  six  hogsheads  of  wine  forfeited 
by  a  merchant  unknown.  Also  a  writ  which  Messrs.  Jefferson 
and  Thew  had  against  Mr.  Peregrine  Pelham  for  20s.  costs  in 
a  suit  against  them  which  he  did  not  prosecute  A°  Caroli  xi. 
£3  more  delivered  him  for  costs  in  this  suit. 

Marginal  note,  8  Nov,  1949.  The  quietus  and  writ  returned 
by  Harrison  and  put  in  the  chest.  And  this  day  Harrison 
delivered  his  account  of  the  £5  he  had,  viz.,  £2  sent  to  Mr. 
Thorpe,  which  he  returned,  being  unwilling  to  act  in  the 
suit,  and  the  £3  sent  to  Harrison.  It  appeared  by  his  note 
that  the  charges  of  answering  the  suit  were  £4  8s.  10d.,  and 
some  other  charges  disbursed  for  the  House  came  to  £1  16s., 
so  the  House  owed  him  £1  4s. 

5  Aug.  Marmaduke  Haddlesey,  merchant,  of  Hull,  and 
his  partners,  by  lading  five  small  trusses  of  cloth  on  board  the 
Mary  Samuell,  of  Mosse,  in  Norway,  Francis  Plew,  master, 
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being  a  stranger,  incurred  tbe  customary  fine  of  <£6  13s.  4d., 
which  they  laid  down.  But  as  it  appeared  that  this  was  for 
redeeming  a  ship  taken  by  an  Irish  “  friggitt  ”  and  carried 
to  Norway  till  a  ransom  was  paid,  of  which  Thomas  Ransom, 
of  Hull,  wTas  master  or  pilot,  the  House  took  only  3s.  4d.  and 
returned  the  rest. 

8  Aug.  William  Toft  claimed  wages  from  John  Blenkarne, 
master  of  the  Ann  Dorothy,  for  a  voyage  to  Eastland.  It 
appeared  that  Toft  failed  to  stay  his  time  for  delivery  and 
shipped  with  another  master  and  thus  incurred  the  fine  of 
10s.  On  his  submission  the  House  remitted  7s.  and  ordered 
the  rest  of  his  wrages  to  be  paid,  less  7s.  6d.  paid  to  the  man 
hired  in  his  place  to  deliver  ship  and  19s.  6d.  paid  for  his 
debt  to  Cuthbert  Prestwood  by  his  own  consent. 

Richard  Hill,  a  brother  of  the  House,  failed  to  attend  on 
summons  and  used  abusive  language  to  the  officer  who 
summoned  him.  Fined  5s. 

11  Aug.  John  Watson  had  previously  complained  to  the 
House  of  Thomas  Clarke,  whom  he  had  hired  as  mate  for  a 
voyage  to  Newcastle  or  Sunderland,  for  refusing  to  go  and 
hiring  himself  to  Richard  Hill.  All  parties  being  cited  to 
appear  and  the  charge  proved,  Clarke  was  warned  to  go  to 
sea  with  Watson  and  not  otherwise,  and  Hill  was  warned  by 
the  officers  not  to  ship  him.  But  this  day  Thomas  Davies, 
going  as  master  in  Richard  Hill’s  ship,  Hill  being  sick, 
shipped  Clarke  as  mate  despite  personal  warning  by  Mr. 
Popple.  Ordered  that  Davies  and  Clarke  be  summoned  to 
appear  on  their  return  to  answer  for  their  misdemeanour. 

15  Aug.  Agreed  that  the  petition  to  Parliament  required 
by  the  Younger  Brethren  should  go  forward  unless  cause  to 
the  contrary  appeared  by  the  following  Friday. 

Friday,  18  Aug.  Agreed  that  the  petition  be  presented 
“  if  the  personal  treaty  with  His  Majesty  go  not  forward.” 

22  Aug.  George  Denson,  George  Hodgson,  John  Till  and 
Thomas  Brocklebank  claimed  wages  against  George  Logan, 
master  of  the  Patience,  for  a  voyage  to  Danzic.  They 
alleged  they  had  been  hired  and  had  attended,  but  the  voyage 
had  been  abandoned  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  the  master 
and  because  the  merchants  were  unwilling  to  adventure  unless 
the  master  could  go  in  person.  Ordered  that  each  of  the 
complainants  should  have  2s.  6d.  per  week  and  be  at  liberty 
to  hire  himself  elsewhere. 

24  Aug.  William  Thompson,  of  Hull,  merchant,  shipped 
a  pack  of  30  dozen  cloths  in  the  White  Swan,  of  Lubeck, 
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master  Martin  Kemp,  a  stranger,  for  Elsenonr,  and  incurred 
the  usual  fine  of  £6  13s.  6d.  He  submitted  and  the  House 
took  <£1  6s.  8d. 

Mathew  Topham,  of  Hull,  Merchant,  was  charged  with 
shipping  in  the  same  ship  four  packs  of  cloth,  numbered 
A.  B.  C.  D.  and  marked  MT,  three  containing  20  half  cloths 
apiece  and  the  fourth  35  carseys.  Ordered  that  one  pack  be 
brought  on  shore  and  detained  till  the  fine  had  been  paid. 

Thomas  Wilkinson,  of  York,  merchant,  was  similarly 
charged  concerning  two  packs  of  cloth,  each  containing  30 
dozen,  numbered  5  and  5  and  marked  4.  Ordered  that  one 
pack  be  set  on  shore  and  detained  until  the  fine  was  paid. 

The  company  of  the  Godspeed  complained  against  the 
master,  Thomas  Coates,  that  he  hired  them  for  a  voyage  to 
London  and,  the  ship  being  laden  and  ready  to  sail  and 
having  a  fair  wind,  he  refused  to  sail,  alleging  that  the 
merchants  would  not  adventure  on  account  of  the  troubles  of 
the  times.  Whereby  the  company  was  detained  eight  days. 
Ordered  that  they  receive  4s.  each  in  satisfaction  of  damage. 

26  Aug.  Roger  Watts,  on  behalf  of  Thomas  Wilkinson, 
of  York,  laid  down  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  cloth 
in  the  Lubecker,  according  to  the  order  of  24  August,  1648. 
The  House  took  £1  6s.  8d.  and  remitted  the  rest. 

William  Peck,  on  behalf  of  Mathew  Topham,  also  laid 
down  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  a  similar  offence.  The  House 
took  £3  6s.  8d.  and  remitted  the  rest. 

Marmaduke  Ombler  claimed  wages  against  John  Blenkarne, 
master  of  the  Anne  Dorothy,  for  a  recent  voyage  to  Rye. 
Ordered  that  Blenkarne  pay  him  his  wages. 

Left  blank. 

4  Sept.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Peck, 
John  Helmsley,  Richard  Parkins  and  Roger  Wattes.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Parkins  and  Peck.  Nominated  for  stewards,  John 
Watson,  Joseph  Pearson,  Thomas  Robinson  and  George 
Thompson.  Elected,  Pearson  and  Robinson. 

16  Sept.  Ordered  that  William  Wrightington  and  James 
Poster,  with  such  assistance  as  they  needed,  should  go  aboard 
the  Gabriel,  Jacob  Anderson,  master,  to  take  a  distress  for 
40s.  fine  incurred  for  lying  three  abreast  in  the  Haven  for 
four  tides  after  notice  given. 

Thomas  Clarke,  mariner,  was  summoned  to  appear  to 
answer  his  contempt  against  the  House  (see  order  of  August 
11).  He  failed  to  appear.  Ordered  that  he  attend  at  the 
next  meeting  and  if  he  failed  the  officer  was  to  bring  him 
by  force. 
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Thomas  Dwarris  appeared  to  answer  his  contempt  in 
shipping*  Clarke  against  the  orders  of  the  house  (see  order  of 
August  11th).  He  was  ordered  to  lay  down  the  fine  of  £40. 
He  paid  10s.  and  promised  the  balance,  but  on  certain  con¬ 
siderations  the  fine  was  reduced  to  20s.  He  therefore  promised 
to  pay  the  other  10s. 

29  Sept.  Richard  Sindal,  master  of  the  Sea  Horse, 
redeemed  his  anchor  taken  as  distress  for  lying  three  abreast 
by  paying  the  fine  of  20s.,  of  which  10s.  wras  remitted. 

7  Oct.  Thomas  Clarke,  mariner,  of  Hull,  being  summoned 
by  the  officers  to  attend  at  the  House  according  to  the  order 
of  16  September,  refused  to  attend.  Ordered  that  a  warrant 
be  issued  under  seal  of  the  House  to  William  Wrightington, 
the  House’s  officer,  to  compel  Clarke  to  appear  at  3  o’clock 
on  9th  October  to  answer  his  contempt.  The  said  Thomas 
Clarke  afterwards  came  voluntarily,  and  submitted  and  laid 
down  his  fine  of  £10  for  shipping  with  one  man  and  sailing 
with  another.  The  House  kept  30s.  and  remitted  the  balance. 

14  Oct.  John  Rillington,  carpenter,  claimed  £14  10s. 
wages  from  James  Lupton,  master  of  the  Encrease,  on  a 
recent  voyage  to  Eastland.  Lupton  alleged  negligence, 
saying  that  the  carpenter  failed  to  caulk  the  ship,  whereby 
the  cargo  was  damaged,  and  the  merchants  refused  payment 
of  £40  freight.  After  hearing  witnesses  on  both  sides,  the 
House  ordered  that  Rillington  should  forfeit  £5  wages  and 
the  master  should  pay  the  balance,  which  he  did. 

Ordered  that  Edmond  Popple,  a  brother  of  the  House, 
having  twice  ignored  summons  to  attend  for  the  hearing  of 
a  dispute  between  him  and  Richard  Stockdaile,  should  be 
summoned  a  third  time  and  fined  20s.  if  he  failed  to  appear. 

9  Oct.  Rachel  Pickering,  widow  of  John  Pickering, 
mariner,  petitioned  for  relief  for  herself  and  five  children. 
2s.  per  week  granted. 

3  Noy.  Elizabeth  Brough,  widow,  admitted  to  the  New 
Hospital  in  place  of  Widow  Joliffe,  lately  departed.  She 
promised  to  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  youngest  sister 
of  that  house. 

8  Nov.  Peter  Fisher,  Ralph  Ingleden  and  Marmaduke 
Grarlick  complained  against  John  Watson,  master  of  the 
Little  John,  bound  for  Holland.  They  alleged  that  they  were 
hired  and  attended  ship  for  a  month  and  ladened  ship,  after 
which  the  voyage  was  abandoned.  It  appeared  that  the  ship 
was  leaky,  so  the  merchant  withdrew  his  goods.  Ordered  that 
the  master  pay  each  man  10s. 
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Agreed  that  the  bonds  of  Nicholas  Girlington,  William 
Thornton,  Robert  Cartwright,  Edward  Buck  and  Mr. 
Hutchinson,  with  their  sureties,  be  put  in  suit. 

24  Nov.  Judith  Best,  widow,  claimed  wages  from  John 
Wright,  master  of  the  Patience ,  due  to  her  late  husband  for 
a  Sunderland  voyage  about  four  years  before.  Ordered  that 
Wright  should  pay  her  the  wages,  viz.,  12s. 

5  Dec.  Salomon  Ledall,  William  Gray,  Valentine  Brough 
claimed  arrears  of  wages  for  a  voyage  to  London  in  March, 
1647,  against  Christopher  Lynskell,  master  of  the  Exchange. 
It  appeared  that  the  complainants  failed  to  bring  the  ship 
down  to  Gravesend.  Ordered  that  Ledall  and  Brough  should 
each  abate  5s.  wages,  and  Gray,  the  carpenter,  6s.  8d.,  and 
Linksell  should  pay  them  the  wages  due  and  their  thirds  of 
freight. 

A  controversy  between  Mathew  Longdaile,  Robert  Yaites 
and  IJanse  Clauson,  Dutchman,  masters  of  certain  ships  lying 
in  the  Haven,  which  broke  loose  and  damaged  one  another, 
was  referred  by  consent  to  the  House.  The  parties  and 
witnesses  having  been  heard,  it  was  ordered  that  Robert 
Yaites,  whose  fault  it  was  conceived  to  be,  should  pay 
Langdaile  25s.  and  Clauson  was  to  “  take  his  damage  in  his 
own  hands.” 

11  Dec.  A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  William  Thorneten, 
of  Oldstead,  concerning  his  debt  to  the  House.  It  was  agreed 
that,  if  Thorneton  would  procure  a  petition  to  be  drawn  up 
for  the  sale  of  so  much  of  his  estate  as  would  meet  his  debt 
to  the  House,  the  Wardens  would  sign  the  petition  and,  in 
the  meantime,  forbear  any  suits  against  him. 

5  Jan.  Agreed  to  lend  Mr.  Robert  Leedes,  of  Moulscroft, 
<£200  for  seven  years  at  £16  per  annum  on  a  mortgage  of  such 
closes  and  grounds  as  he  had  given  a  list  of  to  the  House. 

20  Jan.  Tristram  Conyers,  Robert  Wilkinson  and 
Christopher  Johnson  claimed  wages  against  John  Watson, 
master  of  the  Little  John,  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle  and  back. 
It  appeared  that  Conyers  was  hired  for  Newcastle  and  back 
to  Hull  or  to  Holland,  Flanders  or  France,  to  have  24s.  and 
a  quarter  of  coals  or  5s.,  if  they  delivered  at  Hull,  and  54s. 
if  they  delivered  in  Flanders  or  Holland.  But,  being  now 
in  Hull,  Conyers  was  unwilling  to  go  further,  and,  by  agree¬ 
ment  with  Watson,  had  got  another  man  in  his  place. 
Ordered  that  Watson  pay  Conyers  20s.  as  part  of  his  voyage  to 
Hull,  and  the  rest  to  be  paid  to  the  other  man  at  the  port  of 
delivery,  which  would  be  29s.,  and  Conyers  and  the  other  man 
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to  agree  about  that  money.  As  for  Wilkinson  and  Johnson, 
it  appeared  they  were  only  hired  for  Newcastle  and  back. 
They  wnre  therefore  io  be  paid  their  Newcastle  wages, 
allowing  for  delivery  of  the  ship. 

Agreed  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Sir  Thomas  Gower,  saying 
that,  if  he  would  procure  Mr.  Fairefax  and  Mr.Dowley  Gower 
to  come  and  seal  the  counterpart  of  the  lease  and  bond 
according  to  the  former  bargain  of  <£1,000,  and  would  also 
procure  Mr.  Fairefax,  Mr.  Hebbletlrwait  and  John  Harrison, 
of  Malton,  to  be  bound  with  him  for  security  of  the  lands  or 
lordship  which  he  offered  to  lay  in  pawn  for  security  of 
£1,500  then,  subject  to  proof  of  title  to  the  satisfaction  of 
Sergeant  Thorpe,  he  should  have  the  loan  of  £500  for  seven 
years,  or  less  if  he  desired,  at  8  per  cent. 

24  Jan.  Edward  Blaides  claimed  wages  against  Francis 
Allan,  master  of  the  Mary  Anne ,  on  a  recent  voyage  intended 
for  Hamborough.  It  appeared  that  the  vessel  put  into  Holland 
through  bad  weather  and  loaded  there.  Ordered  that  Allan 
should  pay  him  £3  10s. 

1  Feb.  Agreed,  according  to  the  order  of  20  January,  that 
Sir  Thomas  Gower,  the  younger,  should  have  £500  lent  on 
security  of  the  manors  of  Samborne  with  Thorne  Closes  and 
Whitt  Carr  in  Stockton  parish,  Yorks.,  for  seven  years  or 
less  at  8  per  cent.,  provided  that  Sergeant  Thorpe  advised 
that  his  title  was  good  and  that  Sir  Thomas,  Charles  Fairefax, 
Mr.  John  Hebblethwaite,  of  Norton,  and  Mr.  John  Harrison, 
of  Malton,  yeoman,  would  become  bound  for  enjoying  the 
lands.  Also  agreed  that,  for  the  present,  Sir  Thomas  should 
have  £200  lent  for  six  months  upon  his  bond,  and  that  of 
the  other  three  persons,  to  be  part  of  the  £500  if  the  agree¬ 
ment  were  made. 

3  Feb.  Agreed  that  the  assurance  from  Mr.  Leedes  should 
be  made  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Peeke,  Mr.  Parkins  and  Mr. 
Popple  (and  eight  other  named  Elder  Brethren  and 
Assistants). 

Five  of  the  company  of  Matthew  Smith,  master  of  the 
James,  upon  an  intended  voyage  for  Newcastle,  complained 
that  they  were  retained  for  the  voyage  which  the  master 
had  abandoned.  It  appeared  that  the  reason  for  the  delay 
was  the  dangerousness  of  the  times,  so  that  the  merchant 
would  not  adventure  his  goods.  Ordered  that  Smith  should 
divide  20s.  amongst  his  men  for  their  services. 

24  Feb.  Dorothy  Cartwright  claimed  wTages  from  John 
Wright,  master  of  the  Relief e,  on  behalf  of  her  husband,  for 
a  voyage  to  London  in  December  last.  Ordered  that  Smith

should  pay  her  22s.,  it  appearing  that  Cartwright  had 
received  the  remainder  of  his  wages. 

Agreed  to  let  to  Elizabeth  Frith,  wife  of  James  Frith, 
mariner,  the  low  room  of  the  house  formerly  occupied  by 
Joshua  Ladley  for  a  year  from  Candlemas  last  at  26s.  per 
annum,  payable  at  Lammas  and  Candlemas.  She  was  to 
procure  Thomas  Gaskinge  to  pass  his  word  for  rent  paying, 
and  Mr.  William  Peck  promised  till  Lammas  next  for  rent. 
She  was  to  have  allowance  for  the  period  from  Candlemas 
to  date. 

5  Mar.  Memorandum  that,  if  Robert  Cartwright  could 
procure  Marmaduke  Pattison,  Mr.  Shepheard  and  Richard 
Wilson,  or  an  adequate  security  in  Wilson’s  place,  to  become 
bound  in  £200  to  pay  the  House  £100  at  the  death  of  Margaret 
Backhus,  late  of  Hull,  and  now  of  York,  widow,  and,  if  Mr. 
Cartwright  and  Samuel  Lightfoote  would  be  bound  to  the 
House  in  £80  for  £8  per  annum  during  Widow  Backhus’  life, 
then  he  should  have  £80  from  the  House  and  his  old  bond 
of  £30  delivered  in. 

17  Mar.  Messrs.  Robert  Ripley  and  Launcelot  Anderson 
appointed  to  view  and  value  the  lands  in  Stockton  which  Sir 
Thomas  Gower,  the  younger,  was  prepared  to  mortgage  to 
the  House  for  £500  (see  orders  of  20  January,  1649,  and  1 
February,  1649).  * 

28  Mar.  Agreed  that  Messrs.  Parkins  and  Popple  go  to 
Beverley  to  consult  Sergeant  Thorpe  on  his  return  from  the 
assizes  about  the  assurance  to  be  made  from  Sir  Thomas 
Gower,  also  about  the  seaman’s  petition  and  about  ship’s 
carpenters’  wages,  whether  they  were  not  within  the  compass 
of  the  statute  and  ought  to  have  their  wages  assessed  like 
other  artificers. 

Captain  Jacob  Symonson,  captain  of  a  Dutch  man  of  war, 
was  sent  for  to  ascertain  whether  certain  packs  of  cloth  had 
been  put  aboard  his  ship  to  be  taken  overseas.  He  agreed  to 
put  all  such  goods  ashore.  But  Mr.  William  Thompson, 
having  six  packs  of  cloth  marked  ^  in  fbe  ship,  submitted 
to  the  House  and  laid  down  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  It  was 
decided  to  notify  the  Captain  that  he  might  take  this  cloth 
but  no  other. 

(Margin — see  order  of  April  7.) 

26  Mar.  John  Foster,  Edward  Baxter  and  Mathew  Foster 
claimed  wages  from  William  Danbie,  master  of  the  Friend¬ 
ship,  on  a  recent  voyage  from  Newcastle.  They  alleged  they 
were  hired  at  7s.  a  week  each  and  free  diet,  and  had  served 
from  21  January  to  21  March  last,  their  wages  therefore 
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being  £3  8s.  each,  of  which  they  admitted  the  receipt  of 
part,  i.e.,  Baxter,  11s.,  Mathew  Foster,  11s.  4d.,  and  John 
Foster,  13s.  2d.  Ordered  that  the  master  pay  them  the 
balance  and  the  parties  to  be  quit  of  each  other.  Danbie 
refused  to  pay  or  accept  the  House’s  decision.  Ordered  that 
he  be  committed  to  prison  until  he  paid  or  put  in  securities 
to  do  so,  and  he,  refusing,  was  at  once  committed.  But 
he  immediately  yielded  and  promised  to  pay,  and  so  was  set 
at  liberty. 

28  Mar.  Thomas  Marshal,  Francis  Atkinson,  John  Raven, 
John  Wetherall  and  Samuel  Lilforth  complained  against 
Hugh  Welburne,  master  of  the  Providence.  They  alleged 
they  had  been  hired  for  a  voyage  to  Eastland,  and  had 
attended  ship  for  some  time,  but  the  voyage  was  abandoned. 
It  appeared  that  four  of  the  men  had  subsequently  hired 
themselves  for  a  voyage  to  Hamborough  with  the  same 
master,  and  had  received  consideration  in  their  wages  for  the 
abandoned  voyage.  It  was  decided  that,  as  they  had  sought 
no  further  compensation  on  their  new  hiring,  they  were 
content  with  the  arrangement.  It  was  decided  that  Welbourne 
should  pay  the  other  man,  Samuel  Lilforth,  15s.  for  loss  of 
time  and  damages. 

Agreed  that  John  Ferries,  who  was  Mr.  Thomas  Ferries’ 
brother,  being  “  very  aged,  blind  and  very  needful,”  should 
have  40s.  paid  him  towards  his  relief  at  Mayday  next. 

Agreed  to  give  40s.  to  George  Cavill,  who  lay  at  surgery 
at  London,  likely  to  lose  his  hand  and  part  of  his  arm. 

The  wife  of  Robert  Tailer  complained  against  John 
Rawson  for  part  of  her  husband’s  wages.  She  alleged  her 
husband  wras  hired  in  March,  1648,  for  a  year  at  £11,  of 
which  45s.  was  still  unpaid.  Rawson  said  that,  within  the 
year,  Tailer  made  a  voyage,  with  his  consent,  to  Rotterdam 
with  Lawrence  Skortreth,  for  which  he  received  36s.,  which, 
being  accounted  with  the  other  money,  left  Rawrson  owing 
Tailer  9s.  It  wras  ordered  that  he  pay  Tailer  the  9s. 

7  Apl.  William  Thompson,  merchant,  asked  for  a  decision 
on  the  fine  he  had  paid  for  exporting  in  a  stranger  (see  order 
of  24  March,  1648).  The  House  took  40s.  and  returned 
the  rest. 

James  Askne,  master  of  the  Dream,  complained  against 
Thomas  Weeton,  master  of  the  Defence,  for  cutting  his  cable 
in  the  Haven.  Ordered  that  Weeton  should  pay  6s.  8d.  if 
the  rope  could  not  be  found,  and  Is.  8d.  if  it  could. 

10  April.  Agreed  that  since  Sir  Thomas  Gower  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  acknowledge  a  fine  for  better  security,  according 
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to  the  advice  of  Serjeant  Thorpe,  besides  the  assurances  he 
was  to<  make,  and  give  his  own  bond,  he  wTas  to  have  his 
mortgage  without  the  three  securities  mentioned  in  the 
former  orders.  Also  that  the  estate  should  be  made  in  the 
names  of  Mr.  William  Peck  (and  eight  other  named  Elder 
Brethren  and  Assistants). 

25  May.  It  having  been  found  by  daily  experience  that 
many  short  entries  and  reports  were  made  into  the  Customs, 
whereby  the  House  was  defrauded  of  primage,  ordered  that 
no  ship  be  cleared  until  the  skipper  procured  a  statement 
from  the  “  metter  ”  of  a  ship  which  brought  in  corn,  of  the 
exact  amount  delivered,  unless  the  Warden  were  otherwise 
satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  return. 

1  June.  Mr.  Michael  Harrison,  attorney,  delivered  to  the 
House  two.  fines  which  he  was  desired  to  sue  out,  one  from 
Sir  Thomas  Gower,  the  other  from  Mr.  Robert  Leedes  and 
his  wife,  and  an  account  for  costs ;  Sir  Thomas  Gower 
£4  17s.  9d.  and  Mr.  Leedes  £4  Is.  10d.,  of  which  costs  lie 
had  only  received  £2  5s.  left  him  by  Sir  Thomas  Gower. 
Mr.  Parkinson  was  instructed  to  pay  him  the  balance  and 
debit  it  against  Gower  and  Leedes  who,  by  their  agreements, 
were  responsible  for  the  costs  of  the  fines. 

19  June.  The  company  of  the  Releife  complained  against 
the  master,  John  Wright,  alleging  that  certain  household 
goods  were  taken  aboard  at  Hull  to  be  shipped  to-  Newcastle 
and  claiming  their  share  of  the  freight.  Ordered  that  Wright 
should  pay  each  man  Ibd.  except  one,  hired  later  than  the 
others,  who  was  to  have  8d. 

13  July.  A  controversy  between  Mr.  Maccabeus  Hollis 
and  other  merchants  of  the  one  part  and  Thomas  French, 
master  of  the  Mary  of  London  on  the  other,  was  referred  to 
the  House.  The  merchants  had  shipped  231  quarters  3 
bushels  of  corn  at  London  which,  on  delivery  at  Hull,  was 
4  quarters  7  bushels  short.  They  refused  to  pay  freight  on 
the  full  amount.  Ordered  that  they  should  pay  freight  on 
what  was  delivered  only. 

A  similar  controversy  between  the  same  merchants  and 
Christopher  Carbank,  master  of  the  Hope  of  Sunderland, 
concerning  400  quarters  of  rye,  shipped  at  London,  4  quarters 
2  bushels  short  on  delivery  at  Hull  was  similarly  settled. 

27  July.  Christopher  Linksell  complained  against  John 
Grundill  for  neglect  of  duty  for  four  days.  Grundill  wTas 
fined  2s.  Linksell,  for  failing  to  attend  the  House  on 
summons  and  “  saucy  words,”  was  fined  12d. 

James  Nettleton,  for  ignoring  summons,  was  fined  18d. 
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6  Aug.  Mr.  William  Thornton,  late  of  Hull,  and  now 
of  Oldstead,  Yorks.,  who  owed  the  House  £200  principal  and 
was  £50  in  arrears  with  the  interest,  besought  the  House 
“  even  with  teares  ”  for  some  reduction.  Because  he  had 
lost  much  of  his  estate  in  “  these  troublesome  times  ”  and 
had  a  wife  and  eight  children,  it  was  decided  to  accept  £10 
for  the  arrears  of  interest.  He  therefore  paid  £210  and  his 
bond  was  surrendered.  The  £200  put  in  the  chest  and  the 
£10  given  to  Mr.  Peck,  Warden,  to  account  for. 

18  Aug.  Mr.  Robert  Moore  laid  down  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d. 
for  shipping  lead  to>  Holland  in  a  stranger’s  bottom  and  craved 
the  House’s  favour  on  account  of  “  these  troublesome  times.” 
The  House  remitted  £3  6s.  8d. 

Memorandum  to  write  to  Sir  Thomas  Gower  for  a  buck 
against  election  day. 

3  Sept.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  John  Helmsley, 
Roger  Wattes,  William  Raikes  and  Janies  Lupton.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Wattes  and  Lupton.  Nominated  for  stewards, 
George  Thompson,  Richard  Ward,  John  Pearson  and  Richard 
Lindall.  Elected,  Pearson  and  Lindall. 

Eleven  of  the  company  of  James  Nettleton,  master 
of  the  Providence,  claimed  wages  against  him  for  a 
Newcastle  voyage.  It  appeared  that  they  were  hired  to  go 
to  London  with  the  ship  but  she  sprang  a  leak  and  put 
into  Hull  and  had  remained  in  the  Road  a  fortnight  or  three 
weeks.  Ordered  that  Nettleton  should  pay  the  married  men 
5s.  each  but  the  younger  men  had  had  victuals  on  board. 

10  Sept.  The  same  parties  appeared  again  before  the  House, 
the  men  now  alleging  that  the  voyage  was  abandoned  and 
claiming  wages.  Ordered  that  each  should  have  two-thirds 
of  the  London  wages,  the  amounts  paid  being  as  follows:  — 
Christopher  Anderson,  £1  16s. ;  John  Moore,  £1  16s. ;  Francis 
Dennison,  £1  14s.  8d. ;  Benjamin  Palmer,  £1  16s. ;  Robert 
Taylor,  £1  17s.  4d. ;  Mathew  Macham,  £2  Is.  8d. ;  William 
Tranmore,  £1  12s. ;  Henry  Barnabie,  £1  17s.  8d. ;  James 
Watt,  £2;  George  Watt,  carpenter,  £2  8s.;  John  Hewitt, 
£1  14s.  8d. ;  Richard  Jackson,  £2  6s.  8d. ;  John  Best,  mate, 
£3  6s.  8d. 

10  Oct.  Mr.  James  Shepherd,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  280  pigs  of  great  lead,  containing  35 
fother  for  Comphere  in  the  Leopard,  of  Comphere,  Jarvis 
Johnson,  master,  being  a  stranger.  He  asked  for  considera¬ 
tion  in  view  of  the  troublesome  times  and  no  convoy  to  be 
had.  £3  6s.  8d.  remitted. 
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23  Oct.  James  Mell,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d. 
for  shipping  seven  f other  of  lead  in  the  Peter  of  Deeye,  John 
Gurman,  master,  a  stranger.  £3  6s.  8d.  remitted. 

8  Nov.  Mr.  Michael  Harrison,  attorney,  submitted  his 
accounts  concerning  £5  paid  him  by  order  of  June,  1648,  for 
defending  Mr.  Jefferson  against  Mr.  Pelham’s  suit.  The 
costs  of  that  suit  were  £4  8s.  lOd.  and  he  had  also  spent 
£1  16s.  in  other  suits  for  the  House.  Mr.  Wattes,  Warden, 
was  instructed  to  pay  him  £1  4s.  lOd. 

17  Nov.  Mr.  James  Shephard,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  300  pigs  of  lead  to  Comphere  in  a 
stranger.  £1  13s.  4d.  remitted. 

Agreed  that  the  Warden  should  pay  Mathew  Rowton, 
carpenter,  £24,  as  formerly  agreed,  for  wood  and  workman¬ 
ship  on  the  dolphin,  and  William  Gibson,  blacksmith, 
£17  12s.  3d.  for  ironwork  on  the  dolphin. 

The  lands  at  Cottingham,  from  which  the  House  had  £20 
per  annum  during  Anne  Bell’s  life,  being  for  sale,  it  was 
agreed  to  purchase  the  reversion  of  the  land  if  it  could  be 
had  at  a  reasonable  price.  Messrs.  Popple  and  Peck  were 
asked  to  go  to  Cottingham  to  confer  with  those  who  were 
also  negotiating  to  buy  lands  there  and  report  to  the  House. 

1  Dec.  Agreed  that  William  Leaper,  on  his  petition  from 
London,  should  be  paid  for  his  present  relief  at  London,  20s., 
by  order  which  Edmund  Popple  would  take. 

Thomas  Saltmarsli  paid  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping 
16  half  cloths  in  a  stranger.  Only  13s.  4d.  was  taken. 

Messrs.  Peck  and  Popple  reported  that  the  lands  at 
Cottingham,  on  which  the  House  had  £20  per  annum  during 
Anne  Bell’s  lifetime,  were  the  east  end  of  Langlandes,  the 
west  end  of  Langlandes  and  the  east  Twelve  ends,  granted 
by  letters  patent  of  Elizabeth  to  James  Williamson,  Anne, 
his  wife,  and  William  Hunter,  the  younger. 

5  Dec.  Samuel  Burgis,  master  of  the  Triall,  of  Boston, 
claimed  damages  against  Thomas  Holtbv,  master  of  the 
Elizabeth ,  of  Hull,  for  a  collision  off  the  Humber  on  Thurs¬ 
day  night  last.  Ordered  that  as  Holtbv  and  his  company 
were  to  blame,  Holtbv  should  pay  Burgis  20s.  and  receive 
nothing  for  damage  to  his  own  ship. 

23  Dec.  Francis  Noble,  master  of  the  Anne  Dorothy,  on 
a  recent  voyage  to  Imndon,  complained  asrainst  Geoffrey 
Cranswick,  alleging  that  he  paid  him  his  full  wage  of  30s. 
at  London  and  Cranswick  then  left  the  ship  and  did  not  bring 
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her  home.  Ordered  that  Cranswick  should  pay  Noble  5s.  and 
a  fine  of  3s.  4d.  to  the  poor  of  the  House. 

Agreed  that  on  the  petition  of  the  poor  of  the  New 
Hospital  alleging  the  hardness  of  the  times  and  the  dearness 
of  all  manner  of  victuals,  their  pensions  should  be  increased 
by  2d.  to  22d.  per  iveek. 

29  Dec.  Joseph  Storie  and  Robert  Nicholson  claimed 
wages  for  a  recent  voyage  to  Newcastle  and  Newhaven 
against  Thomas  Weeton,  master  of  the  Defence.  It  appeared 
that  they  had  refused  to  go  aboard  on  Sunday  night  last  in 
Hull  Road,  whereby  certain  damage  befell  the  ship.  Ordered 
that  Storie  and  Nicholson  should  each  pay  a  fine  of  2s.  6d. 
to  the  House,  and  abate  2s.  6d.  each  of  their  wages,  and 
Weeton  should  pay  them  45s.  each,  being  the  balance  of  their 
wages. 


3  Jan.  Francis  Tailor  and  another  man  claimed  wages  for 
a  voyage  from  Dunkirk  from  William  Danbie.  Ordered  that 
Danbie  should  pay  Taylor  17s.  beyond  what  he  had  already 
received  and  the  other  man  should  have  4s.  more  than  he 
had  formerly  received. 

5  Jan.  Mr.  James  Shepherd,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  10  fother  of  lead  in  a  stranger. 
£4  3s.  4d.  remitted. 

12  Jan.  Robert  Thorpe  claimed  wages  for  a  recent 
Eastland  voyage  against  Robert  Maister,  master  of  the 
Charles.  It  appeared  that  Thorpe  should  have  had  £5 
or  thereabouts  if  he  had  come  home  with  the  ship,  but  he 
left  her  at  Scarborough  on  the  homeward  voyage.  Ordered 
that  Maister  should  pay  Thorpe  £4  only  and  that  the  money 
should  be  brought  into  the  House  and  then  paid. 

Ordered  that  at  next  quarter  day  there  should  be  an  elec¬ 
tion  of  two  Elder  Brethren  in  place  of  Messrs.  Jefferson  and 
Wrightington,  deceased,  and  of  two  assistants  in  the  place  of 
those  elected  as  Elder  Brethren. 

Memorandum  that  on  16  January,  1650,  Robert  Maister 
brought  £4  to  the  House  in  pursuance  of  the  above  order, 
which  money,  being  paid  to  Mr.  Lupton,  Warden,  and 
Thorpe  not  present  to  receive  it,  it  was  put  into  “  the  cup¬ 
board  in  the  norwest  corner.” 

2  Feb.  Agreed  that  Messrs.  Popple  and  Peck  should  go 
to  Cottingham  on  Monday,  February  4th,  to  discuss  terms 
for  the  lands  there. 
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John  Lasie,  of  Hull,  mariner,  petitioned  the  House  for 
relief,  he  being  likely  to  lose  his  arm.  He  was  given  18d. 
per  week  for  the  present. 

Mercy  Denbie  was  given  a  pension  of  8d.  per  week  and 
12d.  at  the  beginning. 

9  Feb.  Agreed  that  Messrs.  Peck  and  Ripley  should  g o 
to  Cottingham  on  Thursday  next  to*  treat  with  those  who 
had  contracted  for  the  lordship  of  Cottingham  concerning  the 
lands  which  the  House  wished  to  buy. 

A  letter  to  be  written  to  Mr.  Edward  Hutchinson,  of  Wicam 
Abbey  about  the  money  due  to  the  House.

4  Mar.  Election  of  Elder  Brethren.  Leonard  Linskell  and 
Launcelot  Anderson,  assistants,  were  nominated  for  election 
as  Elder  Brother  in  place  of  Martin  Jefferson,  deceased. 
Linskell  elected.  Similarly,  Launcelot  Anderson  and  Edmond 
Popple  were  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  place 
of  Coniston  Wrightington,  deceased.  Anderson  elected. 
The  following  Younger  Brethren  were  nominated  for  election 
as  Assistants :  Robert  Maister,  Leonard  Cavard,  George 
Loggan  and  Thomas  Coates,  the  Elder.  Cavard  and  Maister 
elected. 

16  Mar.  Thomas  Cockerill  complained  against  Richard 
Hailes  for  shipping  himself  with  Cockerill  and  then  shipping 
with  another.  It  appeared  that  Dailes  was  justified  since 
Cockerill  had  refused  to  pay  him  his  wages  agreed  upon. 

23  Mar.  Christopher  Endick  claimed  wages  from  Thomas 
Weeton,  master  of  the  Defence ,  for  a  recent  voyage  to 
Newcastle.  It  appeared  that  Endick  had  been  negligent  dur¬ 
ing  the  voyage.  Ordered  that  he  should  only  receive  18s.  for 
the  voyage,  being  fined  6s.  for  his  “  ill  carriage.” 

William  Brocklebank  complained  that  Thomas  Weeton 
refused  to  perform  his  voyage  to  France.  Brocklebank  having 
performed  one  voyage,  it  was  ordered  that  he  should  have  24s. 

1  April.  Agreed  that  Thomas  Sison,  John  Raspin  and 
Robert  Turner  should  have  the  Longlandes  and  the  east  end 
of  Twelve  ends,  parcel  of  Cottingham  Westerland,  for  one 
year  from  Lady  Hay  last  at  £20  per  annum,  tenants  to  scour 
the  ditches  and  fence  the  grounds  and  to  pay  the  out-rent  of 
£5  6s.  8d.  and  all  assessments  and  charges. 

13  April.  A  letter  to  be  written  to  Mr.  Appleton,  of 
London,  asking  him  to  pay  £96  Ts.  5d.  on  behalf  of  the  House 
to  Robert  Thompson,  confectioner,  in  Bearbineder  Lane,  at 
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the  “  Gilded  Cask.”  Also  another  letter  to  the  above  Mr. 
Thompson  asking  him  to  keep  the  money  till  asked  by  the 
House  to  pay  it  over.  This  was  the  remainder  of  the  price 
and  purchase  of  the  lands  bought  at  Cottingham. 

11  May.  Robert  Yates  and  others  of  the  company  com¬ 
plained  against  Stephen  Harrison  for  staying  at  Hull  and  not 
going  on  an  intended  voyage.  Ordered  that  Harrison  should 
give  his  company  a  chalder  of  coals  amongst  them  for  time 
spent  at  Hull  and  they  to  go  with  him  to'  Newcastle. 

Robert  Thorpe’s  wife  brought  a  note  from  her  husband  dis¬ 
charging  and  ending  the  suit  against  Robert  Maister  in 
Admiralty.  It  was  ordered  that  concerning  the  £3  8s.  4d. 
in  the  House  detained  for  the  debt  of  Thorpe  to  the  House 
for  primage,  £1  should  be  returned  to  Thorpe’s  wife. 

28  May.  Leonard  Rawlinson  complained  against  George 
Robson  for  breaking  his  “  spritt-saile  yeard.”  Rawlinson 
was  ordered  to  pay  Is. 

William  Hunter’s  wife  claimed  32s.,  her  husband’s  wages 
from  London,  against  the  said  Rawlinson.  It  appeared  that 
Hunter  was  pressed  out  of  the  ship  before  she  reached  London. 
Ordered  that  his  wife  should  have  16s. 

5  June.  This  day  was  paid  to  Mr.  Henry  Appleton,  Elder 
Brother,  <£216  16s.  Sd.,  less  £10,  being  the  sum  Mr.  Appleton 
had  recently  paid  at  London  at  the  House’s  request  for  the 
purchase  of  lands  at  Cottingham,  from  which  the  House  re¬ 
ceived  £20  per  annum  during  Anne  Bell’s  life,  being  eleven 
years  purchase  at  £19  6s.  8d.,  five  years  of  sixteen  years 
purchase  being  deducted  in  respect  of  Anne  Bell’s  life. 
Appleton  was  to  have  the  unpaid  £10  out  of  the  first  money 
that  came  into  the  House  and  the  Warden’s  gave  him  a  note 
to  that  effect.  At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Wattes,  Warden,  paid 
in  £17  of  the  money  he  had  received  for  the  House’s  use, 
which  was  part  of  the  money  paid  to  Mr.  Appleton. 

7  June.  Michael  Nappay  and  others  of  the  company  of 
Thomas  Travis,  master  of  a  ship  of  Selby,  complained  that 
he  refused  to  pay  them  the  third  of  the  freight  of  certain 
hay  shipped  in  his  recent  voyage  from  Selby  to  Newcastle. 
It  was  taken  aboard  after  the  ship  was  ballasted  for  her 
voyage  to  Newcastle.  Ordered  that  Travis  should  pay  one- 
third  of  the  freight,  i.e.  £1  6s.  8d.,  to  the  company.  This 
he  refused  to  do,  with  many  uncivil  speeches.  Ordered  that 
he  be  committed  to  prison  until  he  paid. 

15  June.  Willi  a  m  Otter  petitioned  for  help  on  account 
of  his  great  losses  by  sea  and  land.  Given  20s. 

Ordered  that  John  Eacon’s  bond  be  put  in  suit  and  that  he  be 
arrested. 
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Ordered  that  a  letter  be  written  to  Mr.  Hutchinson,  of 
Wickham  Abbey,  asking  him  to  pay  the  money  he  owed  to  the 
House  or  put  in  new  security.  A  letter  was  also  written  to  the 
Trinity  House  at  London. 

19  June.  Mistress  Hall,  widow  of  Joseph  Hall,  merchant, 
late  of  Hull,  paid  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  cloth  in 
a  Lubecker.  £5  remitted. 

22  June.  William  Carleton,  merchant,  of  Hull,  paid  the 
fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  a  pack  of  cotton  in  a  Lubecker. 
It  appeared  that  the  cotton  was  formerly  entered  and  custom 
paid  in  March  last  and  should  have  gone  over  in  Mr.  Rawson’s 
ship  but  was  left  behind.  So  the  House  only  took  3s.  4d. 

Four  of  the  company  of  Mr.  Raikes,  Elder  Brother,  claimed 
wages.  Ordered  that  Raikes  should  pay  them  notwithstanding 
any  allegations  made  by  him. 

Thomas  Coates,  the  younger,  refused  to  attend  the  House  on 
summons.  Ordered  that  he  be  summoned  again  and  fined 
13s.  4d.  if  he  failed  to  comply. 

4  July.  Memorandum  that  certain  deeds  (which  are  speci¬ 
fied)  relating  to  the  lands  in  Cottingham,  from  which  the 
House  had  £20  per  annum,  were  delivered  to  Mr.  William 
Foxley.  These  documents  were  returned  by  Mr.  Foxley  11 
July,  1650. 

11  July.  John  Winspere  complained  against  Jacob 
Dickinson,  of  Bridlington,  for  mooring  his  ship  three  abreast 
in  the  Haven,  Winspere’s  ship  being  in  the  middle  and 
thereby  prevented  from  taking  on  her  loading.  Dickinson  had 
refused  to  obey  the  instructions  of  the  House’s  officer  to  move 
his  ship.  The  officer  was  ordered  to  take  a  distress  from 
Dickinson’s  ship  to  the  value  of  the  fine  of  10s.  per  tide  for 
three  tides. 

Memorandum  that  the  £10  owing  to  Henry  Appleton  was 
this  day  paid. 

18  July.  The  officer  having  taken  an  anchor  on  July  12 
from  Jacob  Dickinson,  of  Scarborough,  as  a  distress,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  above  order,  Dickinson  still  refused  to  move  his 
ship,  which  had  now  laid  three  abreast  over  six  days,  thus 
incurring  a  fine  of  £3.  Dickinson,  however,  now  attended  at 
the  House  and  paid  the  fine  of  £3  It  was  decided  to  keep 
only  30s.  and  restore  the  distress. 

29  July.  Anne  Chambers,  widow,  paid  the  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  cloth  in  a  stranger.  As  there  were 
only  two  small  trusses,  the  House  took  only  15s. 
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Christopher  Grey,  merchant,  similarly  paid  his  fine  for 
shipping  three  fotlier  of  lead  and  18,000  bricks  in  a  stranger 
to  be  taken  overseas.  The  House  took  15s.  on  account  of  the 
small  quantity  of  goods  shipped. 

9  Aug.  The  wife  of  John  Wright,  mariner,  claimed  her 
husband’s  wages  for  a  voyage  to  London  against  John  Wright, 
master  of  the  Relief.  It  appeared  that  the  mariner  was  hired 
for  £1  8s.  but  was  pressed  in  Tilbury  Hope  before  reaching 
London.  Ordered  that  the  master  should  pay  Wright’s  wife 
6s.  in  addition  to  14s.  already  paid  to  Wright  himself.

2  Sept.  Nominated  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Raikes, 
Henry  Appleton,  Robert  Ripley  and  John  Rawson.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Ripley  and  Appleton.  Nominated  as  Stewards, 
Richard  Wood,  John  Watson,  Peter  Rawson  and  Robert 
Williamson.  Elected,  Wood  and  Watson. 

13  Sept.  Anne  Chambers,  widow,  paid  the  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  two  trusses  of  cloth  in  a  stranger. 
The  House,  in  consideration  of  the  small  quantity,  took  only 
27s.,  of  which  6d.  was  put  into  the  box. 

Mistress  Hall,  widow,  paid  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for 
shipping  100  pieces  of  small  lead  in  a  Lubecker.  £3  6s.  8d. 
remitted. 

22  Nov.  Agreed  to  lend  the  town  of  Hull  £120  for  six 
months  at  8  per  cent,  on  the  bond  of  the  Corporation  under 
their  common  seal,  provided  that  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
should  make  an  order  and  enrol  it  in  the  Repertarie 
Bock:  that  the  money,  if  not  otherwise  repaid,  should  be  re¬ 
paid  out  of  the  first  money  received  from  the  fee  farm  rents, 
rents  of  the  manors  of  Tupcoats  and  Myton  and  the  sixth 
part  of  the  manor  of  Sutton  and  the  fee  farm  rent  of  Kingston- 
upon-Hull,  and  that  the  fee  farm  rents  specified  should  be 
paid  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Yaux,  town  clerk,  and  not  paid 
or  otherwise  employed  by  him  until  the  debt  had  been  paid. 
The  House  to  have  a  copy  of  the  order.  The  money  was 
borrowed  in  part  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  of  the  above 
mentioned  fee  farm  rents  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation. 
Note :  The  £120  was  lent  and  a  bond  taken  and  a  copy  of 
the  order,  which  were  put  into  the  chest. 

24  Dec.  Ordered  upon  petition  of  Hester  Jackson,  widow, 
relict  of  Jeffrey  Foxley,  mariner,  and  of  Richard  Stutt, 
mariner,  that  she  should  have  8d.  per  week,  to  begin  on 
Saturday  next. 
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1  Feb.  Thomas  Coates,  the  younger,  master  of  the 
( name  omitted)  claimed  damages  against  Mr.  William  Raikes, 
master  and  part  owner  of  the  Globe,  for  a  collision  in  May 
last.  He  produced  a  note  of  the  damage,  amounting  to 
£5  6s.  4d.  Ordered  that  Raikes  should  pay  £2  13s.  4d.  in 
full  settlement,  Coates  to  keep  the  old  bowsprit. 

Several  of  the  company  of  the  Prosperous  claimed  wages 
against  the  master,  Mathew  Smith,  for  a  recent  voyage  to 
Iiamborough  and  Gottenborow.  It  appeared  that  the  ship 
went  to  Iiamborough  but  could  not  go  to  Gottenborow 
owing  to  foul  weather,  and  so  put  into  Stavanger,  in  Norway 
and  loaded  deals.  Ordered  that  the  complainants  should 
have  full  Hamborough  wages  but  forgo  a  quarter  of  their 
wages  for  Gottenborow. 

3  Feb.  Agreed  to  elect  a  chaplain  in  place  of  Mr.  John 
Boatman,  lately  departed  from  the  town.  Messrs.  John 
Shaw  and  Mathew  Wardell  were  nominated  and  Mr.  Wardell 
elected,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  House  should 
decide. 

6  Feb.  Agreed  that  “  as  the  poor  belonging  to  the  House 
do  daily  increase,  there  being  great  losses  by  sea,”  the 
pensions  of  the  poor  in  the  Old  House  should  be  reduced  to 
2s.  a  week  each,  and  the  poor  of  the  New  House  to  20d. 
a  week,  and  certain  of  the  poor  outside  the  House  be  reduced 
of  some  part  of  their  pensions  and  some  entirely. 

Ordered  that  the  “  ballatingbox  ”  be  used  at  all  elections 
hereafter  to  avoid  divers  inconveniences. 

Ordered  that  the  quarterly  sermons  be  continued. 

12  Feb.  Frances  Lawe,  widow,  admitted  to  the  Old 
Hospital  in  place  of  Margaret  Meade,  deceased. 

Christopher  Burton,  who  had  8d.  per  week  relief  from  the 
House,  had  had  this  reduced  to  4d.  per  week.  Because  he 
abused  the  Warden  it  was  decided  to  stop  his  relief  entirely. 

15  Feb.  Ordered  that  Mr.  William  Crew,  an  Elder 
Brother  for  many  years,  being  sick  and  low  in  estate,  should 
have  £5  towards  his  relief. 

15  Feb.  Propositions  propounded  to  the  ships’  carpenters 
of  Hull,  if  differences  arise  between  a  carpenter  and  a 
master,  the  carpenter  to  submit  to  the  ruling  of  the  House 
and  not  to  take  the  dispute  before  other  bodies  or  courts. 

Carpenters,  when  hired,  to<  give  attendance  on  loading  or 
delivering  ship  and  also  for  haling  out  or  bringing  in  the 
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ship  to  her  moorings  in  the  Haven  as  other  seamen  do,  either 
in  person  or  by  a  man  hired  by  the  carpenter. 

These  articles  were  tendered  to  the  carpenters  of  the  town, 
bnt  they  refused  to  subscribe  to  them. 

18  Feb.  Ordered  that,  since  the  ships’  carpenters  had 
been  very  refractory  and  refused  to  conform  to  the  orders  of 
the  House,  no  carpenter  or  carpenter’s  widow  should  hence¬ 
forth  receive  any  relief  until  they  conformed.  Also  that  the 
pension  of  Henry  Hodgson,  ship’s  carpenter,  should  be  with¬ 
drawn. 

Ralph  Ingledene,  Roger  Sharpe,  Andrew  Barker  and  John 
Moore  claimed  wages  against  John  Harris,  master  of  the 
Dolphin,  for  a  recent  voyage  to-  Newcastle.  It  appeared 
they  neglected  their  duty  in  the  Haven.  Ingledene  and 
Barker  were  fined  2s.  each  and  the  others  Is.  6d.  each  to 
the  use  of  the  House,  and  Harris  was  ordered  to  pay  them 
their  wages. 

3  Mar.  Mathew  Wardell,  minister  and  preacher  at  Low 
Church,  called  St.  Mary’s  Church,  admitted  chaplain  and 
subscribed  to  the  conditions  of  appointment,  which  were  un¬ 
changed. 

17  Apl.  Agreed  to  grant  Peter  Barman,  mariner,  a 
twenty-one  year  lease  from  Candlemas  last  of  the  house  and 
garden  which  he  occupied  in  Whitefriargate  at  £2  10s.  per 
annum,  payable  half  yearly,  tenant  responsible  for  repairs. 

26  Apl.  William  Welburne,  carpenter,  complained  against 
Francis  Noble,  master  of  the  ( name  omitted)  for  wages  for 
a  voyage  to  Newcastle,  Amsterdam  and  London.  It  appeared 
that  Welburne  was  negligent,  causing  damage  of  at  least  40s. 
thereby,  and  had  already  received  most  of  his  wages. 
Ordered  that  Noble  should  pay  him  10s.  only  in  full 
settlement. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Popple  it  was  agreed  to  grant 
40s.  to*  the  relief  of  Mr.  John  Ferries,  brother  of  the  late 
Alderman  Thomas  Ferries,  who  was  very  poor  and  aged. 

28  Apl.  John  Blenkarne,  master  and  part  owner  of  the 
Jonas,  claimed  damages  for  collision  from  Robert  Maister, 
master  and  part  owner  of  the  Charles.  He  alleged  that 
Maister  broke  his  boulsprite  ”  and  assessed  damages  at 
£3  Is.  7d.  Ordered  that  Maister  should  pay  Blenkarne  £1 
and  Blenkarne  should  keep  the  old  bowsprit. 

14  June.  Andrew  Taylor,  of  York,  merchant,  paid  his  fine 
of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  a  fardell  of  cloth  in  a  stranger  for 
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Danske.  Because  the  quantity  was  small  and  no  ships  going 
that  way,  only  10s.  was  taken. 

20  June.  Richard  Jackson  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage  to 
Scotland  and  Newcastle  from  Brands  Knowles,  master  of  the 
Mary  Anne.  It  appeared  that  Jackson’s  wages  were  £3  5s. 
in  arrears  and  Knowles  was  ordered  to  pay  that  amount. 

Richard  Dynnis,  mariner,  appeared,  claiming  wages  for  a 
voyage  to  or  from  London  from  Mr.  Thomas  Coutes  or  Roger 
Robinson,  but  neither  Coates  nor  Robinson  appeared. 
Dynnis  began  to>  raile  against  Robinson  and  then  greatly 
misbehaved  himself  towards  the  Wardens,  Elder  Brethren  and 
Assistants,  giving  them  saucie  speeches,  saying  ‘  Sirray, 
sirray  ’  to  the  Warden  and  that  he  would  have  his  rights, 
which  no  man  denied  but  said  they  would  hear  both  parties. 
Whereupon  he  shook  his  head  at  them  in  a  contemptuous  and 
scornful  manner.”  Ordered  that  he  should  be  committed  to 
prison  till  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  it  being  then  between 
ten  and  eleven  in  the  forenoon. 

2  July.  Ordered  that  Robert  Acklam,  mariner,  should  pay 
26s.  8d.  fine  for  taking  charge  as  master  of  the  ship  (name 
omitted)  in  four  voyages,  being  6s.  8d.  per  voyage,  he  not 
having  been  examined  by  the  House.  He  was  also  ordered 
not  tc  take  charge  as  master  or  pilot  for  the  future  until 
he  had  been  examined,  and  it  was  decided  to  keep  his  sails 
(now  in  the  House)  until  he  had  paid  his  fine. 

Jeremy  Bladworth  was  chosen  Haven-master  in  place  of 
William  Wrightington,  to  serve  under  the  usual  conditions 
at  the  same  wages  as  Wrightington  had,  except  that 
Wrightington  was  to  continue  till  the  quarter  end  and  then 
Bladworth  to  enter,  consideration  to  be  given  at  the  audit 
for  his  service  in  the  meantime.  Bladworth  was  given  till 
the  next  meeting  to  consider  whether  he  would  accept  the 
place.  (He  accepted.  See  4  September,  1651.) 

4  Aug.  Mr.  Robert  Berrier  paid  in  £200  principal,  which 
Mr.  William  Tirwhitt,  Mr.  Robert  Tirwhitt,  Mr.  Berrier  and 
Mr.  John  Dalton  stood  bound  for,  with  £8  being  the  half- 
year’s  interest  due  on  31  July,  1651.  He  craved  favour  of 
the  House,  alleging  that  although  only  surety,  he  had  paid 
the  interest  on  the  loan  for  many  years,  both  the  Tirwhitts 
being  dead  and  their  estates  sequestered,  and  he  was  now 
paying  most  of  the  principal  out  of  his  own  pocket  and  had 
spent  much  time  and  travel  in  getting  the  residue.  The 
House,  believing  this  to  be  true,  remitted  the  half  year’s 
interest  and  an  additional  £2,  making  £10  in  all,  and  Mr. 
Berrier  then  paid  in  £198,  which  was  put  in  the  chest  and 
the  bond  delivered  to  him.

1  Sept.  Nominated  for  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Raikes, 
John  Rawson,  Leonard  Linskell  and  Launcelott  Anderson. 
Elected,  Messrs.  Linskell  and  Anderson.  Nominated  for 
Stewards,  George  Thompson,  Robert  Cold  coll,  Robert 
Williamson  and  Edward  Blaides.  Elected,  Williamson  and 
Coldcoll. 

4  Sept.  Ordered  that  Thomas  Robinson,  tenant  of  the 
third  house,  should  have  his  lease  renewed  for  21  years  at 
the  present  rent,  provided  that  he  erected  within  the  next 
three  years  a  house  of  brick  with  a  tiled  roof  at  a  cost  of 
<£20  at  least  upon  the  yard  or  garth  of  his  own  house  at 
his  own  costs,  and  agreed  to  repair  the  same  and  hand  over 
in  good  condition  at  the  expiry  of  his  lease. 

Jeremiah  Blad worth,  having  considered  the  offer  of  the  post 
of  Haven  Master,  decided  to  accept  it.  Also  agreed  that 
William  Wrightington,  the  former  Haven  Master,  should 
have  a  place  in  the  Old  Hospital  and  2s.  6d.  per  week. 

26  Oct.  Mr.  Maccabeus  Hollis,  merchant,  paid  his  fine 
of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  TOO  piggs  of  lead  for  the  Tassell 
in  the  Roape,  of  Memlike,  Cornelius  Adrian  Rothenis,  master. 
Since  the  goods  were  of  great  quantity  the  whole  fine  was 
kept. 

10  Oct.  William  Cotesforth,  carpenter,  claimed  wages 
against  Stephen  Harrison,  master  of  the  Anne  Francis,  for 
a  recent  voyage  to  Scotland.  It  appeared  Cotesforth  had 
neglected  his  duty  in  various  ways  and  had  also  had  some 
goods  carried.  He  was  to  deduct  11s.  3d.  of  his  wages  and 
receive  £2  Ts.  9d. 

4  Nov.  Andrew  Taylor,  merchant,  of  York,  had  laded 
five  packs  of  cloth  in  a  ship  held  to  be  a  Dutchman  (the  most 
of  the  company  being  Dutchmen)  to  be  transported  to 
Quinsborough,  thereby  incurring  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  He 
had  paid  5s.  and  promised  the  remainder,  but  alleged  that 
the  ship  belonged  to  an  Englishman  and  was  called  the 
St.  John,  of  York.  Ordered  that  if  he  could  prove  before 
June  24  next  that  the  ship  was  a  free  ship  belonging  to 
Englishmen  and  not  to  strangers,  the  fine  should  be  refunded. 
Similar  order  on  behalf  of  Thomas  Lockwood,  of  Hull, 
merchant,  who  had  shipped  one  pack  of  cloth  in  the  same 
ship. 

28  Oct.  (Margin.  This  should  have  been  formerly  written.) 
Richard  Dynnis  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle  and 
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Danske  and  back  from  Andrew  Raikes,  master  of  the  James. 
It  appeared  that  Dynnis  had  received  20s.  wages  and  Raikes 
tendered  55s.,  being  two  months  and  a  half  at  30s.  per  month, 
which  was  the  agreed  wage.  But  he  also  complained  of 
Dynnis’s  neglect  of  service  and  other  misdemeanours. 
Ordered  that  the  case  be  referred  to  the  next  meeting,  at 
which  Raikes  was  to  produce  a  note  of  what  neglect  and 
misdemeanours  he  accused  Dynnis. 

6  Nov.  Several  of  the  company  of  Andrew  Raikes, 
master  of  the  James ,  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle 
and  Danske  and  back.  Raikes  alleged  that  some  cagges  of 
sturgeon  and  some  cagges  of  cucumbers  were  missing,  which 
were  valued  at  £4  13s.  4d.,  and  it  could  not  be  found  out 
from  the  ship’s  company  how  they  were  purloined.  Ordered 
that  the  damage  be  made  good  out  of  the  wages  of  master 
and  company  at  the  rate  of  9d.  in  the  £  and  the  master  pay 
the  company  the  residue  of  their  wages,  according  to  their 
hiring  by  the  month  till  the  ship  was  moored  in  the  Haven 
on  her  return.  Further,  that  the  abatement  of  wages  be 
paid  into  the  House,  to  remain  there  till  the  delivery  of  the 
ship  or  until  the  goods  lost  were  discovered,  and  if  the 
damage  amounted  to  less  than  the  sum  claimed,  the  money 
to  be  repaid  proportionately  to  each  man. 

22  Nov.  William  Ager  claimed  wages  against  Isay 
Newton,  master  of  the  Bee,  of  Bridlington,  for  a  voyage 
from  Bridlington  to  Newcastle  and  back.  It  appeared  that 
Ager  went  to  Newcastle  and  loaded  ship,  but  on  the  return 
voyage  was  pressed  at  sea  for  the  Parliament’s  service.  But 
it  also  appeared  that  Ager  had  somewhat  neglected  his  duty. 
Ordered  that  he  receive  half  wages,  i.e.  13s.  less  3s.  for 
neglect  of  duty,  being  10s.  Also  that  as  Ager  was  shipped 
again  for  a  voyage  from  Newcastle  to-  Hull,  he  was  to  go 
to  Newcastle  again  and  have  5s.  3d.,  which  was  in  arrear 
for  that  voyage. 

Thomas  Fletcher  claimed  wages  against  Bartholomew 
Johnson,  of  Bridlington,  for  a  voyage  from  Hull  to  Newcastle. 
He  was  to  have  25s.,  of  which  5s.  had  been  paid,  with  a 
deduction  of  5s.  for  neglect  of  duty,  so  the  master  paid  him 

15s. 

26  Dec.  Messrs.  Edmund  Popple  and  John  Blenkarne, 
assistants,  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  place 
of  Mr.  James  Lupton,  deceased.  Edmund  Popple  elected 
“  by  the  ballotting  box.” 

George  Loggan  and  Thomas  Coates,  the  elder,  nominated 
for  election  as  assistant.  Loggan  elected  “  by  the  balloting 

box.” 
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Ordered  that  Jeremiah  Bladworth,  the  House’s  officer, 
should  henceforth  have  £10  per  annum  wage,  payable 
quarterly. 


10  Jan.  Messrs.  Helmsley  and  Wattes  were  asked  to  sell 
the  goods  of  Widow  Norbarr,  lately  deceased  out  of  the 
Hew  Hospital,  to  meet  the  charges  of  her  burial. 

20  Feb.  Andrew  Taylor,  merchant,  of  York,  produced 
certificates  proving  that  the  ship  thought  to  be  a  stranger 
was  his  own  property  bought  by  him  overseas.  In 
accordance  with  the  order  of  4  November,  1G51,  the  payment 
of  5s.  made  by  him  was  refunded.  Similarly  the  payment  of 
5s.  made  by  Thomas  Lockwood,  of  Hull,  was  refunded. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Appleton’s  wife  should  have  8s.  2d.  due 
to  him  on  the  last  account. 

6  Mar.  Agreed  that  Gregorie  Greane,  mariner,  of 
Grimsby,  should  be  appointed  deputy  for  the  collection  of 
primage,  buoyage  and  beaconage  at  Grimsby,  to  have  half 
the  sums  collected  for  buoyage  and  beaconage  and  3s.  4d. 
in  the  £  on  primage. 

4  June.  Ordered  that  Jeremy  Bladworth,  officer  of  the 
House,  should  seize  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
himself  a  ship  called  the  Hope,  lately  arrived  in  port,  being 
a  stranger’s  ship  laden  with  English  goods  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  and  therefore  forfeit.  It  was 
intended  that  the  House  was  to  bear  the  charges  and  have 
the  benefit,  the  officer  receiving  something  for  his  trouble. 
Mr.  John  Rawson  was  appointed  to  solicit  the  matter  at 
London  at  the  House’s  costs. 

Jeremy  Bladworth  informed  the  House  that  he  had  this  day 
made  seizure  of  the  ship  in  the  presence  of  William  Healey. 

5  June.  Ordered  that  Edmund  Popple  should  accompany 
Mr.  Rawson  to  London  to  solicit  the  business  concerning  the 
seizure  mentioned  above.  Also*  that  Jeremie  Bladworth,  Mr. 
Rawson  and  Mr.  Popple  should  be  indemnified  against  all 
suits  and  charges  arising  out  of  the  matter.  A  footnote  reads  : 
3  June,  1652,  “  In  the  Hope,  of  Quinsbro,  Martin  Burnhide, 
master,  from  Quinsbro,  etc.  This  is  taken  out  of  the  report 
in  the  Custom  House.” 

18  June.  Captain  Bourne,  captain  of  a  ship  belonging  to 
the  Parliament,  being  in  Grimsby  Road,  asked  fer  a  pilot 
to  bring  him  up  to  Hull  for  provisions.  Jeremy  Bladworth 
was  ordered  to  go. 
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26  June.  Agreed  that  Mr.  Parkins,  when  in  Newcastle, 
should  confer  with  the  Newcastle  Trinity  House  about  the 
position  which  had  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  recent  Act  of 
Parliament,  some  English  merchants  having  been  emboldened 
to  freight  stranger’s  ships  with  goods  of  their  countries, 
which  practice  the  House  thought  would  tend  to  the  decay 
of  shipping.  Also  to  discover  if  the  Newcastle  Trinity 
House  would  support  the  House  and  other  ports  in  petitioning 
Parliament  on  the  matter.  Also  agreed  to  write  the  Newcastle 
Trinity  House  on  the  subject. 

3  July.  William  Ramsden,  the  younger,  of  York, 
merchant,  on  behalf  of  himself,  William  Ramsden,  the  elder, 
of  York,  and  Henry  Thompson,  the  younger,  of  York,  paid 
£6  13s.  4d.,  part  of  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  each  incurred 
by  them  for  shipping  7  packs  of  cloth  in  a  stranger,  viz., 
the  ship  of  which  Martyn  Burnesyde,  of  Lubek  or  Quinsbro, 
was  master.  He  promised  to  pay  the  balance  but  asked  for 
consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  cloth  had  been  shipped  at 
Hull  in  Hull  ships  for  two  months  or  more,  but  the  troubles 
of  the  times  were  such  that  the  ships  could  not  proceed  on 
their  voyage,  nor  were  likely  to  do  so  for  some  time. 
Ordered  that  only  £2  10s.  of  the  total  fine  of  £20  be  taken. 

16  Aug.  John  Rawson  and  Edmund  Popple  reported  that 
they  had  taken  counsel’s  opinion  on  the  seizure  of  the  Hope 
(see  order  of  4  June)  and  were  advised  that  it  would  not 
hold  good,  and  had  come  to>  an  agreement  with  Abraham 
Askewith,  of  York,  representing  the  merchants  interested  in 
the  cargo,  to>  clear  the  ship.  The  agreement  under 
Askewith’s  hand  was  placed  in  the  box  of  bonds. 

17  Aug.  Agreed  to  elect  a  chaplain  in  place  of  Mr. 
Matthew  Wardell,  departed  out  of  the  town.  Mr.  Hybert, 
preacher,  Mr.  John  Shore,  schoolmaster  and  preacher,  and 
Mr.  Luddington,  preacher,  were  nominated,  and  John  Shore 
elected. 

Upon  hearing  the  complaint  of  Thomas  Partington  against 
Richard  Wood  for  his  wages,  it  was  ordered  that  Wood 
should  pay  into  the  House  £4  5s.,  being  Partington’s  wage, 
and  if  Wood  could  prove  within  fourteen  days  that  he  paid 
for  delivery  of  the  clapboard  for  Partington,  the  amount  so 
paid  to  be  deducted,  otherwise  the  wage  to  be  paid  in  full. 

Agreed  that  in  consideration  of  the  times,  the  election 
feast,  due  to  be  held  on  Monday  sennight  be  not  held  and 
no  women  to  be  bidden  to  the  feast. 

17  Aug.  John  Shore’s  signature  to  the  conditions  of 
appointment  as  chaplain.  The  conditions  were  as  usual,  i.e. 
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to  pray,  and  read  tlie  scriptures  with  the  poor  of  both 
hospitals  thrice  a  week  and  to  catechise  them  on  one  day 
and  to  preach  the  usual  four  sermons.  Salary,  £8  per 
annum. 

30  Aug.  Nominated  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Raikes, 
John  Rawson,  William  Popple  and  Edmund  Popple.  Elected, 
Messrs.  Raikes  and  Rawson.  Nominated  as  Stewards,  George 
Thompson,  Edward  Blaides,  Andrew  Raikes  and  Mathew 
Smyth.  Elected,  Thompson  and  Smyth. 

Messrs.  John  Rawson,  John  Blenkarne  and  Thomas 
Cockerill  were  each  fined  Is.  to  the  poor’s  box  for  not 
attending  the  election  in  their  gowns,  they  having  borne 
office  in  the  town,  viz.,  Mr.  Rawson  as  sheriff  and  the 
others  as  chamberlains. 

Ordered  that  every  Elder  Brother  who  had  borne  office  in 
the  town  as  mayor,  sheriff,  chamberlain  or  alderman  should 
attend  the  election  of  wardens  in  liis  gown  under  penalty  of 
Is. 


12  Sept.  Joseph  Custiss,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  200  pigs  of  lead  and  10  lasts  of 
rape  seed  in  the  St.  Peter,  of  Ostend,  a  stranger.  In  respect 
of  the  troubles  of  the  times  only  5s.  was  taken. 

Mr.  John  Walker,  merchant,  also  paid  his  fine  for  shipping 
120  pigs  of  lead  and  five  lasts  of  rape  seed  in  the  Hope ,  of 
Hamborough.  40s.  taken. 

Mr.  William  Sumerfield,  having  been  retained  by  the  House 
to  inform  them  of  all  entries  inwards  and  outwards  made  in 
the  Custom  House,  and  having  been  very  negligent,  it  was 
agreed  to  discharge  him  and  appoint  Mr.  Charles  Vaux  at 
the  same  fee,  i.e.,  forty  shillings  a  year  paid  quarterly. 

25  Sept.  John  Robson  claimed  wages  from  Joseph  Pearson, 
master  of  the  Thomasin,  for  a  voyage  they  were  loaded  for 
which  was  abandoned.  Ordered  that  Pearson  should  pay  him 
10s.  8d.,  as  William  Harpham  had  had  in  a  similar  case, 
Robson  having  been  hired  at  the  same  wage  as  Harpham. 

William  Barnard’s  wife  claimed  her  husband’s  wages  for 
a  voyage  to  London  from  William  Dickenson.  Barnard  was 
pressed  before  they  came  into  the  Thames.  Ordered  that,  9s. 
being  allowed  for  taking  the  ship  up  and  delivering  her  and 
8s.  being  paid,  Dickenson  should  pay  Barnard’s  wife  4s.  As 
concerning  12s.  alleged  to  be  attached  by  Dickenson  at  London 
for  a  debt  of  Barnard’s,  that  Barnard  might  challenge  it, 
and  if  Dickenson  could  not  prove  payment  he  was  to  be 
answerable  for  it.  The  total  of  which  various  sums  is  £1  13s., 
the  whole  wage  of  Barnard. 
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Roger  Smorthwaite’s  wife  claimed  her  husband’s  wages 
from  Robert  Coldcole  for  a  voyage  to  London,  on  which  he 
was  pressed.  18s.  having  been  paid,  and  12s.  for  taking  the 
ship  to  London  and  delivering  her,  it  was  ordered  that 
Coldcole  should  pay  6s. 

28  Sept.  James  Shepherd,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  30  lasts  of  rape  seed  in  the  Dove, 
of  Emden,  a  stranger.  5s.  taken. 

Joseph  Curtis,  merchant,  also  paid  his  fine  for  shipping 
300  pigs  of  lead  and  three  lasts  of  rape  seed  in  the  Haire, 
of  Oastend,  William  Charlmain,  master,  a  stranger.  5s. 
taken. 

Robert  Dunkan’s  wife  claimed  her  husband’s  wages  from 
Jonas  Thompson,  master  of  the  Jonas,  for  a  voyage  to 
London.  Dunkan  was  pressed  out  of  the  ship  and  the 
master  forced  to  hire  a  man  in  his  place.  It  appeared  that 
Thompson  had  paid  4s.  for  hiring  men  in  Dunkan’s  place 
when  he  neglected  his  duty  before  he  was  pressed  and  had 
paid  Dunkan’s  wife  20s.  Ordered  that  he  should  pay  her 
5s.  more  in  full  settlement. 

8  Oct.  John  Pearson’s  wife  claimed  her  husband’s  wages 
against  Thomas  Coates  for  a  recent  voyage  to  London.  It 
appeared  Pearson  was  hired  for  36s.  but  was  pressed  for  the 
Parliament’s  service.  Also  that  he  had  been  paid  23s.  and 
that  Coates  had  had  to  pay  a  substitute  to  take  the  ship 
to  London  and  deliver  her.  Ordered  that  Coates  should  pay 
Pearson’s  wife  3s.  in  full  settlement. 

Agreed  to  grant  to  Thomas  Sisson  and  Robert  Turner,  two 
of  the  tenants  at  Cottingham,  together  with  John  Raspin, 
of  Willerby,  whom  they  alleged  was  willing  to  join  with 
them,  a  seven  year  lease  of  the  lands  at  Cottingham  from 
25  March  next  at  a  rent  of  £30  per  annum,  the  tenants  to 
pay  “  all  taxes,  layes  and  sessments  and  mend  fences  and 
scour  and  dress  ditches,”  the  House  to  pay  the  fee  farm  rent 
of  £5  6s.  8d.  Further  agreed  that  any  former  tenants  of 
parcells  of  the  land  should  have  their  tenements  if  they  would 
pay  rent  and  perform  covenants  proportionate  to  these  con¬ 
ditions. 

15  Noy.  John  Horner,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  180  pigs  of  lead,  5  lasts  of  rape 
seed,  and  3  fardells  of  kerseys  in  the  Fortune,  of  Newporte, 
a  stranger,  Gaed  Browne,  master.  £4  was  retained. 

29  Nov.  Edward  Brown  and  John  Wright  claimed  wages 
against  Francis  Dobson,  master  of  the  Patience,  of  York,  for 
a  voyage  to  Newcastle.  It  appeared  that  they  were  hired  at 
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25s.  each  but  sued  for  freight  for  salt  beyond  their  furthings 
and  for  excise  thereon.  Also  there  was  some  neglect  of 
service.  Ordered  that  Dobson  should  pay  them  18s.  6d.  each. 

Ordered  that  Jeremiah  Bladworth  should  have  £3  paid  him 
of  the  £20  received  from  Mr.  Asquith,  of  York,  from  the 
seizure  made  by  Bladworth  of  a  ship  and  goods  as  appeared 
by  the  order  made  about  three  months  earlier. 

1  Dec.  Robert  More,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  34  last  of  rape  seed  and  80  pigs  of 
great  lead  in  a  stranger,  the  Dove,  of  London,  Henry  Brown, 
master,  for  overseas.  £5  was  kept. 

28  Dec.  Robert  More  paid  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for 
shipping  500  pigs  of  great  lead  in  a  stranger,  the  St.  John, 
of  Dunkirk,  Derik  Wastall,  master,  for  overseas.  The  whole 
fine  was  taken. 

1  Jan.  Mr.  John  Helmsley,  an  Elder  Brother,  presented 
a  written  petition  asking  to  be  reliever!  on  the  score  of  age 
and  infirmity  of  the  place  and  duty  of  an  Elder  Brother  and 
further  praying  that  he  might  continue  to  be  a  Brother,  and, 
in  view  of  his  “  low  and  mean  estate,”  have  some  weekly 
pension  and  a  room  in  the  Hospital  when  one  fell  vacant. 
Ordered  that  his  resignation  be  accepted  and  that  he  have  4s. 
a  week  to  commence  from  Saturday  next,  and  further 
that  he  should  have  the  next  place  in  the  Hospital 
that  fell  vacant  unless  Robert  Cowling  already  had 
a  promise  of  it,  in  which  case  Helmsley  was  to  have  the  next 
place. 

7  Jan.  Robert  More,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  140  pigs  of  great  lead  and  37  lasts 
of  rape  seed  on  the  St.  Jacob,  of  Ostend,  John  Bloque,  master. 
The  whole  fine  was  taken. 

Also,  William  Thompson,  on  behalf  of  John  Horner,  * 
merchant,  paid  his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  3  packs 
of  cloth  and  16  pigs  of  lead  in  the  St.  John,  of  Dunkirk, 
Dirick  Wastall,  master.  £1  was  taken. 

17  Jan.  Messrs.  John  Blenkarne  and  Richard  Robinson, 
assistants,  were  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in 
place  of  John  Helmsley,  resigned.  Richard  Robinson  elected 
by  the  “  ballatine  box.”  Messrs.  John  Blenkarne  and 
Thomas  Cockerill,  assistants,  nominated  for  election  as 
Elder  Brother  in  place  of  Roger  Watts,  deceased.  John 
Blenkarne  elected,  “  the  ballatine  box  being  waived.” 
Messrs.  Thomas  Coates  and  James  Blaides,  Younger 
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Brethren,  nominated  for  election  as  Assistant  in  place  of 
Mr.  Richard  Robinson.  James  Blaides  elected  by  most 
voices  of  Elder  Brethren.  Messrs.  Thomas  Coates  and 
Lawrence  Scotreth,  nominated  for  election  as  Assistant  in 
place  of  Mr.  John  Blenkarne.  Mr.  Lawrence  Scotreth  elected. 

17  Jan.  Copy  of  a  letter  from  Daniel  Blagrave  on  behalf 
of  the  Committee  of  Corporations,  stating’  that  the  Committee 
had  decided  that  all  Charters  ought  to  be  held  under  the 
authority  of  the  Commonwealth  and  ordering1  that  all  the 
charters  of  the  House  should  be  submitted  to  the  Committee 
in  the  Queen's  Chamber  ai  Westminster  at  2  p.m.  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  10.  Ordered  that  Robert  Ripley  be  chosen  to  attend 
the  Committee,  and  that  he  take  the  charters  of  Henry  VIII. 
dated  33  Hen.  VIII.,  Elizabeth,  dated  23  Eliz.  and  Charles, 
dated  7  Car.  I. 

21  Jan.  Messrs.  Ripley,  Anderson,  Edmund  Popple  and 
John  Blaides  were  appointed  as  arbitrators  to>  end  the  dispute 
between  Peter  Rawson  and  Christopher  Cbwper,  keilman, 
concerning*  the  hiring1  of  Rawson  as  pilot  to  Scotland.  They 
ordered  that  Cowper  should  pay  Rawson  25s.  within  the 
month. 

26  Jan.  Ordered  that  Mr.  Ripley  should  have  a  man  to 
accompany  him  to  London  and  attend  upon  him  there. 

9  Feb.  Ordered  that  Robert  More,  merchant,  should  pay 
his  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping1  760  pigs  of  great  lead 
in  the  Peter,  of  Hamborough,  John  Peterson  Dunkir,  master, 
a  stranger. 

29  Feb.  Ellen  Pattison  had  misdemeaned  herself  and 
abused  others  of  her  sisters  in  the  Old  Hospital.  Ordered 
that  she  be  expelled  and  her  pension  discontinued. 

12  Mar.  John  Horner,  merchant,  of  Hull,  paid  his  fine 
of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  480  pigs  of  great  lead  in  the 
John ,  of  Dunkirk,  Derick  Wastall,  master,  for  Dunkirk. 
The  whole  fine  was  taken. 

Ellen  Pattinson,  on  her  humble  submission  and  promise 
of  better  behaviour,  was  restored  to  her  place  and  pension, 
but  not  for  the  two  weeks  since  she  was  expelled  by  the 
order  of  the  House  on  Feb.  29. 

17  Mar.  Edmund  Bourne,  on  behalf  of  James  Birkins, 
paid  the  fine  of  £6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  220  pigs  of  great 
lead  in  the  Jacob,  of  Dunkirk,  James  de  Graffer,  master, 
for  Dunkirk.  Onlv  5s.  was  taken. 

21  Mar.  Mr.  Robert  More,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  620  pigs  of  great  lead  in  the  Gift

1  Apl.  Memorandum  that  this  day  was  sealed  a  lease 
brought  in  by  Mr.  William  Eoxley  to  Thomas  Sisson  and 
others. 

6  Apl.  William  Carleton,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  170  pieces  of  small  lead  and  40  pigs 
of  great  lead  in  the  J agues,  of  Deep.  He  craved  abatement 
in  respect  of  the  times.  £4  8s.  8d.  was  taken. 

13  Apl.  Joseph  Custes,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  450  pigs  of  great  lead  in  the 
Whitehouse ,  of  Breamen,  Garratt  IJelder,  master,  for 
Breamen.  The  whole  fine  was  taken  except  20d.,  given  to 
Jeremy  Bladworth,  for  a  small  turn. 

30  Apl.  Mr.  George  Crowle,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  for  shipping  300'  pigs  of  great  lead  and  a  pack 
of  cloth  in  the  St.  Peter,  of  Emden,  Hendrick  Wyartes, 
master,  for  Emden.  The  whole  taken.  Mr  Crowle  also 
paid  his  fine  for  shipping  200  pigs  of  great  lead  and  31  packs 
of  cloth  in  the  Haid,  of  Dunkirk,  John  Rugman,  master, 
for  Hambrough.  The  whole  taken. 

5  May.  William  Carleton,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  for 
shipping  600  pigs  of  great  lead  and  130  pieces  in  the  St.  Pauli, 
of  Ostend,  Bartholomew  Cantales,  master,  for  St.  Sebastian. 
£4  taken.

31  Aug.  William  Skinner,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  for 
shipping  136  pigs  of  great  lead  and  a  pack  of  cloth  in  the 
St.  John ,  of  Gastend,  Jan  Varslues,  master,  for  Oastend.  In 
consideration  of  the  difficulties  of  the  times,  only  £3  6s.  8d. 
was  taken. 

John  Horner,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  32  pigs 
of  great  lead  and  8  lasts  of  rape  seed  in  the  Fortune,  of 
Newporte,  Jacques  de  Broune,  master,  for  Newporte.  •  £2 
taken. 

Mr.  Rawson,  late  Warden,  received  and  accounted  for  these 
fines. 

1  Sept.  Edmund  Perry  claimed  damages  against  George 
Smyth  for  breaking  the  head  and  bowsprit  of  his  ship  in  a 
collision.  Smythe  counterclaimed  for  damage  to  the  stern 
of  his  ship.

5  Dec.  John  Key,  merchant,  paid  bis  fine  for  shipping 
800  pigs  of  great  lead  and  571  pigs  of  small  lead  in  tbe 
Virgin  Mary,  of  Stockholme,  Jockin  Faulke,  master,  for 
Gennua.  £5  taken. 

8  Dec.  George  Scott,  merchant,  of  York,  paid  bis  fine  for 
shipping  32  pigs  of  lead,  two  and  a  half  lasts  of  rape  seed, 
7  quarters  of  linseed,  and  5  small  packets  of  kerseys  in  tbe

Robert  Dalton,  carpenter,  and  tbe  wife  of  Thomas  Graves 
claimed  wages  against  John  Winspear  for  a  voyage  to  London. 
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It  appeared  that  Dalton  neglected  his  duty  and  Graves  was 
pressed.  Ordered  that  Dalton  should  forfeit  10s.  wages,  and 
as  he  had  received  £1  10s.,  Winspear  should  pay  him  £1  10s.

Robert  More,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  112  pigs 
of  great  lead,  6  chalder  of  coal  and  140  rape  cakes  in  the 
St.  Peter ,  of  Dunkirk,  Francis  Snorth,  master,  for  Emden. 
£5  taken.

He  also 
paid  <£1  13s.  4d.  and  promised  that,  if  he  could  not  prove 
that  the  Nightingale,  of  Hambrough,  Hendrick  Sand,  master, 
was  an  English  vessel  recently  bought  by  him,  to  make  the 
amount  up  to  £6  13s.  4d.  If  he  proved  his  case,  the

the  summons  of  the  officer  to  attend  at  the  House.

8  Sept.  Thomas  Clifford,  Henry  Lyth  and  Robert  Lyth 
claimed  wages  against  Thomas  Weeton,  master  of  the 
Hopeful  Trial Z,  for  a  voyage  for  the  Downs.  Ordered  that 
Clifford  should  have  £4  10s.  wages  and  demurrage,  and  both 
the  others  £3  10s.  each,  to  be  paid  within  10  days. 

Agreed  that  £11  6s.  6d.  in  “duckie  downes1  and  other 
money”  should  be  sent  to  Amsterdam  to  buy  a  diaper  table 
cloth,  two  dozen  napkins  and  a  dresser  cloth. 

Ordered  that  10s.  be  given  to  Henry  Hodgson,  but  that  if 
he  reviled  or  abused  any  Brother  of  the  House  he  was  never 
to  have  any  more  pay  from  the  House. 

Also  that  if  Joseph  Earrer’s  wife  should  ever  hereafter 
abuse  any  brother  of  the  House,  she  should  never  have  any 
more  pay  from  the  House. 

Edmond  Bourmer  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  510  pigs  of 
lead  in  the  Matthew ,  of  Hamborough,  Nicholas  Billiott, 
master,  for  overseas.  £5  was  taken. 

Thomas  Weeton,  master  of  the  Iiopefull,  collided  with  the 
dolphin,  and  damaged  it.  The  damages  were  assessed  at 
£13  6s.  8d.,  and  Weeton  agreed  to  abide  by  the  House’s 
decision  in  the  matter.  Ordered  that  he  pay  £10. 

William  Thompson,  master  of  the  Restore ,  claimed  damages 
from  Captain  John  Best,  master  of  the  John  Bonaventure, 
for  collision  in  which  Thompson  alleged  his  bowsprit  and 
mizzen  were  broken.  Ordered  that  Best  pay  Thompson  20s. 

J ohn  Bealbie  claimed  wages  from  Robert  Dixon  for  a 
voyage  to  Newcastle.  Ordered  that  he  receive  17s.  6d. 

25  Sept.  Captain  Shellie,  captain  of  one  of  the  State’s 
friggatts,  requested  a  pilot  to  bring  her  up.  Matthew 
Hutchinson  appointed. 

7  Oct.  A  dispute  between  John  Stoutt,  master  of  the 
Dorothy ,  of  Ipswich,  and  his  company  was  referred  to  the 
House  by  consent.  The  company  alleged  that  they  shipped 

l  Professor  Sir  Charles  Oman  informs  me  that  this  is  a  corruption  of 

“  ducatones,”  the  standard  Flemish  coin  of  the  period. 
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at  London  for  Newcastle,  and  on  their  return  the  ship  being 
leaky,  put  into  Hull,  where  they  had  remained  some  time. 
Ordered  that  Stoutt  should  pay  half  wages  at  once  and  the 
remainder  within  four  days  of  arrival  at  Ipswich.  Further, 
that  he  should  pay  each  man  10s.  extra  to  take  them  to 
London  and  should  hire  a  mate  in  Hull  and  have  his  ship 
repaired,  the  company  to  attend  ship  till  they  reached 
Ipswich. 

20  Oct.  Thomas  Clifford,  John  Goodwin,  George  Blythe 
and  William  Graine  claimed  wages  against  Andrew  Raikes, 
master  of  the  James ,  for  a  voyage  to  Scotland  and  Rye  in 
1652,  during  which  the  ship  was  arrested  at  Cowpman  Haven 
by  the  King  of  Denmark.  Ordered  that  Raikes  should  pay 
Clifford,  Goodwin  and  Blythe  five  and  a  half  month’s  wages 
at  the  rates  agreed  upon  on  hiring,  and  similarly  for  all 
other  members  of  the  ship’s  company  who  came  away  with 
them.  Graine,  because  he  stayed  with  the  ship  and  master 
much  longer,  was  to  have  eight  months’  wages  and  similarly 
all  who  stayed  as  long  as  he  did. 

25  Oct.  William  Graine  complained  that  Andrew  Raikes 
refused  to  comply  with  the  previous  order.  Raikes  alleged 
that  the  owners  would  not  allow  him  to  pay  the  wages  ordered 
because  the  Hon.  Edward  Winsey  and  James  Russel  had  been 
appointed  as  Commissioners  by  the  State  to  decide  all 
questions  arising  between  merchants  and  mariners  concerning 
that  voyage  in  which  ships  were  arrested  at  Cowpman  Haven. 
Ordered  that  Raikes  should  immediately  pay  Graine  five  and 
a  half  months’  wages  and  deposit  in  the  hands  of  the  Warden 
a  further  two  and  a  half  months’  pay.  Unless  Raikes 
produced  a  certificate  before  January  31,  1655,  from  the 
Commissioners  making  award,  then  the  money  deposited  was 
to  be  handed  to  Graine. 

31  Oct.  Messrs.  Edmund  Popple,  Blenkarne,  Maister  and 
Scortreth  were  deputed  to  view  and  value  the  ground  and 
houses  Mr.  Lawrence  had  in  lease  and  to  report  to  the  House. 

3  Nov.  William  Mowbray  claimed  wages  on  behalf  of  his 
son  Christopher  for  a  voyage  to  Cowpman  Haven,  against 
George  Aklam,  of  the  Trinity.  It  appeared  that  Mowbray 
died  before  they  reached  Else  Haven.  Ordered  that  Aklam 
should  pay  22s.  6d.  to  Mowbray,  who  should  give  security 
to  discharge  the  sum  as  he  had  not  yet  taken  out  administra¬ 
tion. 

10  Nov.  Richard  Scott,  William  Bishop,  John  Robinson 
and  Peter  Lacie  claimed  wTages  for  a  voyage  to  Newcastle 
and  thence  to  Norcoupen,  in  Sweeden,  against  Henry  Hardie, 
master  of  the  Defence.  It  appeared  there  was  much  neglect 
of  duty  by  the  crew  to  the  damage  of  the  ship.  Ordered  that 
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Scott  should  forfeit  5s.  of  Ills  wage  of  £5  10s.,  Bishop  10s. 
of  his  wage  of  £3  10s.,  and  Edward  Endick,  who  was  master’s 
mate,  should  forfeit  30s.  of  his  wage  of  £7,  Robinson  and 
Lacie  2s.  6d.  each  of  £3  10s.,  the  master  to  pay  the  balance 
to  the  men  on  the  following  day.  Half  the  fine  was  to  go 
to  the  owners,  the  other  half  to  the  poor  of  the  House. 

8  Jan.  Agreed  to  proceed  to  elect  a  new  Warden  in  place 
of  William  Peck,  deceased,  on  Friday  next.  Also  that 
Edmond  Popple,  deputy  to  William  Peck,  be  asked  to  con¬ 
tinue  until  Friday  next  and  then  to  make  his  account  of 
money  received. 

William  Parkins  claimed  wages  against  Francis  Ripley, 
who,  being  summoned  to  attend,  failed  to  do  so.  Ordered 
that  further  summons  be  issued  and  that  if  this  were  dis¬ 
obeyed  order  be  made  in  his  absence. 

12  Jan.  Nominated  for  election  as  Warden,  Messrs. 
William  Popple  and  Edmond  Popple.  Elected,  Edmond 
Popple.  Messrs.  Thomas  Cockerill  and  Leonard  Cavard, 
assistants,  were  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in 
place  of  Mr.  William  Peck,  deceased.  Elected  by  ballot, 
Mr.  Cockerill. 

Messrs.  Thomas  Coates  the  elder  and  Richard  Hill, 
Younger  Brethren,  were  nominated  for  election  as  assistant. 
Thomas  Coates  elected  by  ballot. 

15  Jan.  Randall  Raper,  William  Barnard  and  William 
Dixon,  carpenter  (by  his  wife)  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage 
to  Bayonne  against  Thomas  Langford,  master  of  the  Peter 
Bonaventure,  of  London.  They  alleged  they  were  shipped  in 
Hull  but  the  voyage  was  abandoned.  It  appeared  that  Raper 
served  a  month  at  32s.  a  month,  but  had  neglected  his  duty, 
for  which  his  wage  was  reduced  by  6s.  Barnard  had  served 
seven  weeks  at  32s.  a  month,  but  had  also  neglected  duty,  for 
which  his  wage  was  reduced  by  6s. ;  he  had  also  received  one 
month’s  pay.  Dixon  had  served  a  month  at  34s.  a  month, 
but  had  neglected  duty,  for  which  his  wage  was  reduced  by 
6s.  The  master  was  to  pay  the  balance  to  the  men. 

6  Feb.  Agreed  that  Messrs.  Parkins,  Edmond  Popple, 
Raikes  and  Cawood  should  go  into  Lincolnshire  to  view  the 
lands  which  Mr.  Daril  proposed  to  lease  to  the  House  in 
return  for  a  loan  of  £300. 

17  Feb.  Henry  Hardie,  master  of  the  ( name  omitted), 
complained  that  Jarvis  Webster,  master  of  the  Virgin ,  cast 
his  ship  loose  in  the  Haven,  causing  damage.  It  appeared 
that  the  Virgin  came  into  the  Haven  at  tide  time,  and  there 
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being  no  man  on  board  Hardie’s  sliip  to  veer  her,  sbe  was 
cast  loose.  Ordered  that  Hardie  recover  nothing,  tbe  damage 
arising  from  bis  own  negligence. 

1  Mar.  Agreed  that  Mr.  Darrell  and  bis  father  should 
have  a  further  £100  in  addition  to  the  £300  already  lent 
if  he  put  more  lands  into  the  lease,  and  the  tenants  to  pay 
£40  per  annum  for  the  first  twenty  one  years. 

Mr.  George  Crowle  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  30  lasts  of 
corn  and  80  pigs  of  lead  in  a  stranger  of  Emden.  £5  taken. 

Commissioners  for  the  fine  from  Mr.  Darrell  to  be  Sir 
John  Wray,  Phillip  Turner,  Thomas  Tripp,  William  Maister, 
Israel  Popple,  William  Carleton,  Michael  Foxley  the 
Younger,  and  Michael  Harrison. 

14  Mar.  The  company  of  Francis  Noble,  master  of  the 
Assistance,  on  a  voyage  to  Bordeaux,  claimed  demurrage 
according  to  a  note  under  his  hand.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
demurrage  at  3s.  4d.  in  the  £  on  all  wages. 

James  Blackbeard,  carpenter,  claimed  wages  homeward 
from  London  from  Captain  Acklam,  master  of  the  Amitie. 
Ordered  that  Acklam  should  pay  all  his  ship’s  company  one- 
third  of  the  freight,  to  be  divided  amongst  them  in  proportion 
to  their  wages. 

Agreed  that  Robert  Barber,  William  Norwood  and  Thomas 
Cartwright  be  sued  upon  their  bonds. 

26  May.  Thomas  Etherington  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage 
to  Hamborough  from  Thomas  Robinson,  master  of  the  (name 
omitted).  Ordered  that  Robinson  pay  him  50s. 

Thomas  Robinson  claimed  wages  for  a  voyage  to  London 
from  Robert  Williamson,  master  of  the  Primrose.  Ordered 
that  Williamson  pay  Robinson  15s.  in  addition  to  what  he 
had  already  received  and  5s.  expended  by  Robinson  at  his 
request. 

John  Mould  was  fined  5s.  for  non-appearance  after 
summons. 

1  May.  William  Skinner,  merchant,  paid  his  fine  for 
shipping  4  chalder  of  coals,  100  pigs  of  lead,  and  105  quarters 
of  rape  seed  in  the  Flying  Hart ,  of  Flushing,  Lawrence 
E  ( — ),1  master,  for  Flushing.  £5  taken. 

3  May.  Robert  Cartwright,  John  Robson,  Thomas 
Bennyson,  Robert  Taylor  and  George  Jackson  claimed  wages 
for  a  voyage  to  London  against  George  Robson,  master  of  the 
Hopewell.  Ordered  that  he  pay  them  their  whole  London 
wages  according  to  hire,  viz.,  8s.  of  every  10s.  outwards. 
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12  May.  John  Awther,  Jacob  Raines  and  Martin  Lythe 
claimed  wages  for  a  voyage  to  London  against  Edmond 
Perrie,  master  of  the  Joseph.  It  appeared  that  they  were 
paid  their  outward  wages  at  London,  where  the  master  sold 
the  ship  and  gave  them  2s.  6d.  each.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
them  2s.  6d.  each  more. 

15  May.  Because  the  Hope,  of  Quinsborow,  had  recently 
come  into  Hull  wuth  goods  of  certain  merchants  of  York,  the 
master  and  crew  being  foreigners  and  the  ship  known  to  be 
owned  neither  by  Englishmen  nor  people  of  the  country  of 
the  product  and  manufacture  of  the  cargo,  contrary  to  the 
late  Act,  and  further  because  the  Younger  Brethren  petitioned 
the  Guild  to  restrain  English  merchants  from  setting 
strangers’  ships  to  work  whilst  English  ships  were  idle,  and 
mariners  not  set  to  work;  it  was  ordered  that  the  House’s 
officer  should  seize  the  ship  and  goods  for  the  use  of  the  Lord 
Protector  and  the  Commonwealth  and  himself,  and  that,  for 
the  presentation  of  this  business  at  London,  Messrs.  Raikes 
and  Appleton  were  chosen,  who  were  to  go  to  London  at  the 
cost  of  the  House.  Mr.  Ripley,  now  mayor,  and  Mr. 
Poppleton,  not  present,  agreed  to  this  order  on  May  16th. 

17  May.  Matthew  Hutchinson  informed  the  House  that 
he  had  made  seizure  according  to  the  order. 

25  May.  A  dispute  having  arisen  between  John  Peckitt, 
merchant,  and  the  House  about  primage  on  some  raffe  laden 
in  two  ships,  it  was  agreed  by  both  parties  that  Messrs. 
Blenkarne  and  Coates  should  report  on  the  tonnage  of  the 
ships,  primage  to  be  paid  at  3d.  per  ton. 

4  June.  Agreed  that  the  house  and  grounds  leased  to 
Thomas  Lawrence,  being  part  of  the  Whitefriars,  whose  lease 
expired  at  Candlemas,  1656,  should  be  offered  on  July  23  for 
lease. 

5  June.  Agreed  that  Messrs.  Edmond  Popple,  Robinson, 
Blenkarne  and  Coates  should  view  the  dolphin  and  agree  with 
a  workman  to  repair  it. 

7  June.  Thomas  Mappey  claimed  wages  for  a  London 
voyage  from  Thomas  Warton,  master  of  the  Prosperous.  It 
appeared  that  Mappey  had  20s.  advance  of  wages,  and  was 
pressed.  Ordered  that  Warton  pay  him  10s. 

20  June.  Richard  Skilbeck,  Thomas  ITollay,  James  Eisher, 
Edward  Peacock,  John  Pearson  and  William  Wreight  claimed 
wages  for  a  voyage  to  Eastland  against  Thomas  Weeton, 
master  of  the  Hopeful  Triall.  It  appeared  that  the  men  had 
behaved  mutinously  both  in  opprobrious  language  and 
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neglect  of  duty,  and  that  Holley  and  Skilbeck  had  been  the 
leaders.  Ordered  that  Skilbeck  should  forfeit  30s.  of  his 
wages,  Holley  25s.  and  the  others  20s.  each,  and  that  Weeton 
should  pay  them  the  balance. 

3  July.  Thomas  Headman,  mariner,  was  appointed  to 
collect  buoyage  and  beaconage  of  all  ships  entering  the 
Humber  or  Hull  roads,  and  not  going  into  the  Haven,  and 
to  account  for  the  same  to  the  House. 

Thomas  Holbie,  executor  of  Roger  Robinson,  claimed 
Robinson’s  wages  for  a  voyage  to  Gottenborow  against  John 
Mould.  John  Mould  failed  to  attend  on  summons,  and  it  was 
ordered  that  he  should  pay  £5  to  Holbie. 

Memorandum  that  the  two  and  half  months  pay  of  William 
Graine  deposited  by  order  of  25  October  was  this  day  paid 
to  Graine’s  wife. 

6  Aug.  Ellen  Pat.tison,  inmate  of  the  Old  House,  having 
been  disorderly,  scolding  and  brawling  with  Widow  Robinson, 
of  the  Old  House,  it  was  agreed  that  she  should  have  no  more 
pay  from  the  House. 

Agreed  to  grant  a  twenty  years  lease  from  Candlemas 
next  to  Richard  Winchester,  butcher,  of  the  house  and 
ground  adjoining  the  north  side  of  the  New  Hospital,  formerly 
leased  to  Thomas  Lawrence.  The  usual  covenants  as  to  repairs, 
etc.,  to  be  made  and  the  rent  to  be  £8  per  annum.  A  part 
of  the  ground,  i.e.,  the  south  side,  next  to  the  Hospital,  to  be 
measured  and  reserved  for  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital  to 
dry  their  clothes. 

1  Sept.  William  Skinner  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  25 
lasts  of  rape  seed  in  the  ( names  of  ship  and  master  omitted). 
<£4  taken. 

3  Sept.  Nominated  as  Wardens,  Messrs.  William  Popple, 
Thomas  Cockerill,  William  Raikes  and  Henry  Appleton. 
Elected,  Messrs.  Cockerill  and  Appleton.  Nominated  as 
Stewards,  William  Dickinson,  Edward  Blaides,  John  Waite 
and  John  Mould.  Elected,  Waite  and  Dickinson. 

5  Sept.  A  greed  that  Ellen  Pattison  should  have  her  pay 
again  on  condition  that  she  behaved  herself. 

Anne  Taylor,  having  had  2s.  8d.  per  week  from  the  House, 
and  her  children  being  now'  grown  up,  it  was  agreed  that  she 
should  only  have  2s.  per  week  henceforth. 

Mr.  Nicholas  Permiter,  of  Grimsby,  alderman,  was 
appointed  deputy  at  Grimsby  for  the  collection  of  primage, 
buoyage  and  beaconage.  He  was  to  have  3s.  4d.  in  the  £ 
on  primage  collected  and  half  buoyage  and  beaconage. 
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20  Oct.  Mr.  Nicholas  Permiter  not  having  taken  out  a 
deputation  as  collector  of  primage,  buoyage  and  beaconage  at 
Grimsby,  though  he  offered  to  take  it  to  farm,  which  was 
not  the  intention  of  the  House;  it  was  decided  to  offer  the 
appointment  to  Robert  Cairsey,  of  Grimsby,  on  the  same 
terms  as  in  the  previous  order. 

28  Nov.  Robert  Moor  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  40  pigs 
of  lead  in  the  Salthouse ,  of  Sireckseas,  also  for  shipping  40 
pigs  in  the  King  David,  of  Sireckseas.  As  the  amount  was 
small,  only  10s.  was  taken  for  each  offence. 

5  Dec.  Richard  Hill  and  John  Pearson  were  nominated 
for  election  as  Assistant  in  place  of  Robert  Maister,  deceased. 
Pearson  elected  and  sworn  in. 

17  Dec.  The  terms  of  the  lease  to  Richard  Winchester 
(see  order  of  August  5)  were  agreed  upon.  He  was  to  have 
the  lands  lately  held  by  Mr.  Lawrence  on  a  twenty-four 
year  lease  from  Candlemas  next  at  £8  per  annum,  except  the 
land  next  the  New  Hospital,  containing  nine  yards  in  breadth 
and  in  length  from  the  west  part  of  the  grounds  eastward 
eighteen  yards.  He  was  to  build,  during  the  lease,  a  new 
house  on  the  ground  to  streetward  containing  two  low  rooms, 
two  chambers  over  and  two  garrats,  the  whole  to  be  built 
of  brick  and  roofed  with  tile.  He  was  not  to  build  within 
(left  blank)  yards  of  the  New  Hospital  or  Chapel  to  the  hurt 
of  the  lights  thereof  nor  to  keep  any  slaughter  house  near 
the  chapel,  but  in  some  further  part  of  the  grounds.  All 
repairs  to  be  done  by  the  tenant. 

7  Dec.  Live  of  the  company  of  Edward  Bulmer,  master 
of  the  William  and  Thomas,  of  Newcastle,  claimed  extra  pay 
from  the  master  for  “  extraordinary  paines  taken,”  the  ship 
being  overthrown  in  Barton  Haven.  Ordered  that  he  pay 
the  mate  6s.  8d.  extra  and  the  others  5s.  each. 


3  Jan.  Agreed  that  the  two  ten  pounds  awarded  to  be 
paid  on  the  two  informations  exhibited  by  Matthew 
Hutchinson  in  the  Exchequer  against  the  York  merchants,  on 
which  he  was  nonsuited,  be  paid  before  the  beginning  of 
term. 

Agreed  that  William  Clarke,  mariner,  who  dwelt  in  the 
chamber  of  the  house  Thomas  Rayner  dwelt  in,  should  have 
the  whole  house,  both  low  room  and  chamber  above,  on  a 
yearly  tenancy  at  £2  per  annum.  The  tenant  covenanted  to 
lay  a  floor  new  over  the  said  chamber,  which  was  open  roofed, 
to  make  it  like  a  garrett. 
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2  Feb.  William  Skinner  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  320 
pigs  of  lead  and  15  lasts  of  rape  seed  for  Emden  in  the  Vreed 
of  Rotterdam,  Jacob  Wegersen,  master.  £5  taken.  Also  for 
shipping  280  pigs  of  lead  and  18  lasts  of  wheat  in  the  Armes 
of  Harlem,  John  Sanderson,  master,  for  Emden.  £5  taken. 

Robert  Moor  paid  his  fines  for  shipping  lead  in  three 
Lamprans  pinks,  viz.,  16  pigs  in  one,  32  in  another  and 
28  in  the  third.  In  consideration  of  the  small  amount,  only 
26s.  8d.  was  taken,  including  primage. 

Edward  Johnson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  24  pigs  of  lead 
in  a  Lampren  pink.  Only  6s.  8d.  taken,  including  primage. 

5  Feb.  The  House  having  received  letters  dated  17 
January  from  Mr.  William  Seaman,  secretary  to  the  Com¬ 
missioners  for  Trade  and  Navigation,  stating  that  a  Sub- 
Committee  had  been  appointed  for  Trade  and  Navigation, 
which  desired  to  have  copies  of  the  House’s  charters  and 
information  of  points  in  which  the  House  was  defective  with 
any  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  the  House,  and  also 
desired  to  know  what  provision  was  made  for  maimed, 
decayed  and  aged  mariners ;  it  was  agreed  to  submit  copies  of 
the  charters  and  to  send  Captain  Appleton  and  Mr.  Richard 
Robinson  to  put  such  propositions  before  the  Committee  as 
the  House  should  think  fit.  Mr.  Richard  Robinson  was  not 
present  at  this  meeting.  Later  he  came  and  made  excuses, 
but  prevailed  not. 

8  Mar.  Mr.  Leeds,  having  sold  certain  lands  in 
Moulescroft  to  the  House,  and  having  failed  to  observe  the 
conditions  in  the  conveyance,  it  was  decided  that  Messrs. 
Rawson  and  Edmond  Popple  should  make  entry  on  the  land 
on  behalf  of  the  House. 

John  Helmsley,  son  of  the  late  John  Helmsley,  a  former 
Elder  Brother  and  pensioner  of  the  House,  asked  leave  to 
take  away  the  goods  left  by  his  father  in  his  cell.  Since  the 
son  had  paid  funeral  expenses,  his  petition  was  allowed. 

13  Mar.  Leonard  Cawood  and  George  Logan,  assistants, 
were  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  place  of 
Richard  Parkins,  deceased.  Cawood  elected.  George  Logan  and 
James  Blaides,  Assistants,  were  nominated  for  election  as 
Elder  Brother,  in  place  of  Mr.  William  Popple,  alderman, 
deceased.  Logan  elected,  and  swTorn  11  June,  1656.  Richard 
Hill  and  George  Acklam  were  nominated  for  election  as 
Assistant  in  place  of  Cawood.  Hill  elected.  George  Acklam 
and  Richard  Lindall  were  nominated  for  election  in  place  of 
George  Logan.  Acklam  elected. 
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15  Mar.  Agreed  that  the  charters  be  renewed. 

Richard  Linskell  and  Robert  Rowan  claimed  wages  for  a 
voyage  to  London  against  Thomas  Gaskin,  master  of  the 
Prosperous.  It  appeared  that  the  plaintiffs  had  2s.  each  for 
the  sweepings  of  seed  whereby  there  was  a  want  of  seed. 
Ordered  that  they  forfeit  2s.  each  and  receive  the  balance 
of  their  wages. 

21  Mar.  Robert  Leeds,  of  Moulescroft,  paid  £216  which 
he  ought  to  have  paid  on  20  February  on  a  mortgage.  The 
House  accepted  it  and  delivered  the  mortgage  and  bonds. 

26  Mar.  Agreed  that  Messrs.  Ripley  and  Appleton  should 
go  to  London  on  the  House’s  business,  especially  the  renewal 
of  the  charters. 

2  June.  Agreed  to  erect  a  new  dolphin,  the  old  one  being 
decayed,  and  the  following  agreements  were  made  with  the 
wrights: — Matthew  Rowton,  who  was  to  oversee  the  work, 
was  to  have  2s.

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6  Sept.  Thomas  Waller  paid  his  fine  for  shipping1  80  pigs 
of  lead,  10  lasts  of  rape  seed  and  6  packs  of  cloth  in  the 
St.  Peter ,  of  Rotterdam,  master  Jacob  Davidtze.  £2  taken. 

William  Peacock,  mariner,  appointed  assistant  to  Matthew 
Hutchinson  for  gathering  buoyage  and  dolphin  dues,  at  a  wage 
of  10s.  per  quarter.

(which  Harrison  admitted)  and  that  he  went  ashore  and  was 
drunk  aboard  other  vessels  when  the  painters  came  aboard  and 
neglected  his  duty,  was  very  disorderly  and  left  the  ship, 
so  that  Pearson  had  to  hire  another  carpenter.

William  Edwards,  Christopher  Jackson  and 
Christopher  Barton  claimed  wages  against  Philip  Winspeare. 
They  said  he  hired  them  at  Bridlington  for  Newcastle  or 
Sunderland,  thence  to  London  and  so  to  Hull.  He  then 
altered  the  voyage  and  went  to  Rotterdam  and  thence  to 
Norway,  for  which  he  paid  them.  Then  he  brought  the  ship 
to  Sunderland  and  loaded  and  went  to  Hull  where  he  dis-

17  Sept.  Mr.  Fletcher,  Thomas  Graves,  Thomas  Smailes 
and  John  Goodgame  complained  that  Anthony  Marsingale 
had  not  paid  them  their  wages  from  Norway.  Marsingale 
said  that  150  deals  were  missing  from  the  ship.

6  Dec.  At  the  request  of  Lady  Bucke,  Sir  John  Bucke  and 
other  inhabitants  of  Eiley,  the  House  sent  Messrs.  Leonard 
Cawood  and  Andrew  Raikes  to  report  on  the  suitability  of 
Filey  Bay  as  a  harbour.  In  accordance  with  their  report, 
a  certificate  was  issued  stating  that  Filey  was  a  suitable 
place  for  the  building  of  a  dry  harbour  pier  for  the  safety  of 
ships  trading  northward,  and  that  the  building  would  be 
helped  by  the  quantity  of  great  stone  lying  near. 

4  Jan.  Daniel  Horne  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  goods  in 
a  Frenchman.  £4  taken. 

14  Jan.  The  oaths  of  supremacy  and  allegiance  and  the 
oath  for  faithful  performance  of  duties  prescribed  by  the 
charter  of  Charles  II.  taken  by  Edmond  Popple  and  Leonard 
Cawood,  Wardens;  Robert  Ripley,  Alderman;  Richard 
Robinson,  Alderman;  George  Loggan,  Launcelot  Anderson, 
John  Pearson  and  Richard  Hill,  Elder  Brethren,  and  by 
George  Acklam  and  Matthew  Smyth,  Assistants. 
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Messrs.  George  Acklam  and  Richard  Lyndale  were 
nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brethren  in  place  of  John 
Rawson,  deceased.  George  Acklam  elected  and  sworn. 

Thomas  Weeton  and  Francis  Noble,  assistants,  were  nom¬ 
inated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother.  Thomas  Weeton  elected 
and  sworn  and  also  took  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy. 

25  Jan.  Oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy  taken  by 
William  Raikes,  Elder  Brother,  and  Andrew  Raikes,  assistant. 

26  Jan.  Richard  King  complained  that  Robert  Robinson 
placed  him  as  his  deputy  or  master  of  his  ship  on  a  voyage  to 
Bordeaux,  agreeing  to  pay  him  £10  wages,  20s.  charges  and 
a  furthing,  of  which  only  the  furthing  had  been  paid. 
Robinson  alleged  that  King  had  not  rendered  account  of  the 
voyage,  but  King  now  put  in  the  account  in  writing  and 
Robinson  accepted  it.  Ordered  that  Robinson  should  pay 
King  £10  wages  and  20s.  charges,  less  £3  already  paid. 

The  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy  and  for  faithful 
performance  of  duties  were  taken  by  Richard  Wilkinson, 
assistant,  George  Trewman,  secretary,  and  Matthew 
Hutchinson,  officer  and  haven  master. 

8  Feb.  The  oaths  were  taken  by  Richard  Lyndall  and 
Joseph  Pearson,  assistants. 

Dorothy  Kempley,  widow,  paid  £3  to  the  House  for  her 
maintenance.  Ordered  that  she  should  have  12d.  per  week 
until  further  notice.

Ordered  that  her  pay  should  be  15d.  per  week  until  further 
notice. 

Edward  Medford,  a  Scarborough  master,  claimed  damages 
for  collision  against  John  Welbourne.  Ordered  that  Welbourne 
should  pay  him  £4. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Alderman  Ripley,  Mr.  Alderman 
Robinson  and  Messrs.  William  Raikes  and  Edmond  Popple  be 
instructed  to  draw  up  a  report  concerning  the  erection  of 
lighthouses  at  Spurn. 

15  Feb.  Peter  Mansfield,  mate,  John  Richardson,  John 
Walker,  Samuel  Starman,  James  Poulton,  Henry  Burton, 
James  Fisher  and  Richard  Welton  claimed  wages  against 
Philip  Winspeare.  They  said  they  were  hired  on  October 
25,  1661,  for  a  voyage  Hull  to  Newcastle  and  thence  to  Rouen 
and  so  to  Hull  in  the  Providence.  They  sailed  to  Newcastle, 
but,  on  the  way  to  Rouen,  the  ship  was  wrecked  on  the 
South  Sand  Heads.  The  complainants  alleged  that  Winspeare 
had  received  £40  freight  or  wages,  and  they  therefore 
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demanded  a  proportion.  As  it  did  not  appear  that  the  master 
had  received  anything,  hut  had  lost  all,  it  was  ordered  that 
they  should  have  nothing  unless  they  bring  further  proof  of 
receipt  of  money  by  the  master. 

22  Feb.  Ordered  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Messrs.  William 
Foard,  William  Nesfield,  Henry  Nicholson  and  Mr.  Rogers 
as  representing  the  masters,  pilots  and  mariners  of  Scar¬ 
borough,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  new  charter  of 
Charles  II.  to  the  House,  and  particularly  to  the  right  of 
the  House  to  license  pilots  and  collect  primage,  and  demanding 
obedience  to  the  charter.

John  Bothamley  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  29  packs  of 
cloth  and  2  hogsheads  of  tobacco  for  Stockholme  in  the 
Golden  Goose ,  Hender  Brandt  master.  £5  10s.  taken. 

Joseph  Field,  mariner,  unlawfully  took  £3,  in  addition  to 
other  dues,  from  a  Swede  for  bringing  up  his  ship  and  refused 
to  refund  anything.

The  old  Wardens  received  this,  and  brought  it  into  the  audit. 

9  Nov.  Whereas  a  company  of  merchants,  tradesmen  and 
shopkeepers,  calling  themselves  the  Company  of  Merchants, 
had  been  formed  in  Hull  and  upon  pretence  of  a  charter 
attempted  to  prohibit  masters  and  mariners,  though  freemen 
of  the  town,  if  not  of  their  company,  from  exporting  or 
importing  goods  to  ports  oversea.  They  also  levied  great  fines 
from  offenders  and  made  orders  amongst  themselves  that  none 
should  employ  masters  who  offended,  causing  both  them  and 
their  mariners  to  be  unemployed  to  the  harm  of  navigation.

The  delegates  were  empowered  to  subscribe  the  names  of  the 
Wardens,  Elder  Brethren  and  Assistants  to  petitions  and 
other  documents.  The  following  papers  were  delivered  to 
them: — A  copy  of  the  Merchants’  charter,  the  seamen’s 
petition  to  the  House,  draft  of  a  petition  to  the  King,  opinion 
of  Mr.  Serjeant  Maynard,  a  copy  of  the  present  order,  letters 
to  Sir  John  Lawson  and  Colonel  Gilby  and  two  blanks  sealed 
with  the  Warden’s  seal.  Note,  On  3  January,  1665,  a  letter 
was  sent  by  the  House  to  Mr.  Popple  and  Mr.  Pearson  that 
they  might  come  from  London,  leaving  the  business  in  good 
order  with  Mr.  Cressett  upon  treaty  with  the  merchants,  the 
day  of  hearing  having  been  put  off  at  their  request  till  about 
6  February.  The  hearing  was  to  be  before  the  Attorney  and 
Solicitor  General  'by  special  reference  from  His  Majesty  upon 
the  House’s  petition. 

3  Dec.  Mr.  Crowle  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  500  pieces 
of  small  lead  and  10  packs  of  cloth  for  Elsinore  in  the 
St.  Jacob,  Steven  Steynard  master.  £1  13s.  4d.  taken. 

Mr.  Andrew  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  308  pigs  of  small 
lead,  120  pigs  of  great  lead  and  30  packs  of  cloth  for  Elsinore 
in  the  above  ship.  £4  6s.  8d.  taken. 

31  Dec.  The  Company  of  Merchants  asked  for  a  conference 
on  Monday  next  in  the  house  of  Thomas  Boyes,  innholder,  and 
desired  that  the  House  should  choose  four  representatives  to 
attend  on  their  behalf.  It  was  agreed  that  Messrs.  William 
Raikes,  Robert  Ripley  (alderman),  Richard  Robinson 
(alderman)  and  Leonard  Cawood  should  represent  the  House 
and  were  empowered  to  consent  to  a  cessation  of  the  petition, 
provided  that  the  merchants  agreed  never  again  to  hinder  any 
burgess  or  inhabitant  of  Hull  from  having  free  trade  with  all 
places  allowed  by  the  laws  of  England.  They  were  also 
empowered  to  agree  to  any  adjournment  of  the  conference 
thought  desirable. 


10  Jan.  Agreement  signed  and  sealed  by  John  Bewe  on  his 
election  as  chaplain,  promising  to  read  the  scriptures  and 
parts  of  the  Prayer  Book  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Saturdays  to  the  poor  of  the  House,  and  to  preach  the  four 
usual  sermons. 
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26  Jan.  Messrs.  Popple  and  Pearson  having  reported  good 
progress  in  the  petition  against  the  merchants  and  returned 
home,  ordered  that  Leonard  Cawood  and  George  Trewman, 
secretary,  should  go  to  London  to  represent  the  House  in  the 
matter,  in  place  of  Popple  and  Pearson. 

31  Jan.  Edward  Slater  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  120  pigs 
of  lead  and  27  packs  of  cloth  in  the  Jacob ,  of  Oastend,  Crayne 
Clytores  master,  for  Rouen.  £3  6s.  8d.  taken. 

7  Feb.  Daniel  Hoare  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  120  pigs 
of  lead,  46  packs  of  cloth  and  13  packs  of  stockings  in  the 
Noah's  Ark ,  of  Emdem,  Gerret  Kesper  master.  £4  10s.  taken. 

11  Feb.  Mr.  George  Acklam  lent  the  House  £40  to  be  sent 
to  London  to  Mr.  Cawood  and  Mr.  Weeton.  Interest  was  to 
be  paid  until  repayment. 

16  Feb.  William  Skinner  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  260 
pigs  of  lead,  3  packs  of  cloth  and  66  firkins  of  butter  to 
Oastend  in  the  St.  Jacob ,  of  Oastend,  Colaret  Fassenez  master. 
£2  10s.  taken. 

23  Feb.  William  Skinner  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  156 
pigs  of  lead  and  18  lasts  of  rape  seed  for  Oastend  in  the 
St.  Peter ,  of  Oastend,  Carroll  Pippin  master.  £3  taken. 

18  Mar.  John  Hesslewood  claimed  damages  for  collision 
from  Andrew  Barker.  Ordered  that  Barker  should  pay 
28s.  4d.  damages. 

Lease  for  seven  years  to  John  Barker  of  the  Green  Dragon 
in  Whitefriargate,  lying  between  Henry  Hudspath’s  tenement 
on  the  east  and  John  Baker’s  on  the  west,  at  £11  per  annum 
payable  half-yearly. 

Lease  for  seven  years  to  John  Cash  of  a  messuage  with  a 
garden  in  Whitefriargate  presently  occupied  by  John  Barker 
at  £8  per  annum  payable  half-yearly.  The  House  agreed  to 
put  both  these  tenements  in  repair;  future  repairs  to  locks, 
doors,  ceilings  and  glass  windows  to  be  at  the  cost  of  the 
tenants. 

23  Mar.  Messrs.  Joseph  Pearson  and  Matthew  Smyth, 
assistants,  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in  place 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Coates  senior,  deceased.  Pearson  elected. 

Messrs.  Thomas  Coates  junior,  and  Richard  Stockdaile 
were  nominated  for  election  to  the  vacant  assistantship. 
Coates  elected.  Oaths  taken. 

Margaret  Danby,  widow,  lent  the  House  £50  at  12  per 
cent.  Both  parties  bound  themselves  to  give  six  months’ 
notice  of  repayment.  A  short  bill  under  seal  of  the  House  was 
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given  to  the  lender.  Marginal  note. — This  debt  was  paid  in 
the  audit  of  4  September,  1666,  and  the  bond  restored. 

5  May.  Samuel  Tirrel  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  100  pigs 
of  great  lead,  and  220  pieces  of  small  lead  for  Eouen  in  the 
Fortune,  of  Bullogne,  Jacques  Bizard  master.  £1  13s.  4d. 
taken. 

Peter  Barr  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  140  pigs  of  great  lead 
and  220  pieces  of  small  lead  in  the  Maria,  of  Callice,  Nicholas 
Sansreason  master.  £1  13s.  4d.  taken. 

Samuel  Terrell  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  150  pigs  of  great 
lead  and  250  pieces  of  small  lead  in  the  Jeanne ,  of  Eouen, 
Jarman  Catt  master.  30s.  taken. 

8  May.  Daniel  Hoare  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  320  pigs 
of  great  lead,  200  pigs  of  small  lead  and  one  truss  of  cloth  for 
Dunkirk  in  the  Julie  Magdalen,  of  Deepe,  John  Ferrans 
master.  £3  6s.  8d.  taken. 

15  May.  The  £40  lent  to  the  House  by  Mr.  Acklam  was 
repaid  out  of  Sir  Thomas  Gower’s  rents. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  John  Bewe,  chaplain,  the  Quarter 
Day  and  sermon  was  put  off  a  week  until  June  5th  because  the 
King’s  birthday  fell  on  the  day  it  should  have  been  held. 

18  May.  William  Thompson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  30 
fother  of  lead  in  the  Mary1.  £1  13s.  4d.  taken.  Also  for 
shipping  25  fother  of  lead  in  the  Greyhound1 .  30s.  taken. 

Mr.  Daniel  Hoare  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  60  fother  and 
6  pigs  of  lead  in  the  Anne1.  £3  10s.  taken. 

25  May.  Mr.  Bichard  Mann,  merchant  of  Hull,  had 
shipped,  on  account  of  Thomas  Papillon,  merchant,  540  pigs 
of  lead  for  Eouen  in  the  Lady  of  the  Peace,  of  Deipe, 
Nicholas  de  Neele  master,  and  had  refused  to  pay  his  fine, 
primage  and  buoyage.  Ordered  that  the  officer  should  take  a 
distress.  On  the  same  day  Matthew  Hutchinson,  officer, 
reported  that  he  had  taken  four  pigs  of  lead  as  distress  and 
thereupon  Mr.  Mann  went  to  the  Warden  and  paid  the  fine  of 
£6  13s.  4d.  and  the  other  dues. 

26  May.  Mr.  Eobert  Eaikes,  warden,  brought  in  the  fine 
paid  by  Mr.  Mann,  but  the  House,  being  willing  to  use  him 
according  to  reason,  took  only  £3  13s.  4d.  and  the  rest  was 
tendered  to  him  but  not  accepted. 

5  June.  Quarter  Day.  As  Mr.  Trewman,  the  secretary, 
was  going  to  London  it  was  ordered  that  he  should  take  pains 
to  inform  himself  of  anything  acted  against  the  House  and  to 
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have  made  a  silver  standidge  or  other  handsome  piece  of  plate 
to  the  value  of  £10  and  present  it  to  the  attorney.1  Also  to 
discuss  with  Mr.  Papillon  the  suit  threatened  against  the 
House  and  to  pay  Mr.  Cressit  what  was  due  to  him. 

6  June.  Messrs.  Matthew  Smyth  and  Andrew  Raikes, 
Assistants,  were  nominated  for  election  as  Elder  Brother  in 
place  of  Joseph  Pearson,  deceased.  Andrew  Raikes  was 
elected  and  sworn. 

Joell  Mitchell  and  George  Dickinson  were  nominated  for 
election  to  the  vacant  assistantship.  Mitchell  elected  and 
sworn. 

22  June.  Ordered  that  Peter  Herring,  being  shipped  with 
Samuel  Staniielde,  should  perform  his  voyage  under  the  usual 
penalties  of  a  fine  of  £10  or  imprisonment. 

27  June.  Richard  Mann  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  9  tuns 
of  rape  oil,  14J  chalder  of  coals,  London  measure,  1  tun  of 
alum,  212  firkins  of  butter  and  1  truss  of  cloth  for  St.  Valery 
in  the  Mary ,  of  Deipe,  John  Angley  master.  £1  13s.  4d.  taken. 

William  Thompson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  34  chalder  of 
coals,  London  measure,  160  pigs  of  great  lead,  200  pieces  of 
small  lead,  to  Nantes  in  the  John  Baptist,  of  Nantes,  John 
Beckend  master.  £2  10s.  taken.  Also  for  shipping  160  pigs  of 
great  lead,  and  400  pieces  of  small  lead  to  Roane  in  the 
Edward,  of  Deepe,  Robert  Hibbet,  master.  £1  13s.  4d.  taken. 

25  July.  Mr.  Richard  Lyndall,  master  of  the  Salem, 
having  come  from  London,  on  account  of  the  sickness 
being  at  London  he  was  kept  out  for  three  weeks  and  had 
then  been  ordered  to  deliver  his  ship  in  the  Roads  and  not 
enter  harbour,  and  several  of  his  men  had  shipped  with  other 
masters  for  London  and  other  ports,  so  that  his  ship  was  in 
danger  and  he  had  not  enough  men  to  deliver  her.  He  there¬ 
fore  prayed  that,  as  the  delay  was  not  his  fault,  the  House 
would  issue  orders  restraining  his  men  from  serving  with 
other  masters  unless  they  provided  substitutes  to  deliver  the 
Salem.  The  House  decided  that  the  request  was  reasonable 
and  issued  orders  accordingly. 

William  Thompson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  200  pigs  of 
great  lead,  and  250  pieces  of  small  lead  for  Roane  in  the 
St.  Peter,  of  Deipe,  William  Certeene  master.  £1  13s.  4d. 
taken. 

31  July.  William  Thompson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping 
1,300  firkins  of  butter  and  80  pieces  of  small  lead  to  St.

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Valleries  in  the  St.  Martin ,  of  St.  Valleries,  James  Blaice 
master.  <£2  10s.  taken.

8  Aug.  William  Thompson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  160 
pieces  of  small  lead  and  300  firkins  of  butter  to  St.  Valleries 
in  the  St.  Jacob,  of  Callis,  Francis  Jacques  master.  15s.  taken. 

Lease  of  the  garden  on  the  backside  of  the  Green  Dragon 
for  twenty-one  years  granted  to  Henry  Hudspath  at  6d.  per 
annum.  He  had  taken  the  garden  from  Bacchus  for  a  pay¬ 
ment  of  £10. 

12  Aug.  William  Thompson  paid  his  fine  for  shipping 
550  pigs  of  great  lead  and  730  pieces  of  great  lead  (containing 
105  fothers  2  piggs)  to  France  in  the  Croune.  Taken  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  House,  £5. 

Thomas  Moxon  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  80  pigs  of  lead, 
21  packs  and  36  packets  of  cloth  in  the  Fortune,  of  Newport. 
£4  taken  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Slater  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  75  pigs  of  lead  and  22 
packs  32  packets  of  cloth  in  the  Fortune,  of  Brudges.  £4 
taken  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  House. 

19  Aug.  Edward  Slater  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  150  pigs 
of  great  lead  and  100  pieces  'of  small  lead,  20  lasts  of  rape 
seed,  270  firkins  of  butter  and  39  packs  of  cloth  to  Oastend  in 
the  St.  Jacob,  of  Oastend,  Francis  van  Kenear,  master.  £6 
taken  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  House. 

24  Aug.  Edward  Slater  paid  his  fine  for  shipping  52  pigs 
of  lead,  200  firkins  of  butter,  16  packets  of  cloth  and  5  lasts 
of  rape  seed  for  Brudges  in  the  St.  Martin,  of  Brudges. 
£1  15s.  taken  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  House.  Also  for 
shipping  271  firkins  of  butter,  100  pigs  of  small  lead,  10  packs 
of  cloth,  1  pack  of  stockings  and  4  casks  of  nails  in  the  Faule 
of  Mortaigne.  £1  15s.  taken  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
House. 

24  Aug.  Inasmuch  as  a  dispute  arose  in  1664  between  this 
Guild  and  the  Company  of  Merchants,  of  Hull,  and  several 
proceedings  happened,  the  House,  in  order  that  their 
successors  should  know  the  cause  of  the  business  and  how  to 
defend  themselves  for  the  future,  ordered  that  the  matter 
should  be  recorded.  Shortly  after  th^  return  of  Charles  II., 
in  1660,  a  company  of  merchants  with  certain  tradesmen  and 
shopkeepers  unjustly  called  in  by  the  merchants  to  be  of  their 
society,  was  held  in  Merchants  Hall,  and  pretending  to  be  a 
corporation  under  a  branch  of  the  charter  of  Elizabeth  to 
Hull,  agreed  to  send  up  to  London  to  have  this  exemplified 
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and  granted  them  severally  and  apart  from  the  town  charter, 
which  they  obtained  under  the  great  seal  about  the  beginning 
of  13  Car.  II.  The  names  of  which  merchants,  and  those  of 
the  tradesmen  and  shopkeepers  whom  the  merchants  unjustly 
admitted  though  they  did  and  do  continue  their  several  other 
trades  are  as  follows  :  — Merchants  intended  by  the  charter  :

The  company  of  merchants  then  by  colour  of  their  charter 
beg'an  to  seize  all  goods  imported  or  exported  by  any  seaman 
or  freeman  of  Hull  not  being  a  member  of  their  company,  and 
retained  seizures  until  the  offender  entered  bond  to  submit  to 
such  fine  as  they  would  impose. 

A  list  of  seizures :  — 

Robert  Chapman,  master,  brought  300  of  buttery  from 
Amsterdam  in  return  of  his  freight,  paid  customs, 
and  sold  it  to  a  Bawtry  chapman.  The  goods  being 
on  board  a  keel  going  out  of  the  Haven  were 
detained  and  Chapman  was  forced  to  attend  at  the 
Merchant’s  Hall  to>  pay  5s.  fine,  and  the  chapman 
claimed  40s.  damages  for  lack  of  his  goods. 

Thomas  Weeton,  master  and  freeman,  brought  home  70 
bars  of  iron,  paid  customs,  and  sold  it  to  a  country 
chapman.  After  delivery,  the  Merchant’s  officer 
seized  it  and  detained  it  till  Weeton  attended  at  the 
Merchant’s  Hall  and  submitted.  They  fined  him  £4 
and  “  bade  him  bring  it  in,  and  they  would  use  him 
kindly,”  which  he  did  and  then  they  took  it  all. 

Leonard  Cawood,  master  and  freeman,  landed  five 
hogsheads  of  wine  and  paid  custom.  He  had  put 
them  aboard  a  ship  for  Newcastle  when  the 
company’s  officer  seized  them  and  detained  them  till 
he  submitted  and  was  fined  5s. 

George  Acklam,  master  and  freeman,  brought  some  wine 
from  Bordeaux  and  paid  customs.  As  he  was 
bringing  it  ashore  in  his  boat  they  sent  their  officer 
to  seize  it.  Acklam  resisted  seizure  and  therefore 
the  merchants  met  together  and  made  an  order  that 
no  merchant  should  ship  goods  with  him,  and 
because  he  was  still  taken  on,  they  laid  an  imposition 
upon  all  goods  put  aboard  his  ship. 
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Thomas  Holtby,  master  and  freeman,  was  about  to  ship 
some  lead  for  Amsterdam  when  they  sent  their  officer 
to  seize  it,  and  because  Holtby  resisted  they  made  an 
order  that  none  was  to  employ  him. 

Thomas  Clayton  bought  a  parcell  of  onoite  or  short  hemp 
of  John  Watson,  who  had  offered  it  to  divers 
merchants,  and  because  he  could  not  sell  it,  he  put  it 
aboard  a  keel  for  Gainsborough.  They  seized  it  and 
detained  it  till  he  paid  them  £4,  of  which  they 
took  43s.  Similarly  they  detained  some  flax  which 
he  bought  from  a  west  country  chapman  who  had 
bought  it  from  William  Danby,  master  and  freeman, 
who  had  imported  it,  and  fined  him  30s. 

Christopher  Shores,  mariner  and  freeman,  brought  three 
matts  of  rough  flax  from  Holland.  They  seized  it 
and  made  him  pay  5s. 

Jervase  Weareing,  an  ancient  seaman  of  Hull,  brought  a 
small  quantity  of  whale  oil  from  Holland.  They 
seized  it  and  when  he  went  to  their  Hall  and  said  he 
had  used  the  sea  this  forty  years  and  never  seen  the 
like,  they  said  it  was  his  ignorance  and  took  from 
him  about  5s. 

One  Field,  freeman  and  seaman,  had  three  hogsheads  of 
oil  from  Holland  and  sold  and  delivered  it  to  a 
Wakefield  man  and  received  his  money.  They  seized 
it  and  forced  the  Wakefield  man  to  pay  a  fine  at  their 
discretion. 

Thomas  Clifford,  of  Hull,  brought  home  a  small  quantity 
of  oil  and  they  seized  it  and  forced  him,  though  a 
poor  man,  to  pay  a  fine. 

Guy  Browne,  freeman,  and  others  have  had  goods  seized. 

Any  Stranger  or  Hollander  may  bring  in  what  he  pleases 
without  interruption  and  thus  their  Charter  is  hurtful  to  the 
town,  for  if  a  man  be  a  freeman  he  loses  these  privileges. 
They  also  tender  oaths  to  the  seamen  they  summon,  before 
they  discover  whether  the  goods  they  import  are  upon  their 
own  score  or  whose  they  are.  Despite  the  fact  that  no  fine  is 
mentioned  in  their  Charter,  they  compel  any  person  desirous 
of  being  admitted  a  merchant  to  fine  at  their  discretion  and 
swear  to  stand  to  their  orders.  They  constantly  tender  oaths 
to  their  members  to  discover  what  goods  they  import  or  export 
on  their  own  account  or  upon  others  and  if  upon  any  seaman’s 
account.  Daniell  Hoare  recently  confessed  to  this  and  they 
fined  him  £20.  They  most  constantly  employ  strangers  and 
Hollanders,  and  most  of  their  dealings  are  for  Hollanders. 
At  present  one  Sweath’s  ship  from  Scotland  has  brought  in 
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11,793  bars  of  iron,  400  deals,  15  lasts  4  barrels  of  pitch  and  3 
lasts  of  tar,  freighted  by  Mr.  Ramsden  and  Mr.  Crowle.  Hull 
ships  are  therefore  unemployed.  One  Dent,  a  stranger,  brought 
some  alum  to  Hull  and  sold  it  to  one  of  the  Company,  who 
revoked  the  sale.  The  owner  therefore  sold  it  to  some  Beverley 
men.  The  company  thereupon  seized  all  the  alum  and  forced 
Dent  to  pay  a  fine.  John  Pearson,  master  of  a  ship,  bought 
from  Hamborough  £150  worth  of  iron  which  the  merchants 
seized,  he  replevied  it,  and  they  now  sue  him  for  it.  He  also 
brought  some  goods  from  Hamborough  for  a  merchant  of 
York,  who  instructed  him  to  enter  them  in  the  Customs  House 
at  Hull,  which  Pearson  did  and  entered  with  them  three  or 
four  hundred  ends  of  iron  of  his  own.  Because  he  had 
opposed  the  merchants,  they  informed  of  him  for  entering  his 
goods  in  another  man’s  name  though  the  York  merchant  was 
prepared  to  manifest  his  consent  to  Pearson’s  action.  (Quaere, 
what  remedy  for  John  Pearson.)  All  these  things  so  oppressed 
the  Younger  Brethren  and  other  poor  seamen  that  they 
petitioned  the  House  setting  forth  their  grievances,  and  the 
House,  having  considered  the  matter,  took  the  advice  of 
Serjeant  Maynard  who  gave  his  opinion  that  the  proceedings 
of  the  merchants  were  illegal. 

Accordingly,  on  9  November,  1664,  Messrs.  Edmond  Popple 
and  John  Pearson  were  deputed  by  the  Board  to  go  to  London 
and  seek  remedy  (see  order  of  that  date).  They  went  and 
took  advice  of  Sir  Jeffrey  Palmer,  the  Attorney  General  and 
Sir  Heneage  Finch,  the  Solicitor  General  and  others,  who 
advised  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Merchants  could  not  be 
justified  by  the  charter  of  Elizabeth  and  that  a  petition  should 
be  submitted  to  the  king.  Popple  and  Pearson  were  unwilling 
to  begin  any  new  difference  and  so  stayed  eighteen  or  nineteen 
days  in  London  and  saw  Colonel  Gilby  and  Mr.  William 
Lister,  Recorder  of  Hull,  who  agreed  to  suggest  a  conference 
to  the  Merchants,  but  the  Merchants  “  stood  so  high  ”  that 
Popple  and  Pearson  were  compelled  to  have  recourse  to  the 
petition. 

The  petition,  in  tbe  name  of  the  House,  the  owners  and 
masters  of  ships,  the  freeman,  burgesses,  mariners  and  seamen 
of  Hull  set  out  the  grievances  of  the  petitioners  against  the 
Merchants,  and  that  the  activities  of  the  Merchants  tended  to 
khe  discouragement  of  the  breeding  of  seamen  and  to  the 
destruction  of  navigation.  On  December  12,  1664.  the  king 
referred  the  petition  to  the  Attorney  General  and  Solicitor 
General  for  renort.  The  Merchants  about  this  time  sent  up 
Mr.  Richard  Manne  on  their  behalf  to  defend  the  suit,  with 
whom  several  discussions  took  place. 

The  Attorney  General  and  Solicitor  General  appointed 
Tuesday.  December  20,  1664,  for  the  hearing,  at  the 
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Attorney  General’s  chambers  in  the  Middle  Temple,  and 
desired  that  notice  should  be  sent  to  Richard  Manne. 
Accordingly  on  December  20  the  case  was  heard,  Mr.  Cressett 
being  solicitor  for  the  House,  and  Sir  William  Wilde, 
Recorder  of  London,  counsell  for  the  Merchants.  Counsell 
for  the  Merchants  admitted  that  he  could  not  justify  their 
actions,  and  the  Attorney  General  gave  his  opinion  that  the 
charter  was  illegal  and  that  any  man  or  seaman  was  free  to 
ship  goods  without  molestation  unless  it  were  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  Staple  Companies.  Mr.  Manne  then  demanded  a 
Quo  Warranto,  which  the  Attorney  General  was  willing  to 
grant,  but  Sir  William  Wilde  said  that  they  would  not  take 
one,  but  try  to  find  a  compromise.  Counsell  for  the  House 
said  there  could  be  no  compromise  so  long  as  the  Merchant’s 
charter  stood,  but  if  they  would  take  out  another  by  which 
poor  seamen  could  not  be  damnified  the  House  would  be 
content.  The  Attorney  General  said  that  this  might  serve 
for  the  present,  but  that  later  the  Merchant’s  might  “  rise  in 
fury  again  ”  to  destroy  the  seamen. 

Finally  that  matter  was  adjourned  to  January  9th,  1665, 
and  a  copy  of  the  petition,  but  not  a  list  of  grievances, 
supplied  to  Mr.  Manne.  Before  the  next  hearing,  by  the 
mediation  of  Colonel  Gilby  and  a  letter  from  the  Duke  of 
Albemarle,  a  conference  was  held  at  Thomas  Boyle’s  house 
in  Hull  (  see  order  of  31  December,  1664)  at  which  Colonel 
Marley  and  Sir  Robert  Hildyard  were  chosen  as  arbitrators 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  proceedings  should  be  without 
prejudice  to  the  case  in  London.  The  Merchants  offered  to 
make  all  masters  and  their  children,  and  all  seamen  that 
were,  or  would  go  into  his  Majesty’s  service,  free  of  the 
Merchants  Company  gratis.  Mr.  Crowle  wished  them  to 
accept  this  at  once,  but  the  House’s  representatives  would  not 
and  agreed  to  meet  the  next  day. 

f.  3oov.  Before  this  meeting  the  House  agreed  that  if  the  Merchants 
were  prepared  to  allow  all  seamen  and  burgesses  of  Hull  to 
trade  freely  in  all  commodities  to  all  places  except  staple 
towns  and  to  cease  from  forming  combinations  against  seamen, 
and  to  give  this  under  their  common  seal,  then  all  rancours 
should  cease.  It  was  also  agreed  to  cease  from  all  actions  on 
both  sides  till  February  6. 

At  the  meeting,  before  Sir  Robert  Hildyard  and  Colonel 
Marley.  the  House’s  representatives  asked  what  the  Merchants 
meant  by  their  offer  to  make  free  all  seamen  who  were  or 
should  be  in  the  king’s  service.  Mr.  Ramsden,  on  behalf  of 
the  Merchants,  said  they  meant  such  as  were  capable.  Finally, 
after  much  argument,  the  Merchants  agreed  that  if  the 
Attorney  General  and  Solictor  General  should  affirm  that  they 
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had  acted  illegally,  they  would  surcease,  which  was  to  be 
done  before  G  February,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  agents 
of  both  parties  should  be  recalled  from  London.  This  was  a 
mere  device  to  defer  the  Attorney  General’s  report  to  the  King. 

On  25  January,  the  Merchants  went  to  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  in  the  Town  Hall  and,  disclaiming  that  they  held 
by  any  other  authority  than  the  charter  of  Elizabeth,  asked 
that  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  would  maintain  their  cause  as 
the  town’s  cause.  Aldermen  Ripley  and  Robinson,  being 
Elder  Brethren,  with  the  Mayor  and  other  Aldermen,  all 
being  members  of  the  Merchant’s  Company,  except  Alderman 
Richard  Wilson,  a  beer  brewer,  agreed  to  uphold  the 
Merchant’s  cause,  and  decided  that  Alderman  Robert  Bloome 
should  go  to  London  to  manage  the  business  at  the  expense  of 
the  town,  though  it  was  to  the  prejudice  of  all  the  town  except 
a  few  of  the  merchants. 

The  Merchants  sent  Messrs.  Thomas  Johnson  and  John  Hall 
to  London  on  their  behalf,  and  the  House  appointed  Mr. 
Leonard  Cawood  and  George  Trewman,  the  secretary,  to  go  to 
London  for  the  House.  Mr.  Trewman,  however,  when  he 
heard  that  the  town  had  taken  up  the  Merchant’s  case,  refused 
to  go,  as  he  was  clerk  of  the  Town  Court,  and  held  that  it 
would  be  contrary  to  his  oath  to  act  against  the  town.  So  Mr. 
Thomas  Weeton  was  chosen  in  his  place  and  the  agents  on  both 
sides  went  over  the  water  together  for  London. 

After  some  stay  in  London  and  various  meetings,  the 
parties  met  together  by  the  mediation  of  Col.  Gilby  and 
Mr.  Andrew  Marvell,  and  there  an  agreement  was  reached  and 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Merchants  by  Messrs.  Bloome.  Johnson 
and  Hall,  and  by  Messrs.  Cawood  and  Weeton  for  the  House 
as  follows:  — 

1.  The  parties  were  to  attend  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor 
General  on  6  February.  If  they  decided  that  the 
claims  of  the  Merchants  were  illegal,  the  Merchants 
would  give  security  that  all  actions  pending,  based  on 
the  clauses  of  the  charter  restraining  trade  should 
cease. 

2.  If  the  decision  of  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General 
was  in  favour  of  the  Merchants,  the  House  would  give 
security  to  refrain  for  the  future  from  hindering  the 
Merchants  from  acting  according  to  their  charter  and 
to  withdraw  any  actions  pending. 

After  the  sealing  of  this  agreement  both  parties  appeared 
before  the  Attorney  and  Solictor  General,  who  decided 
against  the  merchants,  but  tried  to  induce  the  parties  to  come 
to  an  agreement,  and  finally  gave  their  award  in  duplicate  to 
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both,  parties,  who  then  returned  home.  The  award,  dated 
17  February,  states  that,  having  considered  the  matter  in 
dispute,  the  arbitrators  decided  that  the  clause  in  the  charter 
of  19  Eliz.  for  the  exclusion  of  all  persons  of  the  town  from 
importing  or  exporting  goods,  except  such  as  were  free  of  the 
Merchant  Company,  should  not  be  put  into  execution  against 
any  brother  of  Trinity  House  or  any  other  inhabitant,  seaman, 
or  freeman  of  Hull,  and  that  all  actions  commenced  by  either 
party  should  cease  forthwith.  Memorandum :  All  the  papers 
concerning  this  suit  are  in  a  piece  of  parchment  in  the 
cupboard.  This  cost  the  House  at  least  £150.  In  a  later 
hand :  The  papers  are  now  in  one  of  the  boxes  in  the  chest 
of  drawers  under  the  great  mappe  upon  which  box  is  written — 
Papers  touching  our  charters. 
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
